ENNIAL  STATE  PRIMARY  IN  THE  YEAR  NINETEEN  HUNDRED 
AND  FORTY-FOUR,  FOR  THE  FILING  OF  CERTIFICATES  OF 
NOMINATION  AND  NOMINATION  PAPERS  FOR  THE  PURPOSES 
OF  SAID  PRIMARY  AND  ENSUING  BIENNIAL  STATE  ELECTION 
AND  FOR  THE  FILING  OF  PETITIONS  OR  PAPERS  REQUIRING 
PUBLIC  POLICY  AND  OTHER  QUESTIONS  TO  BE  PLACED  ON 
THE  OFFICIAL  BALLOT  FOR  SAID  ELECTION  AND  OTHERWISE 
FACILITATING  VOTING  BY  ABSENT  VOTING  BALLOTS  AT  SAID 
ELECTION  BY  MASSACHUSETTS  RESIDENTS  IN  THE  ARMED 
FORCES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  THOSE  IN  CERTAIN 
OTHER  SERVICES  ENGAGED  IN  FURTHERING  THE  WAR 
EFFORT,  AND  MAKING  CERTAIN  OTHER  TEMPORARY  CHANGES 
IN  THE  LAWS  RELATING  TO  ELECTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  protect  residents  of  Eiueigeiuy 


the  commonwealth  serving  in  or  with  the  armed  forces  of 
the  United  States,  or  serving  in  the  merchant  marine,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  right  of  suffrage  at  the  biennial  state  elec- 
tion in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  urgent  that  the  advancing  of  the  date  of 
the  biennial  state  primary  in  said  year  and  certain  other 
temporary  changes  made  by  this  act  in  the  laws  relating  to 
elections  take  effect  at  once,  so  that  such  residents  will  be 
afforded  sufficient  opportunity  to  vote  by  absent  voting 
ballots  at  said  state  election,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessarj^  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  The  biennial  state  primary  in  the  current 
year  shall  be  held  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  July, 
and  all  nomination  papers  and  certificates  of  nomination  to 
be  filed  with  the  state  secretary  for  the  purposes  of  said 
primary  and  of  the  biennial  state  election  in  said  year,  ex- 
cept any  certificate  of  nomination  of  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent and  any  certificate  of  nomination  of  presidential  electors 
made  by  a  poUtical  party,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter 
fifty  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  filed  in  said  year  with  said 
secretary  on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Tues- 
day, the  twenty-third  day  of  May. 

In  any  city  or  town  wherein  the  voting  fist  of  said  year  is 
not  available  for  the  purpose  of  certifying  names  on  nomina- 
tion papers  filed  prior  to  said  primary,  or  for  use  thereat, 
the  voting  list  of  the  preceding  year,  as  amended  or  revised 
from  time  to  time,  may  be  used  therefor, 


preamblp 
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Section  2.  Notices  under  section  forty-two  of  chapter 
fifty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  relative  to  the  holding  of 
the  biennial  state  primary  in  the  current  year  by  wards, 
precincts  or  groups  of  precincts,  shall  be  filed  with  the  state 
secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  sections  fifty  and  fifty-one 
of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  current  year,  ap- 
ply to  any  veteran  of  World  War  II,  so  called,  to  the  same 
extent  as  though  he  had  continued  to  serve  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  section  ninet}^  of  chapter 
fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  other  than  the  last  sentence 
thereof,  shall  not  be  operative  for  the  purposes  of  any  state 
or  city  election  in  the  current  year. 

Section  5.  No  question  of  public  policy,  so  called,  shall 
be  submitted  at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  current 
year  to  the  voters  of  any  district  under  sections  nineteen 
to  twenty-two,  inclusive,  of  chapter  fifty-three  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  unless  the  application  therefor  shall  have  been 
filed  with  the  state  secretary  on  or  before  Wednesday,  the 
twelfth  day  of  July. 

Section  6.  No  other  question  which,  under  the  provisions 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  is  required  to  be  placed  on  the 
official  ballot  for  a  biennial  state  election  upon  the  filing  of 
a  petition  or  other  paper  with  the  state  secretary  shall  be 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  for  the  biennial  state  election  in 
the  current  year  unless  the  petition  or  other  paper  shall  have 
been  filed  with  said  secretary  on  or  before  Tuesday,  the 
eighteenth  day  of  July. 

Section  7.  No  objection  to  a  petition  for  a  referendum 
upon  a  law  which  already  has  otherwise  been  quafified  for 
submission  to  the  people  at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the 
current  year  shall  be  considered  under  section  twenty-two  A 
of  chapter  fifty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  unless  such  objec- 
tion shall  be  filed  with  the  state  secretary  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May. 

Section  8.  The  state  convention  of  each  poHtical  party, 
as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  fifty  of  the  General  Laws, 
to  be  held  in  the  current  year  shall  be  held  on  such  date,  not 
later  than  September  twenty-third,  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  state  committee  of  such  party.  Upon  determination 
of  such  date  by  such  a  committee,  its  chairman  and  secre- 
tary shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  state 
secretary.  Certificates  of  nomination  of  presidential  electors 
made  by  any  such  convention  held  in  said  year  shall  be  filed 
with  the  state  secretary  not  later  than  the  seventh  day  after 
the  session  of  said  convention  terminates. 

Section  9.  Section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-nine of  tlie  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "first"  in  the 
third  line  the  words: —  paragraph  of  the  first. 
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Section  10.  In  the  current  year  each  city,  ward  and 
town  committee  of  a  political  party,  as  defined  in  section  one 
of  chapter  fifty  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  meet  and  organize 
not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  June. 

Section  11.  The  words  "members  of  the  armed  forces  of 
the  United  States",  as  used  in  this  act  and  chapter  three 
hundred  and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  shall  include  persons  serving  in  the  merchant 
marine  of  the  United  States  or  persons  serving  in  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross,  the  Society  of  Friends,  the  Women's  Auxil- 
iary Service  Pilots  or  the  United  Service  Organizations  and 
attached  to  and  serving  with  such  armed  forces,  and  shall 
also  include  veterans  of  World  War  II,  so  called. 

Section  12.  The  state  secretary  may  prescribe  and  ar- 
range or  rearrange,  and  determine  the  location  of,  printed 
matter  on  absent  voting  ballots  and  envelopes  and  accom- 
panying voting  instructions  to  be  provided  for  use  at  the 
biennial  state  election  in  the  current  year  by  members  of  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  determine  the  size 
of  such  ballots,  envelopes  and  instructions,  the  size  of  the 
type  to  be  used  thereon  and  the  weight,  color  and  kind  of 
paper  to  be  used  therefor,  in  so  far  as  may  in  his  opinion  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  voting  by  absent 
voting  ballots  by  said  members  at  said  election,  and  may 
make  such  provision  for  the  mailing  and  delivery  of  said 
ballots  to  said  members,  and  may  provide  such  suitable 
forms  and  blanks,  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  necessary  for 
such  purpose. 

The  state  secretary  may  take  such  steps,  and  do  such 
things,  of  an  administrative  nature  as  in  his  opinion  are 
necessary  to  make  effective  any  provision  of  law  facilitating 
voting  by  absent  voting  ballots  by  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  at  the  biennial  state  election  in 
the  current  year  and  to  utilize  fully  any  federal  or  other 
facilities  afforded  in  connection  with  such  voting. 

Section  13.  Any  form  of  written  communication  from  a 
member  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  evidencing 
a  desire  that  an  absent  voting  ballot  be  sent  to  him  for  use 
for  voting  at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  current  year 
shall  be  given  the  same  effect  as  an  application  for  an  absent 
voting  ballot  made  in  a  form  prescribed  by  law,  and  any 
such  communication,  whether  or  not  in  the  form  of  an  appli- 
cation so  prescribed,  shall,  if  such  member  of  said  armed 
forces  is  not  a  registered  voter,  also  be  given  the  same  effect 
as  an  application  for  his  registration  made  by  kindred  in 
compliance  with  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three.  No  such  com- 
munication shall  be  adversely  acted  upon  except  after  in- 
vestigation by  the  registrars  of  voters  or  election  commission 
or  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  14.  Official  federal  war  ballots  provided  for  in 
Public  Law  Numbered  712  —  Seventy-seventh  Congress  — 
as  amended  by  Public  Law  Numbered  277  —  Seventy-eighth 
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Congress  —  Second  Session  —  are  hereby  authorized  to  bo 
used,  as  provided  therein,  for  voting  at  the  biennial  state 
election  in  the  current  year,  in  so  far  as  the  general  court  has 
power  to  authorize  the  same ;  but  such  a  ballot  so  used  shall 
be  counted  by  the  appropriate  election  officials  only  if  it 
appears  that  the  person  from  whom  such  ballot  is  received 
has  the  constitutional  qualifications  for  voting. 

Section  15.  Any  action  in  connection  with  voting  by 
state  absent  voting  ballots  which  may  lawfully  be  taken 
under  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-three  or  any  other  provision  of  law 
by,  before  or  in  the  presence  of  an  official  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  oaths  or  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  military 
or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  or  by  a  clerk  of  a  court 
of  record  may,  in  the  case  of  voting  by  state  absent  voting 
ballots  by  members  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  current  year,  be  taken 
with  hke  effect  by,  before  or  in  the  presence  of  any  commis- 
sioned officer,  noncommissioned  officer  not  below  the  rank 
of  sergeant,  or  petty  officer,  in  the  military  or  naval  forces 
of  the  United  States,  or  by,  before  or  in  the  presence  of  any 
member  of  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States  who 
may  be  designated  by  the  Administrator  of  the  War  Shipping 
Administration  for  the  purpose  of  administering  and  attest- 
ing oaths  in  connection  with  voting  by  absent  voting  ballots. 

Section  16.  Section  two  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-two  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  the  following  new  clause:  — 

(18)  Administrative  matters  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of 
the  biennial  state  primary  and  biennial  state  election  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  including  measures 
designed  to  enable  members  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  or  persons  serving  in  the  merchant  marine  of  the 
United  States  or  persons  serving  in  the  American  Red  Cross, 
the  Society  of  Friends,  the  Women's  Auxiliary  Service  Pilots 
or  the  United  Service  Organizations  and  attached  to  and 
serving  with  such  armed  forces,  or  veterans  of  World  War  II, 
so  called,  to  exercise  their  voting  franchises  at  said  election 
to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

Section  17.  No  mere  informality  in  the  manner  of  carry- 
ing out  any  provision  of  law  aft'ecting  voting  by  absent  voting 
ballots  by  members  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
at  the  biennial  state  election  in  the  current  year  shall  invafi- 
date  such  election  or  constitute  sufficient  cause  for  the  rejec- 
tion of  the  returns  thereof ;  and  such  provisions  shall  be  con- 
strued liberally  to  effectuate  their  purposes. 

Section  18.  The  various  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  separable;  and  if  any  provision  of  this  act  or 
the  application  of  any  provision  thereof  to  any  person  or 
circumstance  shall  be  held  invaUd,  the  validity  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  act  and  the  applicability  of  such  provision 
to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby.

Whereas,  Because  of  the  advancing  of  the  date  for  holding  Emergen  cy 
the  biennial  state  primary  in  the  current  year,  it  is  necessary  p''®^'"^'" 
that  certain  liabilities  on  account  of  said  state  primary  and 
the  ensuing  election  which  were  authorized  by  appropriations 
for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  be  incurred  during  the  present 
fiscal  year  and,  that  money  from  such  appropriations  be 
made  available  therefor  forthwith,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Liabilities  authorized  by  appropriations  in  items  0415-11, 
0504-01  and  0504-07  of  section  two  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  may  be  incurred  and  may  be  certified 
for  payment  by  the  comptroller  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  but  such 
payments  shall  continue  to  be  chargeable  to  the  appropria- 
tions in  said  items  for  the  first  mentioned  fiscal  year.

An  Act  making  temporary  provision  for  continuing 
the  present  lawful  use  of  certain  buildings  pending 
the  issue  of  certificates  of  inspection  by  the  depart- 
ment of  public  safety. 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  this  act  take  effect  earlier  Emergency 
than  ninety  days  after  it  becomes  a  law  in  order  to  prevent  p'**"^'"- 
interruption  of  the  present  lawful  use  of  certain  buildings, 
therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary   for   the   immediate    preservation   of   the    public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  acknowledgment  of  an  application  to 
an  inspector  of  the  division  of  inspection  of  the  department 
of  public  safety  for  a  certificate  of  inspection  under  section 
twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter  five 
hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  which  shall  have  been  renewed  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-nine  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  as  amended  by  said  section  three,  may  be  further 
renewed  at  any  time  before  March  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-seven  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  for  such 
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further  periods  of  not  more  than  ninety  days  each  as  circum- 
stances may  require,  pending  the  granting  or  refusal  of  the 
certificate.  Such  an  acknowledgment  may  be  revoked  by 
an  inspector,  without  a  hearing  and  without  the  assignment 
of  any  cause  therefor,  at  any  time  when  in  his  opinion  the 
public  safety  requires. 

Section  2.  Any  such  acknowledgment  which  has  ceased 
since  September  tenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three 
to  have  effect  by  reason  solely  of  the  expiration  of  the  period 
of  renewal  authorized  by  said  section  twenty-nine  is  hereby 
revived  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  for  the  sole  purpose  of  permitting  a  further  renewal 
of  such  acknowledgment  under  section  one  of  this  act,  the 
provisions  of  which  section  shall  authorize  renewals  thereof 
to  the  same  extent  as  though  such  period  had  not  expired.

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Resolve  providing  for  certain  payments  on  account 
of  the  death  of  certain  members  of  the  present 
house  of  representatives. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  pubhc 
good,  there  be  ahowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  commonwealth  to  the  respective  widows  of  Nelson  B. 
Crosby  and  Dana  T.  Gallup,  who  died  while  members  of 
the  present  house  of  representatives,  an  amount  equal  to 
the  additional  amount  to  which  each  of  said  deceased  mem- 
bers would  have  been  entitled,  under  section  nine  of  chapter 
three  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  for  the  current  term 
for  which  he  was  elected  had  he  lived  and  served  until  the 
end  of  said  term.  Said  amounts  shall  be  paid  from  the 
amount  appropriated  by  item  0101-04  of  section  two  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three.  Approved  April  18,  1944- 

Resolve   providing   for   a   hospital  addition   to   the 

soldiers'  home  in  MASSACHUSETTS  AND  PROVIDING  FOR 
FURTHER  STUDY  BY  THE  POST-WAR  REHABILITATION  COM- 
MISSION OF  POST-WAR  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH 
RELATIVE   TO    VETERANS. 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  governor  from  the  War  Emergency  Fund,  estab- 
lished by  section  ten  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three  or  from  any 
federal  funds  available  therefor,  or  both,  such  sums,  not 
exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the 
aggregate,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  a 
two  hundred  bed  hospital  or  domiciliary  addition  to  the 
Soldiers'  Home  in  Massachusetts,  at  Chelsea,  the  number  of 
each  type  of  bed  to  be  determined  by  the  Trustees  of  said 
Home,  and  for  furnishings  and  equipment  for  said  addition, 
such  construction  to  begin  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nec- 
essary priorities 'for  first  class  materials  have  been  obtained 
from  the  proper  federal  authority;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  General 
Court  recognizes  the  imperative  duty  of  the  commonwealth 
in  collaboration  with  the  federal  government  to  provide  by 
legislation  for  the  proper  and  adequate  rehabilitation,  physi- 
cal, mental  and  financial,  of  all  of  its  citizens  serving,  who 
shall  serve  or  who  have  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  during  the  existence  of  the  present  war  and 
have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  discharged  from  such  service 
otherwise  than  by  a  dishonorable  discharge,  and  because 
the  General  Court  is  of  opinion  that  it  does  not  have  at  the

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present  time  sufficient  information  to  enable  it  to  prepare 
and  enact  legislation  adequate  to  accomplish  the  above 
objects  and  in  order  that  an  adequate  program  to  carry  out 
the  above  objects  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  may  be 
devised,  the  Post-War  Rehabilitation  Commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  continue  its  investigation  and 
study  of  measures  for  the  assistance  of  residents  of  the  com- 
monwealth referred  to  in  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  resolves 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  with  special  reference 
to  the  subject  matter  contained  in  the  preliminary  report  of 
said  commission,  being  current  house  document  numbered 
nineteen  hundred  and  six.  Approved  April  18,  1944-

passed  three  Acts  and  two  Resolves  which  received  executive 
approval. 

The  General  Court  was  prorogued  on  Tuesday,  April  IS, 
1944,  at  eight  o'clock  and  one  minute  p.m.,  the  session  having 
occupied  15  days.

Whereas,  Unless  this  act  becomes  operative  at  once^  the 
time  between  the  caucuses  and  the  town  elections  occurring 
in  the  current  year  in  such  towns  will  be  insufficient;  there- 
fore it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  aufJiority  of  the 
same,  as  follows:

Section  1.  The  office  of  chief  of  the  fire  department  of 
the  town  of  Plymouth  shall,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
act,  become  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  and 
regulations  relating  to  permanent  members  of  fire  depart- 
ments in  towns,  and  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  incumbent 
thereof  shall  be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to  said  laws, 
but  the  person  holding  said  office  on  said  effective  date 
shall  continue  to  serve  therein  only  until  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office  unless  prior  thereto  he  passes  a  non- 
competitive qualifying  examination  to  which  he  shall  be 
subjected  by  the  division  of  civil  service. 
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Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  voters  of  said  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
the  current  year  in  the  form  of  the  following  question,  which 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the 
election  of  town  officers  at  said  meeting:  "Shall  an  act 
passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  Placing  of 
the  Office  of  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  under  the  Civil  Service  Laws',  be  accepted?" 
If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in 
the  affirmative,  then  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect, 
but  not  otherwise.  Approved  January  34,  1945. 

Chap.      3  An  Act  providing  for  the  removal  from  civil  service 
OF  the  office  of  chief  of  police  of  the  town  of 

AUBURN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  Chapter  fifty-two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirtj^-eight  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  thereof  shall  no  longer  apply  to  the 
office  of  chief  of  police  of  the  town  of  Auburn  or  to  any 
incumbent  of  said  office. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
of  the  town  of  Auburn  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the 
current  j^ear  in  the  form  of  the  following  question,  which 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the 
election  of  town  officers  at  said  meeting: — "Shall  an  act 
passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  providing  for  the  removal 
from  civil  service  of  the  office  of  chief  of  police  of  the  town 
of  Auburn',  be  accepted?"  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in 
answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  then  this  act 
shall  thereupon  take  full  effect,  but  not  otherwise.

Chnp.      4  An  Act  relative  to  the  office  of  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  boston  and  the  administration  of  the  affairs 

OF  said  city. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  general 
law,  of  any  special  act  relating  to  the  city  of  Boston  or  of 
any  ordinance  of  said  city,  the  president  of  the  city  council 
of  said  city  in  office  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  here- 
after in  this  act  called  the  president,  or  any  successor  in 
said  office  in  the  event  of  his  death  or  resignation  from  said 
city  council,  hereafter  in  this  act  called  his  successor,  shall 
exclusively,  during  the  period  beginning  with  said  effective 
date  and  ending  on  the  date  of  qualification  of  the  person 
first  elected  by  popular  vote  after  said  effective  date  to  the 
office  of  mayor  of  said  city,  possess  all  the  rights  and  powen, 
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perform  all  of  the  duties  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  mayor  of  said  city,  subject,  however,  to  the  following 
provisions :  — 

(a)  The  president  and  his  successor,  if  any,  while  exer- 
cising the  rights  and  powers  and  performing  the  duties  of 
mayor  under  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to 
compensation  at  the  same  rate  as  that  prescribed  by  city 
ordinance  for  the  mayor  of  said  city,  but  shall  not,  during 
said  period,  be  entitled  to  any  compensation  as  a  member 
of  the  city  council;  provided,  that  the  president  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  compensation  from  January  fourth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-five; 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  derogate  from 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  president  or  his  successor  in 
his  capacity  as  president  and  a  member  of  said  city  council 
or  affect  his  tenure  as  such  president  or  member; 

(c)  While  the  president  or  his  successor  is  unable,  because 
of  absence  or  other  cause,  to  exercise  the  powers,  rights, 
duties  and  obligations  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by 
this  act,  or  while  there  is  no  president  of  the  city  council, 
the  city  clerk  shall  exercise  and  perform  such  powers,  rights, 
duties  and  obligations;  provided,  that  he  shall  exercise  and 
perform  the  same  only  in  matters  not  admitting  of  delay 
and  that  in  no  event  shall  he  have  power  to  make  permanent 
appointments.  While  serving  as  acting  mayor  under  this 
act,  the  city  clerk  shall  receive  no  extra  compensation  as 
such  acting  mayor. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CERTAIN  SUM  OF  MONEY  TO  THE  LOVETT  CORPORATION. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Walpole  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  four  himdred  and  twenty-three  dol- 
lars and  sixty-six  cents  and  pay  the  same  to  The  Lovett 
Corporation  in  full  settlement  of  its  claim  against  said  town 
for  reimbursement  on  account  of  money  expended  by  said 
corporation  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  water 
works  in  Calvert  road,  a  private  way  in  said  town  which 
has  since  been  accepted  as  a  public  way;  provided,  that  no 
payment  shall  be  made  hereunder  unless  and  until  said 
The  Lovett  Corporation  shall  have  released  to  said  town, 
by  proper  instrument  or  instruments,  all  right,  title  and 
interest  said  corporation  may  have  in  said  works. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Rockport,  under  and  subject  to 
section  one  of  chapter  five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  fortj^-t  hree,  may  invest  in  defense  bonds,  war  bonds  or 
other  bonds  issued  by  the  federal  government  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents  now  in  the  town 
treasury,  said  sum  being  the  unexpended  balance  of  a  loan 
issued  by  said  town  under  authority  of  section  one  of  chapter 
two  Imndred  and  eight3'-seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter 
sixty-live  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four.

There  shall  be  no  special  election  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  maj^or  of  the  city  of  Boston  prior 
to  the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  said  city  in 
the  current  year,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section 
forty-seven  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  most  recently  amended 
by  section  seven  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

ESTABLISH    A    BOARD    OF    PUBLIC    WORKS    E\ERCISIN(J    THE  ^' 

POWERS    OF    CERTAIN    OTHER    BOARDS,    DEPARTMENTS    AND 
TOWN   OFFICERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  town  of 
North  Reading  an  unpaid  board  of  public  works,  herein- 
after called  the  board,  to  consist  of  three  members.  The 
initial  members  thereof  shall  be  elected  one  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  the 
date  of  the  annual  town  election  at  which  they  are  elected, 
and  thereafter,  when  the  term  of  any  member  expires,  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  In  all 
cases  the  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
quaUfied.  The  members  of  the  board  shall,  forthwith  after 
each  annual  town  election,  elect  one  of  their  members  to 
act  as  chairman  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy, 
the  remaining  members  of  the  board,  if  they  constitute  a 
quorum,  may  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  town 
election,  when  a  new  member  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  qualification  of  the  initial  members 
of  the  board,  the  board  shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and 
duties  now  or  from  time  to  time  vested  by  general  or  special 
law  in  the  following  boards,  departments  and  officers  in 
said  town,  to  wit:  water  commissioners,  sewer  commis- 
sioners, highway  department  including  the  superintendent 
of  streets,  park  department,  moth  department,  board  of 
survey  and  tree  warden,  and  such  boards,  departments  and 
offices  shall  thereupon  be  abolished  during  such  time  as 
this  act  is  in  effect  as  to  them,  respectively.  No  contracts 
or  liabilities  in  force  on  the  date  when  this  act  becomes 
fully  effective  shall  be  affected  by  such  abolition,  but  the 
board  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the 
boards,  departments  and  offices  so  abolished. 

Section  3.  The  board  shall  appoint  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  a  superintendent  of  public  works,  who  shall 
exercise  and  perform,  under  its  supervision  and  direction, 
such  of  the  powers,  rights  and  duties  transferred  to  it  under 
section  two  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  designate.  He  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  efficient  exercise  and  performance  of 
such  powers,  rights  and  duties,  and  shall  hold  office  subject 
to  the  will  of  the  board.  He  shall  be  specially  fitted  by 
training  and  experience  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office, 
and  may  or  may  not  be  a  resident  of  the  town.  During 
his  tenure  he  shall  hold  no  elective  or  other  appointive 
office,  nor  shall  he  be  engaged  in  any  other  business  or 
occupation.  He  shall  give  to  the  town  a  bond  with  a  surety 
company  authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  common- 
wealth as  surety,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
in  such  sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  may 
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require,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board, 
appoint  such  assistants,  agents  and  employees  as  the  exercise 
and  performance  of  his  powers,  rights  and  duties  may  re- 
quire. He  shall  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  the 
doings  of  his  office  and  render  to  the  board  as  often  as  it 
may  require  a  full  report  of  all  operations  under  his  control 
during  the  period  reported  upon;  and  annually,  and  from 
time  to  time  as  required  by  the  board,  he  shall  make  a 
synopsis  of  such  reports  for  publication.  He  shall  keep  the 
board  fully  advised  as  to  the  needs  of  the  town  within  the 
scope  of  his  duties,  and  shall  annually  furnish  to  the  board, 
not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  said  town,  a  carefully  prepared  and  detailed  estimate 
in  writing  of  the  appropriations  required  during  the  next 
succeeding  fiscal  year  for  the  proper  exercise  and  performarlce 
of  all  said  powers,  rights  and  duties. 

Section  4.  The  town  may  rescind  all  or  any  part  of 
the  action  taken  by  it  in  pursuance  of  this  act  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  by  ballot 
at  any  town  meeting  held  after  three  years  following  the 
annual  town  election  at  which  this  act  becomes  fully  effec- 
tive and  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual  town  election 
next  to  be  held  after  such  meeting,  and  thereupon  said  town

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  legal  voters  of  said  town,  present  and  voting  thereon 
at  a  town  meeting  held  not  later  than  thirty  days  before 
the  annual  town  election.  At  such  meeting  there  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  warrant  the  following  question: —  "To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  an  act  passed  by  the  general 
court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled 
'An  act  authorizing  the  Town  of  North  Reading  to  Estab- 
lish a  Board  of  Public  Works  Exercising  the  Powers  of 
Certain  Other  Boards,  Departments  and  Town  Officers.'" 
If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  are  in 
the  affirmative,  this  act  shall  become  fully  effective  begin- 
ning with,  and  for  the  purposes  of,  the  next  annual  town 
election;  but  if  the  result  of  such  vote  is  otherwise,  this 
act  shall  be  void.  Approved  January  29,  19J^5. 


Chap.    10  An  Act  authorizing  the  town  of  hingham  to  borrow 

MONEY    FOR    SCHOOL    PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  of  acquiring  land  for  and 
constructing  one  or  more  school  buildings,  or  constructing 
additions  to  existing  school  buildings,  and  of  originally  equip- 
ping and  furnishing  the  same,  the  town  of  Hingham  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time,  within  a  period  of  five  yeaivs  from 
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the  passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words,  Hingham  School  Building  Loan,  Act 
of  1945.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  their  dates.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit,  but  shall,  except 
as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  limitation  contained  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

LEXINGTON  TO  APPOINT  A  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  town  of  Lexington  a 
board  of  health,  consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by 
the  selectmen  of  said  town,  which  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  duties  now  or  from  time  to  time  vested  by  general  law 
in  boards  of  health.  Of  the  members  first  appointed,  one 
shall  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three 
years,  and  annually  thereafter  one  member  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  three  years.  Upon  the  initial 
organization  of  the  board  of  health  appointed  under  author- 
ity of  this  act,  the  board  of  selectmen,  acting  as  the  board  of 
public  works  as  provided  by  chapter  one  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-two,  shall  cease  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  duties  of  a  board  of  health.

clared to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience.

Section  ninety-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-  g.  l.  (Xer. 
one  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  section  two  of  ^d§97A,*^^ 

repealed. 
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chapter  five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-one,  and  section  ninety-seven  A  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  inserted  by  chapter 
four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  are  hereby  repealed.  Notwithstand- 
ing such  repeal,  the  commonwealth  shall  continue  to  reserve 
to  itself  full  and  complete  jurisdiction  and  authority,  to  the

Section  1.  The  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Dukes 
County,  with  the  approval  of  the  county  commissioners,  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time  on  the  credit  of  the  county  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate, 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  county  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words, 
County  of  Dukes  County  Hurricane  Damage  Loan,  Act  of 
1945.  Such  loan  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  five 
years  from  the  date  thereof,  as  determined  by  the  treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  county  commissioners.  Said  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  and 
countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  county  commissioners. 
The  county  may  sell  such  securities  at  public  or  private 
sale.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall,  except  as 
herein  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  thirty-five  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  proceeds  of  the  loan  shall  be  used  only 
for  repairing  damages  caused  bj^  the  hurricane  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-four,  in  cooperation  with  the  department 
of  public  works. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance during  the  current  year  by  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  county  of  Dukes  County,  but  not  otherwise.

Whereas,  Provisions  of  law  similar  to  those  set  forth  in  Emergency 
this  act  will  cease  to  be  effective  on  April  first  of  the  current  ^'^^^"^  "' 
year,  but  the  circumstances  and  conditions  which  made  ad- 
visable their  enactment  still  continue,  and  it  is  accordingly 
desirable  that  said  provisions  be  made  continuously  effective 
until  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  tiiat 
there  be  no  interruption  in  the  effectiveness  thereof,  there- 
fore it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience.

Whereas,    The  existence  of  the  Mashpee  Advisory  Com-  Emergency 
mission  expires  by  law  on  April  fifteenth  next;  and  preambe. 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Mashpee  that  said  commission  be  empowered 
to  continue  to  function  without  interruption,  and  the  de- 
ferred operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose, 
which  is  to  enable  said  commission  so  to  function  without 
interruption,  therefore  this  act  is  hereb}'^  declared  to  be  an 
emergency  law,  necessan,'  for  the  immediate  preservation  of 
the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as  most  re- 
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cently  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  ninth 
line,  the  word  "forty-five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word:  —  forty-eight,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  1. 
There  is  hereby  established  an  unpaid  commission,  under 
the  title  of  the  Mashpee  Advisory  Commission,  hereinafter 
called  the  commission,  to  consist  of  three  members,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  the  head  of  a  state  department  or  the  head 
of  a  division  thereof,  designated  by  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  and  shall  serve  for  a  period 
terminating  April  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight.

all  purposes.  The  betterments  so  estimated  may  be  as- 
sessed at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act.  The  right  to  damages  for  any  such  taking  shall 
vest  upon  the  recording  or  filing  for  registration  of  the  order 
of  taking.

This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  voters  of  said  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
the  current  year  in  the  form  of  the  following  question,  which 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the 
election  of  town  officers  at  said  meeting:  —  "Shall  an  act 
passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  Placing  of 
the  Office  of  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  Town  of 
Easthampton  under  the  Civil  Service  Laws',  be  accepted?" 
If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in 
the  affirmative,  then  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect, 
but -not  otherwise.

Section  L  The  town  of  Acushnet  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  over  all  the  properties,  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
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of  the  Acushnet  Fire  and  Water  District,  as  established  by 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two,  as  amended,  and  to  assume  all  the 
duties  and  obligations  of  said  district,  and  shall  thereby 
become  in  all  respects  the  lawful  successor  to  the  said  district. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done,  ratified  or  confirmed  by  the  said  district  or  any 
of  its  officers  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  nor  any 
right  accrued  or  established,  nor  any  action,  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding commenced  or  had  in  a  civil  case,  nor  shall  it  im- 
pair the  validity  of  any  of  the  notes,  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  said  district  outstanding  on  said  date.  Any 
indebtedness  incurred  by  the  said  district  and  outstanding 
at  the  time  it  is  taken  over  by  the  town  shall  be  assumed  by 
the  town. 

Section  3.  The  selectmen  shall  act  as  water  commis- 
sioners until  the  first  annual  town  meeting  held  after  the 
date  when  the  said  district  is  taken  over  by  the  town  and 
at  said  meeting  the  town  shall  elect  a  board  of  three  water 
commissioners.  Such  commissioners  shall  be  elected  on  the 
official  ballot  and,  in  the  first  instance,  shall  be  elected  to 
hold  office,  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  one  year,  from  the  meeting 
at  which  they  are  elected,  and  thereafter  one  commissioner 
shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of  three  years.

the  public  convenience.

CARE    FUND    OF    WESTVIEW    CEMETERY    IN    THE    TOWN    OF 
LEXINGTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following :  —  Said  board 
from  time  to  time  shall  receive  from  the  cemetery  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Lexington  the  perpetual  care  fund  of 
Westview  cemetery  and  additions  thereto,  and  shall  invest 
and  reinvest  the  sums  as  authorized  for  trust  funds  under 
section  fifty-four  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws 
and  shall  pay  over  the  net  income  thereof  to  the  town  treas- 
urer, who  shall  hold  it  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  town 
for  the  care,  improvement  and  embellishment  of  the  West- 
view  cemetery. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

40  An  Act  to  authorize  the  placing  of  offices,  positions 

AND  employments  UNDER  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  EASTHAMPTON  UNDER  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE 
LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  L     The  offices,  positions  and  employments  un- 
der the  board  of  public  works  of  the  town  of  Easthampton 
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shall,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  become  subject  to 
the  civil  service  laws,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made 
thereunder.  The  permanent  incumbent  on  said  effective 
date  of  every  such  office  and  position  classified  in  the  official 
service  shall  be  subjected  to  a  non-competitive  qualifying 
examination  for  such  office  or  position  by  the  division  of 
civil  service  of  the  department  of  civil  service  and  registra- 
tion. If  such  an  incumbent  passes  said  examination,  he 
shall  be  certified  for  said  office  or  position  and  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  permanently  appointed  thereto  without  serv- 
ing any  probationary  period,  and  his  tenure  of  office,  as  well 
as  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  subsequent  incumbent  of  said 
office  or  position,  shall  be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to 
the  provisions  of  said  civil  service  laws.  If  such  an  incum- 
bent does  not  pass  such  non-competitive  qualifying  exami- 
nation, he  ma}'  continue  to  serve  in  said  office  or  position, 
but  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  civil  service 
laws.  The  tenure  of  office  of  persons  in  the  labor  service 
under  said  board  of  said  town  shall  be  unlimited,  subject, 
however,  to  said  laws;  but  the  persons  in  such  labor  service 
on  said  effective  date  msiy  continue  to  serve  as  such. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
said  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  current  year  in 
the  form  of  the  following  question,  which  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of  town 
officers  at  said  meeting:  —  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  gen- 
eral court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  en- 
titled 'An  Act  to  authorize  the  placing  of  offices,  positions 
and  employments  under  the  board  of  public  worl^  of  the 
town  of  Easthampton  under  the  civil  service  laws',  be  ac- 
cepted?" If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  answer  to  said 
question  are  in  the  affirmative,  then  this  act  shall  thereupon 
take  full  effect,  but  not  otherwise.

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AND  employments  IN  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  SOUTH  HADLEY  UNDER  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  offices,  positions  and  employments  in  the 
highway  department  of  the  town  of  South  Hadley  shall, 
upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  become  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  there- 
under. The  permanent  incumbent  on  said  effective  date  of 
every  such  office  and  position  classified  in  the  official  service 
shall  be  subjected  to  a  non-competitive  qualifying  examina- 
tion for  such  office  or  position  by  the  division  of  civil  service 
of  the  department  of  civil  service  and  registration.  If  such 
an  incumbent  passes  said  examination,  he  shall  be  certified 
for  said  office  or  position  and  sliall  be  deemed  to  be  perma- 
nently appointed  thereto  without  serving  any  probationary 
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period,  and  Ms  tenure  of  office,  as  well  as  the  tenure  of  office 
of  any  subsequent  incumbent  of  said  office  or  position,  shall 
be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  said 
civil  service  laws.  If  such  an  incumbent  does  not  pass  such 
non-competitive  qualifying  examination,  he  may  continue  to 
serve  in  said  office  or  position,  but  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  said  civil  service  laws.  The  tenure  of 
office  of  persons  in  the  labor  service  of  said  department  of 
said  town  shall  be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to  said  laws; 
but  the  persons  in  such  labor  service  on  said  effective  date 
may  continue  to  serve  as  such. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of ' 
said  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  current  year 
in  the  form  of  the  following  question,  which  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of  town 
officers  at  said  meeting: —  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  gen- 
eral court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  en- 
titled 'An  Act  to  authorize  the  placing  of  offices,  positions 
and  employments  in  the  highway  department  of  the  town 
of  South  Hadley  under  the  civil  service  laws',  be  accepted?" 
If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  answer  to  said  question 
are  in  the  affirmative,  then  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full 
effect,  but  not  otherwise.  Approved  February  19,  1946. 

Chap.   42  An  Act  repealing  provisions  of  law  authorizing  the 

TOWN    OF    MILTON    TO    ADMINISTER    CERTAIN    TRUST    FUNDS 
and    to    ESTABLISH    A    PUBLIC    HOSPITAL. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  five  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  the  town  of  Milton  at  a  town  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose.  Approved  February  19,  194-5. 

Chap.   43  An  Act  providing  for  the  election  of  city  collector 

BY  POPULAR  VOTE  AT  THE  BIENNIAL  MUNICIPAL  ELECTIONS 
IN    THE    CITY    OF    CHICOPEE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-nine,  the  city  collector  of  the  city  of  Chicopee 
shall  be  elected  by  the  registered  voters  of  said  city.  At  the 
biennial  municipal  election  in  said  year,  and  at  the  biennial 
municipal  election  to  be  held  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter, 
the  city  collector  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  four  years.  The  city  collector  elected  as  aforesaid  shall 
take  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  his 
election. 

Section  2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  city  collector  elected 
by  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary, nineteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  shall  expire  on  the 
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first  Monday  in  Januarj^,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty,  when 
his  successor  elected  as  aforesaid  shall  take  office. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  city  col- 
lector elected  by  popular  vote  as  aforesaid,  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  without  confirmation  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election,  at  which  time  a  city  collector 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term,  if  any. 

Section  4.  So  much  of  the  charter  and  revised  ordi- 
nances of  said  city,  and  of  the  amendments  thereof  and  the 
additions  thereto,  as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  registered 
voters  of  the  city  of  Chicopee  at  the  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five 
in  the  form  of  the  following  question,  which  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  said  election:  "Shall  an 
act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  providing  for  the  elec- 
tion of  City  Collector  by  popular  vote  at  the  Biennial  Mu- 
nicipal Elections  in  the  City  of  Chicopee',  be  accepted?" 
If  the  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in 
the  affirmative,  then  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect, 
but  not  otherwise.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS  BY  POPULAR  VOTE  AT  THE  BIENNIAL 
municipal    ELECTIONS   IN    THE    CITY    OF   CHICOPEE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloios: 

Section  1.  Beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-seven,  the  members  of  the  board  of  assessors  of 
the  city  of  Chicopee  shall  be  elected  by  the  registered  voters 
of  said  city.  At  the  biennial  municipal  election  in  said  year 
three  assessors  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided.  No 
voter  shall  vote  for  more  than  one  of  the  nominated  candi- 
dates, and  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and 
the  candidates  receiving  the  second  and  third  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  both  be  declared  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years.  At  the  biennial  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  at  every  biennial 
municipal  election  held  thereafter,  two  assessors  shall  be 
elected  as  hereinafter  provided.  No  voter  shall  vote  for 
more  than  one  of  the  nominated  candidates,  and  the  can- 
didate receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  de- 
clared elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the  candidate 
receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  assessors  elected  as 
afaresaid  shall  take  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
following  their  election. 
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Section  2.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  assessors  elected 
by  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary in  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-six  and  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-eight,  when  their  successors  elected 
as  aforesaid  shall  take  office. 

Section  3.  During  the  month  of  January  in  each  year, 
the  assessors  shall  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a  chairman 
and  a  secretary  who  shall  perform  the  duties  assigned  to 
said  chairman  and  secretary  under  the  existing  revised  ordi- 
nances of  said  city. 

Section  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  assessor 
elected  by  popular  vote  as  aforesaid,  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  without  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall 
appoint  an  assessor  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  bien- 
nial municipal  election,  at  which  time  an  assessor  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term,  if 
any. 

Section  5.  So  much  of  the  charter  and  revised  ordi- 
nances of  said  city,  and  of  the  amendments  thereof  and  the 
additions  thereto,  as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  of  Chicopee  at  the  bien- 
nial municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five,  in  the  form  of  the  following  question, 
which  shall  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  said 
election:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  pro- 
viding for  the  election  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
by  popular  vote  at  the  Biennial  Municipal  Elections  in  the 
City  of  Chicopee',  be  accepted?"  If  the  majority  of  the 
votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  then 
this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect,  but  not  otherwise.

Chap.   45  An  Act  authorizing  the  board  of  selectmen  of  the 

TOWN  OF  MILTON  TO  PERMIT  WALTER  BAKER  &  COMPANY, 
INC.,  TO  CONSTRUCT  AND  MAINTAIN  A  BRIDGE  OVER  ADAMS 
STREET   IN    THE   TOWN   OF   MILTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  petition,  and  after  seven  days'  notice 
inserted  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of 
Milton  and  a  public  hearing  thereon,  the  board  of  select- 
men, by  a  two  thirds  vote,  may  grant  and  issue  a  permit 
to  Walter  Baker  &  Company,  Inc.,  a  corporation  duly  estab- 
lished and  existing  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge 
over  Adams  street  in  said  town,  at  a  point  where  said  cor- 
poration owns  the  land  in  fee  on  opposite  sides  of  said  street 
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and  also  the  fee  in  that  part  of  said  street  to  be  crossed  by 
said  bridge,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  buildings  owned 
and  occupied  by  said  corporation  on  opposite  sides  of  said 
street.  Said  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  the  condition  of 
such  ownership  and  such  further  conditions  and  subject  to 
such  restrictions  as  the  board  of  selectmen  may  prescribe. 
Any  permit  granted  hereunder  may  be  revoked  by  vote  of 
said  board  of  selectmen. 

Section  2.  Any  bridge  constructed  under  a  permit 
granted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
at  a  height  not  less  than  thirty-five  feet  above  the  grade 
line  of  said  street  and  shall  be  not  more  than  twelve  feet  in 
width.  No  part  of  said  bridge  or  its  supports  shall  rest  on 
the  surface  of  said  street,  nor  shall  any  such  bridge  be  con- 
structed or  maintained  over  any  portion  of  said  street  not 
owned  in  fee  by  said  corporation  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  owners  of  such  portion  in  each  instance,  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  board  of  selectmen. 

Section  3.  If  a  traveler  on  the  highway  while  in  the 
exercise  of  due  care  sustains  bodily  injury  or  damage  in  his 
property  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  maintenance  of 
said  bridge,  he  may  recover  damages  therefor  in  an  action 
of  tort  brought  in  the  superior  court  against  said  Walter 
Baker  &  Company,  Inc.,  or  its  successors  or  assigns,  within 
one  year  after  the  date  of  such  injury  or  damage;  provided, 
that  such  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of  the  said 
injury  or  damage  be  given  to  said  Walter  Baker  &  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  or  its  successors  or  assigns,  by,  or  on  behalf  of, 
the  person  or  persons  sustaining  the  same  as  is,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  valid 
and  sufficient  in  cases  of  injury  or  damage  sustained  by 
reason  of  a  defect  or  a  want  of  repair  in  or  upon  a  way,  if 
such  defect  or  want  of  repair  is  caused  by  or  consists  in  part 
of  snow  or  ice,  or  both.  The  remedy  herein  provided  shall 
not  be  exclusive,  but  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other 
remedy  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  said  town,  but  not 
otherwise.  Approved  February  19,  1945. 


An  Act  relative  to  the  making  by  banking  institutions  (JJjQp^   4.Q 

AND  insurance  COMPANIES  OF  LOANS  TO  VETERANS  OF 
WORLD  WAR  II  GUARANTEED  BY  THE  ADMINISTRATOR  OF 
veterans'    AFFAIRS. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  ^;^®^^,°''y 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  make  available  without 
delay  to  qualifying  veterans  of  World  War  II  the  benefits  of 
the  act  of  congress  known  as  the  Servicemen's  Readjust- 
ment Act  of  1944,  and  which  became  effective  on  June 
twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  therefore 
it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for 
the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 
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Re  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  commis- 
sioner of  banks  deems  to  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  respect 
to  trust  companies,  savings  banks,  co-operative  banks  or 
credit  unions,  and  to  such  regulations  as  the  commissioner 
of  insurance  deems  to  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  respect  to 
insurance  companies,  any  trust  company,  savings  bank, 
co-operative  bank,  credit  union  or  insurance  company  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  is  authorized, 
for  a  period  ending  five  years  after  the  termination  of  the 
present  states  of  war  between  the  United  States  and  certain 
foreign  countries,  to  make  such  loans  and  advances  of  credit 
to  qualified  veterans  of  World  War  II  as  are  guaranteed  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  administrator  of  veterans'  affairs  or 
his  successor  or  successors  in  such  office,  under  the  act  of 
congress  known  as  the  Servicemen's  Readjustment  Act  of 
1944,  or  any  amendment  thereof,  and  to  obtain  such  guar- 
anties. 

Section  2.  During  the  period  that  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  in  force  and  effect,  and,  with  respect  to  the  obliga- 
tion of  any  contract  entered  into  during  said  period  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  hfe  of  said  obligation,  no 
provision  of  law  limiting  the  power  of  a  trust  company, 
savings  bank,  co-operative  bank,  credit  union  or  insurance 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  to 
make  loans  shall  apply  to  loans  made  pursuant  to  section 
one  of  this  act,  subject  to  regulations  referred  to  in  section 
one  and  guaranteed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  administrator 
of  veterans'  affairs. 

Section  3.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  provided  therein,  be  deemed  to  abridge 
any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  the  commissioner  of 
banks  or  commissioner  of  insurance  by  any  other  provision 
of  law. 

Section  4.  The  action  of  the  governor  in  making  and 
issuing  on  October  eighteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  his  executive  order  authorizing  any  savings  bank, 
co-operative  bank,  trust  company,  credit  union  or  insurance 
company  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth  to  make 
loans  and  advances  of  credit  to  those  appUcants  who  procure 
the  guaranty  of  the  administrator  of  veterans'  affairs  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Title  III  of  the  Service- 
men's Readjustment  Act  of  1944,  and  all  acts  done  and 
regulations  issued  pursuant  to  said  order,  are  hereby  ex- 
pressly ratified  and  confirmed.

TAIN  expenses  FROM  THE  APPROPRIATIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ^' 

committee. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Westfield  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  from  the  appropriations  made  for  the  maintenance  and 
expenses  of  the  school  department,  for  the  fiscal  year  com- 
mencing January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  such 
of  the  unpaid  bills  incurred  during  the  years  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  and  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three, 
the  total  of  such  bills  being  nine  hundred  and  seventy  dollars 
and  eighty-four  cents,  as  set  forth  in  a  list  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  director  of  accounts  in  the  department  of  corporations 
and  taxation,  as  are  legally  unenforceable  against  said  city, 
either  by  reason  of  their  being  incurred  in  excess  of  available 
appropriations  or  by  reason  of  failure  to  present  them  for 
payment  during  the  year  in  which  they  were  incurred. 

Section  2.  No  bill  shall  be  approved  by  the  city  auditor 
of  said  city  for  payment  or  paid  by  the  treasurer  thereof 
under  authority  of  this  act  unless  and  until  certificates 
have  been  signed  and  filed  with  said  city  auditor,  stating 
under  the  penalties  of  perjury  that  the  goods,  materials  or 
services  for  which  bills  have  been  submitted  were  ordered  by 
an  ofl^icial  or  an  employee  of  said  city,  and  that  such  goods 
and  materials  were  delivered  and  actually  received  by  said 
city  or  that  such  services  were  rendered  to  said  city,  or  both. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  knowingly  files  a  certificate 
required  by  section  two  which  is  false  and  who  thereby 
receives  payment  for  goods,  materials  or  services  which 
were  not  received  by  or  rendered  to  said  city  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  4.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

.   temporarily  the  retirement  allowances  of  certain 
retired  persons  formerly  employed  by  it. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  retirement  allowances  of  former  em- 
ployees of  the  town  of  Norwood  who  have  been  retired  under 
any  provision  of  law  may  be  increased  by  said  town  by  an 
amount  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  any  temporary  in- 
crease of  salary  or  bonus,  so  called,  granted  during  the  existing 
states  of  war  to  present  employees  of  said  town,  holding 
similar  positions  in  the  same  grade  or  classification  occupied 
by  such  former  employees  at  the  time  of  their  retirement.

sentence :  —  Such  ballot  shall  be  deposited  by  the  voter  in 
the  ballot  box  provided  in  accordance  with  law,  —  so  as 
to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  S5A .  At  poUing  places  at 
which  voting  machines  are  used,  ballots  cast  by  challenged 
voters,  and  absent  voting  ballots  cast  at  elections  where  such 
voting  is  permitted  by  law,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  ballot 
boxes  provided  in  accordance  with  law.  For  such  poUing 
places,  the  state  secretary  or  the  city  or  town  clerk,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  prepare,  for  the  use  of  voters  voting  in 
person  whose  right  to  vote  is  challenged,  official  ballots 
marked  "Challenged  Ballots"  in  large  type  on  the  back 
thereof  when  folded,  and  may  use  for  such  purpose  official 
absent  voting  ballots  marked  as  aforesaid.  Any  such  official 
absent  voting  ballot  so  used  shall  be  an  official  ballot,  as 
such  term  is  used  in  section  thirty-five  B.  For  each  such 
polling  place,  the  officer  aforesaid  shall  provide  ballots  so 
marked  to  a  number  not  less  than  five  for  each  hundred 
registered  voters  entitled  to  vote  thereat.  When  the  state' 
secretary  shall  determine  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  have  a 
question  or  questions  submitted  to  the  people  under  Article 
XLVIII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  with  the 
required  description  or  descriptions  thereof  appear  on  the 
voting  machine,  he  shall  prepare  separate  ballots  containing 
such  question  or  questions  and  provide  such  ballots  for  each 
such  polling  place,  in  accordance  with  section  forty-five,  to 
be  used  by  the  voters  casting  their  votes  by  the  use  of  the 
voting  machine,  and  one  such  ballot  shall  be  furnished  to

Upon  petition,  and  after  seven  days'  notice 
inserted  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of 
Cambridge  and  a  public  hearing  thereon,  the  city  council 
of  said  city,  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  with  the  approval  of  the 
city  manager,  may  grant  and  issue  a  permit  to  Simplex  Wire 
and  Cable  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  to  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  over  Sidney 
street  in  said  city  and  a  bridge  over  Pacific  street  in  said 
city  at  points  where  said  corporation  owns  the  land  in  fee 
on  the  opposite  sides  of  said  streets  and  also  the  fee  in  that 
part  of  said  streets  to  be  crossed  by  said  bridges,  for  the 
purpose  of  connecting  buildings  owned  and  occupied  by  said 
corporation  on  opposite  sides  of  said  streets.  Said  permit 
shall  be  granted  upon  the  condition  of  such  ownership  and 
such  further  conditions  and  subject  to  such  restrictions  as 
the  city  council  may  prescribe.  Any  permit  granted  here- 
under may  be  revoked  by  vote  of  said  city  council  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  manager. 

Section  2.  The  bridges  constructed  under  a  permit 
granted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
at  a  height  not  less  than  seventeen  feet  above  the  grade  line 
of  said  streets,  and  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  feet  in  width. 
No  parts  of  said  bridges  or  their  supports  shall  rest  on  the 
surface  of  said  streets,  nor  shall  any  such  bridge  be  con- 
structed or  maintained  over  any  portion  of  said  streets  not 
owned  in  fee  by  said  corporation  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  owners  of  such  portions  in  each  instance  filed 
with  the  said  city  council.  Such  consent  of  the  city  of  Cam- 
bridge, if  and  when  necessary,  may  be  given  by  vote  of 
said  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  city  manager.

either  of  said  bridges,  he  may  recover  damages  therefor  in 
an  action  of  tort  brought  in  the  superior  court  against  said 
Simplex  Wire  and  Cable  Company,  or  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, within  one  year  after  the  date  of  such  injury  or  dam- 
age; provided,  that  such  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  cause 
of  said  injury  or  damage  be  given  to  said  Simplex  Wire  and 
Cable  Company,  or  its  successors  or  assigns,  by,  or  on  behalf 
of,  the  person  sustaining  the  same  as  is,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  vaUd  and  suf- 
ficient in  cases  of  injury  or  damage  sustained  by  reason  of  a 
defect  or  a  want  of  repair  in  or  upon  a  way,  if  such  defect 
or  want  of  repair  is  caused  by  or  consists  in  part  of  snow  or

city,  at  a  point  where  said  corporation  owns  the  land  in 
fee  on  opposite  sides  of  said  street  and  also  the  fee  in  that 
part  of  said  street  crossed  by  said  bridge,  for  the  purpose 
of  connecting  buildings  owned  and  occupied  by  said  corpora- 
tion on  opposite  sides  of  said  street.

Section  3.  If  a  traveler  on  the  highway,  while  in  the 
exercise  of  due  care,  sustains  bodily  injury  or  damage  in 
his  property  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  said  bridge,  he  may  recover  damages  therefor  in  an  action 
of  tort  brought  in  the  superior  court  against  said  Simplex 
Wire  and  Cable  Company,  or  its  successors  or  assigns, 
within  one  year  after  the  date  of  such  injury  or  damage; 
provided,  that  such  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of 
said  injury  or  damage  be  given  to  said  Simplex  Wire  and 
Cable  Company,  or  its  successors  or  assigns,  by,  or  on  behalf 
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of,  the  person  sustaining  the  same  as  is,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  vaUd  and  suffi- 
cient in  cases  of  injury  or  damage  sustained  by  reason  of  a 
defect  or  a  want  of  repair  in  or  upon  a  way,  if  such  defect 
or  want  of  repair  is  caused  by  or  consists  in  part  of  snow 
or  ice,  or  both.  The  remedy  herein  provided  shall  not  be 
exclusive,  but  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  remedy 
provided  by  law. 
Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  All  lines  for  the  transmission  of  intelligence 
by  electricity  heretofore  acquired  or  constructed  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Compan}-  and  the  Ameri- 
can Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  the  city  of  New 
Bedford,  upon,  along  or  under  the  public  ways  and  places 
of  said  cit}^,  and  the  conduits,  cables  and  other  fixtures  neces- 
sary to  sustain  or  protect  the  wires  of  said  lines  and  actually 
in  place  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  are  hereby  made 
lawful  notwithstanding  the  lack  of  any  valid  locations  there- 
for or  any  informality  in  the  proceedings  relative  to  their 
location  and  erection;  provided,  that  the  validation  afore- 
said shall  not  be  effective  as  to  the  lines,  conduits,  cables  or 
fixtures  aforesaid  of  said  companies  in  said  city  unless  said 
companies  shall,  not  later  than  December  thirty-first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six,  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  city  a 
map  or  maps  showing  the  location  and  nature  of  said  lines, 
conduits,  cables,  and  fixtures  in  said  city,  such  map  or  maps 
so  filed  to  be  recorded  and  kept  with  the  records  of  original 
locations  for  poles  and  wires  in  said  city. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Chap.    73  An  Act  authorizing  cities  and  towns  to  borrow  on 

ACCOUNT  OF  public  WELFARE  AND  SOLDIERS'   BENEFITS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any 
city  or  town,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  as  defined  in  section  one 
of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  or  selectmen  and  of  the  emergency 
finance  board  established  under  section  one  of  chapter  forty- 
nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  may 
borrow  in  each  of  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five 
and  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  inside  its  limit  of  indebt- 
edness as  prescribed  by  section  ten  of  said  chapter  forty- 
four,  for  use  only  for  meeting  appropriations  made  or  to  Sg 
made  for  public  welfare,  including  in  such  term  old  age 
assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children,  and  for  soldiers' 
benefits  to  an  amount  not  more  than  one  half  of  one  per 
cent  of  the  average  of  the  assessors'  valuation  of  its  taxable 
property  for  the  three  preceding  years,  such  valuation  to  be 
reduced  and  otherwise  determined  as  provided  in  said  sec- 
tion ten  of  said  chapter  forty-four,  and  may  issue  bonds  or 
notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words 
(name  of  city  or  town)  Municipal  Relief  Loan,  Act  of  Nine- 
teen Hundred  and  Forty-five.  Each  authorized  issue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  five  years  from  their  dates,  as  said  board 
shall  fix,  and,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  subject  to 
said  chapter  forty-four,  exclusive  of  the  limitation  contained 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof. 

Loans  may  be  issued  hereunder  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  or  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  as  the 
case  may  be,  only  by  a  city  or  town  which  in  such  year  has 
appropriated  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or  appropriated  from 
available  funds  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  the  preced- 
ing paragraph,  an  amount  not  less  than  the  aggregate  of  its 
expenditures  made  in  the  year  preceding  the  year  of  issue 
for  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  to  be 
met  otherwise  than  from  the  proceeds  of  federal  grants,  and 
of  its  expenditures  made  in  said  preceding  year  for  soldiers' 
benefits,  together  with  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  its  expenditures  made  in  said  pre- 
ceding year  for  all  public  welfare  purposes  other  than  old 
age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children  and  soldiefs'  bene- 
fits, all  as  determined  by  the  board. 

If  a  loan  under  authority  of  this  act  has  been  approved 
by  said  board  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
five  or  nineteen  hundred  and  fortj^-six  for  a  city  or  town, 
the  amount  of  any  appropriation  voted  by  such  city  or  town 
for  said  year  for  public  welfare,  including  in  such  term  old 
age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent  children  and  soldiers'  bene- 
fits, shall  not  be  reduced  during  said  year  by  appropriation, 
transfer  or  otherwise,  except  with  the  written  approval  of 
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the  board.  Whenever  used  in  this  act  the  words  "Soldiers' 
Benefits"  shall  include  state  aid,  military  aid,  soldiers'  relief, 
soldiers'  burials  and  war  allowances. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  the  board  aforesaid,  when 
acting  under  this  act,  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth 
compensation  to  the  same  extent  as  provided  for  services 
under  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  as  amended. 

Section  3.  A  loan  order  voted  in  ai\v  city  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  emergency  order  and  as 
such  may  be  passed  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  for  emer- 
gency orders  or  ordinances  in  its  charter,  and  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  immediately  upon  final  favorable  action 
thereon  b}-  its  city  covmcil  or  chief  executive,  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  upon  the  expiration  of  any  period  specified  by 
such  charter  for  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  such  orders

I'e  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  emergency  finance  board,  established 
under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-three,  in  this  act  referred  to  as 
the  board,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  other- 
wis(i  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it,  exercise  and  perform  the 
powers  and  duties  hereinafter  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it, 
and  the  provisions  of  said  section  one  relative  to  action  by 
the  board,  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  action  under  this  act. 
I'lach  appointive  member  of  the  board,  when  acting  under 
this  act,  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth  as  compensa- 
tion, in  addition  to  any  sums  otherwise  so  payable,  for  each 
day's  attendance  at  board  meetings,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars ; 
provided,  that  the  total  amount  paid  hereunder  to  any 
member  for  compensation  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  three 
thousand  dollars  in  any  period  of  twelve  months. 
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The  director  of  the  division  of  accounts,  and  an  assistant 
in  said  division  designated  by  him,  and  the  state  treasurer 
shall,  for  each  day's  service  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  board  under  this  act  be  paid  thirty  dollars 
in  addition  to  his  regular  compensation;  provided,  that  the 
total  amount  paid  hereunder  to  said  director  or  to  said 
assistant  or  to  said  treasurer  for  compensation  as  aforesaid 
shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  period  of  twelve 
months.  , 

The  board  may  employ,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  such  experts  and  additional  clerical 
assistance  as  it  may  require. 

Section  2.  Any  county,  except  Suffolk  or  Nantucket, 
if  authorized  by  the  county  commissioners,  or  any  city  or 
town,  including  Boston  and  Worcester,  if  authorized  by  a 
two  thirds  vote  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  General  Laws,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
in  cities  or  of  the  selectmen  in  towns,  and  any  district,  with 
the  approval  of  the  prudential  committee,  commissioners 
or  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  engage  in  any  useful 
public  works  project  in  cooperation  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  any  program  authorized  under  any  act  or  joint 
resolution  of  congress,  but  only  in  case  such  project  is  ap- 
proved, as  hereinafter  provided,  by  the  board  and  by  the 
governor,  and  in  case  the  proper  federal  authorities  have 
approved  a  grant  or  loan,  or  grant  and  loan,  therefor  of  federal 
money  under  any  act  or  joint  resolution  of  congress.  Such 
projects,  so  approved,  shall  be  carried  out  in  all  respects 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  act  or  joint  resolution  and 
to  such  terms,  conditions,  rules  and  regulations  not  incon- 
sistent with  applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations  as  the 
board  may  establish,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  to 
ensure  the  proper  execution  of  such  projects.^  Any  such 
county,  city,  town  or  district  may  accept  and  use  for  carry- 
ing out  any  project  so  approved  any  grant  or  loan,  or  any 
grant  and  loan,  of  federal  funds  under  said  act  or  joint 
resolution;  and,  for  the  purpose  only  of  carrying  out  such 
■project,  may  borrow  from  the  United  States  of  America  or 
other  sources,  or  both,  such  sums  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
board  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  may  issue  bonds,  notes 
or  other  forms  of  written  acknowledgment  of  debt,  for  such 
terms  and  carrying  interest  at  rates  not  exceeding  such 
rates,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Any  city,  town  or  district  may  borrow  hereunder,  for 
projects  for  which  borrowings  are  authorized  by  section 
seven  of  said  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  and  for 
other  projects  for  which  borrowings  are  not  authorized  by 
section  eight  of  said  chapter,  amounts  incurred  under  au- 
thority of  this  act,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate  out- 
standing at  any  one  time,  one  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the 
assessors'  valuation  of  its  taxable  property  for  the  three 
preceding  years,  reduced  and  otherwise  determined  as 
provided  in  section  ten  of  said  chapter,  without  affecting 
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its  future  borrowing  capacity,  and  in  addition,  after  such 
limit  of  one  per  cent  is  reached,  may  so  borrow  therefor  so 
much  as  may  be  required  of  any  amount  within  its  debt  limit, 
as  determined  in  accordance  with  said  section  ten,  not  then 
borrowed  or  authorized  by  such  city,  to\ATi  or  district  to  be 
borrowed;  and  any  city,  towTi  or  district  may  borrow  here- 
under for  projects  of  any  class  for  which  borrowings  are 
authorized  by  section  eight  of  said  chapter,  water  projects 
being  treated  as  a  single  class  for  the  purposes  hereof, 
amounts  incurred  under  authority  of  this  act,  not  exceeding, 
in  the  aggregate  outstanding  at  anj'-  one  time,  one  per  cent 
of  the  last  preceding  assessed  valuation  of  such  city,  town 
or  district  A\ithout  affecting  its  future  borrowing  capacity, 
and  in  addition,  after  such  limit  of  one  per  cent  is  reached, 
may  so  borrow  therefor  so  much  as  may  be  required  of  any 
amount  authorized  by  said  section  eight  for  such  class  of 
projects  not  then  borrowed  or  authorized  by  such  city, 
towTi  or  district  to  be  borrowed,  and  no  borrowing  hereunder 
for  any  project  for  which  borrowings  are  authorized  by  said 
section  eight  shall  be  reckoned  in  determining  the  borrowing 
capacity  of  such  city,  town  or  district  under  said  section 
ten. 

In  case  a  loan  shall  represent  borrowings  both  within  and 
beyond  either  of  the  said  special  one  per  cent  limits,  and  such 
loan  shall  be  later  reduced,  through  the  retirement  of  bonds, 
notes  or  other  forms  of  written  acknowledgment  of  debt, 
or  otherwise,  such  reduction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
made  wholly  in  respect  of  that  portion  of  the  loan  which 
represented  borrowing  beyond  the  said  special  one  per  cent 
limit  so  long  as  any  of  the  said  portion  remains  outstanding. 
In  fixing  the  periods  for  which  monej^  may  be  borrowed 
hereunder  for  projects  for  which  borrowings  are  not  au- 
thorized by  said  chapter  forty-four,  the  board  shall  be  guided 
by  the  above  limitations  as  applied  to  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  applicable  to  like  projects. 

The  board  shall  fix  the  terrils  of  and  maximum  rates  of 
interest  on  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  forms  of  written 
acknowledgment  of  debt  issued  hereunder;  which  terms 
and  rates  of  interest,  in  case  of  obligations  to  be  issued  to 
the  United  States  of  America,  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  proper  federal  authorities.  All  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter  forty-four,  exclusive  of  the  limita- 
tion contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof, 
that  no  loan  shall  be  authorized  unless  a  sum  equal  to  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  city  or  town  has  been  appropriated  or  voted 
to  be  raised  by  taxation,  shall  apply  to  any  borrowing  here- 
under by  any  city,  town  or  district,  including  Boston  and 
Worcester,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided  and,  in  respect 
of  any  borrowing  from  the  United  States  of  America,  except 
in  so  far  as  such  provisions  of  law  may  be  in  confiict  with 
applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations. 
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Each  county,  city,  town  or  district  seeking  the  approval 
of  any  projects  by  the  board  shall  submit  to  it  all  informa- 
tion required  with  respect  to  the  financial  condition  of  such 
county,  city,  town  or  district,  its  outstanding  indebtedness 
within  and  without  its  limit  of  indebtedness,  if  any,  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  project,  the  alleged  necessit}^  therefor, 
and  the  proposed  method  of  financing  the  same.  In  grant- 
ing or  withholding  its  approval,  the  board  shall  take  into 
consideration,  among  other  things,  the  necessity  of  the 
proposed  project,  the  ability  of  such  county,  city,  town  or 
district  to  finance  the  same,  the  extent  to  which  the  carrying 
out  of  the  project  will  tend  to  relieve^  imernployment  and 
the  extent  to  which  the  maintenance  of  the  project  when 
completed  will  tend  to  increase  or  decrease  the  annual 
expenditures  of  such  county,  city,  town  or  district  and  to 
increase  or  decrease  the  tax  burden  upon  its  inhabitants. 

Section  3.  If  a  county,  city,  town  or  district  shall  have 
an  agreement  with  the  federal  government  whereby  such 
government  grants  such  county,  city,  town  or  district  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  with  funds  provided  by  said  county, 
city,  town  or  district  for  a  public  works  project,  including 
defense  public  works  projects,  and  shall  be  required  primarily 
to  pay  that  portion  of  the  expense  for  which  reimburse- 
ment is  to  be  received  from  the  grant,  the  treasurer  of  such 
county,  city,  town  or  district,  with  the  approval  of  the 
county  commissioners,  mayor,  selectmen,  prudential  com- 
mittee, commissioners,  or  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  the  proceeds  of  such  grant, 
may  incur  debt,  which,  in  the  case  of  a  city,  town  or  district, 
shall  be  outside  the  debt  limit,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  amount  of  the  grant  as  shown  by  the  grant  agreement, 
and  may  issue  notes  therefor,  payable  in  not  exceeding  one 
year  from  their  dates.  Any  loan  issued  under  this  act  for  a 
shorter  period  than  one  year  may  be  refunded  by  the  issue 
of  other  notes  maturing  within  the  required  period;  pro- 
vided, that  the  period  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  original 
loan  to  the  date  of  maturity  of  the  refunding  loan  shall  not 
be  more  than  one  year.  The  proceeds  of  the  grant,  so  far 
as  necessary,  shall  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  the  loan. 
The  treasurer  of  any  county,  cit}^  town  or  district  which 
upon  the  effective  date  of  tliis  act  has  outstanding  any 
temporary  loan  issued  under  authority  of  chapter  eighty- 
two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight  or 
section  two  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  or  which  thereafter 
issues  any  such  temporary  loan  under  authority  of  this  act 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  board,  extend  such  temporar}' 
loan  for  a  period  or  periods  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate, 
one  year  beyond  the  term  provided  for  an  original  loan  by 
the  act  under  which  .such  loan  was  made. 

Section  4.  Any  officer  or  department  of  a  county,  city, 
town  or  district  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  an}' 
project  so  approved,  shall  have,  in  addition  to  any  powers 
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expressly  given  by  anj'-  statute,  such  powers  as  ma}'  be 
determined  and  certified  by  the  board  to  be  proper  and 
reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  such  project,  including  the 
power  to  take  property-  by  eminent  domain  on  behalf  of 
such  county,  city,  town  or  district;  provided,  that  no  source 
of  water  supply  and  no  works  for  sewage  disposal  shall  be 
installed  without  first  having  the  approval  of  the  state 
department  of  public  health.  If  such  officer  or  department 
is  aggrieved  by  such  action,  he  or  it  may,  within  ten  days 
after  notice  thereof,  appeal  to  the  governor,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final.

Loans  by  counties,  cities,  towns  and  districts 
may  be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  until 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

Section  7.  Part  I  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-

MONEY   FOR   THE   PAYMENT   OF,   AND   TO   PAY,    CERTAIN   UN- 
PAID BILLS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Salem  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appropriate  money  for  the  payment  of,  and  to  pay,  such  of 
the  unpaid  bills  incurred  prior  to  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-four,  the  total  of  such  bills  being  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  five  cents  as  shown 
by  a  list  filed  in  the  office  of  the  director  of  accounts  in  the 
department  of  corporations  and  taxation,  as  are  legally  unen- 
forceable against  said  city  by  reason  of  its  failure  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  or  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  no  appropriation  was  available  at  the  time  of  incurring 
such  bills,  or  for  any  other  reason. 

Section  2.  No  bill  shall  be  paid  under  authority  of  this 
act  unless  and  until  a  certificate  has  been  signed  and  filed 
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with  the  auditor  of  said  city,  stating  under  the  penalties  of 
perjury  that  the  goods,  materials  or  services  for  which  such 
bill  has  been  submitted  were  ordered  by  an  official  or  em- 
ployee of  said  city  and  that  such  goods  and  materials  were 
delivered  and  actually  received  by  said  city  or  that  such 
services  were  rendered  to  said  city,  or  both. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  knowingly  files  a  certificate 
required  by  section  two  which  is  false  and  who  thereby 
receives  payment  for  goods,  materials  or  services  which  were 
not  received  by  or  rendered  to  said  city  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

THE  COUNTY  OF  DUKES  COUNTY  AND  THE  TOWNS  THEREOF

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  order  to  protect  food  supplies,  agricultural 
produce,  growing  crops,  live  stock,  manufactured  goods  and 
buildings  and  safeguard  the  public  health  in  the  county  of 
Dukes  county,  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county 
may,  subject  to  appropriation,  expend  annually  sums,  not 
exceeding  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing necessary  measures  to  destroy  or  to"  control,  rats,  mice 
and  woodchucks,  and  such  other  rodents,  not  protected  by 
law,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine  should  be 
destroyed  or  controlled  for  any  such  purpose.  In  perform- 
ing such  duties  said  county  commissioners  may,  by  them- 
selves or  by  their  authorized  agents,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owner  or  tenant,  enter  upon  private  premises  for  any  of  such 
purposes  at  any  reasonable  time.  The  several  towns  in  the 
county  of  Dukes  county  may  appropriate  money  for  the 
above  named  purposes  to  be  expended  in  co-operation  with 
the  county  commissioners  or  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  health  or  the  selectmen.  Section  eighty-seven  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not 
apply  to  the  destruction  of  rodents  under  this  section. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  placing  of  offices,  positions  (Jfiav    Ql 

AND  employments  IN  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  MONTAGUE  UNDER  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  offices,  positions  and  employments  in 
the  highway  department  of  the  town  of  Montague  shall, 
upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  become  subject  to  the 
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civil  service  laws,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  there- 
under. The  permanent  incumbent  on  said  effective  date 
of  every  such  office  and  position  classified  in  the  official 
service  shall  be  subjected  to  a  non-competitive  qualifying; 
examination  for  such  office  or  position  by  the  division  of 
civil  service  of  the  department  of  civil  service  and  registra- 
tion. If  such  an  incumbent  passes  said  examination,  he 
shall  be  certified  for  said  office  or  position  and  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  permanently  appointed  thereto  without  serving  any 
probationary  period,  and  his  tenure  of  office,  as  well  as  the 
tenure  of  office  of  any  subsequent  incumbent  of  said  office  or 
position,  shall  be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to  the  pro- 
visions of  said  civil  service  laws.  If  such  an  incumbent  does 
not  pass  such  non-competitive  qualifjdng  examination,  he 
may  continue  to  serve  in  said  office  or  position,  but  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  civil  service  laws.  The 
tenure  of  office  of  permanent  employees  in  the  labor  service 
of  said  department  of  said  town  shall  be  imlimited,  subject, 
however,  to  said  laws;  but  the  permanent  employees  in  such 
labor  service  on  said  effective  date  may  continue  to  serve  as 
such. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
said  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-six  in  the  form  of  the  following  question, 
which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for 
the  election  of  town  officers  at  said  meeting:  —  "Shall  an 
act  passed  by  the  "general  court  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  to  authorize  the  plac- 
ing of  offices,  positions  and  employments  in  the  highway 
department  of  the  town  of  Montague  under  the  civil  service 
laws',  be  accepted?"

prwfuotr^'"  except  in  containers  of  net  avoirdupois  weights  of  two,  five, 
ten,  twenty-five,  fifty  and  one  hundred  pounds,  and  mul- 
tiples of  one  hundred  pounds,  any  of  the  following  commodi- 
ties :  —  wheat  flour,  self-rising  wheat  flour,  phosphated  wheat 
flour,  bromated  flour,  enriched  flour,  enriched  self-rising  flour, 
enriched  bromated  flour,  corn  flour,  corn  meals,  hominy  and 
hominy  grits;  provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
(a)  the  retailing  of  flours,  meals,  hominy  and  hominy  grits 
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direct  to  the  consumer  from  bulk  stock,  or  (h)  the  sale  of 
flours  and  meals  to  commercial  bakers  or  blenders  or  for 
export  in  containers  of  more  than  one  hundred  pounds,  or 

(c)  flours,  meals,  hominy  and  hominy  grits  packed  in  car- 
tons the  net  contents  of  which  are  less  than  five  pounds,  or 

(d)  the  exchange  of  wheat  for  flour  by  mills  grinding  for  toll. 
Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  pun- 
ished b}^  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  town  of  oran(;e  to  establish  (^jkid     \y.\ 
a  board  of  commissioners  for  the  management  of 
the  municipal  airport,  and  definino  the  powers  and 
duties  of  said  board. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  town  of 
Orange  a  board,  consisting  of  five  commissioners,  to  have 
the  custody,  care  and  management  of  the  airport  owned  by 
the  town.  The  initial  members  of  said  board  shall  be  elected 
by  official  ballot,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  to  serve  for 
two  years  each,  and  two  to  serve;  for  three  years  each,  from 
the  date  of  the  annual  town  election  at  which  they  are  elected, 
and  thereafter,  when  the  term  of  any  member  expires,  his 
successor  shall  be  so  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  In  all 
cases  the  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
qualified. 

The  members  of  the  board  shall,  forthwith  after  each  elec- 
tion, elect  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  chairman  for  th(; 
ensuing  year. 

Anj'^  vacancy  in  said  board  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
provided  by  section  eleven  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said 
town. 

Section  2.  The  board  may  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  use  of  the  airport  and  may  let  or  lease  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  ten  years,  and, 
with  the  approval  of  the  town,  for  such  longer  period  not 
exceeding  twenty  years  as  the  town  may  vote. 

Section  3.  The  board  shall  appoint  and  fix  the  salary 
of  all  the  employees  appointed  or  employed  by  it  subject  to 
the  appropriations  voted  by  the  town. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Orange  present 
and  voting  thereon  at  a  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose 
within  three  years  after  its  passage;  but  the  number  of 
meetings  so  called  in  any  one  j^ear  shall  not  exceed  three.

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Chap,   94  An   Act  authorizing  the  town  of  weymouth  to  con- 
struct AND   operate  a  SYSTEM   OF  SEWERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Weymouth  may  lay  out,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  system  or  systems  of  main 
drains  and  common  sewers  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its 
territory,  with  such  connections  and  other  works  as  may  be 
required  for  a  system  of  sewage  disposal,  and  ma}'^  construct 
such  sewers  or  drains  over  and  under  land  in  said  town  as 
may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  sewage  to  the  south  metro- 
politan sewerage  system,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  pro\'iding 
better  surface  or  other  drainage,  may  make,  lay  and  main- 
tain such  drains  as  it  deems  best.  And  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  the  town  may,  within  its  limits,  make  and  main- 
tain sub-drains,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  department  of 
}Miblic  health,  discharge  the  water  from  such  sub-drains  into 
any  brook,  stream  or  water  course  within  the  town. 

Section  2.  The  town  may  make  and  maintain,  in  any 
way  therein  where  main  drains  or  common  sewers  are  con- 
structed, such  connecting  drains,  under-drains  and  sewers 
within  the  limits  of  such  way  as  may  be  necessary  to  connect 
any  estate  which  abuts  upon  the  way. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  sewer  commissioners,  acting  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  town,  may  take  by  eminent  domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire 
b}^  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  lands,  water  rights,  rights  of 
way  or  easements,  public  or  private,  in  said  town,  necessary 
for  accomplishing  any  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act,  and 
may  construct  such  main  drains  and  sewers,  sub-drains  and 
imder-drains  under  or  over  any  bridge,  railroad,  railway, 
boulevard  or  other  public  way,  or  within  the  location  of  any 
railroad,  and  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  private  land, 
public  land  or  railroad  location,  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
such  drains  and  sewers  and  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the 
same,  and  may  do  any  other  thing  proper  or  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act;  provided,  that  they  shall  not  take 
in  fee  any  land  of  a  railroad  corporation,  and  that  they 
shall  not  enter  upon  or  construct  any  drain  or  sewer  within 
the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  agree  upon  with  such  cor- 
poration, or,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by 
tlie  department  of  public  utilities. 

Section  4.  Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  any 
action  of  said  board  of  sewer  commissioners  under  this  act 
may  recover  damages  from  said  town  under  said  chapter 
seventy-nine. 

Section  5.  The  town  shall  by  vote  determine  whether 
it  shall  pay  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  said  system 
or  systems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and,  if  a  portion, 
what  proportion.  If  the  town  votes  to  pay  less  than  the  whole 
cost,  in  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  remaining  portion

of  the  cost  of  said  system  or  systems  the  town  may  ;ivail 
itself  of  any  or  all  of  the  methods  permitted  by  general  laws 
and  the  provisions  of  said  general  laws  relative  to  the  assess- 
ment, apportionment,  division,  reassessment,  abatement  and 
collection  of  sewer  assessments,  to  liens  therefor  and  to  in- 
terest thereon,  shall  apply  to  assessments  made  under  this 
act.  At  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  determines  that  any 
portion  of  the  cost  is  to  be  borne  by  the  town,  it  may  by 
vote  determine  by  which  of  such  methods  the  remaining 
portion  of  said  cost  shall  be  provided  for.  The  collector 
of  taxes  of  said  town  shall  certify  the  payment  or  payments 
of  such  assessments  or  apportionments  thereof  to  the  said 
board  who  shall  preserve  a  record  thereof. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses and  liabilities  incurred  under  this  act,  other  than 
expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  town  may  bor- 
row such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the 
aggregate,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue 
bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face,  the 
words,  Wej^mouth  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each  au- 
thorized issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan.  Indebted- 
ness incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statu- 
tory limit,  but  shall,  except  as  provided  herein,  be  subject 
to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  The  receipts  from  sewer  assessments  and 
from  payments  made  in  Heu  thereof  shall  be  appropriated 
for  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  charges  and  expenses  in- 
cident to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  system  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  or  to  the  extension  thereof, 
to  the  payment  of  interest  upon  bonds  or  notes  issued  for 
sewer  purposes  or  to  the  payment  or  redemption  of  such 
bonds  or  notes. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  sewer  commissioners  may  annu- 
ally appoint  a  clerk  and  may  appoint  a  superintendent  of 
sewers  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board.  It  may 
remove  the  clerk  or  superintendent  at  its  pleasure  and  shall 
define  their  duties.  Said  board  may,  at  its  discretion,  pre- 
scribe for  the  users  of  said  sewer  system  or  systems  such 
annual  rentals  or  charges  based  upon  the  benefits  derived 
therefrom  as  it  may  deem  proper,  subject,  however,  to  such 
rides  and  regulations  as  may  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  tow^n. 

Section  9.  All  contracts  made  by  the  board  of  sewer 
commissioners  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  town  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  board,  but  no  contract  shall  be  made 
or  obligation  incurred  by  said  board  for  any  purpose  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  town 
therefor. 

Section  10'.  Said  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  pre- 
scribe rules  and  regulations  for  the  connection  of  estates  and 
buildings  with  main  drains  and  sewers,  and  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  materials,  the  construction,  alteration  and  use  of  all 
connections  and  drains  entering  into  such  main  drains  or 
sewers,  and  may  prescribe  penalties,  not  exceeding  twenty 
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(iollai's,  for  (^ach  violation  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published  at  least  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  town  of  Weymouth,  if  any  there  be,  and  if  not, 
then  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
and  shall  not  take  effect  until  such  publications  have  been 
made. 

Section  11.  No  act  shall  be  done  under  authority  of 
the  preceding  sections,  except  in  the  making  of  surveys  and 
other  preliminarj^  investigations,  until  the  plans  of  said 
.system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have  been  approved 
by  the  department  of  public  health.  Upon  application  to 
said  department  for  its  approval,  it  shall  give  a  hearing,  after 
due  notice  to  the  public.  At  such  hearing,  plans  showing  in 
detail  all  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  construction  of  said 
system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  shall  be  submitted 
for  approval  by  said  department. 

Section  12.  Chapter  forty-seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  action 
of  the  town  of  Weymouth  in  accepting  said  act  is  hereby 
voided  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  at  an  annual  or  special  town 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose  held  within  five  years  after 
its  passage  and,  if  not  accepted  theretofore,  may  be  resub- 
mitted within  said  period,  in  the  form  of  the  following  ques- 
tion, which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  used  for 
the  election  of  town  officers  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  on  a 
ballot  if  submitted  at  a  special  meeting: — "Shall  an  act 
passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  town  of 
Weymouth  to  construct  and  operate  a  system  of  sewers ',  be 
accepted?"

The  Westwood  C'emetery  Association,  a  cor- 
poration duly  incorporated  by  law  and  situated  in  the  town 
of  Westwood,  and  the  First  Parish  of  Westwood,  a  corpora- 
tion duly  incorporated  by  law  and  situated  in  said  town, 
may,  by  deeds  duly  executed,  convey  and  transfer  to  said 
town,  and  said  town  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
recei\  e,  and  thereafter  to  hold  and  maintain,  but  for  ceme- 
tery purposes  only,  and  subject  to  all  rights  heretofore  exist- 
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inj?  in  any  burial  lots,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  held 
by  said  corporations,  respectively,  in  and  to  the  cemetery 
located  in  said  town  and  known  as  th<»  Westwood  Cemetery, 
not  subject  to  any  trust,  and  thereupon,  and  upon  the  trans- 
fer of  the  trust  funds  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Westwood 
Cemetery  Association  shall  be  dissolved;  and  the  said  ceme- 
tery shall  be  and  become  a  public  burial  place,  ground  or 
(lemetery. 

Section  2.  In  so  far  as  authorized  b}^  a  decree  of  a  court 
(jf  competent  jurisdiction  and  in  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  such  decree,  said  town  may  receive  a  con- 
veyance and  transfer  of,  and  administer,  all  funds  or  other 
property  held  by  the  said  First  Parish  of  Westwood  in  trust

not  then  probated.  Interest  and  dividends  accruing  on 
funds  deposited  in  trust  with  any  savings  bank  under  au- 
thority of  section  thirtj^-seven  or  thirty-eight  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  sixtj^-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  or  with  any 
other  banking  institution,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Westwood 
Cemetery  Association,  or  of  said  First  Parish  in  Westwood, 
in  relation  to  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  said  ceme- 
tery, or  for  the  benefit  of  any  lots  in  said  cemetery,  may, 
after  such  conveyance,  be  paid  l)y  such  bank  or  institution 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  town;  and  upon  such  payment  said 
treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  cemetery  commissioners, 
shall  use  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  said  trusts.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  asfolloivs: 

Section  1.  Upon  petition,  and  after  seven  days'  notice 
inserted  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of 
Salem,  and  a  public  hearing  thereon,  the  city  council  of 
said  city,  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  grant  and  issue  a  permit  to  Sylvania  Electric 
Products  Inc.,  a  corporation  duly  established  and  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  maintain  a  bridge  over  Barton  square,  a  public 
highway  in  said  city,  at  a  point  where  said  corporation 
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leases  portions  of  two  buildings  on  opposite  sides  of  said 
way,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  said  buildings,  said 
bridge  having  been  erected  pursuant  to  authority  of  the 
city  council  and  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  as 
authorized  by  the  governor  by  Executive  Order  No.  65, 
dated  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three.  Said  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  the  condition  of 
such  leasing  and  occupancy  by  Sylvania  Electric  Products 
Inc.  and  upon  such  further  conditions  and  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  said  city  council  may  prescribe.  Any  permit 
granted  hereunder  may  be  revoked  by  said  city  council 
with  the  approval  of  said  mayor. 

Section  2.  Any  structure  maintained  under  a  permit 
granted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  maintained  in  such  manner 
that  the  bottom  chord  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty-four

Section  1.  Chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  three  A,  inserted  by  section 
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one  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-five,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing :  —  Section  3 A .  Said  commission  may  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said  reservation  in- 
cluding the  waters  of  Walden  pond,  for  the  use  of  said 
reservation  and  for  the  use  of  said  waters  for  the  purpose  of 
boating  and  bathing.  The  commission  shall  cause  such 
rules  and  regulations  to  be  posted  in  the  reservation  and 
shall  also  cause  the  same  to  be  pubHshed  at  least  three 
times  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  said  county, 
and  such  posting  and  publication  shall  be  sufficient  notice 
to  all  persons.  The  sworn  certificate  of  smy  one  of  the  said 
commissioners  or  of  their  clerk  of  such  posting  and  publish- 
ing shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof.

set  aside  as  a  public  bathing  beach.  Said  commission  shall 
provide  reasonable  access  to  and  from  said  pond  for  the 
owners  of  boats  or  canoes  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
the  same  for  use  in  fishing.

For  the  pur-  Appropna- 
pose  of  creating  a  stabilization  fund  cities  and  towns  may  8'tabiifz°ation 
appropriate  in  any  year  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  per  ^""'^8. 
cent  of  the  amount  raised  in  the  preceding  year  by  taxation 
of  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property  or  such  larger 
amount  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board  established  under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine 
of   the   acts  of  nineteen   hundred   and   thirty-three.     The 
aggregate  amount  in  the  fund  at  any  time  shall  not  exceed 
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forty  per  cent  of  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  of  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  in  the  year  next  prior 
to  that  in  which  an  appropriation  for  a  stabiUzation  fund 
is  first  voted.  Any  interest  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a 
part  of  the  fund. 

The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  fund  and  may 
deposit  the  proceeds  in  national  banks  or  invest  the  pro- 
ceeds by  deposit  in  savings  banks  or  trust  companies  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  or  invest  the 
same  in  such  securities  as  are  legal  for  the  investment  of 
funds  of  savings  banks  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  stabilization  fund  may  be  appropriated,  in  a  town 
at  an  annual  town  meeting  by  a  two  thirds  vote  and  in  a 
city  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  city  council,  for  any  purpose 
for  which  the  town  or  city  would  be  authorized  to  borrow 
money  under  section  seven  or  eight  of  chapter  forty-four 
or  for  such  other  municipal  purpose  as  is  approved  by  said 
emergency  finance  board.  Said  board,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  and  duties  otherwise  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it, 
is  authorized  to  perform  the  further  duties  imposed  by  this 
section.    . 

The  members  of  the  board  aforesaid  when  acting  under 
this  section  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth  compen- 
sation to  the  same  extent  as  provided  for  services  under 
section  one  of  chapter  seventy-four  of  the  acts  of  the  current 
year.

Special  speed  SO  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  IS.  The  city  council 
for  m^oto""  or  the  selectmen  and  park  commissioners,  on  ways  within 
vehicles.  their  control,  may  make  special  regulations  as  to  the  speed 

of  motor  vehicles  and  as  to  the  use  of  such  vehicles  upon 
particular  ways,  and  may  prohibit  the  use  of  such  vehicles 
altogether  on  certain  ways;  provided,  that  no  such  special 
regulation  shall  be  effective  unless  it  shall  have  been  pub- 
lished in  one  or  more  newspapers,  if  there  be  any,  published

(1)  The  receipts  at  each  plant  from  producers,  including 
the  quantity,  if  any,  of  his  own  production; 

(2)  The  receipts  at  each  plant  from  any  other  milk  dealer, 
including  a  milk  dealer  who  is  also  a  producer; 

(3)  The  respective  quantities  of  milk  which  were  sold, 
distributed  or  used  within  each  market,  including  sales  to 
other  milk  dealers,  in  each  use  classification  established  by 
the  board. 

The  director  shall  compute  for  each  such  milk  dealer  who 
purchases  or  receives  milk  from  producers  on  the  composite 
or  on  a  base  rating  plan  the  percentage  of  milk  sold,  dis- 
tributed or  used  by  him  in  each  such  use  classification  and, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  subsection  (d),  shall  an- 
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nouncp  b>"  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  such  milk  dealers 
and  to  all  milk  producers  associations  within  the  common- 
wealth the  results  of  such  computation,  and  the  minimum 
composite  price,  or  minimum  base  and  excess  prices  which 
on  the  basis  of  said  report  such  milk  dealer,  pursuant  to  the 
orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  is  required  to  pay 
per  hundredweight  of  milk  containing  tliree  and  seven  tenths 
per  cent  butter  fat  content,  delivered  to  the  plant  of  such 
milk  dealer  by  producers  during  each  delivery  period. 

Such  announcement  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  after  the  end  of  each  deHvery  period.

current  and  for  telephone  and  signal  line  purposes  incidental 
thereto  under,  upon  and  over  such  portion  or  portions  of 
the  lands  situated  in  the  town  of  Lexington  and  in  the  city 
of  Waltham  which  were  taken  or  otherwise  acquired  by  the 
city  of  Cambridge  in  connection  with  the  water  supply  of 
the  city  as  may  be  approved  by  the  selectmen  of  said  town 
of  Lexington  and  the  city  council  of  said  city  of  Waltham 
with  respect  to  said  lands  situated  within  their  respective 
municipalities,  for  such  prices  and  upon  such  terms  and

"Account"  means  an  account  receivable.  It  includes 
sums  owing,  although  not  yet  payable,  under  an  existing 
contract,  but  not  sums  to  become  due  for  goods  not  yet 
completed  or  services  not  yet  rendered.  It  excludes  a 
judgment,  note,  draft,  acceptance,  conditional  sale  contract 
and  other  instrument  for  the  payment  of  money,  the  assign- 
ment of  which  is  usually  made  by  endorsement  on  or  dehvery 
of  the  instrument  and  sums  due  for  personal  services  of  an 
employee. 

"Assignment"  includes  any  transfer,  sale,  pledge  or 
mortgage  of  an  account,  or  of  a  part  thereof. 

"Assignor"  includes  transferor,  seller,  pledgor  and  mort- 
gagor. 

"Assignee"  mcludes  transferee,  purchaser,  pledgee,  mort- 
gagee and  persons  with  rights  acquired  from  or  through  such 
assignee. 

"Account  debtor"  means  a  person  obligated  to  pay  an 
account. 

"Subsequent  assignee"  means  a  later  assignee  of  an 
account,  mediately  or  inunediately  claiming  under  an  as- 
signor who  has  previously  assigned  such  account.

tion of  the  public  health  and  convenience.

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  commonwealth,  particularly  those 
confined  in  hospitals,  during  the  present  food  shortage

OF   THE   ARMED   FORCES   AT   CITY   AND   TOWN    ELECTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  provide  sufficient  time  for 
printing  and  mailing  absent  voting  war  ballots  to  members 
of  the  armed  forces  and  to  facilitate  voting  by  such  members 
in  cities  and  towns  where  the  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to 
absent  voting  in  city  or  town  elections  are  in  effect,  there- 
fore it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  be  operative  for  any  regular 
city  or  town  election,  except  in  Boston,  upon  vote  of  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  in  cities  or  selectmen  in  towns,  and 
shall,  notwitlistanding  any  contrary  provisions  of  general  or 
special  laws,  apply  in  such  cities  and  towns  where  the  pro- 
visions of  law  in  respect  to  absent  voting  are  in  effect.  The 
mayor  and  aldermen  in  cities,  except  in  Boston,  or  selectmen 
in  towns  may,  during  the  period  of  time  in  which  this  act  is 
in  effect  in  such  city  or  town,  fix  the  day  of  holding  of  pre- 
Uminary  elections  in  cities  or  city  or  town  primaries.  Where 
the  tiling  of  nomination  papers  and  certification  of  names 
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thereon  in  cities  IIimI.  have  preHniinary  elections  is  based 
upon  the  day  of  the  election,  they  may  lix  the  time  for  tiling 
nomination  papers  and  the  certification  of  the  names  thereon. 
Where  nominations  for  election  at  a  city  or  town  election  are 
made  by  nomination  pai)crs,  or  by  caucuses  or  conventions, 
they  may  hx  the  last  day  for  tiling  certificates  of  nomination 
and  nomination  papers.  In  any  such  city  or  town  where 
petitions  to  phice  questions  on  the  official  ballot  are  filed, 
they  shall  also  hx  the  last  day  for  filing  such  petitions.  All 
such  petitions  shall  be  filed  witli  the  election  commissioners 
or  registrars  of  voters  for  certification  of  the  names  thereon 
on  or  before  the  seventh  da}^  preceding  the  day  so  fixed  for 
filing. 

In  any  city  or  town  where  this  act  is  operative  wherein 
the  voting  list  of  the  current  year  is  not  available  for  the 
purpose  of  certifying  names,  the  \'oting  list  of  the  preceding 
year,  as  amended  or  revised  from  time  to  time,  may  be  used 
therefor. 

Except  as  otherwise  pro\ided  in  iliis  act  all  provisions  of 
general  or  special  laws  pertaining  to  elections  shall  apply  to 
any  regular  city  or  town  election  held  under  this  act. 

Any  action  taken  by  the  maj'or  and  aldermen  or  select- 
men fixing  an}-  day  as  authorized  in  this  act  shall  be  taken 
not  later  than  the  sixtieth  day  prior  to  the  day  so  fixed,  and 
such  da\^  so  fixed  shall  be  prior  to  the  day  now  provided  by 
general  or  special  law,  and  if  not  so  fixed  general  or  special 
laws  shall  otherwise  apply  thereto. 

Notice  of  such  action  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more 
local  newspapers,  if  any,  or  posted  in  at  least  five  public 
places  within  the  city  or  town.

Section  5.  Any  form  of  written  communication  from  a 
member  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  evidencing 
a  desire  that  an  absent  voting  ballot  be  sent  to  him  for  use 
for  voting  at  any  regular  city  or  town  election  shall  be  given 
the  same  effect  as  an  application  for  an  absent  voting  ballot 
made  in  a  form  prescribed  by  law,  and  any  such  communi- 
cation, whether  or  not  in  the  form  of  an  application  so  pre- 
scribed, shall,  if  such  member  of  said  armed  forces  is  not  a 
registered  voter,  also  be  given  the  same  effect  as  an  appli- 
cation for  his  registration  made  by  kindred  in  compliance 
with  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-three.  No  such  communication  shall 
be  adversely  acted  upon  except  after  investigation  by  the 
election  commissioners  or  registrars  of  voters.

THE  TOWN  OF  MARION  TO  TRANSFER  THE  CEMETERIES,  AND 
OTHER  PROPERTY  AND  TRTTST  FUNDS  OF  SAID  ASSOCIATIONS, 
TO    SAID   TOWN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  following-named  cemetery  as- 
sociations situated  in  the  town  of  Marion,  to  wit:  North 
Marion  Cemetery  Association,  Old  Landing  Cemetery  Asso- 
ciation, Marion  Evergreen  Cemetery  and  Friends  (Quaker) 
Cemeter}',  or  any  of  them,  may,  b}^  deed  executed  by  the 
president  and  treasurer  of  such  association,  thereunto  duly 
authorized,  convey  and  transfer  to  said  town  of  Marion,  and 
said  town  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive,  and  thereafter  to 
hold  ;ind  maintain,  but  for  cemetery  purposes  onh-,  and  sub- 
ject to  all  rights  heretofore  existing  in  any  burial  lots  in  sucii 
cemeteiy  or  cemeteries,  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
such  associations,  or  any  of  them;  and  thereupon,  and  upon 
the  transfer  of  trust  funds,  as  authorized  by  section  two,  by 
any  such  association  holding  such  funds,  such  association 
shall  be  dissolved;  and  the  cemetery  of  such  association 
shall  be  and  become  a  public  burial  place,  ground  or  ceme- 
tery. 

Any  property  devised  or  bequeathed  to  any  of  such  ceme- 
tery associations  transferring  its  property  under  authority 
of  this  act,  under  the  will  of  any  person  living  at  the  time 
of  the  transfer  aforesaid  or  under  the  will  of  an}-  deceased 
person  not  then  j^robated,  shall,  at  the  time  when  such  devise 
or  beciuest  becomes  operative,  be  paid  to  said  town  instead 
of  to  said  association  and  thereafter  be  held  upon  the  same 
trusts.

Fifteen  or  more  co-opera- 
aBsooiatiou.        ijvc  bauks  may  form  the  Co-op(^rative  Banks  J*]mployees 
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Retiretiierit  Association,  in  this  section  and  in  sections  sixty  orgamzation 
and  sixty-one  called  the  association,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  the  jiarticipating 
banks  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.

For  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  sections  sixty  and  sixty- 
one  a  reference  to  "TDank"  or  "banks"  shall,  unless  the  con- 
text otherwise  requires,  mean  and  include  any  or  all  of  the 
organizations  named  in  this  paragraph,  and  a  reference  to 
"board  of  directors"  of  a  bank  shall  also,  unless  the  context 
other\^'ise  requires,  mean  and  include  the  go\'erning  body  of 
each  of  such  organizations. 

Eligible  employees  may  contribute  a  portion  of  their  sala- 
ries or  wages,  to  be  deducted  by  the  employing  banks  and 
paid  to  the  association.  A  participating  bank  may  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  the  association  to  the  extent  determined  by 
its  board  of  directors,  but  its  contributions  for  future  service, 
as  defined  in  the  by-laws,  on  account  of  any  employee  shall 
not  exceed  such  employee's  contributions  or  five  per  cent  of 
his  wages  or  salary,  whichever  is  less.  A  participating  bank 
may  also  contribute  for  past  service,  as  defined  in  the  by- 
laws, amounts  necessary  to  provide  eligible  employees  with  a 
pension  or  annuity  to  begin  at  age  sixty-five  or  later,  such 
pension  or  annuity  not  to  exceed  one  per  cent  of  the  average 
salary  for  the  five  years  preceding  the  date  such  bank  joins 
the  association  for  each  year,  but  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
years,  of  continuous  employment  between  age  thirty  and  the 
date  of  such  joining.

point  of  tangency:   thence  N  26°  57'  30"  W,  195.0  feet,  to 
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land  of  Frank  A.  Besse,  to  the  westerly  side  of  a  stone  post; 
thence  N  59°  E,  about  10  feet  to  the  present  fence  and  the 
westerly  Hne  of  Main  street;  thence  southeasterly,,  south- 
erly and  southwesterly  by  the  present  line  of  Main  street 
and  of  Grand  Armj^  of  the  Republic  highway  to  a  concrete 
bound;  thence  N  36°  08'  W,  about  4  feet,  to  the  point  of 
beginning.

Upon  petition  and  after  seven  days'  notice 
inserted  in  at  least  three  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of 
Boston  and  a  public  hearing  thereon,  the  board  of  street  com- 
missioners of  the  city  of  Boston  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  grant  and  issue  a  permit  to  James  F.  Flaherty 
and  Bernard  J.  Killion,  trustees  of  the  Roessel  real  estate 
trust  under  an  agreement  and  declaration  of  trust  dated 
April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  recorded 
with  Suffolk  deeds,  book  six  thou-sand  and  forty-six,  page 
five  hundred  and  eighty-one,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to 
build  ;ind,  on  sniili  conflitions  and  .subject  to  such  restrictions 
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as  said  board  may  prescribe,  permanently  maintain  a  struc- 
ture bridging  Tamworth  street  in  said  city  connecting  build- 
ings owned  l)y  the  said  James  F.  Flaherty  and  Bernard  J. 
Killion,  as  trustees  of  said  Roessel  estate  trust,  on  opposite 
sides  of  said  street.  Any  permit  granted  under  authority  of 
this  section  may  be  revoked  by  said  board,  after  due  notice 
and  a  hearing.

year  after  the  date  of  such  injury  or  damage;  provided,  that 
such  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of  said  injury-  or  dam- 
age be  given  to  said  trustees,  or  their  successors  or  assigns, 
by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the  person  or  persons  sustaining  the  same

No  person  shall  excavate  any  land  in  the  city 
of  Boston  to  a  depth  of  more  than  five  feet  for  the  purposes 
of  obtaining  and  removing  sand,  gravel  or  loam  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  building  commissioner  of  said 
city.  Apphcation  for  such  permit  shall  contain  a  description, 
of  the  proposed  excavation  including  a  statement  of  the  pur- 
pose thereof  and  the  building  commissioner  may  require 
that  plans  of  the  i^roposed  excavation  be  filed  before  issu- 
ance of  the  permit.  Said  permit  shall  contain,  by  way  of  con- 
dition, such  requirements  with  respect  to  drainage,  shoring, 
fencing  and  other  precautions  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
building  commissioner  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
neighboring  land  and  structures  thereon  and  of  the  public. 
In  case  such  requirements  are  imposed  by  the  building  com- 
missioner the  permit  shall  not  issue  until  the  applicant  files  a 
bond,  with  the  building  commissioner  as  obligee,  with  a 
siu'ety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  common- 
wealth as  suret,y,  and  conditioned  upon  the  performance  by 
the  applicant  of  said  requirements  of  the  building  commis- 
sioner.

on  file  in  the  office  of  the  director  of  accounts  in  tlie  depart-

money  so  appropriated  to  pay  such  bills  shall  be  raised  by 
taxation  in  said  city. 

Section  2.  No  bill  shall  be  approved  by  the  city  auditor 
of  said  city  for  payment  or  paid  by  the  treasm^er  thereof 
under  authority  of  this  act  unless  and  until  certificates  have 
been  signed  and  filed  with  said  city  auditor,  stating  under 
the  penalties  of  perjury  that  the  goods,  materials  or  services 
for  which  bills  have  been  submitted  were  ordered  by  an 
official  or  an  employee  of  said  cit}^  and  that  such  goods  and 
materials  were  delivered  and  actually  received  by  said  city 
or  that  such  services  were  rendered  to  said  city,  or  both. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  knowingly  files  a  certificate

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Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, to  build  and,  on  such  conditions  and  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  said  board  may  prescribe,  to  permanently 
maintain  a  structure  bridging  Chapman  place  in  said  city, 
hereinafter  called  the  way,  at  a  point  where  said  corpora- 
tion owns  buildings  on  opposite  sides  of  the  way,  for  the 
purpose  of  connecting  said  buildings.  Any  permit  granted 
hereunder  may  be  revoked  by  said  board  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor. 

Section  2.  Any  structure  maintained  under  a  permit 
granted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  maintained  in  such  manner  that

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     C'hapter    ninety    of    the    General    Laws    is

TKICT   IN    THE    TOWK    OF    fiOURNE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  asfolloics: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Bourne,  hable 
to  taxation  in  said  town  and  residing  within  the  territory 
comprised  within  the  following  boundary  hues,  to  wit:  — 
beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  boundary  hue  between 
the  town  of  Bourne  and  the  town  of  Sandwich  with  the  Cape 
Cod  canal  and  running  westerly  by  the  Cape  Cod  canal  to 
a  point  three  thousand  feet  west  of  the  center  line  of  the 
Sagamore  bridge;  and  thence  turning  and  running  south 
(true  meridian)  from  the  mean  high  water  line  of  the  Cape 
Cod  canal  on  its  soutlieiiy  bank  a  distance  of  three  thou- 
sand feet;  and  thence  turning  and  running  east  (true  me- 
ridian) to  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  I^ourne 
and  the  town  of  Sandwich;  and  thence  turning  and  running 
northeasterly  by  the  boimdary  line  between  the  town  of 
Bourne  and  the  town  of  Sandwich  to  the  Cape  Cod  canal, 
the  point  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  water  district 
and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the 
South  Sagamore  water  district,  hereinafter  called  the  dis- 
trict, for  the  purpose  of  supplying  themselves  with  water  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  pur- 
poses, with  power  to  establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and 
to  relocate  and  discontinue  the  same,  to  regulate  the  use  of 
such  water  and  to  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  assessing  and  raising  taxes  as  pro- 
vided herein  for  the  payment  of  such  services,  and  for  de- 
fraying the  necessary  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business 
of  said  district,  subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter 
in  force  relating  to  such  districts,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein.  The  district  shall  have  power  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  actions  relating  to  its  property  and  affairs. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  district,  act- 
ing by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners  herein- 
after provided  for,  may  contract  with  any  municipality, 
acting  through  its  water  department,  or  with  any  water 
company,  or  with  any  water  district,  for  whatever  water 
may  be  required,  authority  to  furnish  the  same  being  hereby 
granted,  and  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  or  chapter  eighty  A  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
acquire  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  pond,  spring  or  stream,  or  of 
any  ground  sources  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian 
or  other  wells,  within  the  town  of  Bourne  not  already  ap- 
propriated for  the  purposes  of  a  public  supply,  and  the  water 
and  flowage  rights  connected  with  any  such  water  sources; 
and  for  said  puiijoses  may  take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and 
other  easements  necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  holding, 
purifying  and  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and  for 
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conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  said  district;  provided, 
that  no  source  of  water  supply  or  lands  necessary  for  pre- 
serving the  cjuality  of  tlu;  water  siiall  be  so  taken  or  used 
without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  de- 
partment of  pubhc  health,  and  that  the  location  and  arrange- 
ment of  all  dams,  reservoirs,  springs,  wells,  pumping,  puri- 
fication and  filtration  plants  ;uid  such  other  works  as  may 
be  necessary  in  (tarrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  department.  The  district 
may  construct  and  maintain  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held 
imder  this  act  proper  dams,  wells,  springs,  reservoirs,  stand- 
pipes,  tanks,  pmnping  plants,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other 
structures  including  also  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  filter  beds  and  purification  works  or  systems,  and  may 
make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery  and  pro- 
vide such  other  means  and  appliances,  and  do  such  other 
things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  complete  and  effective  water  works;  and  for  that 
purpose  may  construct  pipe  lines,  wells  and  reservoirs  and 
establisli  pumping  works,  and  may  construct,  lay,  acquire 
;ind  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works 
under  or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways 
and  public  or  otlier  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  in  said 
town,  in  such  manner  as  not  urmecessarily  to  obstruct  the 
same;  and  for  the  purposes  of  constructing,  laying,  main- 
taining, operating  and  repairing  such  aqueducts,  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this 
iict,  the  district  may  dig  up  or  I'aise  and  embank  any  such 
lands,  highways  or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause 
the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel  on  sucli  ways;  provided, 
that  the  nuinner  in  which  all  things  are  done  upon  any  such 
way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Bourne.  The  district  shall  not  enter  upon,  or  con- 
struct or  lay  any  conduit,  pipe  or  other  works  within,  the 
location  of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time  and 
in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation, 
or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
departnitjnt  of  public  utilities.  The  district  may  enter  upon 
any  lands  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys,  test  wells  or 
l)its  and  borings,  and  may  take  or  otherwise  acquire  the 
right,  to  occupy  temporarily  any  lands  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  an}^  work  or  lor  any  other  purpose  authorized 
by  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his  prop- 
erty by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing  done 
under  authority  thereof  may  nscover  such  damages  from  the 
district  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine  or  said  chapter 
eighty  A;  but  the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any 
water,  water  right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto, 
shall  not  vest  until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted 
under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses and   liiibilities  incurred   under  this  act,  other  than 
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expenses  of  uiamtejiance  and  operation,  the  district  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred  thousand  dol= 
lars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  South  »Sagamore  Water  Dis- 
trict Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not 
more  than  thirty  years  from  their  dates.  Indebtedness  in- 
curred under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  pertaining  to  such 
districts. 

Section  5.  The  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authorizing 
said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  ihv.  payment  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  four  of  this  act :  and,  when  a  vote  to 
that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual 
expense  of  opcratiiig  its  water  works  and  th(»  interest  as  it 
accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  by  the 
district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as 
may  be  I'equired  under  this  act,  shall  without  fui'ther  vote 
be  assessed  u]")on  th(^  district  by  the  assessors  of  said  town 
of  Bourne  annually  thei-eafter  until  the  debt  incurred  by 
said  loan  or  loans  is  extiiiguished. 

Section  6.  Any  land  taken  or  acquir(^d  under  this  act 
shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of 
water  connnissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 
All  authority  vested  in  said  board  by  this  section  shall  bo 
subject  to  section  nine. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  the  district 
for  tlie  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote  to  thv.  assessors  of  said  town,  who  shall 
assess  the  same  on  property  within  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  in  all  respects  in  which  town  taxes  are  required  by 
law  to  be  assessed;  provided,  that  no  estate  shall  be  subject 
to  any  tax  assessed  on  account  of  the  system  of  water  sup- 
ply under  this  act  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  water 
coimnissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  after  a  hearing,  due 
notice  whereof  shall  have  been  given,  such  estate  is  so  situ- 
ated that  it  can  receive  no  aid  jn  the  extinguishment  of  fire 
from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  if  such  estate  is 
so  situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings  that 
might  be  constructed  thereon,  could  not  be  supplied  with 
wat(^r  fj'om  said  systf.'in  in  any  ordinary  or  reasonable  man- 
ner: but  all  other  estates  in  the  district  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax.  A  certified 
hst  of  the  estates  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  annually  be  sent  by  said  board  of  water 
commissioners  to  said  assessors,  at  the  same  time  at  which 
the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  as  aforesaid. 
The  assessment  sliall  be  coiuiiritted  to  tlie  town  collector, 
who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  {\if  maimer  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall  dtiposit  the  pro- 
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ceeds  thereof  with  the  district  treasurer  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  district.  The  district  maj^  collect  interest  on 
overdue  taxes  in  the  manner  in  which  interest  is  authorized 
to  be  collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  Any  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  the  boundaries  set  forth  in  section  one  to 
be  held  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  any  meeting 
of  the  voters  of  the  district  to  be  held  prior  to  the  qualifica- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  water  connnissioners,  shall  be  called, 
on  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant 
from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to 
give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant 
in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  pre- 
side until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  At  any  meeting  lield  here- 
under prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  after  the  choice  of 
a  moderator  for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon 
it  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  and  the  meeting  may  then 
proceed  to  act  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant.  After 
the  qualification  of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners, 
meetings  of  the  district  shall  be  called  by  warrant  under 
their  hands,  unless  some  other  method  be  provided  by  by- 
law or  vote  of  the  district. 

Section  9.  The  district  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  aforesaid,  elect  by  ballot,  either  at  the  same  meet- 
ing at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  accepted,  or  thereafter, 
at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  three  persons,  inhabitants  of  and  voters  in  said 
district,  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three  years, 
one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  next  succeeding 
annual  district  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  com- 
missioners; and  at  every  annual  district  meeting  following 
such  next  succeeding  annual  district  meeting  one  such  com- 
missioner shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  The  date  of  the  next  annual  meeting  shall  be  fixed 
by  by-law  or  by  vote  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners, 
but  in  no  event  shall  it  be  later  than  fifteen  months  subse- 
quent to  the  date  on  which  the  water  commissioners  were 
first  elected.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  district  by 
this  act,  except  sections  four  and  five,  and  not  otherwise 
specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of 
water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  such 
instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  may  by 
vote  impose.  At  the  meeting  at  which  said  water  commis- 
sioners are  first  elected  and  at  each  annual  district  meeting 
held  thereafter,  tlie  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  each  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer  of  the  district. 
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The  treasurer  shall  not  be  a  water  commissioner,  and  shall 
give  bond  to  the  district  in  such  an  amount  as  ma3'  be  ap- 
proved by  said  water  commissioners  and  with  a  surety  com- 
pany authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth 
as  surety.  A  majority  of  said  water  commissioners  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any  cause  may  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  said  dis- 
trict at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  No  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  district  on  account 
of  its  water  works  except  upon  a  written  order  of  said  water 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  fix 
just  and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  and 
sliall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  in- 
come of  the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all 
operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the 
principal  as  they  shall  accrue  upon  an.y  bonds  or  notes  issued 
under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus 
remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges,  it  may 
be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said  water 
commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  surplus  should 
remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction  the  water 
rates  sliall  be  reduced  proportionately.  Said  water  commis- 
sioners shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the  district  may  re- 
quire, render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  works  un- 
der their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings,  including  an 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  The  district  may  adopt  by-laws,  prescrib- 
ing b,y  whom  and  how  meetings  of  the  district  may  be  called, 
notified,  and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten 
or  more  legal  voters  in  the  district,  meetings  may  also  be 
called  by  warrant  as  pro^'ided  in  section  eight.  The  district 
may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment of  its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or 
with  any  other  provision  of  law,  and  may  choose  such  other 
officers  not  provided  for  in  this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  pol- 
lutes or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under  this 
act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  anj'  reservoir,  well, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or  used 
by  the  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  district  three  times  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort, 
and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or  wanton 
acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

Section  13.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to  said 
board  of  water  commissioners  requesting  that  certain  real 
estate,  accurately  described  th.erein,  located  in  said  town 
and  al)utting  on  .said  district  and  not  otherwise  s<;n'ed  by  a 
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public  water  supply  be  included  within  the  limits  thereof, 
and  signed  by  the  owners  of  such  real  estate,  or  a  major  por- 
tion of  such  real  estate,  said  water  commissioners  shall  cause 
a  duly  warned  meeting  of  the  district  to  be  called,  at  which 
meeting-  the  voters  may  vote  on  the  question  of  including 
said  real  estate  within  the  district.  If  a  majority  of  the 
voters  present  and  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative 
the  district  clerk  shall  within  ten  days  file  with  the  town 
clerk  of  said  town  and  with  the  state  secretary  an  attested 
copy  of  said  petition  and  vote;  and  thereupon  said  real 
estate  shall  become  and  be  part  of  the  district  and  shall  be 
holden  under  this  act  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  real  estate  described  in  section  one. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  said  district  by  section  one  of  this  act  pres- 
ent and  voting  thereon,  by  the  use  of  a  check  list,  at  a  dis- 
trict meeting  called,  in  accordance  with  section  eight,  within 
four  years  after  its  passage.  Approved  May  2,  1945.

such  fish  in  fish  traps  authorized  under  authority'  of  section 
twenty-nine,  or  similar  provisions  of  law,  but  such  traps

such  permission  is  not  in  writing  a  written  record  of  the 
granting  thereof,  setting  forth  the  date  upon  which  permis- 
sion was  granted,  the  dates  covered  by  such  permission,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom,  and  the  manner 
in  which,  such  permission  was  granted,  and  any  other  neces- 
sary information  relative  thereto,  shall  be  made  and  kept 
by  the  forest  warden,  chief  or  fire  commissioner,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  shall  be  open  to  pubHc  inspection;  and  provided, 
further  that  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  may,  without 
a  permit,  set,  maintain  or  increase  a  reasonable  fire  for  the 
purpose  of  cooking,  upon  sandy  or  gravelly  land  free  from 
living  or  dead  vegetation  or  upon  sandy  or  rocky  beaches 
bordering  on  tide  water,  if  the  fire  is  enclosed  within  rocks, 
metal  or  other  non-inflammable  material.  The  forest  warden, 
chief  or  fire  commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  make  it 
a  condition  for  granting  a  permit  that  any  burning  shall  be 
done  only  after  four  o'clock  (eastern  standard  time)  in  the 
afternoon  and  he  may  revoke  a  permit  at  any  time.  The 
forester  may  make  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the 
granting  and  revocation  of  such  permits  binding  throughout 
the  commonwealth.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  take 
effect  subject  to  section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  thirty,  when 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council.  The  forest  wardens 
in  towns  and  officials  performing  the  duties  of  forest  wardens 
in  cities  shall  cause  pubUc  notice  to  be  given  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  and  shall  enforce  the  same.  Whoever  violates 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  month,  or  both.    '

Section  1.  The  following  described  line  shall  hereafter 
be  in  part  the  boundary  hne  between  the  cities  of  Chicopee 
and  Springfield :  — 

Beginning  at  a  stone  monument  standing  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Plainfield  street,  said  monument  being  known  as 
Chicopee  Springfield  West  Springfield  witness  mark  in  lati- 
tude 42"  07'  30.68"  north  and  longitude  72°  37'  06.29" 
west,  as  published  in  nineteen  hundred  by  the  Massachusetts 
topographical  surve}^  in  the  town  boundary  atlas,  so  called,

An  Act  establishing  the  dennis  water  district  in  the  Chap.277 

TOWN    OF    DENNIS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Dennis,  liable 
to  taxation  in  said  town  and  residing  within  the  territory 
comprised  within  tlie  following  boundary  lines,  to  wit:  — 
l)eginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  boundary  line  between 
the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich  with  Nantucket 
sound  and  running  westerly  by  Nantucket  sound  to  the 
boundary  line  betw-een  the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of 
Yarmouth,  located  in  Bass  river;  and  thence  northerly  by 
the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  Dennis  and  the 
town  of  Yarmouth  to  Cape  Cod  bay;  and  thence  easterly 
b}^  Cape  Cod  bay  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of 
Dennis  and  the  town  of  Brewster;  and  thence  turning  and 
running  westerly  and  south  by  the  boundary  line  between 
the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Brewster  to  the  center 
line  of  Airline  road;  and  thence  southerly  by  the  center 
line  of  Airline  road  to  the  center  line  of  Old  Chatham  road; 
and  thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  by  tlie  center 
line  of  Old  Chatham  road  to  the  boundary  line  between  the 
tow»  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich;  and  thence  turning 
and  running  southerly  by  the  boundary  line  between  the 
town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich  to  Nantucket 
sound,  the  point  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  water  dis- 
trict and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  b}-^  the  name 
of  the  Dennis  Water  District,  hereinafter  called  the  district, 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  themselves  with  water  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes, 
with  pov/er  to  establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  to  re- 
locate and  discontinue  the  same,  to  regulate  the  use  of  such 
water  and  to  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor,  and 
for  the  purposes  of  assessing  and  raising  taxes  as  provided 
herein  for  the  payment  of  such  services,  and  for  defrajing 
the  necessary  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  said 
district,  subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
relating  to  such  districts,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 
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The  district  sliall  have  power  to  prosecute  hikI  defprid  all 
;tctions  relating  to  its  property  and  affairs. 

Section  2.  For  tJie  purposes  aforesaid,  the  district,  act- 
ing bj'^  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners  here- 
inafter provided  for,  may  contract  with  any  municipality, 
acting  through  its  water  department,  or  with  any  water  com- 
pany, or  with  any  water  district,  for  whatever  water  may 
be  required,  authority  to  furnish  the  same  being  hereby 
granted,  and  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  or  chapter  eighty  A  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
accjuire  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  pond,  spring  or  stream,  or 
of  any  ground  sources  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian 
or  other  wells,  within  the  town  of  Dennis  not  already  appro- 
priated for  the  purposes  of  a  public  supply,  and  the  water 
and  fiowage  lights  connected  with  any  such  water  sources; 
and  for  said  purposes  may  take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  bj^ 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  waj^ 
and  other  easements  necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  hold- 
ing, purifying  and  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and 
for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  said  district;  provided, 
that  no  source  of  water  supply  or  lands  necessary  for  preserv- 
ing the  quality  of  the  water  shall  be  so  taken  or  used  without 
first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  department 
of  public  health,  and  that  the  location  and  arrangement  of 
all  dams,  reservoirs,  springs,  wells,  pumping,  purification 
and  filtration  plants  and  such  other  works  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  said  department.  The  district  may 
construct  and  maintain  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held 
under  this  act  proper  dams,  wells,  springs,  reservoirs,  stand- 
pipes,  tanks,  pumping  plants,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other 
structures  including  also  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  filter  beds  and  purification  works  or  systems,  and  may 
make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery  and  pro- 
vide such  other  means  and  appliances,  and  do  such  other 
things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  complete  and  effective  water  works;  and  fop  that 
purpose  may  construct  pipe  lines,  wells  and  reservoirs  and 
establish  pumping  works,  and  may  construct,  lay,  acquire 
and  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works 
imder  or  over  any  land,  watei"  courses,  railroads,  railways 
and  public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  in  said  town, 
in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same; 
and  for  the  purposes  of  constructing,  laying,  maintaining, 
operating  and  repairing  such  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and 
other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
district  may  dig  up  or  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands, 
highways  or  other  waj's  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the 
least  hindrance  to  public  travel  on  such  ways;  provided, 
that  the  manner  in  which  all  things  are  done  upon  any  such 
way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  of  Dennis.    The  district  shall  not  enter  upon,  or 
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fonstruct  or  lay  any  conduit,  pipe  or  other  works  within, 
the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such 
time  and  in  such  naanner  as  it  maj'  agree  upon  with  such 
corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  department  of  public  utihties.  The  district 
may  enter  upon  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys, 
test  wells  or  pits  and  borings,  and  may  take  or  otherwise 
acquire  the  right  to  occupy  temporarily  any  lands  neces- 
sar}'  for  the  construction  of  any  work  or  for  any  other 
purpose  authorized  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his  property 
by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing  done  under 
authority  thereof  may  recover  such  damages  from  the  district 
under  said  chapter  seventy-nine  or  said  chapter  eighty  A; 
but  the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water 
right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  shall  not 
vest  until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under 
authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  this  act,  other  than 
expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  district  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Dennis  Water  District  Loan, 
Act  of  1945.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
thirty  j^ears  from  their  dates.  Indebtedness  incurred  under 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  General  Laws  pertaining  to  such  districts. 

Section  5.  The  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authorizing 
said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  four  of  this  act;  and,  when  a  vote 
to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual 
expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest  as  it 
accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  b}^  the 
district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as 
may  be  required  under  this  act,  shall  without  further  vote 
be  assessed  upon  the  district  by  the  assessors  of  said  town 
of  Dennis  annually  thereafter  until  the  debt  incurred  by 
said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 

Section  6.  Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this  act 
shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district.  All 
authority  vested  in  said  board  by  this  section  shall  be  subject 
to  section  nine. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  the  district 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who  shall 
assess  the  same  on  property  within  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  in  all  respects  in  which  town  taxes  are  required  by 
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law  to  be  assessed;  provided,  that  no  estate  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  any  tax  assessed  on  account  of  the  system  of  water 
suppl}'  under  this  act  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
water  connnissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  after  a  hear- 
ing, due  notice  whereof  shall  have  been  given,  sucli  estate  is 
so  situated  that  it  can  receive  no  aid  in  the  extinguishment 
of  fire  from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  if  such  estate 
is  so  situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings 
that  might  be  constructed  thereon,  could  not  be  supphed 
with  water  from  said  system  in  an}^  ordinary  or  reasonable 
manner;  but  all  other  estates  in  the  district  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax.  A  certified 
list  of  the  estates  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  annually  be  sent  b}^  said  board  of  water 
commissioners  to  said  assessors,  at  the  same  time  at  which 
the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  as  aforesaid. 
The  assessment  shall  be  committed  to  the  town  collector, 
who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall  deposit  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  with  the  district  treasurer  for  the  use  and 
Ijenefit  of  the  district.  The  district  may  collect  interest  on 
overdue  taxes  in  the  manner  in  which  interest  is  authorized 
to  be  collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  Any  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  the  boundaries  set  forth  in  section  one  to 
be  held  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  any  meeting 
of  the  voters  of  the  district  to  be  held  prior  to  the  qualifica- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  shall  be  called, 
on  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant 
from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to 
give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant 
in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  preside 
until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  At  any  meeting  held  hereunder 
prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  after  the  choice  of  a 
moderator  for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is  accepted 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  it 
shall  thereupon  take  effect,  and  the  meeting  may  then 
proceed  to  act  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant.  After 
the  qualification  of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners, 
meetings  of  the  distiict  shall  be  called  by  warrant  under 
their  hands,  unless  some  other  method  be  provided  by  by- 
law or  vote  of  the  district. 

Section  9.  The  district  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  aforesaid,  elect  by  ballot,  either  at  the  same 
meeting  at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  accepted,  or  there- 
after, at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  three  persons,  inhabitants  of  and  voters  in 
said  district,  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three 
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years,  one  until  tiie  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  next  succeed- 
ing annual  district  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water 
commissioners;  and  at  every  annual  district  meeting  follow- 
ing such  next  succeeding  annual  district  meeting  one  such 
commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  The  date  of  the  next  annual  meeting  shall  be  fixed 
by  by-law  or  by  vote  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners, 
but  in  no  event  shall  it  be  later  than  fifteen  months  subse- 
quent to  the  date  on  which  the  water  commissioners  were 
first  elected.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  district  by 
this  act,  except  sections  four  and  five,  and  not  otherwise 
specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of 
water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  such 
instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  maj^  by  vote 
impose.  At  the  meeting  at  which  said  water  commissioners 
are  first  elected  and  at  each  annual  district  meeting  held 
thereafter,  the  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  each  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer  of  the  district.  The 
treasurer  shall  not  be  a  water  commissioner,  and  shall  give 
bond  to  the  district  in  such  an  amount  as  may  be  approved 
by  said  water  commissioners  and  with  a  surety  company 
authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth  as 
surety.  A  majorit}'  of  said  water  commissioners  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  An}- 
vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any  cause  may  be  filled 
for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  b}-  said  district  at 
any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  No  money  shall 
be  drawn  from  the  treasuiy  of  the  district  on  account  of  its 
water  works  except  upon  a  written  order  of  said  water  com- 
missioners or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall 
fix  just  and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water, 
and  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The 
income  of  tlie  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray 
all  operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the 
principal  as  they  shall  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes  issued 
under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus 
remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges,  it  maj- 
be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said  water 
commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  surplus  should 
remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction  the  water 
rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  Said  water  commis- 
sioners shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the  district  may  re- 
quire, render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  works  under 
their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings,  including  an 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  The  district  may  adopt  by-laws,  prescribing 
by  whom  and  how  meetings  of  the  district  may  be  called, 
notified,  and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten 
or  more  legal  voters  in  the  district,  meetings  may  also  be 
called  by  warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  The  district 
may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
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of  its  water  works,  not  in(3onsistent  with  t})is  act  or  with  any 
other  provision  of  law,  and  may  choose  such  other  oflficers 
not  provided  for  in  this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or 
proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonl}^  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under  this 
act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonl\'  injures  any  reservoir,  well,  stand- 
pipe,  acjueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or  used  by  the 
district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  district  three  times  the  amount  of  damages  as- 
sessed therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort,  and 
upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or  wanton  acts 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars  or  bv  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both. 

Skction  13.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to  said 
board  of  water  commissioners  requesting  that  certain  I'eal 
estate,  accurately  described  therein,  located  in  said  town  and 
abutting  on  said  district  and  not  otherwise  served  by  a  pub- 
lic water  supply  be  included  within  the  limits  thereof,  and 
signed  by  the  owners  of  such  real  estate,  or  a  major  portion 
of  such  real  estate,  said  water  commissioners  shall  cause  a 
duly  warned  meeting  of  the  district  to  be  called,  at  which 
meeting  the  voters  may  vote  on  the  question  of  including 
said  real  estate  within  the  district.  If  a  majority  of  the 
voters  present  and  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative 
the  district  clerk  shall  within  ten  days  file  with  the  town  clerk 
of  said  town  and  with  the  state  secretar}^  an  attested  copy 
of  said  petition  and  vote;  and  thereupon  said  real  estate 
shall  become  and  be  part  of  the  district  and  shall  be  holden 
under  this  act  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  the  real  estate  described  in  section  one. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  said  district  by  section  one  of  this  act  present 
and  voting  thereon,  by  the  use  of  the  check  list,  at  a  district 
meeting  called,  in  accordance  with  section  eight,  before 
Januar}'  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-si.x.

buys,  procures,  receives  or  has  in  his  possession  any  such 
book,  pamphlet,  ballad,  printed  paper,  phonographic  record, 
obscene,  indecent  or  impure  print,  picture,  figure,  image  or 
other  thing,  either  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  exhibition,  loan 
or  circulation  to  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or 
with  intent  to  introduce  the  same  into  a  family,  school  or 
place  of  education,  shall,  for  a  first  offence,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  both,  aijd  for  a  subsequent  offence  by  imprisonment 
for  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  and  one  half 
years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more 
than  two  thousand  dollars,  or  both.

Section  28C.     Whenever  there  is  reasonable  cause  to  be-  Judicial 
lieve  that  a  book  which  is  being  imported,  sold,  loaned  or  refaTive"to*'°" 
distributed,  or  is  in  the  po.ssession  of  an}^  person  who  intends  bo^ks^^etc 
to  import,  sell,  loan  or  distribute  the  same,  is  obscene,  in- 
decent or  impure,  the  attorney  general,  or  any  district  attor- 
ney within  his  district,  shall  bring  an  information  or  petition 
in  equity  in  the  superior  court  directed  against  said  book 
by  name.     Upon  the  filing  of  such  information  or  petition 
in  equity,  a  justice  of  the  superior  court  shall,  if,  upon  a 
summary  examination  of  the  book,  lie  is  of  opinion  that  there 
is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  such  book  is  obscene,  in- 
decent or  impure,  issue  an  order  of  notice,  returnable  in  or 
within  thirty  days,  directed  against  such  book  by  name  and 
addressed  to  all  persons  interested  in  the  publication,  sale, 
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loan  or  distribution  thereof,  to  show  cause  why  said  book 
should  not  be  judicially  determined  to  be  obscene,  indecent 
or  impure.  Notice  of  such  order  shall  be  given  by  publica- 
tion once  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Boston  and,  if  such  infor- 
mation or  petition  be  filed  in  any  county  other  than  Suffolk 
county,  then  by  publication  also  in  a  daily  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  such  other  county.  A  copy  of  such  order  of  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  publisher  of  said  book, 
to  the  person  holding  the  copyrights,  and  to  the  author,  in 
case  the  names  of  any  such  persons  appear  upon  said  book, 
fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  return  day  of  such  order  of 
notice.  After  the  issuance  of  an  order  of  notice  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  court  shall,  on  motion  of  the 
attorney  general  or  district  attorney,  make  an  interlocutory 
finding  and  adjudication  that  said  book  is  obscene,  indecent 
or  impure,  which  finding  and  adjudication  shall  be  of  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  the  final  finding  and  adjudication 
provided  in  section  twenty-eight  E  or  section  twenty-eight  F, 
but  only  until  such  final  finding  and  adjudication  is  made  or 
until  further  order  of  the  court. 

Section  28D.  Any  person  interested  in  the  sale,  loan  or 
distribution  of  said  book  may  appear  and  file  an  answer  on 
or  before  the  return  day  named  in  said  notice  or  within  such 
further  time  as  the  court  may  allow,  and  may  claim  a  right 
to  trial  by  jury  on  the  issue  whether  said  book  is  obscene, 
indecent  or  impure. 

Section  28E.  If  no  person  appears  and  answers  within  the 
time  allowed,  the  court  may  at  once  upon  motion  of  the 
petitioner,  or  of  its  own  motion,  no  reason  to  the  contrary 
appearing,  order  a  general  default  and  if  the  court  finds  that 
the  book  is  obscene,  indecent  or  impure,  may  make  an  ad- 
judication against  the  book  that  the  same  is  obscene,  indecent 
and  impure. 

Section  28F.  If  an  appearance  is  entered  and  answer  filed, 
the  case  shall  be  set  down  for  speedy  hearing,  but  a  default 
and  order  shall  first  be  entered  against  all  persons  who  have 
not  appeared  and  answered,  in  the  manner  provided  in  sec- 
tion twenty-eight  E.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  usual  course  of  proceedings  in  equity 
including  all  rights  of  exception  and  appeal.  At  such  hear- 
ing the  court  may  receive  the  testimony  of  experts  and  may 
receive  evidence  as  to  the  literary,  cultural  or  educational 
character  of  said  book  and  as  to  the  manner  and  form  of  its 
publication,  advertisement,  and  distribution.  Upon  such 
hearing,  the  court  may  make  an  adjudication  in  the  manner 
provided  in  said  section  twenty-eight  E. 

Section  28G.  An  information  or  petition  in  equity  under 
the  provisions  of  section  twenty-eight  C  shall  not  be  open 
to  objection  on  the  ground  that  a  mere  judgment,  order  or 
decree  is  sought  thereby  and  that  no  relief  is  or  could  be 
claimed  thereunder  on  the  issue  of  the  defendant's  knowl- 
edge as  to  the  obscenity,  indecency  or  impurity  of  the  book. 
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Section  28H:    In  any  trial  under  section  twenty-eight  B  ^^1!*^"^^'°" 
on  an  indictment  found  or  a  complaint  made  for  any  offence  etc..  is  °  ' 
committed  after  the  filing  of  a  proceeding  under  section  °''^'^<^"'^- 
twenty-eight  C,  the  fact  of  such  filing  and  the  action  of  the 
court  or  jury  thereon,  if  any,  shall  be  admissible  in  evidence. 
If  prior  to  the  said  offence  a  final  decree  had  been  entered 
against  the  book,  the  defendant,  if  the  book  be  obscene, 
indecent  or  impure,  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have 
known  said  book  to  be  obscene,  indecent  or  impure,  or  if 
said  decree  had  been  in  favor  of  the  book  he  shall  be  conclu- 
sivel}^  presumed  not  to  have  known  said  book  to  be  obscene, 
indecent  or  impure,  or  if  no  final  decree  had  been  entered  but 
a  proceeding  had  been  filed  prior  to  said  offence,  the  defend- 
ant shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have  had  knowledge 
of  the  contents  of  said  book. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  October  Effective 
first  in  the  current  year,  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  ''^*^- 
to  any  cause  of  action  arising  prior  to  said  date.

DISTRICT    commission    AND    THE    METROPOLITAN    DISTRICT 
WATER   SUPPLY   COMMISSION. 

Whereas,  In  order  that  the  next  general  appropriation  Emergency 
act  may  make  appropriations  for  the  several  metropolitan  p'"^^™'''^- 
districts  for  the  fiscal  year  hereby  established,  the  establish- 
ment thereof  must  become  effective  before  the  passage  of 
such  act  which  will  undoubtedly  take  place  within  ninety 
days,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  fiscal  period  of  the  metropohtan  district  commission 
and  the  metropohtan  district  water  supply  commission  which 
began  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four  shall 
end  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and, 
beginning  with  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
the  fiscal  year  of  said  commissions  shall  be  the  year  beginning 
with  July  first  and  ending  with  the  following  June  thirtieth. 
Annual  assessments  for  the  several  metropolitan  districts 
made  upon  the  cities  and  towns  thereof  in  any  year  shall  be 
payable  on  November  twentieth  of  such  year.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  law,  assessments  for  mainte- 
nance of  said  districts  payable  November  twentieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-five  shall  be  based  upon  the  appropria- 
tions for  said  districts  for  the  above  described  fiscal  period 
beginning  with  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four  and  ending  with  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-five  and  upon  five  twelfths  of  such  appropriations  for 
the  new  fiscal  year  of  said  commissions  beginning  with  July 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  annual  assess- 
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ments  for  maintenance  of  said  districts  payable  on  Novernl)er 
twentieth  of  each  subsequent  year  shall  be  based  upon  seven 
twelfths  of  such  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
with  the  preceding  June  thirtieth  and  five  twelfths  of  such 
appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  immediately  following  said 
June  thirtieth.

(1)  Whoever  steals,  or  with  intent  Larceny, 
to  defraud  obtains  by  a  false  pretence,  or  whoever  unlaw-  ''**'■'  ^""^  ^' 
fully,  and  with  intent  to  steal  or  embezzle,  converts,  or 
secretes  with  intent  to  convert,  the  property  of  another  as 
defined  in  this  section,  whether  such  property  is  or  is  not 
in  his  possession  at  the  time  of  such  conversion  or  secreting, 
shall  be  guilty  of  larceny,  and  shall,  if  the  value  of  the 
property  stolen  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  not  more  than 
five  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  six  hundred  dollars 
and  imprisonment  in  jail  for  not  more  than  two  years;  or, 
if  the  value  of  the  property  stolen  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  jail 
for  not  more  than  one  year  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars;  or,  if  the  property  was  stolen  from 
the  conveyance  of  a  common  carrier  or  of  a  person  carrying 
on  an  express  business,  shall  be  punished  for  the  first  offence 
by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
two  and  one  half  years,  or  b}^  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  • 
nor  more  than  six  hundred  dollars,  or  both,  and  for  a  subse- 
quent offence,  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  eighteen 
months  nor  more  than  two  and  one  half  years,  or  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  six 
hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

(2)  The  term  "property"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  "Property" 
include  money,  personal  chattels,  a  bank  note,  bond,  promis- 
sory note,  bill  of  exchange  or  other  bill,  order  or  certificate, 

a  book  of  accounts  for  or  concerning  money  or  goods  due 
or  to  become  due  or  to  be  delivered,  a  deed  or  writing  con- 
taining a  conveyance  of  land,  any  valuable  contract  in  force, 
a  receipt,  release  or  defeasance,  a  writ,  process,  certificate 
of  title  or  duplicate  certificate  issued  under  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  a  pubHc  record,  anything  which  is 
of  the  realty  or  is  annexed  thereto,  and  any  domesticated 
animal  or  a  beast  or  bird  which  is  ordinarily  kept  in  con- 
finement and  is  not  the  subject  of  larceny  at  common  law. 

(3)  The  stealing  of  real  property  may  be  a  larceny  from  Real  property,

one  or  more  tenants,  sole,  jomt  or  m  common,  m  tee,  tor 
life  or  years,  at  will  or  sufferance,  mortgagors  or  mortgagees, 
in  possession  of  the  same,  or  who  may  have  an  action  of 
tort  against  the  offender  for  trespass  upon  the  property, 
but  not  from  one  having  only  the  use  or  custody  thereof. 
The  larceny  may  be  from  a  wife  in  possession,  if  she  is 
authorized  by  law  to  hold  such  property  as  if  sole,  otherwise 
her  occupation  may  be  the  possession  of  the  husband.  If 
such  property  which  was  of  a  person  deceased  is  stolen,  it 
may  be  a  larceny  from  any  one  or  more  heirs,  devisees, 
reversioners,  remaindermen  or  others,  who  have  a  right  upon 
such  decease  to  take  possession,  but  not  having  entered,  as 
it  would  be  after  entry.    The  larceny  may  be  from  a  person 
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whose  name  is  unknown,  if  it  would  be  such  if  the  property 
stolen  were  personal,  and  may  be  committed  by  those  who 
have  only  the  use  or  custodj^  of  the  property,  but  not  by  a 
person  against  whom  no  action  of  tort  could  be  maintained 
for  acts  like  those  constituting  the  larceny. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  thirty-three, 
as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section:  —  Section  33.  (1)  Whoever,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud, obtains  by  a  false  pretence  the  making,  acceptance  or 
endorsement  of  a  bill  of  exchange  or  promissory  note,  the 
release  or  substitution  of  collateral  or  other  security,  an 
extension  of  time  for  the  payment  of  an  obligation,  or  the 
release  or  alteration  of  the  obligation  of  a  written  contract, 
or  (2)  whoever,  with  intent  to  defraud,  by  a  false  statement 
in  writing  respecting  the  financial  condition,  or  means  or 
ability  to  pay,  of  himself  or  of  any  other  person,  obtains 
credit  from  any  bank  or  trust  company  or  any  banking 
institution  accustomed  to  give  credit  in  anj^  form  whatsoever, 
shall  be  guilty  of  larcen3^ 

Section  4.  Section  forty-seven  of  said  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  first  line,  the  words  "or  steals",  —  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  —  Sectional.  Whoever  wrongfully  re- 
moves the  collar  from  a  dog  which  is  licensed  and  collared 
as  provided  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  six  months'  imprisonment,  or  both.  Whoever  dis- 
tributes or  exposes  a  poisonous  substance,  with  intent  that 
it  shall  be  eaten  by  a  dog,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  September  first 
in  the  current  year  and  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  crimes 
committed  on  or  after  said  date;  but  the  provisions  of  the 
several  sections  amended  or  repealed  by  this  act,  as  in  effect 
immediately  preceding  said  date,  shall  continue  to  apply  in 
the  case  of  crimes  committed  prior  to  said  date.

Chap.28S  An  Act  creating  the  savings  bank  investment  fund 

FOR    THE    PURPOSE    OF    PROVIDING    AN    ADDITIONAL    MEANS 
OF   INVESTMENT    FOR    SAVINGS    BANKS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoios: 

Section  1.  Thedirectorsfor  the  time  being  of  the  Mutual 
Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  established  by  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as 
amended,  hereinafter  called  the  incorporators,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  corporation  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years 
or  until  the  dissolution  of  the  said  Mutual  Savings  Central 
Fund,  Inc.,  whichever  shall  be  the  shorter  time,  under  the 
name  of  the  Savings  Bank  Investment  Fund,  hereinafter 
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referred  to  as  the  corporation.  The  successors  from  time 
to  time  of  such  directors  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
be  incorporators  in  place  of  their  predecessors.  The  purpose 
of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  hold,  invest,  reinvest,  and 
manage,  a  mutual  investment  fund,  which  shall  include  all 
property  of  the  corporation  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  fund,  to  be  derived  from  voluntary  subscriptions  thereto 
made  by  savings  banks  now  or  hereafter  during  said  term 
established  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  Imndred  and  sixty-eight  of 
the  General  Laws,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  savings  banks. 
Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a 
president,  one  or  more  vice  presidents,  a  treasurer,  a  clerk, 
a  board  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven  directors 
as  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  such  other  officers,  if  any,  as 
may  be  authorized  by  the  by-laws.  The  treasurer  shall  be 
required  to  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  by-laws 
may  prescribe.  The  clerk,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
commonwealth,  shall  be  sworn  and  shall  record  all  votes  of 
the  corporation  in  a  book  to  be  kept  therefor.  Each  director 
of  the  corporation  shall  first  have  qualified  as,  and  at  all 
times  shall  be,  an  officer  or  corporator  of  a  savings  bank,  but 
not  more  than  two  directors  shall  at  any  one  time  be  di- 
rectors of  said  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.  The 
office  of  director  and  any  ofl^ce  other  than  director  may  be 
held  by  the  same  person.  The  directors  shall  be  elected  by 
the  incorporators,  initially  at  any  time  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  and  annually  thereafter  at  a  time  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  which  time  shall  be  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  said  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund. 
Inc.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  feasible,  but  any  director 
may  be  removed  by  vote  of  the  incorporators  at  any  meet- 
ing thereof.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  other  than  the 
directors  shall  be  elected  by  such  directors  annually  at  a 
meeting  held  as  soon  after  the  election  of  the  directors  as  is 
feasible,  but  any  officer  of  the  corporation  other  than  a 
director  may  be  removed  by  vote  of  such  directors  at  any 
meeting  thereof.  The  directors  and  other  officers  shall  hold 
their  several  offices,  unless  sooner  removed,  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  Vacancies  in  the  number 
of  directors  occurring  at  any  time  between  the  annual  elec- 
tions may  be  filled  by  election  b}^  the  incorporators  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The 
existence  of  any  vacancy  or  vacancies,  however,  shall  not 
invalidate  any  action  of  the  board  of  directors  if  a  majority 
of  the  full  number  fixed  by  the  by-laws  participates  in  sucli 
action,  or  is  present  at  a  meeting  at  which  such  action  is 
taken.  Vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices  other  than  that  of 
director  occurring  at  any  time  between  the*  annual  elections 
may  be  filled  by  election  b}'  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 
The  directors  of  the  corporation  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  service  in  that  office.     The  board  of  direc-

tore  slia-U  have  full  control  of  the  business  of  tiie  corporation 
except  as  herein  specifically  limited.  By-laws  for  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  corporation  may  be  adopted  by  the 
directors  of  the  corporation  subject  to  tlie  approval  of  the 
incorporators  and  of  the  commissioner  of  banks.  Such  by- 
laws may  provide  for  and  fix  the  time  and  place  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  corporation  and  of  the  directors,  define  the  duties 
of  the  officers,  establisii  an  executive  committee  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  five  directors  with  such  powers 
while  the  board  of  directors  is  not  in  session,  including  the 
purchase  and  sale  of  securities  and  any  or  all  other  powers 
of  the  board  of  directors,  as  shall  be  therein  specified,  and 
may  provide  for  such  other  officers  and  committees  as  may 
seem  advisable. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock, 
but  the  beneficial  ownership  of  the  fund  shall  be  represented 
by  shares  of  beneficial  interest  without  par  value  which  shall 
be  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  corporation  to  the  sub- 
scribers thereto,  and  each  share  so  issued  shall  be  equal  in 
every  respect  to  every  other  share.  Such  shares  shall  not 
be  sold  to  nor  held  by  any  persons  other  than  savings  banks, 
except  as  follows :  — 

(a)  They  may  be  transferred  and  acquired  by  operation 
of  law  derived  from  the  right  of  a  savings  bank,  if  such  opera- 
tion of  law  does  not  stem  from  the  voluntary  action  of  such 
savings  bank,  but  thereafter  they  shall  be  held  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  specified. 

(6)  They  may  be  pledged  by  a  savings  bank  to  the  same 
extent  that  any  other  assets  of  a  savings  bank  may  be  pledged, 
but  upon  foreclosure  of  the  pledge  the  pledgee  shall  hold  them 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  specified. 

(c)  They  may  be  transferred  by  sale  or  pledge,  or  in  any 
other  manner  permitted  by  law,  by  a  savings  bank  to  said 
Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  but  when  the  transfer- 
ring savings  bank  ceases  to  have  any  legal  or  equitable  inter- 
est in  tlie  shares  so  transferred  said  Mutual  Savings  Central 
Fund,  Inc.  shall  hold  them  subject  to  the  provisions  herein- 
after specified. 

Whenever,  as  the  result  of  a  transfer  of  an}^  kind  described 
in  paragraphs  (a),  (h)  or  (c)  of  this"  section,  any  share  is  held 
by  any  person  other  than  a  savings  bank,  the  following  pro- 
cedure shall  apply  unless  the  board  of  directors  or  executive 
committee  of  the  corporation  in  the  exercise  of  sound  dis- 
cretion shall  determine  that  by  reason  of  extraordinary 
conditions  such  procedure  would  be  injurious  to  the  fund  or 
unfair  to  some  or  all  of  the  other  shareholders,  and  shall  pass 
a  vote  reciting  such  determination  and  postponing  the  appli- 
cation of  such  procedure  for  a  specified  time :  —  No  dividend 
shall  be  paid  on  such  share  after  thirty  days  from  the  date, 
if  known  to  the  corporation,  when  the  conditions  specified 
in  any  of  said  paragraphs  (a),  (b)  or  (c)  for  the  application  of 
these  provisions  take  effect,  and  the  corporation  shall  of^'er 
to  repurchase,  and  upon  acceptance  of  the  offer  shall  repur- 
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chajse,  any  share  so  held  at  tlie  net  asset  value  on  the  date 
of  repurchase  if  such  repurchase  occurs  within  said  thirty- 
days.  If  such  repurciiase  does  not  occur  witliin  said  thirty 
days  said  share  shall  thereafter  be  repurchased  only  at  the 
net  asset  value  as  last  determined  during  said  thirty  days, 
less  any  dividends  paid  thereon  after  said  thirty  days.  Upon 
receiving  notice  that  an}-  share  is  so  held  by  an}^  person  other 
than  a  savings  bank,  and  upon  expiration  of  said  thirty  days 
without  repurchase,  the  corporation  shall  cause  to  be  set 
aside  sufficient  funds  to  repurchase  it  as  provided  herein. 
Shares  of  the  corporation  shall  be  issued  and  sold  by,  or  under 
the  direction  of,  the  board  of  directors  of  the  corporation  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  directors  shall  deter- 
mine, subject  to  any  restrictions  imposed  in  the  by-laws; 
provided,  that  whenever  any  shares,  except  so  many  shares 
first  sold  out  of  the  initial  issue  as  will  be  sufficient  to  net  a 
total  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  shares  may  be  sold  at  private  sale  free 
from  any  requirement  as  to  offering,  are  issued  for  sale,  they 
shall  be  sold  only  b}^  offering  them  to  each  savings  bank,  and 
thereafter,  if  the  issue  is  oversubscribed,  by  allotment  among 
the  applicants  by  the  directors  in  such  manner  as  they  see 
fit,  subject  to  any  provisions  of  the  by-laws.  Any  savings 
bank  may  purchase  shares  from  another  holder,  and  any 
holder  of  shares  may  sell  them  to  any  savings  bank,  at  any 
time,  subject  to  any  I'estrictions  imposed  by  general  laws  or 
otherwise.  The  initial  sale  of  shares  by  the  corporation 
shall  be  at  a  price  which  will  net  the  corporation,  before  pay- 
ing any  taxes  in  connection  with  such  issuance  or  sale,  at 
least  one  thousand  dollars  per  share,  and  thereafter  shares, 
except  shares  of  which  the  repurchase  price  has  become  fixed 
after  thirty  daj^s  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  sold 
and  repurchased  by  the  corporation  only  at  prices  equal  to 
the  net  asset  value  of  the  shares  outstanding,  such  net  asset 
value  to  be  determined  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
five  and  as  of  a  time  as  near  as  is  feasible  to,  but  in  no  event 
more  than  ten  days  before  or  after,  the  date  of  offering  or 
sale,  or  the  date  of  repurchase,  as  the  case  may  be.  Subject 
to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  the  corporation 
may  repurchase  shares  at  any  time  on  such  terms  and  sub- 
ject to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  provided  in  the  by-laws, 
but  such  shares  shall  be  cancelled  and  shall  not  be  resold. 
All  obUgations  incurred  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  shall 
be  charged  against  the  fund,  and  the  directors  shall  in  their 
discretion  determine  what  items  shall  be  charged  or  credited 
to  principal  and  income,  respectively,  all  as  they  shall  deem 
to  be  in  accordance  with  sound  accounting  practice. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  authority 
from  time  to  time  to  invest  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  corporation  shall  have  powers  in  that  respect,  subject 
to  the  limitations  hereafter  stated,  as  follows:  — 

(a)  To  make  and  acquire  such  loans  secured  by  mort- 
gages on  real  property  situated  within  the  fimits  of  the  com- 
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monwealth  as  the  federal  housing  administrator  insures,  or 
issues  a  commitment  to  insure,  and  to  obtain  such  insurance; 
to  collect  and  apply  payments  due  upon  and  otherwise  to 
service  any  such  mortgage  loan  originated  or  acquired  by  it 
and  with  respect  to  any  such  mortgage  loan  to  make  agree- 
ments with  any  mortgagees  approved  by  the  federal  housing 
administrator  to  collect  and  apply  payments  due  upon  and 
otherwise  to  service  or  contract  for  the  servicing  of  any  such 
mortgage  loan;  and  to  exercise  any  powers  and  to  do  any 
and  all  things,  including  the  acquisition,  by  foreclosure  or 
otherwise,  and  holding,  of  real  estate  and  its  sale  or  other 
disposal,  incidental  or  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this  author- 
ity. 

(b)  In  public  funds  authorized  for  savings  banks  as  set 
forth  in  clause  Second  of  section  fifty-four  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  In  bonds  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  cor- 
porations, associations  and  trusts,  including  guarantors  and 
assuming  obligors,  located  or  having  a  principal  place  of 
business  within  the  limits  of  the  forty-eight  states  of  the 
United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  provided,  that 
such  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  are  not  in 
default  at  the  time  of  such  investment;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  securities  in  question  or  other  comparable 
obligations  of  the  same  obligor  are  quoted  in  recognized 
securities  markets. 

TJie  corporation  shall  not  purchase  the  obligations  of  any 
one  obligor,  except  dinx;t  obligations  of  the.  United  States 
and  those  insured  by  the  federal  housing  administrator,  if 
such  purchase  at  the  time  thereof  would  cause  more  than 
five  per  cent  of  the  corporation's  assets  to  be  invested  in 
such  obligations.  The  corporation  shall  not  purchase  bonds 
having  a  yield  greater  than  two  and  one  half  per  cent  in 
excess  of  the  return  on  fully  taxable  United  States  govern- 
ment securities  of  approximately  similar  maturity  if  such 
purchase  at  the  time  thereof  would  cause  more  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  corporation's  assets  to  be  invested  in  such 
bonds.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  power  to  borrow 
money. 

Section  5.  The  asset  value  of  each  share  of  the  cor- 
poration, except  shares  on  which  the  repurchase  price  has 
become  fixed  after  thirty  days  as  provided  in  section  three, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors  at  stated  in- 
tervals, not  less  often  than  once  a  month,  as  may  be  provided 
in  the  by-laws,  and  at  such  other  times  as  any  holder  of  a 
share  or  shares  shall,  by  a  separate  writing  on  each  occasion, 
request.  The  power  and  duty  to  determine  asset  value  may 
be  delegated  by  the  board  of  directors  from  time  to  time  to 
any  two  or  more  of  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  to  any  custodian  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act. 
In  each  case  the  asset  value  shall  remain  effective  until  a 
new  asset  value  has  been  determined  and  become  effective. 
The  by-laws  may  provide  rules  for  the  determination  of 
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such  asset  value,  including  a  specification  of  items  which 
are  to  be  considered  assets  and  liabilities  respectively,  and 
the  time  and  manner  of  their  valuation. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  at  all  times  employ  a 
national  bank  located  in  the  commonwealth,  or  a  trust  com- 
pany organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of,  and  located 
in,  the  commonwealth,  as  custodian,  with  authority  as  its 
agent,  but  subject  to  such  restrictions,  limitations  and  other 
requirements,  if  any,  as  ma}^  be  contained  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  to  hold  the  securities  owned  by  the  corpora- 
tion and  deliver  them  upon  written  order;  to  receive  and 
receipt  for  any  moneys  of  or  due  to  the  corporation  and 
deposit  them  in  its  own  banking  department,  or  with  another 
bank  or  trust  company  as  above  described,  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  direct;  and  to  disburse  such  funds  upon  orders 
or  vouchers;  and  the  corporation  may  also  employ  such 
custodian  as  its  agent  to  keep  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  corporation  and  furnish  clerical  and  accounting  service, 
and  to  compute  the  asset  value  of  the  shares  of  the  corpora- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  five,  all 
upon  such  basis  of  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  corporation  and  the  custodian. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  directors  ma}^  in  their  discretion 
from  time  to  time  enter  into  an  investment  advisory  or 
management  contract  whereb}-  the  other  party  to  such  con- 
tract shall  undertake  to  furnish  to  the  board  of  directors  such 
investment  advisory,  statistical  and  research  facilities  and 
services  and  such  other  facilities  and  services,  if  any,  and 
all  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  the  directors  may  in 
their  discretion  determine;  provided,  that  such  contract  has 
been  approved  by  the  incorporators  and  (1)  precisely 
prescribes  all  compensation  to  be  paid  thereunder;  (2)  shall 
continue  in  effect  for  a  period  more  than  two  years  from  the 
date  of  its  execution  only  so  long  as  such  continuance  is 
specifically^  approved  at  least  annually  by  the  board  of 
directors;  (3)  provides,  in  substance,  that  it  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time,  without  the  payment  of  an^^  penalty, 
by  the  board  of  directors  or  the  incorporators,  on  not  more 
than  sixty  days'  written  notice  to  the  investment  adviser; 
and  (4)  provides,  in  substance,  for  its  automatic  termination 
in  the  event  of  its  assignment  by  the  investment  adviser. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  from  time  to 
time  declare  and  pay  dividends,  and,  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions contained  in  this  section  and  in  section  three,  the 
amount  of  such  dividends  and  the  payment  of  them  shall  be 
wholly  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  directors.  The 
directors  in  declaring  a  dividend  may  fix  a  record  date  not 
earlier  than  the  date  of  declaration  as  of  which  the  share- 
holders entitled  to  receive  such  dividend  shall  be  determined, 
notwithstanding  any  transfer  or  the  repurchase  or  issuance 
of  any  shares  occurring  after  such  record  date.  Ordinary 
dividends  shall  he  paid  only  out  of  undistributed  net  income 
which  may  include  accumulations  from  prior  years.    To  tliis 
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account  shall  be  credited  the  gross  earnings  of  tlic  corpora- 
tion, inchiding  all  interest  income,  but  excluding  all  capital 
gains  whether  realized  or  unreaUzed,  and  against  this  account 
shall  be  charged  all  current  expenses  and  taxes,  except  taxes 
allocated  to  capital  gains,  but  excluding  all  capital  losses 
whether  realized  or  unrealized.  Other  adjustments  if  any 
shall  be  made  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  deem  to  be  in 
accordance  with  good  accounting  practice. 

Dividends  may  also  be  paid  out  of  net  realized  capital 
gains,  to  the  date  of  declaration,  of  the  year  in  which  the 
dividend  is  paid,  or  out  of  any  excess  of  undistributed  net 
realized  capital  gains  of  previous  years  over  any  net  realized 
capital  losses  of  the  current  year  to  date  of  declaration;  but 
the  shareholders  shall  be  informed,  at  or  before  the  time  of 
payment  thereof,  that  such  dividends  are  paid  from  the 
foregoing  sources,  and  the  shareholders  may  use  such  dis- 
tributions only  to  mark  down  the  book  value  of  their  par- 
ticipation. 

Inasmuch  as  the  computation  of  net  income  and  capital 
gains  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  may  vary  from  the 
computation  thereof  on  the  books,  the  above  provisions  shall 
be  interpreted  to  give  the  directors  the  power  in  their  dis- 
cretion to  distribute  in  any  year  as  dividends,  including 
capital  gain  dividends,  amounts  sufficient  to  enable  the 
corporation  as  a  regulated  investment  company  to  avoid 
any  hability  for  federal  income  tax  in  respect  of  that  year. 
The  directors  shall  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  estimates  made 
in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  as  to  the  amounts  of 
distributions  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Dividends  may  also  be  declared  out  of  any  available  net 
assets  of  the  fund,  but  any  dividends  declared  except  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  liquidating  dividends  and  the  shareholders  shall 
be  so  informed. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  directors  shall  at  least  semi- 
annually submit  to  the  shareholders  and  the  commissioner 
of  banks  a  written  financial  report  of  the  corporation,  in- 
cluding financial  statements  which  shall  at  least  annually  be 
certified  bj^  independent  public  accountants.  Such  reports 
shall  also  show  all  the  securities  bought  and  sold  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  report.  Any  shareholder  shall  have 
the  right  to  inspect  the  books  and  records  of  the  corporation 
at  such  times  within  business  hours,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  may  be  reasonable.  The  corporation  shall  b(>  subject  to 
(he  supervision  of  the  commissioner  of  banks  within  the 
meaning  of  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  10.  No  incorporator  or  director  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  in  any  event  be  individually  liable  for  anything 
done  or  for  any  liability  incurred  or  assumed  by  virtue  of 
this  act  except  by  reason  of  his  own  wilful  malfeasance,  bad 
faith,  gross  negligence  or  reckless  disregard  of  the  duties 
involved  in  the  conduct  of  his  office. 
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Skcjion  11.  Tlie  corporation  ;ind  its  property  nliall  Ix' 
exempt  from  all  taxes  imposed  by  the  commonwealth  or  any 
subdivision  thereof  except  local  taxes  on  real  estate  and 
tangible  pei*sonal  property,  and  taxes  on  stock  transfers.

Whereas,  The  period  of  reconversion  of  industries  appears

Chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  section  thirty-nine,  as 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition,  under  the  caption 
LIENS  UPON  MERCHANDISE,  the  eight  following  sec- 
tions :  —  Section  40.  Wherever  used  in  sections  forty-one 
to  forty-seven,  inclusive,  the  term  "merchandise"  shall  mean 
materials,  goods  in  process  and  finished  goods  intended  for 
sale,  whether  or  not  requiring  further  manufacturing  or 
processing,  but  shall  not  include  machinery,  equipment  or 
other  trade  fixtures  of  the  borrower;  the  terms  "factor"  and 
"factors",  wherever  so  used,  shall  mean  persons,  firms, 
banks  and  corporations  and  their  successors  in  interest  who 
advance  money  on  the  security  of  merchandise,  whether  or 
not  they  are  employed  to  sell  such  merchandise;  and  the 
term  "borrower",  wherever  so  used,  shall  mean  the  owner 
of  merchandise,  or  his  agent,  who  creates  a  lien  in  favor  of 
a  factor. 

Section  4i  ■  If  so  provided  by  any  written  agreement 
with  the  borrower,  a  factor  shall  have  a  lien  upon  such

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Lee  may  lay  out,  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  system  or  systems  of  main  drains  and 
common  sewers  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its  territory,  with 
such  connections  and  other  works  as  may  be  required  for  a 
system  of  sewage  disposal,  and  may  construct  such  sew  ers  or 
drains  in  said  town  as  may  be  necessary,  and,  for  the  purpose 
of  pro^■iding  better  surface  or  other  drainage,  ma^^  make, 
lay  and  maintain  such  drains  as  it  deems  best.  And  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  the  town  may,  within  its  limits,  make  and 
maintain  sub-drains. 

Section  2.  The  town  may  make  and  maintain  in  any- 
way therein  where  main  drains  or  common  sewers  are  con- 
structed, such  connecting  drains,  under-drains  and  sewers 
within  the  limits  of  such  way  as  may  be  necessary  to  connect 
any  estate  which  abuts  upon  the  way. 

Section  3.  The  town  may,  at  the  meeting  when  this 
act  is  accepted,  vote  that  the  selectmen  shall  act  as  a  board 
of  sewer  commissioners.  If  the  town  does  not  so  vote  at 
said  meeting,  the  town  shall  elect  by  ballot  at  any  town 
meeting  not  later  than  the  second  annual  meeting  after  the 
commencement  of  construction  hereimder  of  a  sj^stem  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  a  board  of  three  sewer  com- 
missioners who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  town,  to  hold  office, 
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if  elected  at  an  annual  meeting,  one  until  the  expiration  of 
one  year,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  3'ears,  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  three  years,  from  such  annual  town  meet- 
ing, and  until  their  successors  ai'c  qualificHl,  or,  if  elected 
at  a  special  meeting,  one  until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  ont' 
until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration 
of  three  years,  from  the  next  succeeding  annual  town  meet- 
ing, and  until  their  successors  are  qualified;  and  thereafter 
at  each  annual  town  jneeting  when  the  term  of  a  member 
expires,  the  town  shall  elect  one  member  of  the  board  to 
serve  for  three  3'ears  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified.  Any  selectman  shall  be  eligible  to  election  to  said 
board.  In  either  case,  whether  the  town  votes  that  its  select- 
men shall  act  as  a  board  of  sewer  commissioners  or  elects  a 
board  of  sewer  commissionei-s,  the  town  mav  at  any  time 
thereafter,  bj^  any  or  all  the  methods  permitted  by  general 
law,  provide  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  three  sewer  com- 
missioners, or  that  the  selectmen  may  act  as  a  board  of 
sewer  commissioners,  as  the  case  maj-  be. 

Section  4.  Said  board  of  sewer  commissioners,  acting 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  town,  may  take  by  eminent  domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  lands,  water  rights,  rights  of 
way  or  easements,  public  or  private,  in  said  town,  necessar\' 
for  accomplishing  any  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act,  and 
ma.y  construct  such  main  drains  and  sewers  under  or  over 
any  bridge,  railroad,  railway,  boulevard  or  other  public 
way,  or  within  the  location  of  any  railroad,  and  may  enter 
upon  and  dig  up  any  private  land,  public  way  or  railroad 
location,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  such  drains  and  sewers 
and  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the  same,  and  may  do  any 
other  thing  proper  or  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act: 
provided,  that  they  shall  not  take  in  fee  any  land  of  a  rail- 
road corporation,  and  that  they  shall  not  enter  upon  or 
construct  any  drain  or  sewer  within  the  location  of  any  rail- 
road corporation  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as 
they  ma}^  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of 
failure  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  department  of 
public  utilities. 

Section  .5.  Until  the  board  of  sewer  commissioners  has 
first  been  elected  as  provided  in  this  act  or  the  selectmen 
lia\'e  first  been  authorized  by  vote  to  act  as  such  board,  as 
the  case  may  be,  but  not  in  any  event  later  than  the  second 
annual  meeting  after  the  commencement  of  the  work  of  con- 
struction authorized  hereby,  the  town  may  carry  on  such 
work  by  a  duly  authorized  committee  of  the  town..  The 
committee  shall  serve  without  pay  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  authority  given  to  the  board  of  sewer  commis- 
sioners in  this  act  or  by  general  law.  Whenever  the  phrase 
"said  board  of  sewer  commissioners"  or  "said  board"  herein- 
after occurs,  it  shall  mean  and  include  the  board  of  sewer 
commissioners,  the  selectmen  acting  as  such  or  the  committee 
of  the  town  provided  for  in  this  section,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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Section  6.  Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  any 
action  of  said  board  of  sewer  commissioners  under  this  act 
may  recover  damages  from  said  town  under  said  chapter 
seventy-nine. 

Section  7.  The  town  shall,  b.y  vote,  determine  what 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  system  or  s\^stems  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  the  town  sliall  pay;  provided,  that  it 
shall  pay  not  less  than  one  fourth  nor  more  than  two  thirds 
of  the  whole  cost.  In  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  re- 
maining portion  of  the  cost  of  said  system  or  systems  or  for 
the  use  of  said  system  or  systems,  the  town  may  avail  itself 
of  any  or  all  of  the  methods  permitted  by  general  laws,  and 
the  provisions  of  said  general  laws  relative  to  the  assessment, 
apportionment,  division,  reassessment,  abatement  and  col- 
lection of  sewer  assessments,  to  liens  th(u-(^for  and  to  inter- 
est thereon  shall  apply  to  assessments  made  under  this  act, 
except  that  interest  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per 
annum.  At  the  same  meeting  at  which  it  determines  the 
proportion  of  the  cost  which  is  to  be  borne  by  the  town,  it 
may  by  vote  determine  by  which  of  such  methods  the  re- 
maining portion  of  said  cost  shall  be  provided  for.  The  col- 
lector of  taxes  of  said  town  shall  certify  the  payment  or 
payments  of  such  assessments  or  apportionments  thereof 
to  the  sewer  commissioners,  or  to  the  selectmen  acting  as  such, 
who  shall  preserve  a  record  thereof. 

Section  8.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessaiy 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  this  act,  the  town  may 
borrow^  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the 
aggregate,  three  hundred  and  fift}^  thousand  dollars,  and 
may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words,  Lee  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each 
authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan.  Indebted- 
ness incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statu- 
tory limit,  but  shall,  except  as  provided  herein,  be  subject  to 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  The  receipts  from  sewer  assessments  and 
from  payments  made  in  lieu  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the 
pajanent  of  charges  and  expenses  incident  to  the  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  said  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  or  to  the  extension  thereof,  to  the  payment  of  inter- 
est upon  bonds  or  notes  issued  for  sewer  purposes  or  to  the 
payment  or  redemption  of  such  bonds  or  notes. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  sewer  commissioners  may 
annually  appoint  a  clerk  and  may  appoint  a  superintendent 
of  sewers  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board,  and  shall 
define  their  duties.  It  may  remove  the  clerk  or  superin- 
tendent at  its  pleasure.  Said  board  may,  in  its  discretion, 
prescribe  for  the  users  of  said  sewer  systems  such  annual 
rentals  or  charges  based  upon  the  benefits  derived  therefrom 
as  it  ma3^  deem  proper,  subject  however  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  town. 

Section  11.  AH  contracts  made  by  the  board  of  sewer 
commissioners  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  town  and 
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shall  be  signed  by  l,be  board,  but  no  contract,  shall  be  raadp 
or  obligation  incurred  by  said  board  for  any  purpose  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  town 
therefor. 

Section  12.  Said  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  pre- 
scribe rules  and  regulations  for  the  connection  of  estates  and 
buildings  with  main  drains  and  sewers,  and  for  inspection 
of  the  materials,  the  construction,  alteration  and  use  of  all 
connections  and  drains  entering  into  such  main  drains  or 
sewers,  and  may  prescribe  penalties,  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  for  each  violation  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published  at  least  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  town  of  Lee,  if  there  be  any,  and  if  not,  then 
in  .some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Berkshire, 
and  shall  not  take  effect  until  such  publications  have  been 
made. 

Section  13.  No  act  shall  be  done  under  authority  of  the 
preceding  sections,  except  in  the  making  of  surveys  and  other 
preliminary  investigations,  until  the  plans  for  said  system 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have  been  approved  by  the 
state  department  of  public  health.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Si)ringfield,  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  highways  and  public  and  private  property  from 
damage  by  freshet  or  any  flow  of  the  J\Iill  river,  ma}^,  bj'  its 
city  council,  from  time  to  time,  construct  dikes  or  other  works 
on  one  or  both  banks  of  the  Mill  river  from  the  flood  pro- 
tection works,  already  constructed  near  Main  street,  easterly 
to  the  bridge  over  said  river  at  Mill  street,  and  may  alter, 
widen  and  improve  the  channel  of  said  river  between  the 
above  specified  points,  and  may  make  any  changes  or  ex- 
tensions of  the  existing  bridge  over  Mill  river  at  Fort  Pleasant 
avenue  that  may  be  needed  for  tliis  purpose.  Said  i)rotection 
works  may  be  constructed  in  conjunction  witli  any  flood 
protection  project  of  the  United  States  of  America  for  Mill 
river. 

Section  2.  For  any  and  all  the  projects  authorized  by 
section  one,  said  city  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under 
chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  lands,  easements,  rights  of  way,  water 
rights  or  other  property,  on  one  or  both  banks  of  said  Mill 
river,  and  may  enter  into  and  upon  any  land  or  way,  and 
may  do  thereon  work  necessary  for  any  such  project;  and 
any  i)erson  who  is  injured  in  his  i)roperty  by  any  act  oi'  said 
city  under  any  provision  of  this  act  may  recover  from  said 
city  damages  therefor  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine. 
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Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  appropriations 
for  any  or  all  of  the  projects  authorized  by  said  section  one, 
the  city  of  Springfield  may  use  the  proceeds  of  loans  issued 
under  authority  of  clause  (7)  of  section  seven  of  chapter 
forty-four  of  the  General  Laws.

The  General  Electric 
Mutual  Benefit  Association,  now  or  hereafter  operating  in 
any  of  the  plants  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  or  of 
the  Warren  Telechron  Company,  the  General  Electric  X-Ray 
Corporation,  the  General  Electric  Supply  Corporation,  the 
General  Electric  Credit  ( 'orporation,  the  Edison  General 
Electric  Apphance  Company,  Inc.,  the  Carboloy  Company, 
Inc.  and  the  Trumbull  Electric  Mfg.

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  insertuig  after  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as  amended,  the  five  fol- 
lowing sections:  —  Section  132 A.  A  group  annuity  contract 
is  hereby  defined  to  be  a  contract  issued  by  a  company  (a) 
to  a  person,  firm  or  corporation,  as  employer,  and  providing 
for  the  payment  of  annuities  on  all  of  his  or  its  employees 
or  any  specified  class  or  classes  thereof,  and  which  requires 
that  the  considerations  or  stipulated  payments  shall  be  paid 
by  the  employer  or  by  the  employer  and  the  employees 
jointly;  or  (6)  to  a  trustee  or  trustees  appomted  under  an 
agreement  executed  by  a  person,  firm  or  corporation  as  em- 
ployer to  admmister  a  plan  of  annuities  or  a  plan  of  annuities 
and  other  benefits,  which  permits  all  his  or  its  employees  or 
any  specified  class  or  classes  thereof  to  become  amiuitants 
and  whicli  requires  that  the  considerations  or  stipulated  pay- 
ments shall  be  paid  either  by  the  employer,  or  by  the  em- 
ployer and  his  employees  jointly,  or  with  gifts  or  other  vol- 
untary contributions  received  by  such  trustee  or  trustees. 

The  word  "employees",  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  in- 
clude retired  emploj^ees  and  officers  and  managers  of  any 
employer  and,  in  the  case  of  a  corporation,  the  employees 
of  its  subsidiary  or  affiliated  corporations,  and  the  individual 
proprietors,  partners  and  employees  of  affiliated  individuals 
and  firms  controlled  by  the  holder  through  stock  ownership, 
contract  or  otherwise. 

The  word  "annuitant",  as  used  in  this  section  and  sec- 
tions one  hundred  and  thirty-two  B  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty-two  C,  shall  mean  any  person  on  whose  life  an 
annuity  is  payable  under  a  group  annuity  contract. 

The  word  "holder",  as  used  in  this  section  and  sections 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  B  and  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  D,  shall  mean  the  person,  firm,  trustee  or  trustees,  or 
corporation,  to  whom  or  to  which  a  group  annuity  contract 
is  issued. 

Section  132B.  No  group  annuity  contract  shall  be  issued 
or  delivered  in  the  commonwealth,  except  as  provided  in 
section  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  A,  nor  until  a  copy  of 
the  form  thereof  has  been  on  file  for  thirty  days  with  the 
commissioner  unless  before  the  expiration  of  such  thirty 
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days  he  shall  have  approved  in  writing  the  form  of  the  con- 
tract; nor  if  the  commissioner  notifies  the  company  in 
writing  within  said  thirty  days  that  in  his  opinion  the  form 
of  the  contract  does  not  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  com- 
monwealth, specifying  his  reasons  therefor;  provided,  that 
such  action  of  the  commissioner  shall  be  subject  to  review 
by  the  supreme  judicial  court;  nor  shall  any  such  contract 
be  so  issued  or  delivered  unless  it  contains  in  substance  the

tached thereto,  and  the  individual  applications  of  the  an- 
nuitants filed  with  the  company  and  referred  to  in  the  con- 
tract, shall  constitute  the  entire  agreement  between  the 
parties. 

3.  That  if  the  sex,  age,  service,  salary  or  any  other  fact

5.  That  the  company  will  issue  to  the  holder  of  the  con- 
tract, for  delivery  to  each  annuitant  who  contributes  to  the 
considerations  or  stipulated  payments  thereunder,  an  indi- 
vidual certificate  setting  forth  a  summary  of  the  benefits  to 
which  he  is  entitled  under  the  contract. 

6.  That,  in  the  case  of  a  participating  contract,  any  divi- 
dend or  dividends  apportioned  thereunder  by  the  company 
shall  be  paid  in  cash  to  the  holder  for  his  or  its  own  benefit; 
or  a  provision  that  any  such  dividend  or  dividends  shall  be 
applied  in  reduction  of  the  considerations  or  stipulated  pay- 
ments, or  portion  thereof,  paid  or  payable  by  the  holder;  or 
a  provision  that  any  such  dividend  or  dividends  may  be 
paid  in  cash  or  applied,  as  aforesaid. 

7.  That,  in  case  of  a  non-participating  contract  that  pro- 
vides for  experience  rating  credits,  any  such  credit  or  credits 
which  may  be  allowed  Iw  the  company  shall  be  paid  in  cash 
to  the  holder  of  the  contract  for  his  or  its  own  benefit;  or  a 
provision  that  any  such  credit  or  credits  shall  be  applied  in 
reduction  of  the  considerations  or  stipulated  payments,  or 
portion  thereof,  paid  by  the  holder ;  or  a  provision  that  any 
such  credit  or  credits  may  be  paid  in  cash  or  applied,  as 
aforesaid. 

Any  such  contract  may,  at  the  option  of  the  company, 
provide  that,  in  case  of  the  termination,  otherwise  than  by 
death,  of  the  employment  of  an  annuitant  or  the  discontin- 
uance of  the  payment  of  considerations  or  stipulated  pay- 
ments therevmder,  benefits  shall  be  payable  to  the  holder, 
and,  in  such  a  case,  the  contract  shall  specify  the  nature  and 
the  basis  of  the  ascertainment  of  any  such  benefits. 

Any  such  contract  may,  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  com- 
pany and  the  holder,  contain  any  provision  which  is  required 
or  authorized  ])y,  or  is  necessary  to  conform  the  contract  to, 
or  to  give  the  holder  the  benefit  of,  any  federal  statute  or 
any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. 

Provisions  numbered  3  and  4,  and  no  other  such  provision, 
shall  be  required  to  be  contained  in  substance  in  the  certifi- 
cate mentioned  in  provision  numbered  5. 

A  group  annuity  contract,  and  any  certificate  issued 
thereunder,  shall  be  deemed  to  contain  in  substance  any 
provision  required  by  this  section  when  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioner  the  provision  is  stated  in  terms  more  favor- 
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ablfi  to  the  annuitants  or  not  Ifss  favorablp  to  the  annuitants 
and  more  favorable  to  the  holder.

Chap. 314:  An  Act  establishing  the  dennis  south  water  district 

IN    the   town    of   DENNIS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Dennis, 
liable  to  taxation  in  said  town  and  residing  within  the 
territory  comprised  within  the  following  boundary  lines,  to 
wit :  —  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  boundary  line 
between  the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich  with 
Nantucket  sound  and  running  westerly  by  Nantucket 
sound  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  Dennis  and 
the  town  of  Yarmouth,  located  in  Bass  river;  and  thence 
northerlj^  b}^  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  Dennis 
and  the  town  of  Yarmouth  to  the  center  line  of  Setucket 
road;  and  thence  turning  and  running  easterly  by  the 
center  line  of  Setucket  road  to  the  boundary  line  between 
the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Brewster;  and  thence 
turning  and  running  southerly  by  the  boundary  line  between 
the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Brewster  to  the  center 
line  of  Airline  road;  and  thence  southerly  b}^  the  center  line 
of  Airhne  road  to  the  center  line  of  Old  Chatham  road;  and 
thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  by  the  center 
line  of  Old  Chatham  road  to  the  boundary  line  between  the 
town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich ;  and  thence  turn- 
ing and  running  southerly  by  the  boundary  fine  between 
the  town  of  Dennis  and  the  town  of  Harwich  to  Nantucket 
sound,  the  point  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  water 
district  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name 
of  the  Dennis  South  Water  District,  hereinafter  called  the 
district,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  themselves  with  water 
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for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other 
purposes,  with  power  to  establish  fountains  and  hydrants 
and  to  relocate  and  discontinue  the  same,  to  regulate  the 
use  of  such  water  and  to  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid 
therefor,  and  for  the  purposes  of  assessing  and  raising  taxes 
as  provided  herein  for  the  payment  of  such  services,  and  for 
defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business 
of  said  district,  subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter 
in  force  relating  to  such  districts,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein.  The  district  shall  have  power  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  actions  relating  to  its  property  and  affairs. 

Section  2.  For  tlie  purposes  aforesaid,  the  district, 
acting  by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for,  may  contract  with  any  munici- 
pality, acting  through  its  water  department,  or  with  any 
water  company,  or  with  any  water  district,  for  whatever 
water  may  be  required,  authority  to  furnish  the  same  being 
hereby  granted,  and  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under 
chapter  seventy-nine  or  chapter  eighty  A  of  the  General 
Laws,  or  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold, 
the  waters,  or  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  pond,  spring  or 
stream,  or  of  any  ground  sources  of  supply  by  means  of 
driven,  artesian  or  other  wells,  within  the  town  of  Dennis 
not  already  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  sup- 
ply, and  the  water  and  flowage  rights  connected  with  any 
such  water  sources;  and  for  said  purposes  may  take  as 
aforesaid,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold, 
all  lands,  rights  of  wa,y  and  other  easements  necessary  for 
collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserving  the 
purity  of  the  water  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part 
of  said  district;  provided,  that  no  source  of  water  supply 
or  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the  quality  of  the  water 
shall  be  so  taken  or  used  without  first  obtaining  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  department  of  public  health,  and  that 
the  location  and  arrangement  of  all  dams,  reservoirs,  springs, 
wells,  pumping,  purification  and  filtration  plants  and  such 
other  isvorks  as  may  be  necessary'  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
department.  The  district  may  construct  and  maintain  on 
the  lands  acquired  and  held  imder  this  act  proper  dams, 
wells,  springs,  reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks,  pumping  plants, 
buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures  including  also  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  filter  beds  and  purifica- 
tion works  or  systems,  and  ma}'  make  excavations,  procure 
and  operate  machiner>^  and  provide  such  other  means  and 
appliances,  and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and 
effective  water  works;  and  for  that  purpose  may  construct 
pipe  lines,  wells  and  reservoirs  and  establish  pumping  Vv'orks, 
and  may  construct,  lay,  acquire  and  maintain  aqueducts, 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under  or  over  any  land, 
water  courses,  railroads,  railways  and  pubhc  or  other  ways, 
and  along  such  wa3'S,  in  said  town,  in  such  manner  as  not 
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unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same;  and  for  the  purposes  of 
constructing,  laying,  maintaining,  operating  and  repairing 
such  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all 
proper  purposes  of  this  act,  the  district  may  dig  up  or  raise 
and  embank  any  such  lands,  highways  or  other  ways  in 
such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel 
on  such  ways;  provided,  that  the  manner  in  which  all  things 
are  done  upon  any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Dennis.  The  district  shall 
not  enter  upon,  or  construct  or  lay  any  conduit,  pipe  or 
other  works  within,  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation 
except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  department  of  public  utilities. 
The  district  may  enter  upon  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of 
making  surveys,  test  wells  or  pits  and  borings,  and  may 
take  or  otherwise  acquire  the  right  to  occupy  temporarily 
any  lands  necessary  for  the  construction  of  any  work  or 
for  any  other  purpose  authorized  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his  prop- 
erty by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing  done 
under  authority  thereof  may  recover  such  damages  from 
the  district  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine  or  said  chapter 
eighty  A;  but  the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any 
water,  water  right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto, 
shall  not  vest  until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted 
under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses and  liabilities  incurred  under  this  act,  other  than 
expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  district  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  three  hundred  and  fiftj' 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor, 
which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Dennis  South 
Watei-  District  Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each  authorized  issue 
shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be 
payable  in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  dates. 
Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  per- 
taining to  such  districts. 

Section  5.  The  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authorizing 
said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  paym(nit  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  four  of  this  act;  and,  when  a  vote  to 
that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  an- 
nual expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest 
as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  by 
the  district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as 
may  be  i-equired  under  this  act,  shall  without  further  vote 
be  assessed  upon  the  district  by  the  assessors  of  said  town 
of  Dennis  annually  thereafter  until  the  debt  incurred  by 
said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 

Section  6.     Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this  act 
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shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of 
watei-  commissioners  hereinaft<M-  provided  for,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 
All  authority  vested  in  said  board  by  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  section  nine. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  the  dis- 
trict for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who  shall 
assess  the  same  on  property  within  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  in  all  respects  in  which  town  taxes  are  required  by 
law  to  be  assessed;  provided,  that  no  estate  shall  be  subject 
to  any  tax  assessed  on  account  of  the  system  of  water  sup- 
ply under  this  act  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  after  a  hearing,  due 
noticp  whereof  shall  have  been  given,  such  estate  is  so  situ- 
ated that  it  can  leceive  no  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fire 
from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  if  such  estate  is  so 
situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings  that 
might  be  constructed  thereon,  could  not  be  supplied  with 
water  from  said  system  in  any  ordinary  or  reasonable  man- 
ner; l)ut  all  other  estates  in  the  district  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax.  A  certified 
list  of  the  estates  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  annually  be  sent  by  said  board  of  water 
commissioners  to  said  assessors,  at  the  same  time  at  which 
the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  as  aforesaid. 
The  assessment  shall  be  committed  to  the  town  collector, 
who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall  deposit  the  proceeds 
thereof  wnth  the  district  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  district.  The  district  may  collect  interest  on  overdue 
taxes  in  the  manner  in  which  interest  is  authorized  to  be 
collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  Any  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  the  boundaries  set  forth  in  section  one  to 
be  held  prior  to  the  acceptances  of  this  act,  and  any  meeting 
of  the  vot(TS  of  the  district  to  be  held  prior  to  the  qualifica- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  shall  be 
called,  on  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a 
warrant  from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring 
him  to  give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the 
warrant  in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such 
meeting  until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall 
preside  until  a  nKMleiator  is  chosen.  At  any  meeting  held 
hereunder  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  after  the 
choice  of  a  modei-ator  for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and 
if  it  is  accepted  l)y  a  majority  of  the  votei-s  present  and 
voting  thereon  it  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  and  the  meet- 
ing may  then  proceed  to  act  on  the  other  articles  in  the 
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warrant.  After  the  qualification  of  a  majority  of  the  water 
(commissioners,  meetings  of  the  district  shall  be  called  by 
warrant  under  their  hands,  unless  some  other  method  be 
provided  b}^  by-law  or  vote  of  the  district. 

Section  9.  The  district  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  aforesaid,  elect  by  ballot,  either  at  the  same 
meeting  at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  accepted;  or  there- 
after, at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
foi'  the  purpose,  three  persons,  inhabitants  of  and  voters  in 
said  district,  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding annual  district  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of 
water  commissioners;  and  at  every  annual  district  meeting 
following  such  next  succeeding  annual  district  meeting  one 
such  commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  The  date  of  the  next  annual  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  by-law  or  by  vote  of  the  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners, but  in  no  event  shall  it  be  later  than  fifteen  months 
subsequent  to  the  date  on  which  the  water  commissioners 
were  first  elected.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  district 
by  this  act,  except  sections  four  and  five,  and  not  otherwise 
specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of 
water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  such 
instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  may  by 
vote  impose.  At  the  meeting  at  which  said  water  commis- 
sioners are  first  elected  and  at  each  annual  district  meeting 
held  thereafter,  the  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  each  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer  of  the  district. 
The  treasurer  shall  not  be  a  water  commissioner,  and  shall 
give  bond  to  the  district  in  such  an  amount  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  said  water  commissioners  and  with  a  surety 
company  authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  common- 
wealth as  surety.  A  majority  of  said  water  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bu.siness. 
Any  vacancy  occiu-ring  in  said  board  from  any  cause  may  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  said  dis- 
trict at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  No  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the;  treasury  of  the  district  on  account 
of  its  water  works  except  upon  a  written  order  of  said  water 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  fix 
just  and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  and 
shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  in- 
come of  the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all 
operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the 
principal  as  they  shall  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net 
surplus  remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges, 
it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said 
water  commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  sur- 
plus should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construc- 
tion the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.    Said 
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water  commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the 
district  may  require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of 
the  works  under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings, 
including  an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  The  district  may  adopt  by-laws,  prescrib- 
ing by  whom  and  how  meetings  of  the  district  may  be 
called,  notified,  and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application 
of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  in  the  district,  meetings  may 
also  be  called  by  warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  The 
district  may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act  or  with  any  other  provision  of  law,  and  may  choose  such 
other  officers  not  provided  for  in  this  act  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  any  reservoir,  well, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or  used 
by  the  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  district  three  times  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort, 
and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or  wanton 
acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
.year,  or  both. 

ECTiON  13.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to 
said  board  of  water  commissioners  requesting  that  certain 
real  estate,  accurately  described  therein,  located  in  said 
town  and  abutting  on  said  district  and  not  otherwise  served 
by  a  public  water  supply  be  included  within  the  hmits 
thereof,  and  signed  by  the  owners  of  such  real  estate,  or  a 
major  portion  of  such  real  estate,  said  water  commissioners 
shall  cause  a  duly  warned  meeting  of  the  district  to  be 
called,  at  which  meeting  the  voters  may  vote  on  the  ques- 
tion of  including  said  real  estate  within  the  district.  If  a 
majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  vote  in 
the  affirmative  the  district  clerk  shall  within  ten  days  file 
with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  and  with  the  state  secre- 
tary an  attested  copy  of  said  petition  and  vote;  and  there- 
upon said  real  estate  shall  become  and  be  part  of  the  district 
and  shall  be  holden  under  this  act  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  the  real  estate  described  in  section  one. 

Section  14.  If  the  act  establishing  the  Dennis  Water 
District,  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  current  year,

Interest,  dividends 
and  other  income  from  said  deposit  or  deposits  shall  be  pay- 
able to  the  employer  who  deposited  them,  unless  and  until 
the  department  shall  direct  otherwis(\  The  deposit  or  de- 
posits may  be  returned  to  lh(;  emploj-^er  if  the  employer  shall

section,  or  if  he  shall  cease  to  transact  business  in  the  com- 
monwealth; provided,  that  in  any  case  he  satisfies  the  de-

Chap. 324  An  Act  further  extending  the  opportunity  to  cities 

AND    TOWNS    TO    BORROW    UNDER    THE    ACT   CREATING    THE 
EMERGENCY    FINANCE    BOARD. 

Emergency  Whereas,  The  provisions  of  law  sought  to  be  extended  by 

this  act  would,  but  for  this  act,  shortly  cease  to  be  effective, 
but  the  circumstances  and  conditions  which  made  advisable 
their  enactment  still  continue  and  it  is  accordingly  desirable 
that  said  provisions  continue  in  effect  without  interruption; 
therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  two,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section :  —  Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  any  city 
or  town,  if  authorized  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  as  defined  by 
section  one  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen,  may,  on 
behalf  of  such  city  or  town,  petition  the  board  to  approve 
of  its  borrowing  money  from  the  commonwealth  for  ordinary 
maintenance  expenses  and  revenue  loans,  and  the  board 
may,  if  in  its  judgment  the  financial  affairs  of  such  city  or 
town  warrant,  grant  its  approval  to  the  borrowing  as  afore- 
said of  specified  sums  not  at  any  time  exceeding,  in  the 
aggregate,  the  total  amount  represented  by  tax  titles  taken 
or  purchased  by  such  city  or  town  and  held  by  it;  provided, 
that  such  borrowing  is  made  at  any  time  or  times  prior  to 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-seven.  In  case  of 
such  approval,  the  treasurer  of  such  city  or  town  shall, 
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without  further  vote,  issue  notes,  with  interest  at  such  rate 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
board,  in  the  amount  approved  by  the  board,  for  purposes 
of  sale  to  the  commonwealth  only,  and  said  notes,  upon 
their  tender  to  the  state  treasurer,  shall  forthwith  be  pur- 
chased by  the  commonwealth  at  the  face  value  thereof. 
Such  notes  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  one  year,  and 
may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time,  if  authorized  by  the 
board,  but  no  renewal  note  shall  be  for  a  period  of  more 
than  one  year,  and  the  maturity  of  any  loan  or  renewal 
shall  not  be  later  than  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-eight.  Such  notes  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the 
city  or  town  issuing  the  same,  notwithstanding  the  fore- 
going provisions.  Indebtedness  incurred  by  a  city  or  town 
under  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  outside  its  limit  of  in- 
debtedness as  fixed  by  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General 
Laws.  The  excess,  if  any,  of  the  amount  of  interest  pay- 
ments received  by  the  commonwealth  on  account  of  notes 
issued  by  cities  and  towns  hereunder  over  the  cost  to  the 
commonwealth  for  interest  on  money  borrowed  under  sec- 
tion five,  expenses  of  the  board,  including  compensation 
paid  to  its  appointive  members,  and  expenses  of  adminis- 
tration of  the  funds  provided  by  sections  three  and  five 
shall  be  distributed  to  such  cities  and  towns  in  November, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  or  earlier  at  the  discretion 
of  the  board,  in  the  proportion  which  the  aggregate  amounts 
payable  by  them  on  account  of  interest  on  such  notes  bear 
to  the  total  amounts  so  payable  by  all  cities  and  towns  here- 
under. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  forty-nine  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  five,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  two  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and 
thirteen,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion :  —  Section  5.  The  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth,  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  funds  for  loans  to  municipalities  as 
aforesaid,  and  may  issue  and  renew  notes  of  the  common- 
wealth therefor,  bearing  interest  payable  at  such  times  and 
at  such  rate  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  state  treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council;  provided,  that 
the  total  indebtedness  of  the  commonwealth  under  this 
section,  outstanding  at  any  one  time,  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  million  dollars.  Such  notes  shall  be  issued  for 
.such  maximum  term  of  years  as  the  governor  may  recom- 
mend to  the  general  court  in  accordance  with  section  3  of 
Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the 
commonwealth,  but  such  notes,  whether  original  or  re- 
newal, shall  be  payable  not  later  than  November  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifty.  All  notes  issued  under  this 
section  shall  be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer,  approved  by 
the  governor  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller.

Section  1.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner 
of  banks,  hereinafter  called  the  commissioner,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  hereinafter 
called  the  corporation,  requires  reorganization,  and  a  plan 
for  reorganization  hereunder  has  been  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner as  fair  and  equitable  to  all  persons  interested  and 
as  being  in  the  public  interest,  such  plan  may  be  carried  out 
imder  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  plan 
so  approved  shall  become  effective  as  provided  in  the  fol- 
lowing sections. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  in  his  discretion  may 
cause  the  fair  value  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation  to  be 
ascertained  and  thereafter  determine  what,  if  any,  reduc-

tion of  the  commissioner  and  after  due  notice  to  the  corpo- 
ration, may  by  decree  approve  such  plan  and  authorize  or 
order  reduction,  modification  and  variation  of  the  claims  of 
persons  interested  in  special  deposits,  general  deposits, 
annuity  contracts  and  otherwise,  and  of  an^  contracts  rf*' 
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lating  thereto,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  reorganization 
so  as  to  accomplish  the  purposes  stated  in  the  first  sentence 
of  this  section  equitably  as  between  the  persons  and  classes 
of  persons  interested  in  the  said  deposits,  contracts  and 
claims;  provided,  that,  if  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the

undertake  such  obligations  and  to  issue  and  distribute  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  such  capital  stock  and  securities,  as 
shall  be  provided  for  in  the  plan  of  reorganization  and  or- 
dered by  the  court.  Any  such  stock  or  securities  may  be 
held  by  the  corporation  or  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
it.  No  such  stock  or  securities  issued  in  connection  with  the 
plan  shall  be  deemed  to  be  securities  within  the  meaning  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  When  any  plan  of  reorganization  becomes 
effective  under  authority  of  this  act,  all  books,  records  and 
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assets  of  the  corporation  as  reorganized  except  those  belong- 
ing to  the  trusts  hereinafter  referred  to  shall  be  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  such  plan  and  the  affairs  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  law  and  subject 
to  the  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  prescribed  in 
the  plan  as  approved  by  the  court.  Nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect  in  anj^  way  the  Hospi-

surance companies;  and  the  term  "general  deposits"  shall 
mean  all  instruments,  other  than  special  deposits  and  an- 
nuity contracts,  issued  by  the  corporation  whether  entitled 
"depo.sit",  "deposit  in  trust",  "annuity  in  trust",  "endow- 
ment in  trust",  or  otherwise.  For  other  purposes  of  this 
act  and  of  the  plan,  the  commissioner,  with  the  approval  of 
the  court,  may  make  such  other  classification  and  subdivi- 
sions of  claims  as  in  his  opinion  equity  and  justice  may 
require,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  respective  claims. 

Section  9.  The  supreme  judicial  court,  or  any  justice 
thereof,  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  two  to  eight,  inclusive,  and  to  act  upon 
all  appfications  and  in  all  proceedings  thereunder. 

Section  10.  The  last  sentence  of  section  two  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance 
Company,  but  not  otherwise.

fti3^'^''  ^^^  thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 

ivmended.  Centenary  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
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the  following;  sentences:  —  The  presiding  justice  may,  if,  in 
his  opinion,  a  hill  of  exceptions  is  filed  in  good  faith,  and  jus- 
tice so  requires,  allow  such  bill  of  exceptions  although  the 
excepting  party  or  his  attorney  failed,  through  inadvertence, 
to  comply  wth  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  If, 
through  inadvertence,  a  party  who  has  duly  claimed  excep- 
tions failed  to  file  a  bill  of  exceptions  within  said  twenty 
days  or  within  such  further  time  as  may  have  been  allowed, 
the  presiding  justice  may,  before  final  judgment,  upon  mo- 
tion after  notice  and  hearing,  allow  a  bill  of  exceptions  to 
be  filed  and  may  allow  such  bill  of  exceptions,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  —  Section  113.

Liability'  for  the  taxes  imposed  by  said  sections  twent}' 
to  twenty-three,  inclusive,  or  by  sections  two  and  three  of 
chapter  five  hundred  and  thirtj^-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three  shall  be  incurred  by  reason  of  the 
transaction  of  business  during  the  calendar  year  preceding 
that  in  which  assessment  provided  for  in  this  section  is 
made. 

All  taxes  or  any  portion  thereof  not  paid  when  due  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the 
date  payable  until  June  first  and,  whether  assessed  before 
or  after  June  first,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
per  cent  per  annum  from  June  first  until  they  are  paid. 

Within  sixty  days  after  date  of  notice  of  assessment,  any 
insurance  company  may  apply  to  the  commissioner  for  a 
correction  of  its  excise,  and  in  default  of  settlement  may, 
upon  appHcation  within  thirty  daj^s  of  the  date  of  notifica- 
tion of  the  commissioner's  decision,  be  heard  thereon  by 
the  appellate  tax  board.  If  abatement  of  an  excise  paid  is 
granted,  the  overpayment  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment  sliall  be 
refunded  to  the  company  by  the  state  treasurer  without 
any  appropriation  therefor  by  the  general  court.

DEPARTxMENT   UNDER    A    DIRECTOR    OF    PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  town  of  Brookline  a 
health  department  under  a  director  of  public  health  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  selectmen  and  who  shall  have  the 
powers,  perform  the  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  obligations 
of  boards  of  health  in  towns.  The  person  so  appointed  shall 
be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  has  received  the  de- 
gree of  doctor  of  medicine  from  a  medical  school  classified 
by  the  American  Medical  Association  as  a  grade  A  school, 
shall  be  qualified  to  practice  medicine  under  the  laws  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  shall  have  had  not  less  than  three 
years'  full  time  experience  in  public  health  administration, 
or  not  less  than  one  year's  full  time  e.xperience  in  public 
health  administration  and  a  graduate  degree  in  public 
health  from  a  recognized  school  of  public  health.  Said 
director  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  performance  of 
his  duties  and  the  supervision  of  the  employees  of  the  de- 
partment. He  shall  be  appointed  in  April  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  May  following  and  until 
the  quahfication  of  his  successor.  He  may  be  removed  b}- 
the  selectmen  for  cause  and  the  vacancy  filled  by  appoint- 
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ment  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  case  of  an  original  appointment.  His 
salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the  selectmen  may 
from  time  to  time  vote.  The  director,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  selectmen,  may  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  health  department  and  of  its 
officers,  agents  and  employees.  Subject  to  appropriation, 
he  maj^  also  appoint  and  employ  such  officers,  agents, 
assistants  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute 
the  health  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  health 
department.  The  position  or  office  of  director  of  pubUc 
health  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  civil  service. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  qualification  of  the  director  of 
public  health  first  appointed  hereunder  the  selectmen  shall 
cease  to  serve  as  the  board  of  health  and  their  offices  as 
members  of  the  board  of  health  shall  thereupon  terminate. 

Section  3.  The  selectmen  shall  appoint  an  advisory 
council  of  public  health  whose  duties  shall  be  to  act  in  an 
advisory  capacity  to  the  director  of  public  health.  Said 
council  shall  consist  of  six  members.  The  members  of  said 
council  first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be  appointed  as  fol- 
lows:-—  two  members  to  serve  for  terms  of  one  year  each, 
two  members  to  serve  for  terms  of  two  years  each,  and  two 
members  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years  each,  respectively, 
from  the  first  day  of  May  next  following  their  appointment 
and  until  the  qualification  of  their  respective  successors, 
and  thereafter  the  selectmen  shall  annually  before  the  first 
day  of  May  appoint  two  members  of  such  advisory  council 
to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years  each  from  said  first  day  of 
May.  Vacancies  in  such  council  shall  be  filled  in  like  man- 
ner for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  The  members 
of  such  council  shall  elect  annually  in  ]\Iay  a  chairman  from 
their  own  number.  They  shall  serve  without  compensation 
and  may  be  removed  b}'^  the  selectmen  for  cause.  They 
shall  meet  quarterlj^,  and  additional  meetings  may  be  held 
at  any  time  at  the  call  of  the  chairman  or  of  the  director,  who 
shall  be  secretary  of  the  advisor}^  council. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac-

society  which  grants  benefits  for  disabilit.y  arising  from  acci- 
dental injury  or  from  sickness  or  hospitalization  or  medical 
services  shall  be  required  to  show  that  it  has  accumulated 
funds,  usable  only  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits  and  in 
excess  of  accrued  claims  for  such  benefits,  not  less  in  amount 
than  three  monthly  contributions  or  one  quarterly  contribu- 
tion from  members  entitled  to  such  benefits,  and  shall  be 
required,  as  a  condition  for  the  maintenance  of  its  authority 
to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  to  maintain  at  all  times 
after  admission,  as  regards  disability,  hospitalization  and 
medical  service  benefits,  funds  in  amount  as  above  set  forth ; 
and  shall  furnish  the  commissioner  such  other  information 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  exhibit  of  its  busi- 
ness and  plan  of  working.  Upon  compliance  with  these  re-

tion  for  abatement  or  otherwise  any  tax,  assessment,  rate  or  taxes?'ctc",  " 
charge  assessed  by  a  board  or  officer  of  a  town,  or  any  interest  j^gardT' 
thereon  or  costs  relative  thereto,  is  finallj'^  abated  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  any  court  or  officer,  or  by  any  board,  which 
latter  term  as  used  in  this  sentence  shall  include  the  county 
commissioners  and  the  appellate  tax  board,  the  officer  or 
the  secretary,  clerk  or  similar  official  of  the  board  assessing

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  regular  and 
permanent  employees  of  the  commission  appointed  under 
section  one  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  having  control 
of  the  Granite  Avenue  Bridge,  so  called,  between  the  town 
of  Milton  and  the  city  of  Boston,  in  this  act  called  the  com- 
mission, shall,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  retirement  allow- 
ances, be  deemed  to  be  emplo3^ees  of  the  city  of  Boston 
within  the  meaning  of  section  two  of  chapter  five  hundred 
and  twenty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
two,  known  as  the  Boston  Retirement  Act,  and  shall  have 
all  the  rights,  benefits  and  privileges  and  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  conditions  and  restrictions  specified  in  said  act  in 
respect  to  employees  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  therein  defined 
who  are  members  of  the  retirement  system  established  by 
said  chapter.  Every  such  employee  in  the  service  of  the 
commission  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  shall  have  the 
option  of  becoming  a  member  of  said  retirement  system  or 
not,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  elected  to  become  a  mem- 
ber thereof  upon  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  after  said  date, 
unless  within  said  period  he  notifies  the  Boston  retirement 
board  in  writing  that  he  does  not  wish  to  become  such  a 
member.  Such  an  employee  maj^  become  a  member  of  said 
system  at  any  time  within  said  period  of  sixty  days  upon 
notice  in  writing  to  said  board.  In  relation  to  its  employees 
who  become  members  of  said  system,  the  commission  shall 
be  deemed  the  head  of  a  department  within  the  meaning  of 
said  chapt(;r  five  liundred  and  twenty-one.

Section  3.  Such  sums  as  shall  be  necessary  to  provide

city  of  woburn. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  L  A  recreation  commission,  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  commission,  is  hereby  established  in  the  city 
of  Woburn.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  five  persons 
who  shall  serve  without  compensation.  Two  members  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  two  by  the  city 
council  thereof  and  one  by  the  school  committee  thereof. 
Of  the  members  originally  appointed  by  the  mayor  one  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  five  years  and  one  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  four  years,  and  of  the  members  originally  appointed  by 
the  city  council  one  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
one  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  the  member 
originally  appointed  by  the  school  committee  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
any  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
five  years  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
the  member  whose  term  expires.  All  members  shall  serve 
until  the  qualification  of  their  respective  successors.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  commission  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  by  the  mayor,  by  the  city  council  or 
by  the  school  committee,  according  as  the  original  appoint- 
ment was  made. 

Section  2.  Immediately  after  their  appointment,  and 
annually  thereafter,  the  members  of  the  commission  shall 
meet  and  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  members  president 
and  by  electing  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary.  The 
commission  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  pubUc  recreation  for  the  city. 

Section  3.  The  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  conferred 
or  imposed  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the 
acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  as  amended  by 
chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  fourteen,  on  the  superintendent  of  public 
works  of  said  city  in  respect  to  the  laying  out  and  care  of 
public  parks  and  work  in  and  upon  the  same,  and  the  care. 
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superintendence  and  management  of  public  grounds,  except 
such  as  are  under  the  control  of  the  school  committee,  are 
hereb}'  transferred  to  the  commission.  The  commission 
shall  have  the  sole  care,  control,  superintendence  and  man- 
agement of  the  public  parks  and  management  of  playgrounds 
in  said  city,  and  shall  provide,  conduct  and  supervise  play- 
grounds, athletic  fields,  recreation  centers  and  other  recrea- 
tional facilities  on  such  public  parks  and  public  grounds 
therein,  and  on  privately  owned  properties  therein  the 
owners  of  which  in  writing  so  authorize.  The  commission 
shall  not  incur  debts  or  liabilities  for  purposes  other  than 
those  above  referred  to  nor  to  an  amount  exceeding  the 
funds  subject  to  their  order. 

Section  3A.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  receive  and  hold  any  appropriation  granted  to 
the  commission  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  any  gifts 
or  bequests  of  money  or  donations  or  other  personal  property 
as  provided  in  section  five,  and  all  such  appropriations  and 
property  so  received  shall  always  be  kept  separate  from  any 
other  moneys  or  property  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  order  of  said  commissioners,  and  shall  be 
expended  by  them  in  such  manner  as  shall  in  their  opinion 
best  promote  the  purposes  for  which  such  appropriation, 
gift,  bequest  or  donation  was  or  is  made.  The  bond  of  said 
treasurer  shall  apply  to  and  include  duties  performed  under 
this  act. 

Section  4.  The  commission  may  appoint  as  superin- 
tendent a  person  who  is  trained  and  properly  qualified  for 
the  work,  and  may  appoint  such  other  personnel  as  it  deems 
proper. 

Section  5.  The  commission  may  solicit  or  receive  any 
gifts  or  bequests  of  money  or  other  personal  property  or 
any  donation  to  be  applied,  principal  or  income,  for  either 
temporary  or  permanent  use  for  playgrounds  or  other 
recreational  purposes  under  its  control. 

Section  6.  The  commission  shall  annually  make  and 
render  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  said  city  a  report  in 
writing  of  their  acts  and  doings  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
parks,  playgrounds  and  other  pubHc  property  under  their 
control  and  shall  render  such  other  reports  from  time  to 
time  as  shall  be  requested  qf  them  by  said  mayor  and  city 
council,  or  either. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  registered 
voters  of  the  city  of  Woburn  at  its  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion in  the  current  year  in  the  form  of  the  following  question 
which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at 
said  election: —  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled  'An 
Act  establishing  a  recreation  commission  in  the  city  of 
Woburn',  be  accepted?"

SENTATIVE  TOWN    MEETING    GOVERNMENT. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  six  of  chapter  forty-three  A  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  most  recently  amended  b}-  section  four  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  is  hereby  furtlier  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
the  twenty-second  line,  the  words  "at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  election"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
— -  not  later  than  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  last  day  and 
hour  for  filing  nomination  papers,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
—  Section  6.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  town  meeting 
members  to  be  elected  under  this  chapter  shall  be  made  by 
nomination  papers,  which  shall  show  clearly  whether  he  has 
been  a  former  town  meeting  member,  and,  if  an  elected 
incumbent  of  such  office,  that  he  is  a  candidate  for  re- 
election and  shall  bear  no  other  political  designation.  Such 
papers  shall  be  signed  bj-  not  less  than  ten  voters  of  the 
precinct  in  which  the  candidate  resides,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  town  clerk  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election  or,  in 
towns  which  have  accepted  section  one  hundred  and  three  A 
of  chapter  fifty-four,  within  the  time  provided  by  section 
ten  of  chapter  fifty-three.  They  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
registrars  of  voters  and  shall  be  certified  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  seven  of  said  chapter  fifty-three;  pro- 
vided, that  any  town  meeting  member,  including  any  town 
meeting  member  in  office  under  the  provisions  of  a  special 
statute  under  which  such  town  is  operating  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  therein  of  the  standard  form  of 
representative  town  meeting  government  provided  by  this 
chapter,  may  become  a  candidate  for  re-election  by  giving 
written  notice  thereof  to  the  town  clerk  not  later  than 
fourteen  days  prior  to  the  last  day  and  hour  for  filing  nomi- 
nation papers.  If  a  town  meeting  member  is  a  candidate 
for  re-election,  the  words  "Candidate  for  Re-election"  shall 
be  printed  against  his  name  as  it  appears  on  the  ballot  for 
the  election  of  town  officers.  No  nomination  papers  shall  be 
valid  in  respect  to  any  candidate  whose  written  acceptance 
is  not  thereon  or  attached  thereto  when  filed.

Chap.SQO  An  Act  authorizing  the  city  of  boston  to  pay  a  sum 

OF    MONEY    TO    THE    FATHER    OF    KENNETH    BALDASSARI. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  discharging  a  moral  obli- 
gation, the  city  of  Boston  may  pay  to  Salvatore  Baldassari 
of  said  city  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  benefit  of  his  minor  son,  Kenneth  Baldassari,  who  sus- 
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tained  permanent  injuries  on  January  thirty-first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-one,  by  reason  of  snow  and  ice  falling 
from  a  public  school  building  in  said  city. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  vote  of  the  citj'^  council  of  said  city,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not  otherwise.

An  Act  authorizing  the  city  of  boston  to  take  ad- 
vantage OF  THE  FAVORABLE  CONDITIONS  FOR  THE  BOR- 
ROWING OF  MONEY  AND  THEREBY  REDUCE  THE  DEBT 
SERVICE  OF  THE  TRAFFIC  TUNNEL  BONDS  BY  PROVIDING 
FUNDS  NECESSARY  TO  MEET  THE  PAYMENT  OF  SAID  BONDS 
AT  THEIR  CALL  DATE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  taking  advantage  of  the 
favorable  conditions  existing  for  the  borrowing  of  money 
at  a  low  rate  of  interest  to  provide  funds  to  meet  the  pay- 
ment at  the  earliest  date  permitted  of  bonds  designated  as 
Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Traffic 
Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  B  and 
Traflic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  C, 
issued  under  authority  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  as 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  chapters  seventy- 
four,  three  hundred  and  twelve  and  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  and 
chapter  ninety-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city  and  without  any  other  authority  than 
that  contained  in  this  act,  issue  and  sell  at  public  or  private 
sale  serial  bonds  of  the  city,  registered  or  with  interest  cou- 
pons attached,  as  he  may  deem  best,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  sixteen  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  designated  on  their  face,  Traffic  Tunnel 
Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1945,  shall  be  for 
such  terms,  not  exceeding  thirty-five  years,  as  the  mayor 
and  the  treasurer  of  the  city  may  determine  and  shall  bear 
such  interest,  payable  semi-aftnually,  as  the  mayor  and 
treasurer  of  the  citj^  may  determine.  Such  bonds  may  be 
called,  retired  and  cancelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  city 
on  any  date  upon  which  interest  is  payable  on  said  bonds 
on  or  after  twenty  years  from  their  respective  dates,  by 
payment  by  the  city  of  the  amount  of  the  face  of  said  bonds 
with  any  accumulated  unpaid  interest,  and  the  bonds  shall 
contain  a  statement  to  that  effect.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  bonds,  except  premiums,  shall  be  paid  to  tiie  board 
of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  to  be  added  by  them,  in 
such  proportions  as  they  shall  deem  best  suited  to  meet  thf^ 
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requirements  of  section  three,  to  the  primar}^,  first  supple- 
mental and  second  supplemental  sinking  funds  established 
under  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  as  amended, 
subject  however  to  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act 
relating  to  the  use  of  interest  received  from  the  investment 
of  such  proceeds.  Any  premium  received  upon  such  bonds, 
less  the  cost  of  preparing,  issuing  and  marketing  them,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  and 
applied  by  them  as  required  by  said  section  two.  The  debt 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
as  established  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds 
shall  invest  and  reinvest  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of 
1945,  issued  under  this  act  in  obligations  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  to  be  held  by  them,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  primary  sinking  fund,  first 
supplemental  sinking  fund  and  second  supplemental  sink- 
ing fund  as  required  by  section  one.  The  board  of  com- 
missioners of  sinking  funds  shall  annuallj^  pay  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  city  so  much  of  the  interest  received  by  them  on 
account  of  the  said  obligations  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  together  with  any  premiums  realized  from 
sales  of  said  obligations  and  from  sales  of  the  bonds  au- 
thorized under  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
interest  requirements  of  the  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement 
Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1945,  issued  under  authority 
of  this  act;  provided,  that  in  determining  the  amount  of 
the  payment  to  be  made  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall  make  allow- 
ance for  amortizing  the  premiums,  if  any,  paid  by  them  for 
said  obligations  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Section  3.  If  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of 
Boston,  Act  of  1945,  are  issued  under  this  act  the  city  shall 
call,  retire  and  cancel,  at  the  earliest  date  permitted,  said 
Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  TraflSc 
Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  B  and 
Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  C, 
in  accordance  with  their  terms,  by  payment  by  the  city  of 
the  amount  of  the  face  of  said  bonds  with  any  accumulated 
unpaid  interest.  For  the  pflrpose  of  meeting  the  payment 
of  said  bonds,  as  they  are  called,  retired  and  cancelled  as 
required  by  this  section,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sink- 
ing funds  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  the  extent 
necessary,  to  make  payments  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  on 
account  of  the  same  from  the  primary  sinking  fund,  the 
first  supplemental  sinking  fund  and  the  second  supplemental 
sinking  fund;  provided,  that  payments  from  the  primary 
sinking  fund  shall  be  used  only  to  meet  payments  of  ^rraffic 
'i'unnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  that  payments 
from  the  first  supplemental  sinking  fund  shall  be  used  only 
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to  meet  payments  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston, 
Series  B  and  that  payments  from  the  second  supplemental 
sinking  fund  shall  he  used  onh'  to  meet  pa,yments  of  Traffic 
Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  C.  Any 
excess  in  the  primary  sinking  fund,  the  first  supplemental 
sinking  fund  or  the  second  supplemental  sinking  fund  in 
excess  of  the  amounts  required  to  retire  the  Traffic  Tunnel 
Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  the  Traffic  Tunnel 
Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  B,  and  the  Traffic 
Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  C,  shall 
be  held  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  as 
a  part  of  the  third  supplemental  sinking  fund  established 
under  section  eight  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  as 
amended  by  section  four  of  this  act,  to  be  used  only  to  meet 
the  payment  of  interest  and  principal  of  the  Traffic  Tunnel 
Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1945,  issued 
under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  eight,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  section  :^ — Section  8. 
For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  cost  of  the  tunnel,  which 
shall  include  all  expenses  incurred  in  laying  out  and  con- 
structing the  same  and  all  facilities  and  appurtenances  in- 
cidental thereto,  including  plazas,  street  approaches,  and 
additional  street  and  traffic  improvements,  all  as  described 
in  section  one,  and  all  land  damages,  expenses  of  the  depart- 
ment, such  proportion  of  the  salaries  of  the  department  as 
may  in  its  opinion  be  properly  chargeable  thereto  and  all 
interest  accruing  prior  to  the  use  of  the  tunnel  on  debt 
incurred  for  the  foregoing,  the  treasurer  of  the  city  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  department,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  and  without  any  other 
authority  than  that  contained  in  this  act,  issue  and  sell  at 
public  or  private  sale  the  bonds  of  the  city,  registei-ed  or 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  as  he  may  deem  best,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  nineteen  million,  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  Such  bonds  shall  be  designated  on  their  face, 
Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  sixteen 
million  dollars  of  which  shall  be  for  such  terms,  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  3^ears,  and  three  million  dollars  of  which  shall  be 
for  such  terms,  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  which  shall  be  for  such  terms,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  years,  as  in  each  case  the  mayor  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  may  determine,  and  shall  bear  such 
interest,  paj^able  semi-annually,  as  the  mayor  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  may  determine.  Such  bonds  may  be 
called,  retired  and  cancelled  by  the  city  on  any  date  upon 
which  interest  is  paj'-able  on  said  bonds  after  twenty  years 
from  their  respective  dates,  by  payment  by  the  city  of  the

H,moun<,  of  the  face  of  said  bonds  witli  any  accumulated 
unpaid  interest,  and  the  bonds  shall  contain  a  statement  to 
such  effect.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  only 
to  meet  the  cost  of  the  tunnel  as  hereinbefore  defined.  The 
said  three  million  dollars  of  bonds  shall  also  be  designated 
on  their  face,  Series  B.  The  said  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars of  bonds  shall  also  be  designated  on  their  face,  Series  C. 
Tlie  debt  incurred  from  time  to  time  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law.  The  board 
of  sinking  fund  commissioners  of  the  city  shall  establish  a 
primary  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sixteen 
million  dollars  of  bonds,  a  first  supplemental  sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said 
three  million  dollars  of  bonds,  a  second  supplemental  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
said  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  bonds,  and  a  third 
supplemental  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of 
Boston,  Act  of  1945.  There  shall  annually  be  paid  into 
such  primary  sinking  fund  from  tolls  and  charges  or  other- 
wise as  hereinafter  provided  such  sum  at  least  as  is  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sixteen  million  dol- 
lars of  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  their 
respective  dates,  and  from  the  remainder  of  tolls  and  charges 
available  there  shall  annually  be  paid  into  such  first  supple- 
mental sinking  fund  such  sum  at  least  as  is  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  th§  said  three 
million  dollars  of  bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  tlie  principal 
of  such  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  their 
respective  dates,  and  from  any  such  tolls  and  charges  then 
remaining  there  shall  annually  be  paid  into  such  second 
supplemental  sinking  fund  such  sum  at  least  as  is  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  said  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and 
the  principal  of  such  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  twenty 
years  from  their  respective  dates,  and  from  any  such  tolls 
and  charges  then  remaining  there  shall  annually  be  paid 
into  such  third  supplemental  sinking  fund  such  sum  as  is 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  serial 
maturities  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of 
Boston,  Act  of  1945;  provided,  that  the  first  payment  into 
any  of  said  funds  shall  not  be  made  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  one  year  after  the  entire  tunnel  is  in  operation.  Upon 
and  after  the  completion  of  the  tunnel  as  aforesaid  there 
shall  also  be  paid  into  said  primary  sinking  fund  the  proceeds 
received  from  any  sales  or  leases  under  section  four  and,  the 
balance  of  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds  issued  hereunder 
previous  to  the  effective  date  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two 
and  not  then  any  longer  required  for  construction  purposes. 
All  tolls,  rents,  percentages,  compensation  and  other 
charges  received  for  any  use  of  the  tunnel  shall  be  used  by 
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the  treasurer  of  the  city  only  to  meet  the  operating  costs  as 
defined  in  section  nine. 

Section  5.  Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  nine,  as  most  re- 
centl}^  amended  by  section  two  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fifty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  — 
Section  9.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  tunnel,  the  public 
works  department  of  the  city  shall  operate  the  same  as  a 
toll  tunnel,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  a  schedule 
of  tolls  and  charges  for  the  use  of  the  same,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  said  public  works  department,  subject  to  the

years  after  their  respective  dates,  a  second  supplemental 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  of  bonds  upon  the  expiration  of  such  period  of 
time,  not  less  than  twent}^  j^ears  nor  more  than  thirty  years 
after  their  respective  dates,  and  such  annual  amounts  as  are 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  interest  and  serial  maturities  of 
the  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act 
of  1945,  as  in  each  case  said  public  works  department,  with 
the  approval  of  the  department  of  public  utilities,  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine.  If  in  any  year  such  schedule  of 
tolls  and  charges  should  prove  to  be  insufficient,  said  pubhc 
works  department  shall  establish  such  tolls  and  charges  as 
will  provide  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  any  deficit;  provided, 
that  if  in  the  opinion  of  said  public  works  department  such 
new  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  would  not  result  in  an 
increase  in  revenue,  then  it  may  establish  such  new  schedule 
of  tolls  and  charges  as  it  deems  will  produce  the  maximum 
revenue  and  any  deficits  resulting  therefrom  sliall  be  met  as 
provided  in  section  eleven.  All  schedules  of  tolls  and  charges 
established  under  this  section  or  under  section  twelve  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  of  public 
utiUties.  Said  pubUc  works  department  shall  collect  such 
tolls  and  charges  from  the  driver  of  each  vehicle  using  said 
tunnel,  and  shall  daily  pay  the  same  over  to  the  city  col- 
lector of  Boston;  provided,  that  no  toll  or  charge  shall  be 
collected  from  the  drivers  of  vehicles  owned  by  the  city,  or 
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by  the  Boston  protective  department  or  from  drivers  of 
ambulances. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  eleven,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  ninety-three  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section:  —  Section  11.  If  at 
any  time  during  the  operation  of  said  tunnel  the  receipts 
from  tolls  and  charges  as  established  under  section  nine  or 
under  section  twelve  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  operating 
costs,  the  treasurer  of  the  city  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  make  payments  on  account  of  the  same  from  any 
funds  in  the  treasury  of  the  city,  including  temporary  tax 
loan  funds  but  excluding  trust  funds.  If  for  any  year  ending 
on  the  last  day  of  December  the  operating  costs  exceed  the 
receipts  from  such  tolls  and  charges,  the  said  treasurer  shall 
notify  the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  such  excess 
and  the  same  amount  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  the  city  in  the  next  annual  tax  levy,  kny  such 
amount  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  limit  imposed  by  law  on  the 
amount  to  be  raised  for  municipal  purposes  by  taxation  in 
said  city. 

Section  7.     Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  twelve,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  two  of  said  chapter  ninety- 
three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section 
12.     Whenever  on  the  last  day  of  December  in  any  year 
the  receipts  from  tolls  and  charges  as  established  under 
section  nine  or  under  this  section  exceed  the  operating  costs 
such  excess  shall  be  paid  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
sinking  funds  to  be  held  by  them  as  a  part  of  the  third  sup- 
plemental sinking  fund  hereinbefore  estabhshed,  to  the  ex- 
tent necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  Traffic  Tunnel 
Retirement  Bonds,   City  of  Boston,   Act  of   1945,   at  the 
expiration  of  twenty  years  after  their  respective  dates.     If 
any  such  excess  remains  after  such  provision  has  been  made 
in  any  year  with  respect  to  the  said  bonds,  such  remainder 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  funds  of  the  city  so  far  as 
necessary  to  reimburse  it  for  any  amounts  raised  by  taxation 
under  this  act,  or  on  account  of  interest  and  serial  maturi- 
ties of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston, 
Act  of  1945.     If  any  such  excess  shall  occur  after  the  city 
shall  have  been  reimbursed  in  full  for  all  amounts  so  raised 
by  taxation,  the  public  works  department  shall,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  section  nine,  establish  a  reduced  schedule 
of  tolls  and  charges,  sufficient,  however,  to  meet  the  oper- 
ating costs. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  shall  arrange  the  serial  maturities  of  the 
Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  City  of  Boston,  Act  of 
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1945,  authorized  to  ho  issued  under  this  act.  'I'lie  first  of 
such  annual  payments  shall  be  made  not  later  than  six  years 
after  the  date  of  the  bonds  issued  hereunder.  In  arranging 
said  maturities  the  treasurer  shall  take  into  account  the 
annual  interest  requirements  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City 
of  Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  City  of  Bos- 
ton, Act  of  1929,  Series  B,  Traffic  Tunnel  Bonds,  Cit}^  of 
Boston,  Act  of  1929,  Series  C,  and  the  interest  and  serial 
maturities  of  Traffic  Tunnel  Retirement  Bonds,  Cit}^  of 
Boston,  Act  of  1945,  less  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  under  section  two 
of  this  act,  and  shall  so  arrange  said  maturities  that  the 
total  annual  payment  in  any  one  year  on  account  of  all  such 
requirements  shall  not  be  greater  by  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars  than  am^  such  payment  in  any  preceding  year.  The 
determination  of  the  mayor  and  the  treasurer  that  the  ma- 
turities comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  comphance.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act  indebtedness  incurred  hereunder 
shall  be  subject  to  chapter  fort3'-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  In  case  it  shall  be  determined  that  any 
provision  of  this  act  cannot  be  carried  out  without  impair- 
ing rights  secured  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
then  it  shall  be  carried  out  to  the  extent  possible  without 
such  impairment.  If  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  in- 
valid, such  invalidit}^  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions 
of  this  act  or  the  validity  of  any  bonds  authorized  by  any 
other  provision  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance on  or  before  July  first  of  the  current  year  by  vote 
of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not  otherwise.

ASSISTANT  clerk  OR  PROBATION  OFFICER  OF  A  DISTRICT 
COURT  TO  THE  SAME  PERIODS  OF  ABSENCE  WITHOUT  LOSS 
OF  PAY  AS  ARE  PROVIDED  BY  LAW  IN  THE  CASE  OF  THE 
PERSON    IN    WHOSE    PLACE    HE    SERVES.

The  selectmen  of  every 
dividedlnto  town  divided  into  voting  precincts  shall  annually,  not 
preo?ncts.  carHer  than  July  fifteenth  nor  later  than  August  fifteenth, 

appoint  as  election  officers  for  each  voting  precinct,  one 
warden,  one  deputy  warden,  one  clerk,  one  deputy  clerk, 
two  inspectors  and  two  deputy  inspectors,  who  shall  be 
enrolled  voters  of  the  town.  They  may,  in  like  manner, 
appoint  two  inspectors  and  two  deputy  inspectors  in  addi- 
tion. 

The  chairman  of  the  town  committee  of  each  pofitical 
party  may,  not  later  than  June  first  in  each  year,  file  with 
the  selectmen  a  list  of  enrolled  members  of  such  party  who 
desire  appointment  as  election  officers.  The  lists  submitted 
by  town  committees  shall  contain  not  more  than  eight 
names  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  Supplemental  lists  may  be 
filed  by  the  said  chairman  at  any  time  before  the  appoint- 
ments are  made,  for  the  purpose  of  filling  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  the  original  lists.  No  person  shall  be  appointed 
as  an  election  officer  until  he  is  found  qualified  to  act  as 
such  as  herein  provided.  Appointments  shall  be  made  from 
the  original  list  before  any  names  are  taken  from  any  supple- 
mental list. 

If,  upon  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  after  notice  given 
in  writing  prior  to  June  fifteenth  in  any  year  by  the  select- 
men to  the  chairman  of  any  political  committee  who  has 
not  filed  original  or  supplemental  lists,  the  selectmen  may 
appoint  as  election  officers  enrolled  members  of  the  party 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  selectmen,  are  qualified  to  act  as 
such. 

The  selectmen  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  conduct 
examinations  of  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  lists 
filed  hereunder.     Five  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any 
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such  examination.  1'he  chairman  of  each  town  committee 
may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person  or  b}'  counsel, 
during  the  conduct  of  such  examinations.

public  notice,  shall  order  and  decree  that  all  amounts  of  treasurer. 
money  deposited  with  any  such  bank  in  excess  of  three 
dollars  which  shall  have  remained  unclaimed  for  more  than 
thirty  years  and  which  are  credited  to  depositors  who  can- 
not be  found  and  who  have  not  made  a  deposit  on  account 
of  the  same  and  have  not  withdrawn  any  part  of  the  princi-

Section  one  of  chapter  eleven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "commonwealth"  in  the  thirtieth  line  the  following 
sentence :  —  The  commissioner  of  veterans  aid  and  pensions 
may  authorize  the  payment  of  medical  and  hospital  bills 
that  have  accrued  during  the  illness  of  any  dependent  rela- 
tive of  such  a  soldier  or  sailor  in  case  such  dependent  dies 
while  the  soldier  or  sailor  is  in  said  service,  —  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :  —  Section  1 .  Any  city  or  town,  acting  by  the 
officers  authorized  by  law  to  furnish  state  and  military  aid, 
may,  during  the  continuance  of  the  existing  state  of  war  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country  and  for 
six  months  thereafter,  provide  a  war  allowance  for  the  de- 
pendent relatives  of  any  soldier  or  sailor,  which  terms,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  are  hereby  defined  as  in  section  one 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  General  Laws,  in 
the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  during 
said  state  of  war  which,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  begun  on  September  sixteenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty;  provided,  that  on  said  September  six- 
teenth or,  if  after  said  date  said  soldier  or  sailor  entered  said 
service  or  was  recalled  thereto  or  was  continued  therein  after 
the  expiration  of  a  prior  enlistment,  at  the  time  of  his  entry 
into  or  recall  to  or  continuance  in  said  service  to  the  credit 
of  the  commonwealth,  said  soldier  or  sailor  was  a  resident 
of  this  commonwealth  and  had  been  a  resident  thereof  for 
not  less  than  one  year.

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brother  or  sister  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  a  dependent 
parent,  or  any  person  who  stood  in  the  relationship  of  a 
parent  to  such  soldier  or  sailor  for  five  years  prior  to  said 
September  sixteenth  or,  if  after  said  date  said  soldier  or 
sailor  entered  said  service  or  was  recalled  thereto  or  was 
continued  therein  after  the  expiration  of  a  prior  enlistment, 
for  five  years  prior  to  his  entry  into,  recall  to  or  continu- 
ance in  said  service  to  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth.  The

(4),  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter 
five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred  and  forty-three,   and   inserting  in   place  thereof  the 
following  paragraph :  — 

(4)  "Employee",  ever}'  person  in  the  service  of  another  ••Employee" 
under  any  contract  of  hire,  express  or  implied,  oral  or 
written,  excepting  masters  of  and  seamen  on  vessels  engaged 
in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  persons  employed  by  an 
employer  engaged  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  but 
only  so  far  as  the  laws  of  the  United  States  provide  for 
compensation  or  for  liabihty  for  their  injury  or  death,  and 
a  person  whose  employment  is  not  in  the  usual  course  of  the 
trade,  business,  profession  or  occupation  of  his  emplo^^er, 
but  not  excepting  a  person  conclusively  presumed  to  be  an 
employee  under  section  twenty-six  of  this  chapter. 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  remain  elective  as 
to  the  emplo3'ers  of  the  following :  —  three  or  less  persons, 
or  persons  employed  a,s  domestic  servants  and  farm  laborers, 
persons  employed  by  telephone  companies  subject  to  the 
federal  communications  act,  and  persons  other  than  laborers, 
workmen  and  mechanics  employed  by  religious,  charitable 
or  educational  institutions. 

Anj'^  reference  to  an  employee  who  has  been  injured  shall, 
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when  the  employee  is  dead,  also  include  his  legal  representa- 
tives, dependents  and  other  persons  to  whom  compensation 
may  be  payable.

The  law,  in  part,  extends  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's 
compensation  law  to  certain  persons  who  were  formerly 
protected  thereby,  and  the  deferred  operation  of  the  law- 
would  unnecessarily  deprive  such  persons  of  immediate 
protection  thereunder.

An  Act  authorizing  the  city  of  boston  to  pay  cer- 
tain  COMPENSATION   TO   JOHN   A.    CURLEY   OF   BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public 
good  and  of  discharging  a  moral  obligation,  the  city  of 
Boston  may  pay  to  John  A.  Curley,  a  former  employee  of 
the  Boston  city  hospital  who  is  now  permanently  disabled 
by  reason  of  sickness  contracted  by  him  in  the  performance 
of  his  work  at  said  hospital,  the  amount  or  amounts  to  which 
he  would  have  been  entitled  under  paragraph  (7 A)  of  sec- 
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tion  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  General 
Laws  if  said  paragraph  had  been  in  effect  at  the  time  he 
contracted  said  illness. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  city  council 
of  said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not 
other^jv^ise.

Chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty- 
four,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  section:  —  Section  24-  The 
discharge  or  release  papers  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served 
in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war  or 
insurrection  and  have  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom, 
or  released  from  active  duty  therein,  shall,  upon  request,  be 
recorded  with  the  official  in  charge  of  veterans'  matters  in 
the  city  or  town  of  the  holder's  residence  in  books  kept  for 
the  purpose.

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  estabhshed  in  the  town  of 
Clinton,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  town,  a  commission 
to  be  known  as  the  Fuller  Field  Commission,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  five 
persons  appointed  by  the  board  of  selectmen  from  among 
the  representative  citizens  of  the  town.  Of  the  five  initial 
appointees,  one  shall  be  so  appointed  for  a  term  of  five 
years,  one  for  a  term  of  four  years,  one  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  and  as  their  respective  terms  expire  their  successors 
shall  so  be  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years.  The  members 
of  the  commission  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  and  shall  serve  without  salary. 

Section  2.  The  land  now  owned  by  the  town  and  known 
as  Fuller  Field,  together  with  any  buildings  and  structures 
thereon,  shall  continue  to  be  used  as  provided  in  this  act, 
and  the  commission  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  control 
and  direction  thereof,  notwithstanding  any  action  which  the 
town  takes  or  may  have  taken  under  chapter  forty-five  of 
the  General  Laws.  In  addition,  the  town  may  from  time  to 
time  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  subject  to 
such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  the  commission  shall 
from  time  to  time  approve,  additional  land  which  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  commission  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

ment and  encouragement  of  recreation,  play,  sports,  physical 
education  and  athletics,  and  for  such  civic,  patriotic  and 
educational  celebrations,  exhibitions  and  entertainments  as 
the  commission  shall  see  fit  and  for  any  use  necessary  and 
convenient  for  said  purposes  or  any  of  the  same.  Said 
commission  may  make,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter 
and  amend,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  said 
Fuller  Field  and  may  charge  admission  thereto  or  allow 
charges  for  admission  thereto  to  be  made.  No  person  em- 
ployed by  said  commission  shall  be  subject  to  chapter 
thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  under  authority  thereof. 

Section  3.     Tlie  town  may  raise  and  appropriate  money 
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U)  the  use  of  the  commission  for  the  following  uses  and 
purposes,  namely :  -  For  the  care  and  maintenance  of  said 
Fuller  Field,  the  acquisition  of  additional  land,  and  the  care 
and  repair  of  buildings  and  structures  thereon ; 

For  the  equipment  and  improvement  of  the  grounds  and 
the  construction  of  buildings,  seating  facilities  and  stands, 
alteration  and  enlargement  of  buildings  and  structures 
thereon ; 

For  the  employment  of  caretakers,  instructors,  teachers 
and  other  persons  who  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  commis- 
sion be  necessary  adequately  to  maintain  said  field  and  con- 
duct the  activities  thereon;  and 

For  the  support  and  encouragement  of  recreation,  play, 
sports,  physical  education,  athletics,  and  civic,  patriotic 
and  educational  celebrations,  exhibitions  and  entertain- 
ments at  said  field  pursuant  to  its  general  purposes. 

Section  4.  All  revenue  received  by  the  commission 
under  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  commission  shall  annually,  or  oftener  if 
requested  by  the  selectmen,  file  with  the  selectmen  an 
itemized  and  detailed  statement  of  all  revenue  received  by 
the  commission,  and  all  expenditures  made  by  the  commis- 
sion, on  account  of  said  field  and  the  buildings  and  other 
structures  thereon..

If  the  commissioner  grants  such 
request  he  shall  forthwith  send  written  notice  of  such  de- 
cision to  said  directors  and  to  each  savings  bank  and  shall 
add  the  name  of  such  investment  to  the  list  of  bonds  and 
notes  eligible  for  investment  provided  for  in  subdivision  (a) 
of  this  clause.  At  any  time  thereafter  the  commissioner 
may,  on  his  own  initiative  or  at  the  written  request  of  said 
directors,  revoke  such  authority,  in  which  event  he  shall 
forthwith  send  written  notice  of  such  revocation  to  said 
directors  and  to  each  savings  bank. 

If  the  commissioner  shall  have  authorized  savings  banks 
to  invest  in  an  issue  of  bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subsection  and  if  thereafter  but  before  such 
authorization  shall  have  been  revoked  the  state,  munici- 
pality or  corporation  shall  issue  bonds  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  used  solely  to  refund  the  issue  previously  authorized 
for  investment  or  another  issue  of  equal  or  shorter  maturity 
and  of  equal  or  prior  security  and  if  such  new  bonds  shall 
be  of  equal  security  with  the  previously  authorized  issue  and 
of  equal  or  shorter  maturity,  the  commissioner  may  au- 
thorize savings  banks  to  invest  their  funds  in  such  refunding 
bonds  and  tliereafter  may  revoke  such  authority  on  his  own 
initiative  or  at  the  written  request  of  said  Mutual  Savings 
Central  Fund,  Inc.  If  the  commissioner  shall  have  author- 
ized savings  banks  to  invest  in  an  issue  of  bonds  in  accord- 
ance with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  and  if 
thereafter  but  before  such  authorization  shall  have  been 
revoked  the  state,  municipality  or  corporation  shall  issue 
bonds  of  which  at  least  ninety  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  are 
to  be  used  to  refund  the  issue  previously  authorized  for 
investment  or  another  issue  of  equal  or  prior  security  and  if, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Mutual 
Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  the  security  for  the  new  bonds 
is  not  less  than  that  for  the  previously  authorized  issue  then 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund, 
Inc.  may,  on  its  own  initiative,  request  the  commissioner  of 
banks  to  authorize  savings  banks  to  invest  their  funds  in 
such  new  bonds  and  the  commissioner  may  authorize  such 
investment  and  thereafter  may  revoke  such  authority  on  his 
own  initiativ(i  or  at  the  request  of  said  Mutual  Savings 
Central  Fund,  Inc. 

In  determining  that  such  investments  should  be  included 
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in  the  list  of  investments  legal  for  savings  banks  or  deleted 
from  said  list  the  commissioner  may  employ  such  expert 
assistance  as  he  deems  proper  or  may  rely  upon  information 
contained  in  publications  which  he  deems  authoritative  in 
reference  to  such  matters.  Said  Mutual  Savings  Central 
Fund,  Inc.,  its  officers,  directors  and  agents,  shall  be  in  no 
way  held  responsible  or  liable  for  failure  to  take  action  upon 
any  such  application  or  to  make  an}^  such  request  of  the 
commissioner.

For  the  purpose  of  discharging  a  moral 
obligation,  the  city  of  Lawrence  may  pay  to  the  mother 
of  Constance  J.  Montefusco,  a  minor,  a  sum  of  mone}^  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  five  cents 
to  reimburse  her  for  expenses  of  hospital  and  medical  care 
incurred  by  her  on  account  of  injuries  received  by  said 
Constance  J.  Montefusco  at  the  high  school  in  said  city. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  vote  of  the  city  council  of  said  city,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not  otherwise.

SEEKONK. 

J3e  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Seekonk 
Uable  to  taxation  in  said  town  and  residing  within  the  ter- 
ritory comprised  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit: 
Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  town  boundaries  between 
Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  Seekonk  and  Attleboro,  Massa- 
chusetts. —  Seekonk  intersect  at  the  extreme  northwest 
portion  of  Seekonk,  thence  southerly  7.3  miles  along  the 
boundary  between  Pawtucket  and  East  Providence  in  Rhode 
Island  and  Seekonk  to  a  point  1,000  feet  south  of  Plighland 
avenue:  thence  running  southeasterly  4,400  feet  parallel  to 
Highland  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Mink  street;  thence 
southeasterly  4,400  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Warren  avenue 
at  a  point  approximately  400  feet  south  of  Fall  River  avenue ; 
thence  southeasterly  2,200  feet  to  a  point  opposite  the  east- 
erly line  of  Wheaton  street,  and  200  feet  south  of  Fall  River 
avenue;  thence  450  feet  northeasterly  along  the  east  line  of 
Wheaton  avenue;  thence  northwesterly  3,200  feet  to  the 
center  line  of  Anthony  street  at  a  point  400  feet  north  of 
Fall  River  avenue;  thence  northwesterly  6,200  feet  to  the 
center  line  of  Cole  street,  at  a  point  250  feet  east  of  Fall 
River  avenue;  thence  northeasterly'  3,500  feet  to  the  center 
line  of  County  street  at  a  point  1,700  feet  west  of  Olney 
street;  thence  3,200  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Arcade  avenue 
at  a  point  1,300  feet  northeast  of  the  intersection  of  Fall 
River  avenue;  thence  northeasterlj^  5,500  feet  to  the  center 
line  of  Elm  street  at  a  point  550  feet  south  of  Taunton 
avenue;  thence  easterly  5,850  feet  to  the  town  boundary 
between  Rehoboth  and  Seekonk  at  a  point  250  feet  south  of 
'I'aunton  avenue;  thence  du(;  north  2,700  feet  along  the 
Rehoboth-Seekonk  boundary  to  a  point  300  feet  north  of 
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Jacobs  street;  thence  southwesterly  2,900  feet  to  a  point 
300  feet  east  of  Prospect  street  and  550  feet  north  of  the 
intersection  of  Lincoln  and  Jacobs  streets;  thence  northerly 
1,800  feet  parallel  to  Prospect  street;  thence  southwesterly 
600  feet,  crossing  Prospect  street  at  a  point  1,300  feet  south 
of  Walnut  street;  thence  southerly  2,200  feet  parallel  with 
Prospect  street;  thence  westerly  2,300  feet  to  the  center 
line  of  Greenwood  avenue  at  a  point  300  feet  north  of  Ledge 
road;  thence  due  north  1,400  feet;  thence  northwesterly 
3,900  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Woodward  avenue  at  a  point 
2,100  feet  east  of  Coolidge  street;  thence  northerly  2,850 
feet  to  the  center  line  of  Walker  street  at  a  point  1,800  feet 
west  of  Prospect  street;  thence  northerly  1,300  feet  to  the 
center  line  of  Read  street  at  a  point  1,800  feet  east  of  New- 
man avenue;  thence  northerly  3,300  feet  to  the  center  hne 
of  Brown  avenue  at  a  point  1,850  feet  northeast  of  Newman 
avenue;  thence  northerly  6,700  feet  to  the  center  line  of 
Pine  street  at  a  point  350  feet  north  of  Woodland  avenue; 
thence  northeasterly  6,400  feet  parallel  to  the  east  boundary 
line  of  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  prop- 
erty to  the  boundary  between  Seekonk  and  Attleboro  at  a 
point  3,200  feet  west  of  northeast  corner  boundary  of  See- 
konk, Rehoboth  and  Attleboro;  thence  westerly  7,400  feet 
along  the  boundary  between  Seekonk  and  Attleboro  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  shall  constitute  a  water  district  and  are 
hereby  made  a  body  corporate  bj^  the  name  of  the  Seekonk 
Water  District,  hereinafter  called  the  district,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  themselves  with  water  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  with 
power  to  establish  fountains  and  hydrants,  and  to  relocate 
and  discontinue  the  same,  to  regulate  the  use  of  such  water, 
and  to  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor,  to  assess  and 
raise  taxes  as  provided  herein  for  the  payment  of  such  serv- 
ices, and  to  defra}^  the  necessary  expenses  of  carrying  on 
the  business  of  said  district,  but  subject  to  all  general  laws 
now  or  hereafter  in  force  relating  to  such  districts,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein.  Said  district  shall  have  power  to 
prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  relating  to  its  property  and 
affairs. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  district, 
acting  by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for,  may  contract  with  any  munici- 
pality, acting  through  its  water  department,  or  with  anj^ 
water  company,  or  with  any  other  water  district,  for  what- 
ever water  may  be  required,  authority  to  furnish  the  same 
being  hereby  granted,  and  may  enter  into  such  other  con- 
tracts as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
section  one  of  this  act  and  may  take  by  eminent  domain, 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  or  chapter  eighty  A  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise, 
and  hold,  the  waters,  or  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  pond, 
spring  or  stream,  or  of  any  ground  sources  of  supply,  by 
means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other  wells,  within  said  town  of 
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Seekonk  not  already  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  a  public 
water  supply,  and  the  water  rights  connected  with  any  such 
water  sources;  and  for  said  purposes  may  take  as  aforesaid, 
or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands, 
rights  of  way  and  other  easements  necessary  for  collecting, 
storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserving  the  purity  of  the 
water  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  said  dis- 
trict; provided,  that 'no  source  of  water  supply  or  lands 
necessary  for  preserving  the  quality  of  the  water  shall  be  so 
taken  or  used  without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval 
of  the  state  department  of  public  health,  and  that  the  loca- 
tion and  arrangement  of  all  dams,  reservoirs,  wells,  pump- 
ing, purification  and  filtration  plants  and  such  other  works 
as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  department. 
The  district  may  construct  and  maintain  on  the  lands  ac- 
quired and  held  under  this  act  proper  dams,  wells,  springs, 
reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks,  pumping  plants,  buildings, 
fixtures  and  other  structures,  including  also  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  filter  beds  and  purification  works 
or  systems,  and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate 
machinery  and  provide  such  other  means  and  appliances, 
and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water 
works;  and  for  that  purpose  may  construct  pipe  lines,  wells 
and  reservoirs  and  establish  pumping  works,  and  may  con- 
struct, lay,  acquire  and  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes 
and  other  works  under  or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  rail- 
roads, railways  and  public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such 
ways,  in  said  town,  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily 
to  obstruct  the  same;  and  for  the  purposes  of  constructing, 
laying,  maintaining,  operating  and  repairing  such  aque- 
ducts, conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  proper 
purposes  of  this  act,  the  district  may  dig  up  or  raise  and 
embank  any  such  lands,  highways  or  other  ways  in  such 
manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel  on 
such  ways;  provided,  that  the  manner  in  which  all  things 
are  done  upon  any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  selectmen  of  said  town.  The  district  shall  not  enter 
upon,  or  construct  or  lay  any  aqueduct,  conduit,  pipe  or 
other  works  within,  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation 
except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  department  of  public  utilities. 
Said  district  may  enter  upon  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of 
making  surveys,  test  wells  or  pits  and  borings,  and  may 
take  or  otherwise  acquire  the  right  to  occupy  temporarily 
any  lands  necessar^^  for  the  construction  of  any  work  or  for 
any  other  purpose  authorized  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his  prop- 
erty by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing  done 
under  authority  tluireof  may  recover  such  damages  from  the 
district   under  said   chapter  seventy-nine   or  said   chapter 
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eighty  A;  but  the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any 
water,  water  right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto, 
shall  not  vest  until  water  is  actual)}'  withdrawn  or  diverted 
under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses and  Uabilities  incurred  under  this  act,  other  than 
expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  district  may 
borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars;  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor 
which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Seekonk  Water 
District  Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each  authorized  issue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in 
not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  dates.  Indebtedness 
incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws  pertaining  to  such 
districts. 

Section  5.  The  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authorizing 
said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  four  of  this  act;  and  when  a  vote  to 
that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual 
expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest  as  it 
accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  by  the 
district,  and  to  make  such  pa3'ments  on  the  principal  as 
may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  with- 
out further  vote  be  assessed  upon  the  district  by  the  assessors 
of  said  town  annually  thereafter  until  the  debt  incurred  by 
said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 

Section  6.  Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this  act 
shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of 
water  commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 
All  authority  vested  in  said  board  by  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  nine. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  the  district 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who  shall 
assess  the  same  on  property  within  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  in  all  respects  in  which  town  taxes  are  required  by 
law  to  be  assessed;  provided,  that  no  estate  shall  be  subject 
to  any  tax  assessed  on  account  of  the  system  of  water  supply 
under  this  act  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  after  a  hearing  due 
notice  whereof  shall  have  been  given,  such  estate  is  so  situ- 
ated that  it  can  receive  no  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fire 
from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  receive  no  benefit 
in  fire  insurance  grading  therefrom,  or  both,  or  if  such  estate 
is  so  situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings 
that  might  be  constructed  thereon,  could  not  be  supplied  in 
any  ordinary  or  reasonable  manner  with  water  from  the 
said  system;  but  all  other  estates  in  the  district  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax.    A 
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certified  list  of  the  estates  exempt  from  taxation  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  annually  be  gent  by  said 
board  of  water  commissioners  to  said  assessors,  at  the  same 
time  at  which  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified  copy  of  the 
vote  as  aforesaid.  The  assessment  shall  be  committed  to 
the  town  collector,  who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall 
deposit  the  proceeds  thereof  with  the  district  treasurer  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  district.  The  district  may  collect 
interest  on  overdue  taxes  in  the  manner  in  which  interest  is 
authorized  to  be  collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  Any  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  the  boundaries  set  forth  in  section  one  to  be 
held  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  any  meeting  of 
the  voters  of  the  district  to  be  held  prior  to  the  qualification 
of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners,  shall  be  called,  on 
petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant 
from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to 
give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant 
in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  preside 
until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  At  any  meeting  held  here- 
under prior  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  after  the  choice  of 
a  moderator  for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon 
it  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  and  the  meeting  may  then 
proceed  to  act  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant.  After 
the  qualification  of  a  majority  of  the  water  commissioners, 
meetings  of  the  district  shall  be  called  by  warrant  under  their 
hands,  unless  some  other  method  be  provided  by  by-law  or 
vote  of  the  district. 

Section  9.  The  district  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  aforesaid,  elect  by  ballot,  either  at  the  same 
meeting  at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  accepted,  or  there- 
after, at  an  annual  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose,  three  persons,  inliabitants  of  and  voters  in  said 
district,  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three  years, 
one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year,  from  the  day  of  tlie  next  succeeding 
annual  district  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  com- 
missioners; and  at  every  annual  district  meeting  following 
such  next  succeeding  annual  district  meeting  one  such  com- 
missioner shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  The  date  of  the  next  annual  meeting  shall  be  fixed 
by  by-law  or  by  vote  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners, 
but  in  no  event  shall  it  be  later  than  fifteen  months  subse- 
quent to  the  date  on  which  the  water  commissioners  were 
first  elected.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  district  by 
this  act,  except  sections  four  and  five,  and  not  otherwise 
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specifically  provided  for,  shall  \m\  vested  in  said  l»oard  of 
water  comniissioners,  wjio  shall  he  subject,  liowever,  to  such 
instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district-  may  Ijy 
vote  impose.  At  the  meeting  at  whi(;li  said  water  conmiis- 
sioners  are  first  elected  and  at  each  annual  district  meeting 
held  thereafter,  the  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  each  for  a 
term  of  one  3'ear,  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer  of  the  district. 
The  treasurer  shall  not  be  a  water  commissioner,  and  shall 
give  bond  to  the  district  in  such  an  amount  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  said  water  commissioners  and  with  a  surety  com- 
pany authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth 
as  surety.  A  majority  of  said  water  commissioners  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Any 
vacanc}'  occurring  in  said  board  from  am-  cause  may  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  said  dis- 
trict at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  No  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasur}^  of  the  district  on  account 
of  its  water  works  except  upon  a  written  order  of  said  water 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  water  commissioners  shall 
fix  just  and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water, 
and  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The 
income  of  the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray 
all  operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on 
the  principal  as  they  sliall  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net 
surplus  remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges, 
it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said 
water  commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  surplus 
should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction  the 
water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  Said  water 
commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the  district 
may  require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
works  under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings, 
including  an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  The  district  may  adopt  by-laws  prescribing 
by  whom  and  how  meetings  of  the  district  may  be  called, 
notified  and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten 
or  more  legal  voters  in  the  district,  meetings  may  also  be 
called  by  warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  The  district 
may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
of  its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with 
any  other  provision  of  law,  and  may  choose  such  other 
officers  not  provided  for  in  this  act  as  it  ma}-  deem  necessary 
or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under 
this  act,  or  wilfulh^  or  wantonl}'  injures  an}^  reservoir,  well, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  otlicr  property  owned  or  used 
by  the  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  district  tliree  times  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
tort,  and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or 
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wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  13.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to 
said  board  of  water  commissioners  requesting  that  certain 
real  estate,  accurately  described  therein,  located  in  said 
town  and  abutting  on  said  district  and  not  otherwise  served 
by  a  public  water  supply  be  included  within  the  hmits 
thereof,  and  signed  by  the  owners  of  such  real  estate,  or  a 
major  portion  of  such  real  estate,  said  water  commissioners 
shall  cause  a  duly  warned  meeting  of  the  district  to  be 
called,  at  which  meeting  the  voters  may  vote  on  the  ques- 
tion of  including  said  real  estate  within  the  district.  If  a 
majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  vote  in 
the  affirmative  the  district  clerk  shall  within  ten  days  file 
with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  and  with  the  state  secretary 
an  attested  copy  of  said  petition  and  vote;  and  thereupon 
said  real  estate  shall  become  and  be  part  of  the  district  and 
shall  be  holden  under  this  act  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  the  real  estate  described  in  section  one. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  territory 
included  within  said  district  by  section  one  of  this  act 
present  and  voting  thereon  by  the  use  of  a  check  list  at  a 
district  meeting  called,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  eight,  within  four  years  after  its  passage,  but  not 
otherwise.  Approved  June  1,  1945.

Any  person  who  resided  in  the  commonwealth  for  not 
less  than  one  year  immediatel}'  prior  to  his  entry  into  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  World 
War  II  shall,  upon  his  discharge,  other  than  a  dishonorable 
one,  after  having  served  at  least  sixty  days  in  such  service, 
be  entitled  to  take  university  extension  courses,  free  of  charge, 
for  a  period  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  said  discharge.

preamble'"^  Whereos,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 

to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  take  without  delay  the 
necessary  steps  for  the  further  development  of  the  General 
Edward  Lawrence  Logan  Airport,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immedi- 
ate preservation  of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 
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Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  state  department  of  public  works,  in 
this  act  called  the  department,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  further  enlarge,  extend,  improve  and  develop 
the  General  Edward  Lawrence  Logan  Airport  and  for  that 
purpose  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  pertinent  authority 
and  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  chapter  six  hundred  and 
ninetj'-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one 
and  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three. 

Section  2.  The  department  is  hereby  further  author- 
ized to  acquire  bj?-  purchase,  deed,  gift  or  otherwise,  or  to 
take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the 
General  Laws,  lands  other  than  public  lands,  or  rights 
therein,  as  may  be  needed  for  obtaining  filling  material  for 
said  airport  and  for  its  further  improvement. 

Section  3.  If  the  use  of  any  lands  owned  by  the  city 
of  Boston  and  held  for  any  purpose  specified  in  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  said  airport,  the  department  and  said  city  are  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  an  agreement  exchanging  such  lands 
for  other  lands  to  be  acquired  by  the  department,  on  which 
the  department  shall  construct  a  recreation  area  or  areas  to 
be  approved  by  said  city,  and  the  department  is  further 
authorized  to  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  sev- 
enty-nine of  the  General  Laws,  or  otherwise  acquire,  the 
necessary  lands  or  rights  therein  for  the  construction  of  the 
recreation  area  or  areas,  and  to  do  the  necessary  grading  and 
construct  suitable  buildings  and  playgrounds  and  appurte- 
nances therefor. 

Section  4.  To  meet  the  expenditures  necessary  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  state  treasurer  shall, 
upon  request  of  the  governor  and  council  and  not  later  than 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fortj^-'Seven,  issue  and 
sell  at  public  or  private  sale  bonds  of  the  commonwealth, 
registered  or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  as  he  may  deem 
best,  to  an  amount  to  be  specified  by  the  governor  and 
council  from  time  to  time,  but  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, the  sum  of  fifteen  million  dollars.  All  bonds  issued  b}^ 
the  commonwealth  as  aforesaid  shall  be  designated  on  their 
face,  Logan  Airport  Improvement  Loan,  and  shall  be  on  the 
serial  paj^ment  plan  for  such  maximum  term  of  years,  not 
exceeding  ten  years,  as  the  governor  msLV  recommend  to  the 
general  court  pursuant  to  section  3  of  Article  LXII  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  commonwealth,  the 
maturities  thereof  to  be  so  arranged  that  the  amounts  pay- 
able in  the  several  years  other  than  the  final  year  shall  be 
as  nearly  equal  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  treasurer  it  is 
practicable  to  make  them.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest 
semi-annually  at  such  rate  as  the  state  treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  shall  fix,  but  such  bonds  shall  be 
payable  not  earlier  than  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
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fifty,  nor  later  than  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-five. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  act,  if  funds  for  the  development  and  improvement  of 
the  General  Edward  Lawrence  Logan  Airport  are  made 
available  by  the  federal  government,  an  amount  equivalent 
to  such  federal  funds,  or  such  lesser  amount  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  proper  complete  construction  of  a  permanent 
terminal  and  administration  building,  including  loading 
platforms,  shall  be  expended  for  such  construction  from  the 
sums  provided  by  section  four;  but  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  prevent  the  expenditure  from  the  funds  provided  bj^ 
section  four  of  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  suitable  terminal  and  administration  facilities. 

Section  6.  The  department  may  award  contracts  for 
concessions,  rentals,  landing  fees  or  other  charges,  including 
the  sale  of  gasoline,  oils  and  other  articles  and  supplies  on 
the  airport  property.  All  such  contracts  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council.  Funds  received 
as  revenue  from  the  operation  of  the  General  Edward  Law- 
rence Logan  Airport  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  fifteen  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fortj^-one,  be  credited  by  the 
comptroller  to  the  Logan  Airport  account,  which  account 
the  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  on  the 
books  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  7.  The  department  shall,  forthwith  upon  the 
effective  date  of  this  act,  submit  to  the  governor  a  detailed 
program  relative  to  the  enlargement,  extension,  improve- 
ment and  development  of  said  airport,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion one,  setting  forth  specifically  the  dates  upon  which 
various  construction  operations  shall  be  commenced  and 
completed,  and  including  estimated  costs  of  such  construc- 
tion operations,  shall  maintain  current  progress  information, 
and  thereafter  once  in  every  three  months  shall  submit  to 
the  governor  a  detailed  report  of  such  construction  opera- 
tions. Said  reports  shall  state  the  prices  paid  for  all  land 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
The  department  shall  cause  said  reports  to  be  printed  and  a 
copy  thereof  to  be  furnislied  to  each  member  of  the  general 
court.

Chapter  three  hundred  and  forty  of  the 
vSpecial  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  forty-seven,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Sec- 
tion 41.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor  prior  to 
the  last  six  months  of  his  term,  the  city  council  shall  order 
an  election  to  fill  the  same  for  the  unexpired  term;  and  if  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor  during  the  last  six 
months  of  his  term,  the  president  of  the  city  council  shall 
succeed  thereto  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  If  the  mayor 
is  absent  or  temporarily  unable  from  any  cause  to  perform 
his  duties  or  pending  the  election  of  a  mayor  to  fill  a  va- 
canc}',  they  shall  be  performed  by  the  president  of  the  city 
council,  who  shall  for  the  time  being  be  designated  "acting 
mayor",  and  shall  possess  the  powers  of  mayor  only  in  mat- 
ters not  admitting  of  delay,  and  shall  have  no  power  to 
make  permanent  appointments.

The  company  may,  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  which  the  department  of  public  utilities, 
after  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  may  approve,  establish  in 
and  upon  public  and  private  ways  and  lands,  in  connection 
with  any  line  of  motor  buses,  trackless  trolley  vehicles  or 
street  railway  cars,  or  terminals  therefor,  or  in  connection 
with  any  elevated  railway,  subway  or  other  rapid  transit 
station  or  terminal,  now  or  hereafter  owned,  leased  or  oper- 
ated by  it,  suitable  inclosed  areas,  stations  or  shelters,  with 
approaches,  tracks,  poles,  wires  and  other  structures  and 
connections  with  existing  stations,  terminals,  tracks  and 
wires,  all  hereinafter  called  appurtenances,  for  the  convenient 
transfer  of  passengers  between  such  motor  buses,  trackless 
trolley  vehicles,  street  railway  cars,  terminals  and  stations 
or  between  any  of  them;  but  the  work  of  construction  thereof 
shall  not  be  begun  before  plans  shall  have  been  approved  b}^ 
said  department  showing  the  general  form  and  method  of 
construction,  the  extent  to  which  any  public  or  private  way 
or  land  is  to  be  occupied,  and  the  extent  to  which  public 
ways  or  places  are  to  be  laid  out,  widened,  altered  or  dis- 
continued.

No 
such  discontinuance,  removal  or  reconstruction  shall  entitle 
the  owner  of  the  property  thus  affected  to  recover  any  dam- 
ages or  compensation  therefor.  Any  gas  or  electric  lighting 
company  shall  shut  off  the  gas  or  current  from  any  pipes  or 
wires  afTected  by  any  action  done  hereunder,  when  and  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  public  danger. 

Said  department  may  grant  such  locations  for  tracks, 
poles,  wires  and  incidental  railway  structures  in  or  upon 
public  ways  or  lands  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  may  alter  or  revoke  the  same. 

The  company  shall  indemnify  the  cities  or  towns  in  which 
such  areas,  stations  or  shelters  or  their  appurtenances  are 
established  against  all  liability  for  damages  arising  out  of 
the  work  authorized  by  this  act  upon  notice  of  any  claim 
therefor  and  opportunity  to  defend  against  the  same. 

Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  au- 
thorize the  occupation  of  any  part  of  Boston  Common.

effective  still  continue,  and  it  is  accordingly  desirable  that 
said  tables  and  rates  continue  in  effect  without  interruption, 
therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  ^™ambiT^ 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  provide  without  delay  addi- 
tional income  for  officers  and  employees  of  the  common- 
wealth in  view  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  due  to 
the  existence  of  the  present  state  of  war,  therefore  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  each  person  in  the  service  of 
the  commonwealth  and  paid  from  the  treasury  thereof  but 
not  including  any  member  of  the  general  court,  is  hereby  in- 
creased by  an  amount  equal  to  twenty  per  cent  thereof; 
provided,  that  such  increase  shall  not  for  full-time  service 
be  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  nor  more 
than  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  said  minimum  or  said  maximum,  in  the 
case  of  any  such  person  serving  on  a  part-time  basis,  shall 
be  adjusted  by  the  division  of  personnel  and  standardization 
to  an  amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  said  minimum 
or  maximum  as  his  service  bears  to  full-time  service  and,  in 
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the  case  of  any  such  person  paid  in  part  by  the  common- 
wealth, shall  be  adjusted  to  an  amount  which  bears  the  same 
ratio  to  said  minimum  or  maximum  as  the  amount  of  salary 
paid  by  the  commonwealth  bears  to  his  total  salary.  Said 
increase  of  salary  shall  be  effective  only  for  the  period  be- 
ginning July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  end- 
ing June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six.

Section  2.  Every  officer  and  employee  entering  the  serv- 
ice of  the  commonwealth  during  said  period  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  compensation  of  his  office  or  position  as  in- 
creased by  this  act. 

Section  3.  The  word  "salary",  as  used  in  this  act,  shall 
include  maintenance  allowances  the  value  of  which  is  fixed  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations  estab- 
lished under  sections  forty-five  to  fifty,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
thirty  of  the  General  Laws.  The  word  "salary",  as  so  used, 
shall  also  include  compensation  payable  through  the  state 
treasury  from  moneys  paid  into  the  state  treasury  by  the 
federal  government.

In  a  civil  case,  or  in  a  criminal  case,  in- 
cluding a  capital  case,  to  be  tried  with  a  jury  in  the  superior 
court  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  is  likely  to  be  pro- 
tracted, the  court  may  so  certify  and  may  order  impanelled 
a  jury  of  not  exceeding  fourteen  members  and  the  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  try  the  case  with  such  jury  subject  to  the 
following  provisions  of  this  section.  If  at  the  time  of  the 
final  submission  of  the  case  by  the  court  to  the  jury  more  than 
twelve  members  of  the  jury  who  have  heard  the  whole  case 
are  alive  and  not  incapacitated  or  disqualified,  the  court 
shall  direct  the  clerk  to  place  the  names  of  all  of  the  remain- 
ing jurors,  except  the  foreman,  in  a  box  and  draw  the  names 
of  a  sufficient  number  to  reduce  the  jury  to  twelve  members, 
and  the  court  shall  thereupon  discharge  the  jurors  whose 
names  are  so  drawn,  and  the  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to 
receive  the  verdict  of  the  twelve  remaining  members  of  the 
jury  whose  names  have  not  been  so  drawn  and  shall  have 
jurisdiction  to  render  judgment  in  said  case. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-four 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section :  —  Section  29.  Upon  the  trial  of  an  indict-

In  a  civil  case  each  party  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  such  challenges.  Peremptory  challenges  shall  be 
made  before  the  commencement  of  the  trial  and  may  be  made 
after  the  determination  that  a  person  called  to  serve  as  a 
juror  stands  indifferent  in  the  case.

SEWERAGE  WORKS  FOR  THE  SOUTH  ESSEX  SEWERAGE  DIS- 
TRICT FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  PREVENTING  THE  POLLUTION 
OF  THE  NORTH  RIVER  AND  BEVERLY  AND  SALEM  HARBORS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  South  Essex  sewerage  board,  hereinafter 
called  the  board,  is  hereby  granted  full  and  complete  power 
and  authority  to  construct  anywhere  within  the  cities  of 
Salem  and  Peabody,  a  grit  and  grease  chamber  at  or  near 
the  Salem-Peabody  line,  the  necessary  pumping  stations, 
and  such  additional  sewerage  works  and  treatment  plants 
as  may  be  necessary  to  abate  and  prevent  the  pollution  of 
the  North  river  and  its  tributaries  and  to  prevent  the  pol- 
lution of  the  waters  of  Beverly  and  Salem  harbors;  pro- 
vided, that  no  work  herein  authorized  shall  be  done  and  no 
expense  shall  be  incurred  therefor  except  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  state  department  of  public  health  and  upon  the 
granting  by  said  department  of  its  approval  after  notice  to 
said  cities  and  a  hearing.  The  powers  and  duties  hereby 
conferred  and  imposed  upon  the  board  shall  be  in  addition 
to  those  conferred  and  imposed  upon  it  by  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and. 
twenty-five  and  amendments  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  board  shall,  under  like  direction  and  sub- 
ject to  like  approval,  design  or  cause  to  be  designed,  and  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  constructed,  the  sewerage  works  herein 
authorized  and  make  such  contracts  and  enter  into  such  other 
arrangements  as  it  may  deem  necessary  therefor.  Every  con- 
tract calling  for  an  expenditure  of  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  in  writing,  and  no  such  contract,  except  for 
legal,  engineering  and  other  professional  services,  shall  be 
awarded  unless  invitations  for  bids  therefor  shall  previously 
have  been  published  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks 
in  two  daily  papers  published  in  Essex  county.  Such  bids 
shall  be  opened  publicly  at  the  time  and  place  announced  in 
such  newspaper  publication. 

Section  3.  The  cost  of  construction  and  other  work  au- 
thorized by  this  act  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  To  meet  the  cost  of  such  construction  and 
work,  the  treasurer  of  said  South  Essex  sewerage  district, 
with  the  approval  of  the  board,  may  borrow  money  and 
issue  notes  and  bonds  as  provided  in  section  fifteen  of  said 
chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  indebtedness 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  such  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  forty-four  of 
the  General  Laws  in  so  far  as  are  applicable  to  loans  made 
by  districts. 
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The  cost  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  said  sewers  and  other  works  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  ap- 
portionment, be  allocated  by  the  board  in  the  following 
manner :  — 

(a)  The  cost  of  construction  of  said  sewerage  works  in  the 
city  of  Peabody  as  authorized  by  section  one  of  this  act  shall 
be  borne  by  said  city  of  Peabody. 

(6)  The  cost  of  construction  of  sewerage  works  in  the  city 
of  Salem  as  so  authorized  shall  be  borne  by  the  cities  of 
Peabody  and  Salem.  The  share  of  said  costs  shall  be  ap- 
portioned to  each  city,  one  thu-d  in  proportion  to  their  re- 
spective valuations  as  determined  for  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  by  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation,  and  two  thirds  in  proportion  to  the  average  flow  of 
sewage  from  each  city,  as  determined  by  the  board  for  the 
first  full  calendar  year  of  operation  of  the  sewerage  works  so 
authorized. 

The  cost  of  legal,  engineering  and  other  professional  serv- 
ices in  connection  with  the  design  and  construction  of  the 
sewerage  works  herein  authorized,  shall  be  apportioned  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  cost  of  construction. 

The  pumping  stations,  treatment  works  and  other  sewer- 
age works  herein  authorized  shall  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated, and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  apportioned,  in  accoi'd- 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five 
and  amendments  thereof. 

Section  4.  If  the  board  fails  to  perform  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  it  by  this  act,  said  state  department  of  public 
health  shall  order  performance  thereof,  and  the  superior 
court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  upon  petition  of  said 
department,  to  compel  compliance  with  such  order. 

Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

under  the  direction  of  his  employer  or  principal,  or  (c)  against 
loss  or  damage  to,  or  loss  of  use  of,  fiaotor  vehicles  except 
motor  boats,  airplanes,  seaplanes,  dirigibles  or  other  aircraft, 
their  fittings  and  contents,  whether  such  vehicles  or  aircraft 
are  being  operated  or  not,  and  wherever  the  same  may  be, 
resulting  from  collision  or  accident,  except  loss  or  damage  by 
fire  or  lightning  or  while  being  transported  in  any  convey- 
ance by  land  or  water;  (d)  to  make  insurance  upon  the  health 
of  individuals;  or  (e)  to  insure  the  payment  of  workmen's 
compensation  benefits  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two.

A  person  who  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  is  impris- 
oned under  a  sentence  to  the  state  prison  imposed  prior  to 
November  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three  and  who 
is  not  eligible  for  parole  may,  notwithstanding  the  partial 
execution  of  such  sentence,  appeal  to  the  appellate  division 
of  the  superior  court  for  a  review  of  such  sentence  and  of  any 
other  sentence  imposed  when  the  sentence  appealed  from 
was  imposed;  provided,  that  at  the  time  of  such  appeal 
such  person  shall  execute  a  written  consent  to  such  sentence 
as  may  be  imposed  by  said  appellate  division  on  such  re- 
view. No  such  appeal  shall  be  considered  if  taken  later 
than  two  years  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act  nor  in 
any  case  in  which  a  different  sentence  could  not  have  been 
imposed.  The  appellate  division  shall  have  jurisdiction  of

Extensions  in  Easterly  Section  of  Melrose,  Mass.,  Public 
Works  Department,  City  of  Melrose,  November  15,  1944, 
Glen  S.  Weeks,  Engineer  &  Supt.",  sums  equal,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, to  not  more  than  one  half  of  so  much  of  the  cost  of 
such  construction  as  is  paid  by  said  city  from  funds  other 
than  those  made  available  by  the  federal  government,  at  a 
fixed  uniform  rate  according  to  both  frontage  and  area,  as 
authorized  by  section  fifteen  of  chapter  eighty-three  of  the 
General  Laws,  any  provision  of  any  general  or  special  law  or 
of  any  ordinance  of  said  city  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  2.  Assessments  unJer  section  one  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
eighty-three  of  the  General  Laws;  provided,  that  such  as- 
sessments shall  bear  interest  from  the  thirtieth  day  after  the 
assessments  have  been  committed  to  the  collector  at  a  rate 
not  more  than  one  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  rate  which  said 
city  shall  pay  for  any  loan  incurred  for  the  purposes  of  said 
sewerage  system,  and  that  in  no  event  shall  such  assess- 
ments bear  interest  at  a  rate  of  more  than  two  and  one  fourth 
per  cent;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  maximum  number 
of  portions  into  which  the  assessments  may  be  apportioned 
under  section  thirteen  of  chapter  eighty  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  twenty  instead  of  ten.  Interest  on  any  amount  of 
such  assessments  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  computed  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided.

The  cost  of  constructing  each  particular  sewer 
or  connecting  drain  shall  be  assessed  by  the  said  engineer  and 
superintendent  of  public  works  upon  the  estate  benefited 
thereby.  Such  assessment  shall  be  made  by  fihng  with  the 
board  of  assessors  of  the  city  a  certificate,  designating  the 
way  and  the  private  land  in  which  such  particular  sewer  or 
connecting  drain  has  been  constructed,  and  giving  the  name 
or  names  of  the  owners  of  the  estate  for  which  such  connec- 
tion has  been  made  and  the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be 
paid  by  such  owner  or  owners.  A  copy  or  duplicate  of  this 
certificate  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  the  same 
with  the  board  of  assessors,  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  for  the  southern  district  for  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
or,  in  the  case  of  registered  land,  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
assistant  recorder  for  the  Middlesex  county  registry  district.

process;  or  a  copy  of  the  order  may  be  left  at  the  last  and 
usual  place  of  abode  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  being  the 
party  in  control,  or  his  agent,  if  he  is  known  and  within  the 
commonwealth.  If  the  premises  are  unoccupied  and  the  resi- 
dence of  the  owner  or  agent  is  unknown  or  is  without  the 
commonwealth,  such  authorized  representative  may  order 
the  notice  to  be  served  by  posting  it  on  the  premises  and  by 
advertising  it  in  one  or  more  newspapers. 

If  the  owner  or  occupant,  being  the  party  in  control,  fails 
to  comply  with  such  order,  such  authorized  representative 
may  cause  the  nuisance  to  be  removed,  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred thereby  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  who  caused  or 
permitted  the  same.

If  a  permanent  mem- 
ber of  such  a  police  force  was,  prior  to  his  appointment 
thereto,  employed  in  said  city  or  town  as  a  regular  member 
of  its  police  department,  the  period  of  such  last-mentioned 
employment  shall  be  counted  as  a  part  of  his  continuous 
service  as  a  permanent  member  of  said  police  force.  Every 
person  so  retired  shall  annually  receive  from  the  city  or  town 
as  a  pension  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  the  amount  of  the  annual 
compensation  received  by  him  at  his  retirement.  Said 
board  or  officer  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  call  upon  any 
person  so  pensioned  for  such  temporary  service  as  a  member 
of  such  police  force  as  he  may  be  fitted  to  perform,  and  dur- 
ing such  service  he  shall  be  paid  the  difference  between  the 
rate  of  full  pay  for  such  employment  and  the  rate  of  pension 
received  by  him.

CONTENTS  OF  BALLOTS  USED  AT  ELECTIONS  IN  SAID  TOWN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  is  qualified  to  vote  in  the 
town  of  Dracut  may  be  a  candidate  for  an  elective  town  of- 
fice therein  and  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  name  as  such 
candidate  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  a  pre- 
liminary election;  provided,  that  he  shall  file  nomination 
papers  provided  by  the  town  clerk  containing  a  number  of 
signatures  certified  as  voters  of  the  town  equal  to  one  per 
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cent  of  the  number  of  votes  for  governor  cast  in  said  town 
at  the  preceding  biennial  state  election. 

Section  2.  The  preliminary  election  shall  be  held  twenty- 
one  days  preceding  every  regular  or  special  town  election, 
except  that,  if  the  town  accepts  section  one  hundred  and 
three  A  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  it  shall  be 
held  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  preceding  the  regular  town 
election, 

Section  3.  No  primary  or  caucus  for  the  nomination  of 
town  officers  shall  be  held.  No  ballot  used  at  any  prelim- 
inary, regular  or  special  election  in  said  town  shall  have 
printed  thereon  any  party  or  political  designation  or  mark, 
and  there  shall  not  be  appended  to  the  name  of  any  candi- 
date any  such  political  designation  or  mark. 

Section  4.  Nomination  papers  must  be  filed  with  the 
town  clerk  not  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
eleventh  day  preceding  the  preliminary  election.  Every 
nomination  paper  shall  be  submitted  to  the  registrars  of 
voters  for  certification  of  the  names  thereon  on  or  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  seventh  day  preceding 
the  day  on  which  it  must  be  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Section  5.  The  election  officers  shall,  immediately  upon 
the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the  preliminary  election,  count 
the  ballots  and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the 
several  voting  places  for  each  candidate,  and  forthwith  make 
return  thereof  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished,  as  in  regular 
elections,  to  the  town  clerk  who  shall  canvass  said  returns 
and  shall  forthwith  determine  the  result  thereof,  and  post 
the  same  in  five  conspicuous  places  in  the  town. 

Section  6.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  a  preliminary 
election  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  an 
office  shall  be  the  sole  candidates  for  that  office  whose  names 
may  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the  regu- 
lar or  special  election  at  which  such  office  is  to  be  filled,  and 
no  acceptance  of  a  nomination  at  a  preliminary  election 
shall  be  necessary  to  its  validity. 

If  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  elected  to  the  same  office 
at  such  regular  or  special  election  the  several  persons  in 
number  equal  to  twice  the  number  so  to  be  elected  receiv- 
ing at  such  preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  for  that  office  shall  be  the  sole  candidates 
for  that  office  whose  names  may  be  printed  on  the  official 
ballot. 

If  the  preliminary  election  results  in  a  tie  vote  among 
candidates  for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest  number  of 
votes,  which,  but  for  said  tie  vote,  would  entitle  a  person 
receiving  the  same  to  have  his  name  printed  upon  the  official 
ballot  for  the  election,  all  candidates  participating  in  said 
tie  vote  shall  have  their  names  printed  upon  the  official  bal- 
lot, although  in  consequence  there  be  printed  thereon  names 
of  candidates  to  a  number  exceeding  twice  the  number  to 
be  elected. 

Section  7.     If  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing 
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nomination  papers  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  any  pre- 
liminary election  not  more  than  twice  as  many  such  papers 
have  been  filed  with  the  town  clerk  for  an  office  as  there  are 
persons  to  be  elected  to  such  office,  the  candidates  whose 
nomination  papers  have  thus  been  filed  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated  to  said  office,  and  their  names  shall  be 
voted  on  for  such  office  at  the  succeeding  regular  or  special 
election,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  town  clerk  shall  not 
print  said  names  upon  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  said  prelim- 
inary election  and  no  other  nomination  to  said  office  shall 
be  made.  If  in  consequence  it  shall  appear  that  no  names 
are  to  be  printed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  any 
preliminary  election  in  the  town,  no  preliminary  election 
shall  be  held. 

Section  8.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  governing  town  elections, 
special  elections  of  town  officers  and  special  elections  in 
to'WTis  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  govern  such  elections  in 
the  town  of  Dracut. 

Section  9.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of

Section  1.  The  town  of  Dan  vers  shall  by  vote  deter- 
mine what  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  system  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  constructed  under  authorit}^  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen,  including  the  whole  share  of  the 
cost  of  construction  of  the  system  of  sewage  disposal  of  the 
South  Essex  Sewerage  District  chargeable  to  said  town  un- 
der chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  as  amended,  and  includ- 
ing the  amounts  of  said  cost  hereafter  payable  as  well  as  the 
amounts  thereof  alreadj^  paid,  the  town  shall  pay;  provided, 
that  it  shall  pay  not  more  than  one  half  of  the  whole  cost. 
The  remaining  portion  of  said  cost  shall  be  paid  by  assess- 
ments upon  the  owners  of  estates  situated  within  the  terri- 
tory embraced  by  said  system  and  benefited  thereby,  but 
no  estate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  benefited  until  a  sewer  is

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constructed  into  which  it  can  be  drained.  Owners  of  estates 
situated  in  said  town  and  within  the  territory  embraced  by 
the  system  of  sewage  disposal  of  the  South  Essex  Sewerage 
District  shall,  if  such  estates  can  be  directly  drained  into  or 
connected  with  said  system,  be  assessed  in  the  manner  and 
by  the  methods  provided  by  this  act. 

Section  2.  In  providing  for  the  payment  by  said  owners 
of  estates  of  said  assessments,  based  on  the  cost  of  both  con- 
struction and  maintenance,  the  water  and  sewer  commis- 
sioners of  said  town  shall  use  a  method  which  shall  include 
a  fixed  charge  per  foot  of  frontage  plug  an  annual  charge 
based  on  amount  of  water  consumed  on  the  premises  as- 
sessed, except  that  said  commissioners  in  determining  an- 
nual charges  shall  make  due  allowance  for  water  used  for 
crop  production  or  such  other  purposes  as  do  not  result  in 
the  entry  of  water  so  used  into  the  sewerage  system.  Com- 
mercial and  industrial  establishments  using  large  quantities 
of  water  may  be  given  a  special  rate.  Frontage  assessments 
on  premises  shall  be  made  when  sewer  is  made  available 
therefor  and  the  annual  charges,  based  on  water  consump- 
tion, shall  begin  when  the  premises  have  been  connected  to 
the  sewer  or  five  years  after  the  sewer  is  available  for  such 
connection,  except  that  in  the  case  of  abutters  on  existing 
sewers  whose  premises  are  not  connected  thereto  at  the  time 
of  acceptance  of  this  act,  said  annual  charges  shall  begin 
five  years  after  the  time  of  such  acceptance.  Said  frontage 
assessments  shall  be  billed  annually  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  said  annual  charges  shall  be  billed  quarterly  on  the  water 
bills.  Assessment  of  vacant  lots  shall  be  on  the  frontage 
basis  only,  but  upon  the  erection  of  any  building  thereon 
they  shall  thereafter  be  assessed  for  the  annual  charges  pro- 
vided by  this  act.  Said  annual  charges  shall  be  reviewed 
by  said  commissioners  annually  in  order  to  fix  rates  that 
will  balance  income  with  expenses  and  to  determine  value 
of  special  benefits  to  premises. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  amounts  of  as- 
sessments under  this  act,  said  commissioners  shall  determine 
the  value  of  the  special  benefit  to  every  parcel  of  real  estate 
from  the  said  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  tak- 
ing into  account  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the 
proportionate  part  to  be  paid  by  the  respective  owners 
thereof,  shall  be  based  upon  the  amount  of  the  special  bene- 
fit to  each  such  parcel,  determined  as  aforesaid,  and  in  no 
case  shall  the  assessment  on  any  such  parcel  exceed  the 
value  of  the  special  benefit  thereto.  Upon  the  construction 
of  a  sewer  into  which  an  estate  can  be  drained,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  give  written  notice  to  that  effect  to  the 
owner  thereof  as  of  the  preceding  January  first  and  stating 
the  total  amount  of  the  assessment  levied  against  his  estate 
on  a  frontage  basis,  and  said  commissioners  shall  certify 
said  assessment  to  the  assessors  of  the  town.  The  assessors 
shall  apportion  such  assessment  into  ten  equal  parts,  and 
one  of  said  parts  or  instalments,  with  interest  at  four  per 
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cent  from  the  date  of  the  apportionment,  shall  be  added  by 
the  assessors  to  the  annual  property  tax  for  general  munici- 
pal purposes  on  such  estate  for  each  year  next  ensuing,  until 
all  the  said  parts  have  been  paid  unless  sooner  paid  as  here- 
inafter provided  in  this  act;  provided,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  pajrment  at  any 
time  in  one  payment,  notwithstanding  its  prior  apportion- 
ment, of  any  balance  of  said  assessments  then  remaining 
unpaid,  but  interest  on  such  balances,  at  the  rate  of  four 
per  cent  shall  be  paid  to  the  date  of  such  payment,  and 
thereupon  the  collector  of  taxes  of  the  town  shall  receive  the 
same  and  certify  such  payment  or  payments  to  the  assessors, 
who  shall  preserve  a  record  thereof.  In  the  case  of  corner

Section  4.  In  the  case  of  connections  made  by  said 
commissioners,  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act  or 
prior  to  said  date,  between  a  sewer  and  the  premises  of  abut- 
ters thereon,  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  in  the  same  • 
manner  as  provided  by  this  act  for  the  payment  of  frontage 
assessments. 

Section  5.  In  cases  where  the  premises  of  abutters  have 
been  assessed  prior  to  said  effective  date  by  a  method  other 
than  that  provided  by  this  act,  such  premises  shall  be  reas- 
sessed on  the  frontage  and  annual  charge  basis  provided  by 
this  act,  and  such  amounts,  if  any,  as  have  already  been 
paid  on  assessments  previously  made  shall  be  refunded. 

Section  6.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  assessment 
made  under  this  act  may,  within  six  months  after  notice  of 
such  assessment  has  been  sent  out  by  said  water  and  sewer 
commissioners,  file  with  said  commissioners  a  petition  for  an 
abatement  thereof,  and  they  shall  grant  such  abatement  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  such  assessment  conform  to  law. 
Such  petition  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  said 
commissioners  or  delivered  by  mail  or  otherwise  at  their 
office.

ChapA97  An  Act  further  regulating  the  milk  control  board 

IN   THE   department   OF   AGRICULTURE. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  provide  in  part  that  the 
chairman  of  the  milk  control  board  be  entitled  to  act  as 
such  chairman  immediately,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  pres- 
ervation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  twenty  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section,  seven,  inserted  therein  by 
section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section  7.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  divisions  referred  to  in  section  four,  there  shall 
be  in  the  department  a  division  of  milk  control,  under  the 
control  and  supervision  of  a  board  to  be  known  as  a  milk 
control  board,  said  board  in  this  and  sections  eight  and  nine 
being  referred  to  as  the  board.  The  board  shall  consist  of 
three  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  council,  for  terms  of  four  years 
each  and  until  the  qualification  of  their  respective  succes- 
sors. The  governor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  one 
of  said  members  as  chairman.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  any  member  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Any  member  of  the  board 
may  be  removed  by  the  governor,  upon  due  notice  and  hear- 
ing, for  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  office,  but  for  no 
other  cause. 

One  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  board  shall  not 
impair  the  right  of  the  remaining  members  to  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  the  board,  and  two  members  of  the  board 
shall  at  all  times  constitute  a  quorum.  The  board  shall 
have  an  official  seal  which  shall  be  judicially  noticed.

AND  employees  IN  THE  SERVICE  OF  COUNTIES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  each  person  in  the  service  of 
any  county  is  hereby  increased  by  an  amount  equal  to 
twenty  per  cent  thereof;  provided,  that  such  increase  shall 
not  for  full-time  service  be  less  than  at  the  rate  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  nor  more  than  at  the  rate  of  four 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum;  and  provided, 
further,  that  said  minimum  or  said  maximum,  in  the  case  of 
any  such  person  serving  on  a  part-time  basis,  shall  be  ad- 
justed by  the  county  personnel  board  to  an  amount  which 
bears  the  same  ratio  to  said  minimum  or  maximum  as  his 
service  bears  to  full-time  service. 

Section  2.  The  salary  of  a  justice,  special  justice,  clerk, 
assistant  clerk,  probation  officer  or  court  officer  of  a  district 
court,  a  probation  officer  of  the  superior  court,  a  deputy 
sheriff  acting  as  court  officer,  a  trial  justice,  or  a  county  com- 
missioner, is  hereby  increased  by  an  amount  equal  to  twenty 
per  cent  thereof  but  not  more  than  four  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  per  annum. 

Section  3.  The  increase  of  salary  provided  by  this  act 
shall  be  effective  only  for  the  period  beginning  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six.

A  contract,  entered  into  before  October 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  between  the  tubercu- 
losis hospital  districts  of  the  counties  of  Berkshire  and 
Franklin,  acting  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  re- 
spective counties,  and  the  tuberculosis  hospital  district  of 
the  county  of  Ham.pshire,  acting  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  said  county,  providing  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  tubercular  patients  of  the  two  first  named  districts 
in  the  tuberculosis  hospital  of  the  last  named  district  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years,  if  submitted  prior  to  April 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  to  the  department  of 
public  health  for  its  approval  and  approved  by  it  prior  to 
such  date,  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  compliance  with 
section  seventy-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  of 
the  General  Laws  by  the  two  first  named  districts,  and  such 
contract  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  department,

facturer of  surgical  instruments,  official  of  any  government 
having  possession  of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned  by 
reason  of  his  official  duties,  nurse  acting  under  the  direction 
of  a  physician  or  dentist,  employee  of  an  incorporated  hos- 
pital acting  under  the  direction  of  its  superintendent  or 
officer  in  immediate  charge,  or  a  carrier  or  messenger  en- 
gaged in  the  transportation  of  such  articles,  or  the  holder 
of  a  permit  issued  under  section  two  hundred  and  nine  A, 
or  a  chiropodist  or  podiatrist  who  has  received  from  the 
board  of  registration  in  chiropody  (podiatry)  a  certificate 
stating  that  upon  examination  by  said  board  he  has  been 
determined  to  be  competent  to  use  hypodermic  needles, 
shall  have  in  his  possession  a  hj^podermic  syringe,  hypo- 
dermic needle,  or  any  instrument  adapted  for  the  use  of 
narcotic  drugs  by  subcutaneous  injection.  No  such  syringe, 
needle  or  instrument  shall  be  delivered  or  sold  to,  or  ex- 
changed with,  any  person  except  a  registered  pharmacist, 
physician,  dentist,  veterinarian,  registered  embalmer,  manu- 
facturer or  dealer  in  embalming  supplies,  wholesale  druggist, 
manufacturing  pharmacist,  a  nurse  upon  the  written  order 
of  a  physician  or  dentist,  the  holder  of  a  permit  issued  under 
section  two  hundred  and  nine  A,  a  chiropodist  or  podiatrist 
who  holds  a  certificate  issued  by  the  board  of  registration  in 
chiropody  (podiatry)  as  aforesaid,  or  an  employee  of  an 
incorporated  hospital  upon  the  written  order  of  its  superin- 
tendent or  officer  in  immediate  charge.  A  record  shall  be 
kept  by  the  person  selling  such  sjrringe,  needle  or  instru- 
ment, which  shall  give  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser  and  a  description  of  the  instrument.

Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  three  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section :  —  Sectioji  3.  The  votes  of  the  school  committee  of 
said  city  making  appropriations  as  aforesaid  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  orders  or  votes  of  the  city  council 
thereof  appropriating  money,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to  approval  by  the  mayor, 
except  that  a  vote  of  four  fifths  of  all  the  school  committee, 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  such  ap- 
propriations over  the  veto  of  the  mayor.

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for  any  cause  other  than  his  own  unworthiness,  wearing  the 
uniform  from  place  of  discharge  to  his  home.  Any  person 
found  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  may  be  arrested 
without  a  warrant  by  any  officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal 
process.

Chapter  128B. 

Conservation  of  Soil  and  Soil  Resources  and  Pre- 
vention AND  Control  of  Erosion. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  farm  and  forest  lands  Policy. 
are  among  the  basic  assets  of  the  commonwealth;  that  im- 
proper land  use  practices  are  causing  some  lands  to  deterio- 
rate; that  much  deterioration  is  beyond  individual  control 
and  the  tax  base  is  endangered;  that  the  consequences  are 
serious  and  detrimental  to  the  health,  general  welfare  and 
safetj''  of  the  people  of  the  commonwealth;  therefore  it  is 
further  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  general  court  to  pro- 
vide for  the  conservation  of  soil  and  soil  resources  of  this 
commonwealth  and  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  soil 
erosion  therein,  thereby  placing  Massachusetts  farmers  in  a 
better  position  through  land  improvement. 

Section  2.     Wherever  used  or  referred  to  in  this  chapter  Definitions, 
the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly  indicated  by 
the  context :  — 

(1)  "Soil  Conservation  District",  "Conservation  Dis- 
trict", or  "District",  a  district  established  as  authorized 
by  section  four. 

(2)  "Land  Occupier"  or  "Occupier  of  Land"  shall  in- 
clude any  person  in  possession,  as  owner,  lessee,  renter, 
tenant  or  otherwise  of  any  lands  other  than  thickly  settled 
districts  as  such  term  is  defined  in  chapter  ninety. 
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(3)  "Supervisor",  one  of  the  members  of  the  governing 
body  of  a  district  selected  as  provided  in  section  five. 

(4)  "Committee"  or  "State  Soil  Conservation  Com- 
mittee", the  agency  established  by  section  three. 

Section  3.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  a  state  soil  conservation  committee 
hereafter  in  this  chapter  referred  to  as  the  committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  the  advisory 
board  of  said  department,  the  director  of  extension  service 
at  the  Massachusetts  state  college  and  the  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  agricultural  experiment  station.  While  act- 
ing as  members  of  the  committee,  the  members  of  the 
advisory  board  of  said  department  shall  each  receive  com- 
pensation of  ten  dollars  for  each  daj'-  of  such  service.  The 
commissioner  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  and 
he  or  three  other  members  of  said  committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  meetings  on  not  less  than  three  days'  notice. 
A  majority  of  the  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
their  traveling  and  other  expenses  actually  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  under  this  chapter.  The  com- 
mittee shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  may  from 
time  to  time  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  required  for  the  performance  of  its  duties.  The  com- 
mittee may  request  the  aid  of  any  department,  board,  com- 
mission, institution  or  other  authority  of  the  commonwealth 
by  the  assignment  or  detail  to  the  committee  of  officers  or 
employees  of  such  authorities  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
may  prove  most  practicable  within  the  limits  of  available 
appropriations.  The  committee  may  employ  assistants  and 
may  delegate  or  assign  to  one  or  more  of  its  members  or 
agents  such  of  its  powers  and  duties  as  it  may  deem  proper. 
It  shall  provide  for  the  execution  of  surety  bonds  for  all 
officers  and  employees  entrusted  with  funds  or  property, 
and  for  an  annual  audit  of  accounts  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements. 

In  addition  to  its  powers  and  duties  otherwise  specified, 
said  committee  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

1.  To  encourage  and  assist  educational  work  in  soil  con- 
servation through  co-operation  with  the  Massachusetts 
state  college,  trustees  for  county  aid  to  agriculture  and  the 
trustees  of  county  agricultural  schools; 

2.  To  determine  the  advisability  of  establishing  soil  con- 
servation districts  for  which  petitions  have  been  filed  in 
accordance  with  section  four; 

3.  To  take  the  necessary  steps  to  organize  such  districts 
when  petitions  for  establishing  them  have  been  approved; 

4.  To  appoint  district  supervisors; 

5.  To  allot  money  appropriated  by  the  general  court  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  districts ;  • 

6.  To  terminate  the  existence  of  districts  as  hereinafter 
provided ; 
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7.  To  secure  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  depart- 
ments, boards,  commissions  and  other  authorities  of  the 
commonwealth  and  of  the  United  States  in  promoting  the 
organization  and  operation  of  such  districts; 

8.  To  disseminate  information  concerning  the  activities 
and  programs  of  such  districts  and  relative  to  the  efficient 
use  of  land. 

Section  4-  Whenever  the  committee  receives  a  petition  Organization 
from  occupiers  of  land  within  a  county  or  counties  asking  tk>n°dfsulct8 
that  a  district  be  established  within  said  county  or  counties, 
it  shall  arrange  for  a  hearing  at  some  place  reasonably  con- 
venient for  the  petitioners  and  shall  give  notice  of  such 
hearing  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said 
county  or  counties  or  having  a  general  circulation  therein, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  hearing.  If  it 
appears  at  said  hearing  that  a  majority  of  the  land  occupiers 
in  the  area  to  be  affected  are  in  favor  of  the  organization  of

any  other  lands  within  the  district  at  the  request  or  with 
the  consent  of  the  occupier  of  such  lands  or  the  necessary 
rights  or  interests  therein ; 

3.  To  co-operate,  or  enter  into  agreements  with,  and, 
within  the  limits  of  appropriations  duly  made  by  law,  to 
furnish  financial  or  other  aid  to  any  agency,  governmental 
or  otherwise,  or  any  occupier  of  lands  within  the  district,  in 
the  carrying  on  of  erosion  control  and  prevention  operations 
within  the  district,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  super- 
visors may  deem  necessary  to  advance  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter; 

4.  To  acquire  or  make  available,  on  such  terms  as  they 
shall  prescribe,  to  land  occupiers  within  the  district,  neces- 
sary machinery,  equipment  and  materials  to  assist  such 
land  occupiers  to  carry  on  operations  upon  their  lands  for 
the  conservation  of  soil  resources,  for  the  prevention  and 
control  of  soil  erosion,  and  to  promote  wise  use  of  land ; 
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5.  To  construct,  improve  and  maintain  such  structures 
as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  performance  of 
any  of  the  operations  authorized  by  this  chapter; 

6.  To  develop  comprehensive  plans  for  the  conservation 
of  soil  resources  and  for  the  control  and  prevention  of  soil 
erosion  within  the  district,  which  shall  specify  in  such  detail 
as  may  be  practicable  the  acts,  procedures,  performances 
and  avoidances  which  are  necessary  or  desirable  for  accom- 
plishing such  plans,  including  the  specification  of  engineer- 
ing operations,  methods  of  cultivation,  growing  of  vegeta- 
tion, cropping  programs,  tillage  practices,  and  changes  in 
use  of  land;  and  to  publish  such  plans  and  information  and 
bring  them  to  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  lands  within  the 
district; 

7.  To  accept  contributions  in  money,  services,  materials, 
or  otherwise,  for  carrying  on  their  operations,  from  federal 
agencies,  or  from  the  commonwealth,  or  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  or  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation; 

8.  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  district;  to 
have  a  common  seal  which  shall  be  judicially  noticed;  to 
have  perpetual  succession  unless  terminated  as  hereinafter 
provided;  to  make  and  execute  contracts  and  other  instru- 
ments, necessary  or  convenient  to  the  exercise  of  their  pow- 
ers; to  make,  and  from  time  to  time  amend  and  repeal, 
rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  this  chapter,  to 
carry  into  effect  its  purposes  and  powers. 

As  a  condition  to  extending  any  benefits  under  this  chap- 
ter to,  or  performing  work  upon,  any  lands  not  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  of  its  departments, 
boards  or  commissions  the  supervisors  may  ask  for  contri- 
butions in  money,  services,  materials  or  otherwise  to  their 
operations  and  may  ask  land  occupiers  to  enter  into  and 
perform  such  agreements  or  covenants  as  to  the  permanent 
use  of  such  lands  as  will  tend  to  prevent  or  control  erosion 
therein.

vidual, firm,  fiduciary,  partnership,  corporation,  trust  or

vending  machine  operator;  "transportation  company",  any 
person  operating,  or  supplying  to  a  common  carrier,  cars, 
boats  or  other  vehicles  for  the  transportation  or  accommo- 
dation of  passengers  and  engaged  in  the  sale  of  cigarettes 
at  retail;  "retailer",  any  person,  other  than  a  transporta- 
tion company,  who  operates  a  store  or  concession  for  the 
purpose  of  making  sales  of  cigarettes  at  retail,  and  any 
person  selling  cigarettes  through  vending  machines;  "li- 
censed", licensed  under  this  chapter.

Every  vending 
machine  operator  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  each  vend- 
ing machine  owned  for  the  sale  of  cigarettes  showing  the 
location  of  the  machine,  the  date  of  placing  the  machine  on 
the  location,  the  quantity  of  each  brand  of  cigarettes  placed 
in  the  machine,  the  date  when  placed  therein  and  the  amount 
of  the  commission  paid  or  earned  on  sales  through  such  vend- 
ing machine.

The  use  of  any  device  or  game  of  chance  to  aid,  promote  or 
induce  sales  or  purchases  of  cigarettes  or  the  giving  of  any 
cigarettes  in  connection  with  any  device  or  game  of  chance 
is  prohibited.  All  statements  and  other  records  required  by 
this  section  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  commissioner  shall 
prescribe  and  shall  be  preserved  for  a  period  of  three  years 
and  shall  be  offered  for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  oral  or 
written  demand  by  the  commissioner  or  his  authorized  agent. 
Whenever  cigarettes  are  received  or  acquired  within  the  com- 
monwealth by  a  wholesaler,  vending  machine  operator,  un- 
classified acquirer  or  retailer,  each  shipping  case  or  other  con- 
tainer of  such  cigarettes  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  making  the  first  purchase  or  such  other  markings 
as  the  commissioner  may  prescribe.  Whenever  cigarettes  are 
shipped  outside  the  commonwealth  every  licensee  under  sec- 
tion two  so  shipping  them  shall  cause  to  be  placed  on  every 
shipping  case  or  other  container  in  which  the  cigarettes  are 
shipped,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  to  whom  the 
shipment  is  made  outside  of  the  commonwealth. 
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Section  6.  Every  licensee  under  section  two,  other  than  Returns  eied 
an  unclassified  acquirer  or  a  retailer,  shall,  on  or  before  the  m^gaio"^" 
twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month,  file  with  the  com- 
missioner, on  a  form  prescribed  b}^  him,  a  return  under  the 
penalties  of  perjuiy  for  each  place  of  business  maintained, 
stating  the  number  of  cigarettes  sold  by  such  licensee  in  the 
commonwealth  during  the  preceding  calendar  month  and 
such  return  shall  contain  or  be  accompanied  by  such  further 
information  as  the  connnissioner  shall  require;  provided, 
that  if  a  licensee  ceases  to  sell  cigarettes  within  the  common- 
wealth he  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  commissioner  such 
a  return  for  the  period  ending  with  such  cessation.  Such 
licensee  shall,  at  the  time  of  fifing  such  return,  pay  to  the 
commissioner  an  excise  equal  to  one  and  one  half  mills  for 
each  cigarette  so  sold  during  the  calendar  month  covered 
by  the  return;  provided,  that  cigarettes  with  respect  to 
which  the  excise  under  this  chapter  has  once  been  imposed 
and  has  not  been  refunded  if  paid,  shall  not  be  subject 
upon  a  subsequent  sale  to  the  excise  imposed  by  this  chap- 
ter. Each  unclassified  acquirer  shall,  upon  importation 
or  acquisition  of  cigarettes  into  or  within  the  common- 
wealth, file  with  the  commissioner  a  return  under  penalties 
of  perjury,  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  by  the  commissioner, 
stating  the  number  of  cigarettes  imported  or  acquired  and 
such  other  information  as  the  commissioner  shall  require, 
and  shall,  at  the  time  of  filing  such  return,  pay  to  the  com- 
missioner an  excise  equal  to  one  and  one  half  mills  for  each 
cigarette  so  imported  or  acquired  and  held  for  sale  or  con- 
sumption, and  cigarettes  with  respect  to  which  such  excise 
has  been  imposed  and  has  not  been  refunded  if  paid,  shall 
not  be  subject,  when  subsequently  sold,  to  any  further  ex- 
cise under  this  chapter.  An  abatement  or  refund  of  the 
excise  provided  by  this  chapter  may  be  made  by  the  com- 
missioner for  such  causes  as  the  commissioner  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. The  commissioner  shall  certify  said  amount  to  the 
comptroller  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  said  amount 
without  any  appropriation  therefor  by  the  general  court, 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  excise.  The  commissioner  may, 
in  his  discretion,  require  reports  from  any  common  carrier 
who  transports  cigarettes  to  any  point  or  points  within  the 
commonwealth  and  from  any  other  person  who,  under  con- 
tract, so  transports  cigarettes,  and  from  any  bonded  ware- 
houseman or  bailee  who  has  in  his  possession  any  cigarettes, 
such  reports  to  contain  such  information  concerning  ship- 
ments of  cigarettes  as  the  commissioner  shall  determine. 
All  such  carriers,  bailees,  warehousemen  and  other  persons  Examination 
shall  permit  the  examination  by  the  commissioner  or  his  of  records 
duly  authorized  agent  of  any  records  relating  to  the  ship-  agents*^or 
ment  of  cigarettes  into  or  from,  or  the  receipt  thereof  within,  j^fsslXr 
the  commonwealth. 

Section  7.    If  any  person  required  to  file  a  return  with  the  Penalty  for 
commissioner  under  section  six,  having  failed  to  file  a  return,  ^^{^^^  *° 
or  having  filed  an  incorrect  or  insufficient  return,  fails  to  file  reti^n'!'^^"  . 
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within  ten  days  after  mailing  or  delivery  of  written  notice 
to  him  by  the  commissioner  of  his  delinquency  a  correct  and 
sufficient  return  and  to  pay  the  amount  shown  to  be  due 
with  interest  at  six  per  cent  from  the  date  when  the  excise 
was  due  under  section  six,  the  commissioner  may  determine 
the  amount  of  excise  due  under  this  chapter  according  to 
his  best  information  and  belief  and  assess  the  same  at  not 
more  than  double  the  amount  so  determined.  Such  licensee 
may  appeal  to  the  appellate  tax  board  from  the  determina- 
tion of  the  commissioner  within  ten  days  after  mailhig  or 
delivery  of  written  notice  of  the  assessment  thereof,  and, 
the  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  final.  The  commissioner, 
or,  in  case  of  appeal,  the  appellate  tax  board,  having  made 
such  determination,  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  de- 
linquent hcensee  of  the  amount  determined  to  be  due  and 
the  licensee  shall,  forthwith  after  the  mailing  or  delivery  of 
such  notice,  pay  to  the  commissioner  the  amount  so  deter- 
mined with  interest  at  six  per  cent  from  the  twentieth  day 
of  the  month  in  which  the  return  is  required  to  be  made 
pursuant  to  section  six.  Any  person  required  to  file  a  re- 
turn with  the  commissioner  under  section  six,  who  fails  to 
file  a  return  or  a  corrected  return  as  required  by  this  section, 
or  who  fails  to  make  a  report  required  by  section  eleven  for 
a  period  of  ten  days  after  written  notice  by  the  commissioner 
so  to  do  shall  forfeit  to  the  commonwealth  and  pay  to  the 
commissioner  on  demand  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day 
of  delay.  The  commissioner  may  for  cause  remit  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  amount  so  forfeited. 

Section  8.    A  deputy  sheriff,  chief  of  police,  deputy  chief 
of  police,  city  marshal,  deputy  or  assistant  marshal,  police 
officer,  including  a  state  police  officer  or  a  special  police 
officer  appointed  under  section  twent3''-six,  or  constable,  or, 
in  the  county  of  Dukes  or  Nantucket,  the  sheriff  anywhere 
within  his  county,  may  without  a  warrant  arrest  any  person 
whom  he  finds  in  the  act  of  illegally  transporting,  delivering 
or  possessing  cigarettes,  which  have  not  been  returned  and 
are  not  returnable  under  section  six,  by  a  licensee  under 
section  two,  and  seize  the  said  cigarettes,  the  vending  ma- 
chines, receptacles,  boxes  or  cartons  in  which  the  same  are 
contained,  hereinafter  called  the  container  or  containers,  in 
the  possession  of  such  person,  any  vehicle  used  in  the  illegal 
transportation  of  cigarettes  and  any  records  relating  to  the 
purchase  and  sale  of  cigarettes,  and  detain  them  until  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  such  person,  and  a  warrant  for  the 
seizure  of  said  cigarettes,  vehicle,  the  container  or  con- 
tainers and  the  records,  can  be  procured.     Such  cigarettes, 
vehicle,  the  container  or  containers  and  the  records  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  commonwealth  and  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  provided  hereinafter  and  in  sections  fifty  to  fifty-five, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  in  the 
case  of  alcoholic  beverages.     Such  officers  shall  enforce  or 
cause  to  be  enforced  the  penalties  provided  by  law  against 
every  person  who  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  law  relative 
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to  the  possession  of  such  cigarettes,  vehicle  and  container 
or  containers  of  which  they  can  obtain  reasonable  proof. 

If  the  commissioner,  his  authorized  agents,  or  other  police  search 
officers  shall  make  complaint  to  a  district  court  or  trial  warrant, 
justice,  or  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  authorized  to  issue  war- 
rants in  criminal  cases,  that  he  has  reason  to  beheve  and 
does  believe  that  cigarettes,  which  have  not  been  returned 
and  are  not  returnable  under  section  six,  by  a  licensee  under 
section  two,  and  which  are  described  i#the  complaint,  are 
kept  or  deposited  by  a  person  named  therein  in  a  store, 
shop,  warehouse,  building,  vehicle,  steamboat,  vessel  or 
place,  such  court  or  justice,  if  it  appears  that  there  is  proba- 
ble cause  to  believe  said  complaint  to  be  true,  shall  issue  a 
search  warrant  to  an  officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal 
process,  commanding  him  to  search  the  premises  in  which 
it  is  alleged  that  such  cigarettes  are  kept  or  deposited,  and 
to  seize  such  cigarettes  and  vehicle,  and  the  container  or 
containers,  and  securely  keep  such  cigarettes,  vehicle,  con- 
tainer or  containers  and  the  records  until  final  action  thereon, 
and  to  return  the  warrant  with  his  doings  thereon,  as  soon 
as  may  be,  to  a  district  court  or  trial  justice  having  juris- 
diction in  the  place  in  which  such  cigarettes,  vehicle,  con- 
tainer or  containers  and  the  records  are  alleged  to  be  kept 
or  deposited. 

The  complaint  shaU  particularly  designate  the  building, 
structure  or  other  place  to  be  searched,  the  cigarettes, 
vehicle,  container  or  containers  and  the  records  to  be  seized, 
the  person  by  whom  they  are  owned,  kept  or  possessed  and 
shall  allege  that  such  cigarettes  'are  illegally  kept  or  pos- 
sessed. The  warrant  shall  allege  that  probable  cause  has 
been  shown  for  the  issuing  thereof;  and  the  place  to  be 
searched,  the  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers 
and  the  records  to  be  seized,  and  the  person  believed  to  be 
the  owner,  possessor  or  keeper  of  such  cigarettes,  vehicle, 
container  or  containers  and  the  records,  shall  be  designated 
therein  with  the  same  particularity  as  in  the  complaint  and 
the  complainant  shall  be  summoned  to  appear  as  a  witness. 

The  officer  to  whom  the  warrant  is  committed  shall  search 
the  premises  and  seize  the  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or 
containers  and  the  records  described  in  the  warrant,  if  they 
are  found  in  or  upon  said  premises,  and  shall  convey  the 
same  to  some  other  place  of  security,  where  he  shall  keep 
the  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers  and  the 
records  until  final  action  is  had  thereon. 

The  court  or  trial  justice  before  whom  the  warrant  is 
returned  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  seizure 
thereunder  of  the  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers, 
and  the  records,  issue  a  notice,  under  seal,  and  signed  by 
the  justice  or  the  clerk  of  said  court,  or  by  the  trial  justice, 
commanding  the  person  complained  against  as  the  keeper 
of  the  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers  and  the 
records  seized  and  all  other  persons  who  claim  any  interest 
therein  to  appear  before  said  court  or  trial  justice,  at  a  time 
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and  place  therein  named,  to  answer  to  said  complaint  and 
show  cause  why  such  cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  con- 
tainers and  the  records  should  not  be  forfeited. 

The  notice  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  number  and 
kind  of  container  or  containers,  the  quantity  and  kind  of 
cigarettes,  the  vehicle  and  the  records  seized,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  and  shall  state  when  and  where  they  were  seized. 
It  shall,  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  tri^^  be  served  by  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff, 
constable  or  police  officer  upon  the  person  charged  with 
being  the  keeper  thereof  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof 
with  him  personally  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  if  he  is 
an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth,  and  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  on  the  building  in  which  the  cigarettes,  vehi- 
cle, container  or  containers  and  the  records  were  seized,  if 
they  were  found  in  a  building;  otherwise  in  a  public  place 
in  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  were  seized. 

At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice,  the  person 
complained  against,  or  any  person  claiming  an  interest  in  the 
cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers  and  the  records 
seized,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  appear  and  make  his  claim 
orally  or  in  writing,  and  a  record  of  his  appearance  and 
claim  shall  be  made,  and  he  shall  be  admitted  as  a  party 
to  the  trial.  Whether  or  not  a  claim  as  aforesaid  is  made, 
the  court  or  trial  justice  shall  proceed  to  try,  hear  and  de- 
termine the  allegations  of  such  complaint,  and  whether  said 
cigarettes,  vehicle  and  container  or  containers,  records  or 
any  part  thereof,  are  forfeited.  If  it  appears-  that  the 
cigarettes,  vehicle,  container  or  containers  and  the  records 
or  any  part  thereof,  were  at  the  time  of  making  the  com- 
plaint owned  or  kept  by  the  person  alleged  therein  in  viola- 
tion of  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall  render  judgment 
that  such  and  so  much  of  the  cigarettes  so  seized  as  were  so 
unlawfully  kept,  and  the  vehicle,  container  or  containers 
and  the  records,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be 
forfeited  to  the  commonwealth. 

If  it  is  not  proved  on  the  trial  that  all  or  part  of  the  ciga- 
rettes seized  were  kept  contrary  to  law,  the  court  or  trial 
justice  shall  issue  a  written  order  to  the  officer  having  the 
same  in  custody  to  return  so  many  thereof  as  were  not 
proved  to  be  so  kept  or  deposited,  the  container  or  con- 
tainers in  which  such  cigarettes  were  contained,  and  the 
vehicle  and  the  records  seized,  to  the  place  as  nearly  as  may 
be  from  which  they  were  taken,  or  to  deliver  them  to  the 
person  entitled  to  receive  them.  After  executing  such  order, 
the  officer  shall  return  it  to  the  court  or  trial  justice  with  his 
doings  endorsed  thereon. 

If  no  person  appears  and  is  admitted  as  a  party  as  afore- 
said, or  if  judgment  is  rendered  in  favor  of  all  the  claimants 
who  appear,  the  cost  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  paid  as  in 
other  criminal  cases.  If  only  one  party  appearing  fails  to 
sustain  his  claim,  he  shall  pay  all  the  costs  except  the  ex- 
pense of  seizing  and  keeping  the  cigarettes,  the  container 
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or  containers,  vehicle,  and  the  records,  and  an  execution 
shall  be  issued  against  him  therefor.  If  judgment  is  rendered 
against  two  or  more  claimants  of  distinct  interests  in  the 
cigarettes,  container  or  containers,  vehicle,  or  records,  the 
costs  shall,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  trial 
justice,  be  apportioned  among  such  parties,  and  executions 
shall  be  issued  against  them  severally.  If  any  such  execu- 
tion is  not  forthwith  paid,  the  defendant  therein  named 
shall  be  committed  to  jail,  and  shall  not  be  discharged 
therefrom  until  he  has  paid  the  same  and  the  costs  of  com- 
mitment, or  until  he  has  been  imprisoned  thirty  days. 

A  claimant  whose  claim  is  not  allowed  as  aforesaid,  and  Appeal, 
the  person  complained  against,  shall  each  have  the  same 
right  of  appeal  to  the  superior  court  as  if  he  had  been  con- 
victed of  crime;  but  before  his  appeal  is  allowed  he  shall 
recognize  to  the  commonwealth  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  prosecute  his 
appeal  to  the  superior  court  and  to  abide  the  sentence  of 
the  court  thereon.  Upon  such  appeal,  any  question  of  fact 
shall  be  tried  by  a  jury.  On  the  judgment  of  the  court  after 
verdict,  whether  a  forfeiture  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  cigarettes,  container  or  containers,  vehicle,  and  the 
records  seized,  or  otherwise,  similar  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  are  directed  in  sections  fifty  to  fifty-five,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

Section  9.     Sums  due  to  the  commonwealth  under  this  Commis- 
chapter  may  be  recovered  by  the  attorney  general  in  an  fo°conlct°'*^^'^ 
action   brought   in  the   name   of  the   commissioner.     The  ^"™^  '^"®- 
commissioner  shall   have  the   same   powers  and  remedies 
with  respect  to  the  collection  of  said  sums  as  he  has  with 
respect  to  the  collection  of  income  taxes  under  chapter 
sixty-two.    Sums  overdue  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  when  due  to  the  date 
of   payment.     The   commissioner   may  require   a  licensee  Surety  bond 
under  section  two  to  furnish  a  surety  company  bond  with  ^q^red. 
a  surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  common- 
wealth as  surety,  in  such  amount  as  he  may  fix,  conditioned 
upon  the  payment  of  the  excise  provided  by  this  chapter. 

Section  10.    No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  a  ma-  vending 
chine  for  vending  cigarettes  for  a  period  in  excess  of  seventy-  disci'oT 
two  hours  unless  there  shall  be  attached  to  the  same  a  disc  ™^''^®''5 
or  marker  as  provided  by  section  two;   provided,  that  this  "^^"""^^  ' 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  machine  while  not  con- 
taining cigarettes  and  in  the  possession  of  a  manufacturer 
of,  or  dealer  in,  such  machines  or  a  licensed  vending  machine 
operator.    If  any  person  has  in  his  possession  a  vending  ma- 
chine, containing  cigarettes,  not  properly  licensed,  the  com- 
missioner may  cause  such  vending  machine  to  be  sealed  until 
properly  licensed  and  such  person  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalty  as  a  retailer  selling  cigarettes  without  being 
licensed  so  to  do.    Any  person  who  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale 
or  possess  with  intent  to  sell  any  cigarettes,  or  otherwise  act 
as  a  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  vending  machine  operator. 
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transportation  company  or  retailer,  without  being  licensed 
so  to  do  under  section  two,  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalty  provided  by  this  chapter,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
Penalty.  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.     Any  person  who  shall  act  as 

an  unclassified  acquirer  without  being  licensed  as  provided 
by  section  two  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.    Any  person 
who  shall  knowingly  purchase  or  possess  any  cigarettes  not 
manufactured,  purchased  or  imported  by  a  licensed  manu- 
facturer, hcensed  wholesaler,  licensed  vending  machine  op- 
erator, licensed  unclassified  acquirer  or  hcensed  transporta- 
tion company,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.    Any  person  who 
shall  knowingly  have  in  his  possession  a  shipping  case  or 
other  container  of  cigarettes,  containing  cigarettes  and  not 
bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  receiving  the 
cigarettes  from  a  manufacturer  or  such  other  markings  as 
the  commissioner  may  prescribe,  and  any  person  knowingly 
being  in  possession   within  the  commonwealth   of  such  a 
shipping  case  or  other  container  of  cigarettes  from  which 
such  name  and  address  has  been  erased  or  defaced,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars.    No  person,  either  as  principal  or 
agent,  shall  sell  or  solicit  orders  for  cigarettes  to  be  shipped, 
mailed  or  otherwise  sent  or  brought  into  the  commonwealth 
to  any  person  not  a  licensed  manufacturer,  licensed  whole- 
saler, licensed  vending  machine  operator,  hcensed  unclassi- 
fied acquirer  or  licensed  transportation  company,  unless  the 
same  is  to  be  sold  to  or  through  a  licensed  wholesaler.    Any 
person  who  shall  sell  a  cigarette  to  a  person  under  eighteen 
or,  not  being  his  parent  or  guardian,  give  a  cigarette  or  snuff 
or  tobacco  in  any  form  to  any  person  under  eighteen,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.    Any 
operator  of  a  vending  machine  for  the  sale  of  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  and  any  owner  or  tenant  of  a  location  where  a  vend- 
ing machine  is  located  who  shall  permit  any  person  under 
eighteen  to  use  such  machines,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.    Each  vending  machine  con- 
taining cigarettes  or  tobacco  shall  have  attached  on  the  front 
of  it  a  notice  to  be  furnished  by  the  commissioner  reading 
"Persons  under  eighteen  are  prohibited  from  using  this  ma- 
chine", and  any  person  owning  or  operating  a  vending  ma- 
chine who  fails  to  display  such  a  notice  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.    Each  violation  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
Any  person  who  files  any  false  return,  affidavit,  or  state- 
ment, or  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  chapter  for  which 
no  other  penalty  has  been  provided,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.    The  state  police 
and  all  local  pohce  authorities  shall  have  the  authority  to 
enforce,  and  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  commissioner  or 
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his  duly  authorized  agent,  enforce,  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Section  11.  Each  retailer  shall  keep  within  the  common-  Records, 
wealth  complete  and  accurate  records  of  all  cigarettes  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired.  Such  records  shall  consist  of 
written  statements  to  be  deUvered  by  each  wholesaler  as 
provided  by  section  five.  Every  owner  of,  or  tenant  occu- 
pying, premises  where  a  vending  machine  is  located  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  cigarettes  sold  through  the  vending  ma- 
chine so  located  on  his  premises  and  the  amount  of  commis- 
sion paid  by  the  person  operating  the  cigarette  vending 
machine.  Such  records  shall  consist  of  written  statements 
to  be  given  by  each  person  operating  vending  machines  for 
the  sale  of  cigarettes  as  provided  by  section  five.  Such  rec- 
ords shall  be  safely  preserved  for  a  period  of  three  years  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  insure  permanency  and  accessibility  for 
inspection  by  the  commissioner  or  his  authorized  representa- 
tive. The  commissioner  may  require  any  retailer  or  any 
owner  or  tenant  occupying  premises  where  a  vending  ma- 
chine for  the  sale  of  cigarettes  has  been  installed  to  make 
reports  as  often  as  the  commissioner  deems  necessary  to  en- 
able him  to  determine  whether  the  excise  imposed  by  this 
chapter  has  been  fully  paid.  The  commissioner  and  his  au- 
thorized representatives  may  examine  the  books,  papers  and 
records  of  any  retailer  in  the  commonwealth,  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  whether  the  excise  imposed  by  this  chapter 
has  been  fully  paid,  and  may  investigate,  examine  and  search 
any  premises  where  cigarettes  are  possessed,  stored  or  sold 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  are  being  obe3^ed. 

Section  12.    No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  cigarettes  saie  of  ciga- 
as  "loss-leaders"  with  intent  to  injure  competitors  or  to  ^fc^^i^ders" 
destroy  competition,  and  the  commissioner  shall  enforce  sec-  prohibited 
tions  thirteen  to  twenty-one,  inclusive,  in  order  to  prohibit  tain  conditions, 
such  sales  and  stabilize  and  increase  collections  under  this 
chapter. 

Section  13.  (a)  The  term  "cost  to  the  retailer"  shall  Definitions, 
mean  the  invoice  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  retailer,  or  the 
replacement  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  retailer  within 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  in  the  quantity  last 
purchased,  whichever  is  lower,  less  all  trade  discounts  except 
customary  discounts  for  cash;  to  which  shall  be  added  the 
cost  of  doing  business  by  said  retailer  as  evidenced  by  the 
standards  and  the  methods  of  accounting  regularly  employed 
by  him  in  his  allocation  of  overhead  costs  and  expenses,  paid 
or  incurred,  and  must  include,  without  limitation,  labor  (in- 
cluding salaries  of  executives  and  officers),  rent,  deprecia- 
tion, selling  costs,  maintenance  of  equipment,  delivery  costs, 
all  types  of  licenses,  taxes,  insurance  and  advertising. 

(b)  In  the  absence  of  proof  of  a  lesser  or  higher  cost  of 
doing  business  by  the  retailer  making  the  sale,  the  cost  of 
doing  business  by  the  retailer  shall  be  presumed  to  be  six 
per  centum  of  the  invoice  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  re- 
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taller,  or  of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the 
retailer  within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  in  the 
quantity  last  purchased,  whichever  is  lower,  less  all  trade 
discounts  except  customary  discounts  for  cash. 

(c)  The  term  "cost  to  the  wholesaler"  shall  mean  the  in- 
voice cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  wholesaler,  or  the  replace- 
ment cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  wholesaler  within  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  in  the  quantity  last  pur- 
chased, whichever  is  lower,  less  all  trade  discounts  except 
customary  discounts  for  cash;  to  which  shall  be  added  a 
wholesaler's  mark-up  to  cover  in  part  the  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness, which  wholesaler's  mark-up,  in  the  absence  of  proof 
of  a  lesser  or  higher  cost  of  doing  business  by  the  said  whole- 
saler as  evidenced  by  the  standards  and  methods  of  account- 
ing regularly  employed  by  him  in  his  allocation  of  overhead 
cost  and  expenses,  paid  or  incurred,  including  without  limi- 
tation, labor,  salaries  of  executives  and  officers,  rent,  depre- 
ciation, selling  costs,  maintenance  of  equipment,  delivery, 
delivery  costs,  all  types  of  licenses,  taxes,  insurance  and 
advertising,  shall  be  two  per  centum  of  said  invoice  cost  of 
the  cigarettes  to  the  wholesaler  plus  cartage  to  the  retail 
outlet  if  performed  or  paid  for  by  the  wholesaler,  which 
cartage  cost  shall  be  deemed  to  be  three  fourths  of  one  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  wholesaler,  unless 
said  wholesaler  claims  and  proves  a  lower  cartage  cost,  or 
of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  wholesaler 
within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  in  the  quantity 
last  purchased,  whichever  is  lower,  less  all  trade  discounts 
except  customary  discounts  for  cash. 

(d)  In  the  absence  of  proof  of  a  lesser  or  higher  cost  of 
doing  business,  the  cost  of  doing  business  to  the  retailer,  who 
received  in  connection  with  the  retailer's  purchase  not  only 
the  discounts  ordinarily  allowed  upon  purchases  by  a  re- 
tailer but  also  in  whole  or  in  part  the  discounts  ordinarily 
allowed  upon  purchases  by  a  wholesaler,  shall  be  presumed 
to  be  six  per  centum  of  both  the  invoice  cost  of  the  ciga- 
rettes to  such  retailer  or  the  replacement  cost  of  the  ciga- 
rettes to  such  retailer  within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  sale,  in  the  quantity  last  purchased,  whichever  is  lower, 
less  all  trade  discounts  except  customary  discounts  for  cash 
and  "wholesaler  mark-up". 

(e)  In  all  advertisements,  offers  for  sale  or  sales  involving 
two  or  more  items  at  a  combined  price,  and  in  all  advertise- 
ments, offers  for  sale  or  sales  involving  the  giving  of  any 
concession  of  any  kind  whatsoever  (whether  it  be  coupons 
or  otherwise),  the  retailer's  or  wholesaler's  selling  price  shall 
not  be  below  the  "cost  to  the  retailer"  or  the  "cost  to  the 
wholesaler",  respectively,  of  all  articles,  products,  commod- 
ities and  concessions  included  in  such  transactions. 

(/)  The  terms  "sell  at  retail",  "sales  at  retail"  and  "re- 
tail sales"  shall  mean  and  include  any  transfer  of  title  to 
tangible  personal  property  for  a  valu  able  consideration  made, 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  or  usual  prosecution  of  the 
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seller's  business,  to  the  purchaser  for  consumption  or  use. 
The  terms  "sell  at  wholesale",  "sales  at  wholesale"  and 
"wholesale  sales"  shall  mean  and  include  any  such  transfer 
of  title  to  tangible  personal  property  for  the  purpose  of 
resale. 

(g)  The  wholesaler,  vending  machine  operator,  transporta- 
tion company  or  unclassified  acquirer  who  purchases  ciga- 
rettes directly  from  a  manufacturer  or  from  a  wholesaler  or 
unlicensed  person,  for  sale  at  retail  in  determining  "cost  to 
the  retailer"  pursuant  to  subdivision  (a)  of  this  section  shall 
add  the  "wholesaler's  mark-up"  to  the  invoice  cost  of  the 
cigarettes  to  said  retailer,  or  the  replacement  cost  of  the 
cigarettes  to  said  retailer  within  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  sale,  in  the  quantity  last  purchased,  whichever  is 
lower,  less  all  trade  discounts  except  customary  discounts 
for  cash,  before  adding  the  "retailer's  cost  of  doing  business". 

Section  14-    (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  retailer,  with  offering  to 
intent  to  injure  competitors,  destroy  substantially  or  lessen  ofciglrlttM 
competition,  to  advertise,  offer  to  sell  or  sell  at  retail  ciga-  I'^jip"^/*^' 
rettes  at  less  than  cost  to  the  retailer,  or  for  any  wholesaler,  wholesaler 
with  intent  to  injure  competitors,  destroy  substantially  or  costTo  Wn" 
lessen  competition,  to  advertise,  offer  to  sell  or  sell  at  whole-  ""'awful. 
sale  cigarettes  at  less  than  cost  to  the  wholesaler.    Any  such 
retailer  or  wholesaler  violating  this  subsection  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

(h)  Evidence  of  advertisement  offering  to  sell,  or  sale,  of  Pr'^a  f^^'^ 
cigarettes  by  any  retailer  or  wholesaler  at  less  than  cost  to 
him,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  intent  to  injure  com- 
petitors, destroy  substantially  or  lessen  competition. 

Section  15.  The  provisions  of  sections  thirteen  to  twenty-  Notappu- 
one,  inclusive,  shall  not  apply  to  sales  at  retail  or  sales  at  pertajn^eases 
wholesale  made :  —  (a)  in  an  isolated  transaction  and  not  in 
the  usual  course  of  business;  (6)  where  cigarettes  are  ad- 
vertised, offered  for  sale  or  sold  in  bona  fide  clearance  sales 
for  the  purpose  of  discontinuing  trade  in  such  cigarettes  and 
said  advertising,  offer  to  sell  or  sale  shall  state  the  reason 
therefor  and  the  quantity  of  such  cigarettes  advertised, 
offered  for  sale  or  to  be  sold;  (c)  where  cigarettes  are  adver- 
tised, offered  for  sale  or  sold  as  unperfect  or  damaged  and 
said  advertising,  offer  to  sell  or  sale  shall  state  the  reason 
therefor  and  the  quantity  of  such  cigarettes  advertised, 
offered  for  sale  or  to  be  sold;  {d)  where  cigarettes  are  sold 
upon  the  complete  final  hquidation  of  a  business;  (e)  where 
cigarettes  are  advertised,  offered  for  sale  or  sold  by  any 
fiduciary  or  other  officer  acting  under  the  order  or  direction 
of  any  court. 

Section  16.     Any  retailer  or  wholesaler  may  advertise.  Advertising, 
offer  to  sell  or  sell  cigarettes  at  a  price  made  in  good  faith  se^f "^sa^ie 
to  meet  the  prices  of  a  competitor  who  is  selling  the  same  °[  *^r^icg^^^e 
article  at  cost  to  him  as  a  wholesaler  or  retailer.    The  prices  to  meet  price 
of  cigarettes  advertised,  offered  for  sale  or  sold  under  the  petHor!"etc. 
exemptions  specified  in  section  fifteen  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered the  price  of  a  competitor  and  used  as  a  basis  for  estab- 
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lishing  prices  below  cost,  nor  shall  prices  established  at 
bankrupt  sales  be  considered  as  prices  of  a  competitor 
within  the  purview  of  the  first  sentence  of  this  section. 

Section  17.  Any  contract,  express  or  implied,  made  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  sections  thirteen  to  twenty-one,  inclusive,  is  de- 
clared to  be  an  illegal  and  void  contract  and  no  recovery 
thereon  shall  be  had. 

Section  18.  In  determining  cost  to  the  retailer  and  cost 
to  the  wholesaler,  the  court  shall  receive  and  consider,  as 
bearing  on  the  bona  fides  of  such  cost,  evidence  tending  to 
show  that  any  person  complained  against  under  any  provi- 
sion of  sections  thirteen  to  twenty-one,  inclusive,  purchased 
cigarettes  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  which  complaint  is 
made  at  a  fictitious  price  or  upon  terms  or  in  such  a  manner 
or  under  such  invoices  as  to  conceal  the  true  cost,  discounts 
or  terms  of  purchase,  and  shall  also  receive  and  consider,  as 
bearing  on  the  bona  fides  of  such  cost,  evidence  of  the  normal, 
customary  and  prevailing  terms  and  discounts  in  connection 
with  other  sales  of  a  similar  nature. 

Section  19.  In  establishing  the  cost  of  cigarettes  to  the 
retailer  or  wholesaler,  the  invoice  cost  of  said  cigarettes  pur- 
chased at  a  forced,  bankrupt,  closeout  sale  or  other  sale 
outside  of  the  ordinary  channels  of  trade  may  not  be  used 
as  a  basis  for  justifying  a  price  lower  than  one  based  upon 
the  replacement  cost  of  the  cigarettes  to  the  retailer  or  whole- 
saler within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  in  the 
quantity  last  purchased  through  the  ordinary  channels  of 
trade. 

Section  20.  Where  the  particular  trade,  of  which  the  per- 
son complained  against  is  a  member,  has  an  established  cost 
survey  for  the  trading  area  in  which  the  ofTense  is  commit- 
ted, said  cost  survey  shall  be  deemed  competent  evidence 
to  be  used  in  proving  the  cost  to  the  person  complained 
against  within  the  provisions  of  sections  thirteen  to  twenty- 
one,  inclusive. 

Section  21.  Any  individual  who  as  a  director,  officer, 
partner,  member,  or  agent  of  any  person  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  chapter  assists  or  aids,  directly  or  indirectly, 
in  such  violation  shall,  equally  with  the  person  for  whom  he 
acts,  be  responsible  therefor  and  subject  to  the  punishment 
and  penalties  specified  in  section  ten  and  in  subsection  (o)  of  * 
section  fourteen. 

Section  22.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  action  of  the 
commissioner  or  his  authorized  representatives  under  this 
chapter  for  which  an  appeal  is  not  provided  in  section  seven 
may,  within  ten  days  after  written  notice  of  such  action  is 
delivered  or  mailed  to  him,  apply  to  the  commissioner  in 
writing  for  a  hearing,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  such 
hearing  should  be  granted  and  the  manner  of  relief  sought. 
The  commissioner  shall  consider  each  such  application  and 
may  grant  or  deny  the  hearing  requested.  If  the  hearing 
be  denied,  the  applicant  shall  be  notified  in  writing  thereof; 
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if  it  be  granted,  the  commissioner  shall  in  writing  notify 
the  applicant  of  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  such  hearing. 
After  such  hearing,  the  commissioner  shall  notify  the  appli- 
cant of  his  decision.  The  commissioner  may,  by  notice  in 
writing,  at  any  time,  order  a  hearing  on  his  own  initiative. 

Section  23.    The  commissioner  and  any  representative  of  or°^^^n?|! 
the  commissioner  duly  authorized  to  conduct  any  inquiry,  tive  may 
investigation  or  hearing  under  this  chapter  shall  have  power  oaXa"^  ^^" 
to  administer  oaths  and  take  testimony  under  oath  relative 
to  the  matter  of  inquiry  or  investigation.     At  any  hearing 
ordered  by  the  commissioner,  the  commissioner  or  his  repre- 
sentative authorized  to  conduct  such  hearing  may  subpoena  subpoena  of 
witnesses  and  require  the  production  of  books,  papers,  and  ^  "«^^«^- 
documents  pertinent  to  such  inquiry.     No  witness  under 
subpoena  authorized  to  be  issued  by  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  or  producing  books 
or  papers  on  the  ground  that  such  testimony  or  the  produc- 
tion of  such  books  or  other  documentary  evidence  would 
tend  to  incriminate  him,  but  such  evidence  or  the  books  or 
papers  so  produced  shall  not  be  used  in  any  criminal  pro- 
ceeding against  him  arising  out  of  any  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision of  this  chapter.     If  any  person  shall  disobey  such 
process  or,  having  appeared  in  obedience  thereto,  shall  refuse 
to  answer  any  pertinent  question  put  to  him  by  the  com- 
missioner or  his  authorized  agent  or  to  produce  any  books 
and  papers  pursuant  thereto,  the  commissioner  or  such  rep- 
resentative may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the  county

wealth, to  be  paid  on  vouchers  of  the  commissioner  or  to 
be  paid  without  appropriation  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  chapter,  on  vouchers  approved  by 
the  commissioner. 

Section  2Jj..    Any  person  aggrieved  because  of  a  decision  Appeal, 
of  the  commissioner  under  section  twenty-two  may  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  appellate  tax  board  within  ten  days  after 
written  notice  of  the  decision  has  been  mailed  or  dehvered 
to  him.    The  appellant  shall  at  the  time  of  taking  an  appeal 
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file  with  said  board  a  surety  company  bond  running  to  the 
commonwealth,  with  a  surety  company  authorized  to  do 
business  in  the  commonwealth  as  surety,  in  such  sum  as 
said  board  shall  fix,  conditioned  to  prosecute  the  appeal  to 
effect  and  to  comply  with  the  orders  and  decrees  of  said 
board  in  the  premises.  Such  appeals  shall  be  preferred  cases 
to  be  heard,  unless  cause  appears  to  the  contrary,  in  priority 
to  other  cases.  During  the  pendency  of  any  such  appeal 
the  decision  of  the  commissioner  so  appealed  from  shall, 
unless  otliorwise  ordered  by  said  board,  be  inoperative. 
Said  board  may  grant  such  relief  as  may  be  equitable  and 
may  certify  to  the  comptroller  the  amount  of  such  rehef,  and 
the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  aggrieved  taxpayer  such 
amount,  without  any  appropriation  therefor  by  the  general 
court,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this 
chapter.  If  the  appeal  shall  have  been  taken  without  prob- 
able cause,  the  board  may  tax  double  or  triple  costs,  as  the 
case  shall  demand;  and,  upon  all  such  appeals  which  may 
be  denied,  costs  may  be  taxed  against  the  appellant  at  the 
discretion  of  the  board;  provided,  that  no  costs  shall  be 
taxed  against  the  commonwealth. 

Section  25.  The  administration  of  this  chapter  is  vested 
in  the  commissioner.  All  forms  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  enforcement  of  this  chapter  shall  be  prescribed  and  fur- 
nished by  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  may  pre- 
scribe regulations  and  rulings,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  which  regu- 
lations and  rulings,  when  reasonably  designed  to  carry  out 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  its  proper  interpretation. 

Section  26.  At  the  request  of  the  commissioner,  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety  may  appoint  employees  of  the 
department  of  corporations  and  taxation  as  special  police 
officers,  each  to  serve  subject  to  removal  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  safety.  Such  police  oflacers  shall  report  to 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety  as  to  their  official  acts  at 
such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  require.  They 
shall  serve  without  pay,  except  their  regular  compensation 
as  employees  of  the  department  of  corporations  and  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  have  and  exercise  throughout  the  common- 
wealth powers  of  state  police  officers  to  serve  warrants  and 
other  criminal  processes  and  to  arrest  and  detain  any  per- 
son violating  any  provision  of  this  chapter. 

Section  27.  If  any  provision  or  provisions  of  this  chapter 
is  or  are  declared  unconstitutional  or  inoperative  by  a  final 
judgment,  order  or  decree  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  of  the  commonwealth, 
the  remaining  parts  of  said  chapter  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby. 

Section  2.  Every  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  vending  ma- 
chine operator  and  unclassified  acquirer  who  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  has  on  hand  for  sale  any  cigarettes  shall 
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file  a  complete  inventory  thereof  within  twenty  days  there- 
after, and  shall' pay  to  the  conmissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation  at  the  time  of  filing  such  inventor^'  a  tax  with 
respect  thereto  computed  at  the  rate  of  one  half  of  one 
mill  per  cigarette  on  all  cigarettes  upon  which  an  excise  of 
only  one  mill  has  been  previously  paid.  All  provisions  of 
chapter  sixty-four  C  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  the 
collection,  verification  and  administration  of  the  tax  there 
imposed  shall,  in  so  far  as  pertinent,  be  applicable  to  the  tax 
imposed  b}-  this  section. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  first,  nine-  Effective  date. 
teen  hundred  and  forty-five.  All  provisions  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  as  extended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  necessary 
for  the  administration,  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes 
imposed  by  said  chapter  shall  continue  in  effect  so  long  as 
may  be  required  for  the  accomplishment  thereof.

THE   commonwealth  A  SEPARATE   FUND  TO   BE   KNOWN  AS  ^' 

THE    INLAND    FISHERIES   AND    GAME    FUND. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  defeat  ^^l'^^^^^ 
one  of  the  principal  purposes  thereof,  which  is  to  require  ^'^*""" 
certain  action  to  be  taken  on  July  first  in  the  current  year, 
therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  o.  l.  (Ter. 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  section  two  of  chapter  five  ^ew'^^H;^ 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  added. 
and  forty-one,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
three    the    following    section :  — •  Section  3 A .      Moneys    re-  Dispoeition 
ceived  by  the  commonwealth  from  license  fees,  fines,  permit  f'eesrfinls.  etc. 
fees  and  from  any  and  all  sources  pertaining  to  inland  fishing 
and  hunting  and  sums  received  by  the  commonwealth  from 
the  federal  government  as  reimbursement  on  account  of 
activities  of  the  division  of  wild  life  research  and  manage- 
ment shall  be  credited  on  the  books  of  the  commonwealth 
to  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  inland  fisheries  and  game  fund. 
All  unexpended  balances  remaining  in  said  fund  at  the  end 
of  each  fiscal  3'ear  shall  be  appropriated  only  for  the  purposes 
of  developing,  maintaining,  managing,  operating  and  ad- 
ministering the  division  of  fisheries  and  game.     Said  fund, 
subject  to  appropriation,  shall  be  used  only  as  follows:  — 
(1)  For  the  payment  of  general  office  administrative  ex- 
penses of  the  division  of  fisheries  and  game  and  of  the  divi- 
sion of  wild  life  research  and  management. 
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(2)  For  acquiring,  maintaining  or  leasing  public  fishing 
rights  on  lands  on  inland  streams  and  pJbnds,  including 
stream  management  and  the  creation  of  new  ponds. 

(3)  For  acquiring,  maintaining  or  leasing  pubUc  hunting 
rights  on  lands  within  the  commonwealth.

AFFLICTED    WITH    CERTAIN    COMMUNICABLE    DISEASES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section 
121.  An  inmate  of  a  public  charitable  institution  or  a  pris- 
oner in  a  penal  institution  who  is  afflicted  with  syphilis, 
gonorrhoea  or  pulmonary  tuberculosis  shall  be  forthwith 
placed  under  medical  treatment,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  attending  physician,  it  is  necessary,  he  shall  be  isolated 
until  danger  of  contagion  is  passed  or  the  physician  deter- 
mines his  isolation  unnecessary.  If  at  the  expiration  of  a 
prisoner's  sentence  he  is  afflicted  with  syphilis,  gonorrhoea 
or  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  its  contagious  or  infectious 
stages,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician  of  the 
institution  or  of  such  physician  as  the  authorities  thereof 
may  consult,  his  release  would  be  dangerous  to  public  health, 
he  shall  be  placed  under  medical  treatment  in  the  institution 
where  he  has  been  confined.  Thereupon  the  authorities  of 
such  institution  shall  notify  the  department  of  public  wel- 
fare of  his  condition  and  said  department  shall  provide  for 
his  hospitalization  and  medical  care  at  an  institution  until, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician  of  the  institution 
wherein  he  is  being  treated,  the  symptoms  have  disappeared 
and  his  release  will  not  endanger  the  public  health.  Notice 
of  a  prisoner's  release  hereunder  to  the  department  of  public 
welfare  shall  be  made  to  the  department  of  public  health. 
The  expense  of  his  support,  not  exceeding  three  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  a  week,  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  where  he  has  a 
settlement,  after  notice  of  the  expiration  of  his  sentence  and 
of  his  condition  to  the  board  of  public  welfare  thereof,  or, 
if  he  is  a  state  charge,  by  the  commonwealth  after  like 
notice  to  the  department  of  public  welfare.

northerly  by  a  new  line  across  land  of  the  town  of  Water- 
town,  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  to  point  of  beginning. 
The  area  enclosed  by  the  above  description  comprises  about 
forty-four  thousand  square  feet  of  land  owned  by  the  town 
of  Watertown,  which  is  shown  in  red  on  a  print  of  the 
assessors  plans,  section  one,  block  seven. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  a  majority  of  the  town  meeting  members  of  the 
town  of  Watertown  present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  meeting 
legally  called  for  the  purpose.  Approved  July  9,  1945. 
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An  Act  establishing  the  basis  of  apportionment  of 
state  and  count y  taxes. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  amount  of  property  and  the  proportion  of  every 
thousand  dollars  of  state  tax  for  each  city  and  town  in  the 
several  counties  of  the  commonwealth,  as  contained  in  the 
following  schedule,  are  hereby  established,  and  shall  consti- 
tute a  basis  of  apportionment  for  state  and  county  taxes

Said  land  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  but 
the  commonwealth  shall  reimburse  the  towns  in  which  said 
land  is  located  for  the  resulting  loss  of  taxable  valuation  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  provided  in 
sections  thirteen  to  seventeen,  inclusive,  of  chapter  fifty- 
eight  of  the  General  Laws.

The  county  commissioners  of  the  counties  hereinafter 
specified  are  herebj^  authorized  to  expend  for  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-five  the  sums  set  forth  for  the  care, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  the  county  tuberculosis  hospitals 
within  their  respective  counties,  and  to  assess  the  same  in 
the  manner  set  forth  in  section  eighty-five  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eleven  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended.

controversy  has  arisen  and  is  specifically  set  forth  in  the

Each  such  person  not  required  to  file  a  return  by  any 
provision  of  law  other  than  this  section  shall  annually,  on 
or  before  such  date  as  the  department  fi.xes,  make  to  the 
department,  in  a  form  prescribed  by  it,  a  return  for  the  year 
ending  on  December  thirty-first  next  preceding.  The  form 
shall  correspond  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  those  established  by 
the  interstate  commerce  commission  for  this  type  of  com- 
mon carrier  and  shall  provide  for  the  proper  certification 
of  the  accuracy  thereof.  Each  such  person  shall  at  all 
times,  upon  request,  furnish  any  information  required  by 
the  department  or  its  duly  authorized  employees  relative  to 
the  condition,  management  and  operation  of  such  person 
as  a  common  carrier,  and  shall  comply  with  all  lawful  orders 
of  the  department.  Every  such  common  carrier  neglecting 
to  make  such  annual  return  within  the  time  prescribed  as 
aforesaid,  or  to  amend  said  return  within  fifteen  days  of  the 
date  of  any  notice  to  do  so,  or  neglecting  to  furnish  any 
information  lawfully  required  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  five 
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dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  neglect  continues; 
and  if  such  person  unreasonably  refuses  or  neglects  to  make 
said  return  or  amendment  he  shall  forfeit  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  section 
shall  be  a  cause  for  revocation  or  suspension  of  a  certificate 
under  section  seven.

For  the  purpose  of  the  collection  and  laboratory  examina- 
tion of  milk  samples  to  eliminate  mastitis,  in  the  conduct  of 
such  work,  a  fee  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
sample  tested  may  be  charged.

and  take  its  entire  supply  from  said  district  and  the  com- 
mission may  agree  to  acquire  such  water  supply  works  of 
such  town,  including  lands  owned  by  the  town,  as  may  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commission  be  of  value  for  the  purposes 
of  the  metropolitan  water  district,  metropolitan  sewerage 
districts,  metropolitan  parks  districts,  or  any  of  them.  In 
case  any  property  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  is

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to 
defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  eliminate  at  once  an  existing 
highway  traffic  hazard,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  safety. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  department  of  public  works  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  reconstruct  that  portion  of  route  nine  in  the  town 
of  Hadley,  adjacent  to  Flaherty's  underpass,  so-called,  and 
to  do  such  other  work,  including  the  straightening  and  re- 
locating of  the  way,  as  will  eliminate  such  underpass  and 
tend  to  reduce  the  traffic  hazard  now  existing  at  such  place.

Emergency 
preamble. 


Whereas,  Because  numerous  citizens  of  the  commonwealth 
are  absent  by  reason  of  service  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  and  will  be  unable  to  make  Massachusetts 
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income  tax  returns  or  payments  thereon  within  the  periods 
now  established  by  law,  it  is  necessary  that  the  remedial 
legislation  provided  by  this  act  immediately  go  into  opera- 
tion, therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provisions  of  ^Ifng  certain 
general  or  special  law,  no  person  in  the  miUtary  or  naval  income  tax 
forces  of  the  United  States  who  is  serving  outside  the  con-  elSlhed. 
tinental  United  States  or  on  sea  duty  shall  be  required  to  file 
any  income  tax  return  or  to  pay  any  income  tax  until  the 
fifteenth  day  of  the  sixth  month  after  such  service  or  duty 
ceases,  or  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  eighth  month  follow- 
ing the  month  in  which  the  present  war  is  terminated,  as 
proclaimed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  or  as  other- 
wise determined,  whichever  day  is  earlier;  provided,  that 
suspension,  transfer  or  discharge  from  such  service  or  duty 
for  a  period  of  less  than  four  months  shall  not  be  deemed  an 
interruption  or  cessation  of  such  service  or  duty  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act;  and  provided,  further,  that  if  such 
person  dies  or  becomes  incompetent  and  an  executor  of  his 
will  or  an  administrator,  conservator  or  guardian  of  his 
estate  is  appointed,  such  return  shall  be  filed  and  such  tax 
paid  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  third  month  after  the  month 
in  which  any  such  executor,  administrator,  conservator  or 
guardian  is  appointed. 

Section  2.  Nothing  herein  provided  shall  be  construed 
as  a  restriction  of  the  right  or  discretion  of  the  commissioner 
of  corporations  and  taxation  to  abate  or  adjust  the  tax  lia- 
bility and  interest  thereon  of  any  person  as  provided  by  law.

Chap.591  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  the  town  of 

HINGHAM    TO    THE    SOUTH    METROPOLITAN    SEWERAGE    DIS- 
TRICT FOR  THE  BENEFIT  OF  A  PART  OF  THE  TOWN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  territory  comprising  the  north  sewer  dis- 
trict of  the  town  of  Hingham  as  described  in  section  two  is 
hereby  added  to  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  district  re- 
ferred to  in  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
the  town  of  Hingham,  for  the  benefit  of  the  north  sewer  dis- 
trict thereof,  is  hereby  admitted  to  the  south  metropolitan 
sewerage  system.  In  becoming  a  part  of  the  south  metro- 
politan sewerage  system  the  town  of  Hingham  shall  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended,  relative  to  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  sys- 
tem and  shall  be  subject  to  those  provisions  except  as  other- 
wise provided  herein.  Any  general  authority  granted  to  other 
municipalities  by  chapter  ninety- two  shall  also  be  vested  in 
the  town  of  Hingham  in  common  with  such  other  munici- 
palities but  limited  in  application  to  the  territory  compris- 
ing the  Hingham  north  sewer  district. 
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Section  2.  The  north  sewer  district  of  the  town  of  Hing- 
ham  shall  consist  of  all  that  part  of  the  town  which  is  situ- 
ated westerly  of  Hingham  harbor  and  northerly  of  a  line 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Wey- 
mouth Back  river,  the  United  States  Naval  reservation  and 
Lincoln  street;  thence  running  easterly,  southeasterly,  south- 
erly and  easterly  along  the  northerly  and  northeasterly  and 
easterly  boundary  of  said  United  States  Naval  reservation 
(which  in  large  part  is  coincident  with  or  near  to  the  south- 
erly line  of  Beal  street  and  part  of  West  street  and  in  other 
part  divides  the  reservation  from  private  property)  to  Fort 
Hill  street  at  the  northeasterly  corner  of  the  reservation 
near  the  entrance  thereto  on  Fort  Hill  street;  thence  on  a 
straight  hne  crossing  Fort  Hill  street  and  running  southeast- 
erly to  the  westerly  end  of  the  southerly  line  of  Lewis  court; 
thence  easterly  on  the  southerly  line  of  Lewis  court  to  Hersey 
street;  thence  crossing  Hersey  street  and  running  northerly 
on  the  easterly  line  of  Hersey  street  to  Ehn  street;  thence 
running  on  the  easterly  line  of  Elm  street  to  its  junction  with 
Emerald  street;  thence  running  easterly  on  the  southerly 
line  of  Emerald  street  to  its  junction  with  Central  street; 
thence  running  southerly  on  the  westerly  line  of  Central 
street  to  Weston  road;  thence  crossing  Central  street  and 
running  northeasterly  and  easterly  on  the  southeasterly  line 
of  Weston  road  and  on  the  southerly  line  of  Bradford  road 
to  the  end  of  Bradford  road;  thence  northeasterly  on  a 
straight  line  through  private  property  to  the  intersection  of 
Main  and  Water  streets;  thence  nmning  northerly  on  the 
easterly  line  of  Water  street  to  Green  street;  thence  run- 
ning easterly  on  the  southerly  line  of  Green  street  and  El- 
dridge  court,  to  the  end  of  Eldridge  court;  thence  on  a 
straight  line  northeasterly  to  the  intersection  of  the  south- 
westerly line  of  Chief  Justice  Gushing  way  with  the  north- 
erly line  of  property  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company; 
thence  running  northwesterly  on  the  southwesterly  line  of 
Chief  Justice  Gushing  way  through  the  traffic  circle  at  Sum- 
mer street  and  continuing  on  the  same  line  to  Hingham 
harbor;  provided,  that  all  properties  on  this  boundary  line 
other  than  the  United  States  Naval  reservation  shall  to  a 
depth  of  two  hundred  feet  be  included  in  the  Hingham 
north  sewer  district. 

Section  3.  The  metropolitan  district  commission,  in  this 
act  called  the  commission,  shall  provide  an  outlet,  together 
with  a  pump  house  and  pumping  machinery,  at,  or  on  the 
shore  or  upland  near,  the  Hingham-Weymouth  town  line  for 
•  the  sewage  of  the  Hingham  north  sewer  district  and  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  shall  construct  a  trunk  sewer 
from  the  point  of  such  outlet  to  a  point  in  the  trunk  sewer 
of  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  district  in  the  town  of 
Weymouth  to  be  determined  by  the  commission;  provided, 
that  in  lieu  of  such  construction  the  commission  may  for  the 
commonwealth  acquire  from  the  federal  government  the  force 
main  now  extending  from  the  plant  in  Hingham  of  the  Beth- 
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lehem-Hingham  Shipbuilding  Company  to  the  trunk  sewer 
in  Weymouth,  and  in  such  event  may  provide  the  outlet  for 
the  sewage  of  the  Hingham  north  sewer  district,  together 
with  a  pump  house  and  pumping  machinery,  at  such  point 
in  such  force  main  within  the  town  as  the  commission  shall 
deem  advisable. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing,  acquiring, 
maintaining  and  operating  such  additional  trunk  sewer  and 
otherwise  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  commis- 
sion, acting  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  chapter  ninety- 
two  of  the  General  Laws  and  all  provisions  thereof  are  made 
applicable  to  the  additional  construction,  acquisition,  main- 
tenance and  operation  hereby  authorized  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein. 

Section  5.  To  meet  the  expenditures  necessary  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  state  treasurer  shall 
from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  commission  and  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  governor  and  council,  issue  bonds  of 
the  commonwealth  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount 
of  such  bonds  heretofore  authorized  for  the  construction  of 
the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  system.  Such  bonds  shall 
be  issued  as  coupon  or  registered  bonds  for  such  term  of 
years  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  governor  in  accord- 
ance with  section  3  of  Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to 
the  constitution  and  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  state  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council. 

Section  6.  The  town  of  Hingham,  in  addition  to  the 
yearly  payment  of  assessments  under  sections  five  to  eight, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws,  shall 
pay  into  the  state  treasury  for  the  sinking  fund  of  the  south 
metropolitan  district  an  entrance  charge  equal  to  that  pro- 
portion of  the  total  amount  of  said  sinking  fund  as  existing 
on  the  first  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  and  of  all  sinking  fund  bonds  and  serial  bonds  paid  prior 
to  said  date  which  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  north  sewer 
district  of  said  town  for  said  year  shall  bear  to  the  total 
amount  of  the  valuation  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  said  south 
metropolitan  district  as  determined  for  the  apportionment 
of  assessments;  provided  that  no  amount  shall  be  included 
in  the  computation,  in  any  event,  on  account  of  property 
which  is  owned  by  the  United  States.  Such  proportion  shall 
be  determined  by  the  commission  and  shall  be  certified  by 
said  commission  to  the  state  treasurer.  The  state  treasurer 
shall  determine  the  total  amount  of  the  entrance  charge. 
The  entrance  charge  shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  successive 
annual  installments,  the  due  dates  of  which  shall  be  the  date 
in  each  year  following  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  town  on 
which  payments  under  section  five  of  chapter  ninety-two  of 
the  General  Laws  are  due  from  members  of  the  south  met- 
ropolitan sewerage  district.     Provided,  however,  that  prior 
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to  the  date  when  sewage  is  first  discharged  from  the  Hing- 
ham  north  district  sewer  system  into  the  south  metropoHtan 
sewerage  system  no  payment  shall  be  required  from  the  town 
of  Hingham  under  sections  five  to  eight,  inclusive,  of  chap- 
ter ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws,  and  prior  to  such  date 
no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account  of  the  entrance  charge 
which  shall  cause  the  total  of  all  such  entrance  charge  pay- 
ments to  exceed  the  total  sum  theretofore  expended  by  the 
commission  under  section  three  of  this  act.  Any  portion  of 
the  entrance  charge  which,  because  of  the  operation  of  this 
proviso,  remains  unpaid  on  the  date  hereinbefore  specified 
for  the  tenth  and  final  installment  shall  be  paid  by  adding 
one  tenth  of  the  entrance  charge,  or  the  balance  due  if  less 
than  such  one  tenth,  to  each  payment  thereafter  coming  due 
under  section  five  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  The  town  may  contract  with  the  federal  gov- 
ernment or  any  department  or  agency  thereof  to  furnish  a 
connection  with  the  Hingham  north  district  sewer  system 
for  sewage  originating  on  or  collected  on  any  property  of 
the  federal  government  in  or  adjacent  to  the  area  herein 
defined  as  the  north  sewer  district  of  Hingham,  on  such 
terms  as  it  shall  deem  reasonable. 

Section  8.  The  commission  pending  construction  or  pur- 
chase of  a  trunk  sewer  to  connect  the  Hingham  north  dis- 
trict sewer  system  with  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage 
system  may,  for  any  period  not  in  excess  of  five  years  con- 
tract that  such  sewage  shall  be  moved  through  the  force 
main  now  owned  by  the  federal  government,  described  in 
section  three  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  If  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the 
town  it  shall  by  vote  of  its  inhabitants  at  any  town  meeting 
request  that  additional  territory,  accurately  described  in  the 
vote,  be  included  in  the  north  sewer  district  of  the  town  the 
commission  may,  by  its  determination,  cause  such  addition 
to  be  made.  An  entrance  fee  shall  be  computed  for  such 
territory  in  accordance  with  the  substance  of  section  six, 
using  for  the  computation  the  total  amount  of  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  south  metropohtan  sewerage  district  on  the  first 
day  of  April  in  the  year  of  such  determination  and  of  all 
sinking  fund  bonds  and  serial  bonds  paid  prior  to  such  date, 
and  the  respective  taxable  valuations  on  said  date  of  the  ter- 
ritory added  to  the  district  by  such  determination  and  of  all 
the  cities  and  towns  in  said  south  metropolitan  sewerage 
district.  Such  entrance  charge  shall  be  payable  in  ten  equal

The  state  treasurer  shall  annually, 
not  later  than  November  twentieth,  upon  certification  by 
the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  as  herein- 
after provided,  pay  to  each  town  in  which  property  has  been 
taken  for  flood  control  by  the  United  States  pursuant  to 
consent  granted  by  the  commonwealth  under  chapter  two 
hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-nine,  an  amount  determined  by  multiplying  each 
thousand  dollars  of  the  average  assessed  valuation  of  such 
property  for  the  last  three  years  prior  to  acquisition  by  the 
United  States,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  by  the  rate  pro- 
vided for  under  section  fifty-eight  of  chapter  sixty-three. 
Said  commissioner  shall  annually  ascertain  said  valuation 
and  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  each  town,  and  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  state  treasurer  not  later  than  November 
first.

593  An  Act  relative  to  the  collection  by  the  commis- 
sioner OF  INSURANCE  OF  CHARGES  AND  FEES  FOR  THE

DOMESTIC    LIFE    INSURANCE    COMPANIES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fourteen  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  paragraph  inserted  by 
section  one  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraph :  — 

For  the  valuation  of  each  outstanding  group  annuity 
contract  issued  by  a  domestic  company  including  all  annuity 
benefits  evidenced  by  certificates  issued  thereunder,  four 
cents,  and  a  like  sum  for  the  valuation  of  each  annuity  con- 
tract other  than  a  group  annuity  contract. 

Section  2.  The  fee  established  by  section  one  of  this 
act  shall  be  collected  by  the  commissioner  of  insurance  from 
each  domestic  life  insurance  company,  for  his  valuation  of 
each  of  its  outstanding  group  annuity  contracts,  including

Laws,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  §  i,  etc.,' 
out  the  definition  of  "Heavy  duty  platform  trailer",  inserted  ^^^'^  ^ 
by  chapter  thirty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph :  — 

"Heavy  duty  platform  trailer",  a  trailer  other  than  a  semi-  Term  "heavy 
trailer,  especially  constructed  for  transporting  machinery,  i^J^^^f}^^^°^^ 
contractors'  equipment,   or  other  heavy  or  clumsy  units,  defined. 
The  top  surface  of  the  deck  or  platform  of  such  a  vehicle 
shall  not  be  more  than  thirty-six  inches  above  the  surface 
on  which  the  wheels  of  the  vehicle  rest. 

Section  2.     Section  thirty-three  of  said  chapter  ninety  o.  l.  (Ter.

transportation  of  property,  fifty  cents  for  every  hundred 
pounds  of  the  weight  of  the  tractor  and  of  the  weight  of  the 
heaviest  semi-trailer  with  which  such  tractor  is  combined 
and  operated,  plus  the  maximum  carrying  capacity  of  such 
semi-trailer,  and  for  the  registration  of  every  gasoline  driven 
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tractor  which  is  a  part  of  a  semi-trailer  unit  so  used,  fifteen 
cents  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  the  weight  of  such  tractor 
and  of  the  weight  of  the  heaviest  semi-trailer  with  which 
such  tractor  is  combined  and  operated,  plus  the  maximum 
carrying  capacity  of  such  semi-trailer,  but  in  no  event  less 
than  forty  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in 
the  case  of  a  non-gasoHne  driven  tractor  which  is  part  of  a 
semi-trailer  unit,  or  less  than  twelve  dollars  nor  more  than 
ninety  dollars  if  gasoline  driven. 

Section  3.  Subdivision  (6)  of  the  paragraph  of  said 
section  thirty-three  of  said  chapter  ninety  which  was  most 
recently  amended  by  section  four  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  fifty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  sub- 
division (6)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
subdivision :  — 

(6)  For  the  registration  of  every  non-gasoline  driven 
tractor  not  a  part  of  a  semi-trailer  unit,  fifty  cents  for  every 
hundred  pounds  of  the  weight  of  the  tractor  and  its  equip- 
ment, but  in  no  event  less  than  ten  dollars,  and  for  the  regis- 
tration of  every  gasoline  driven  tractor  not  a  part  of  a  semi- 
trailer unit,  fifteen  cents  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  the 
weight  of  the  tractor  and  its  equipment,  but  in  no  event  less 
than  six  dollars;  except  that  the  fee  to  be  collected  for  the 
registration  of  a  farm  tractor  not  a  part  of  a  semi-trailer 
unit  shall  be  two  dollars  if  the  tractor  is  used  exclusively  for 
agricultural  purposes.  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
not  apply  to  any  vehicle  the  fee  for  the  registration  of  which 
is  provided  for  in  the  second  preceding  paragraph.  The 
aforesaid  weight  shall  mean  the  weight  of  such  vehicle  when 
fully  equipped  for  the  road.  The  commissioner  of  public 
works  may  establish  rules  for  determining  the  weight  of  such 
vehicle  and  its  maximum  carrying  capacity,  and  he  may  in 
his  discretion  use  the  maker's  weight  with  due  allowance 
for  extras. 

Section  4.  Section  nineteen  of  said  chapter  ninety,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  four- 
teen of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  twenty-fourth'  and 
twenty-fifth  lines,  the  words  "used  for  purposes  other  than 
the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise", — 
so  that  the  last  two  sentences  will  read  as  follows :  —  No 
trailer  having  a  carrying  capacity  of  more  than  one  thousand 
pounds,  other  than  a  semi-trailer,  or  a  heavy  duty  platform 
trailer,  or  a  trailer  used  solely  for  the  transportation  of  horses 
by  the  owner  of  such  horses  under  a  special  permit  hereby 
authorized  to  be  granted  to  such  owner  by  the  department 
of  public  works,  shall  be  operated  or  drawn  on  the  ways  of 
the  commonwealth;  provided,  that  a  trailer  having  a  carry- 
ing capacity  of  more  than  one  thousand  pounds  may  be 
operated  or  drawn  upon  any  way  for  a  distance  not  exceed- 
ing one  half  mile,  if  said  trailer  is  used  exclusively  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,   or  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  three 
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hundred  yards,  if  such  trailer  is  used  for  industrial  purposes 
other  than  agricultural  purposes,  for  the  purpose  of  going 
from  property  owned  or  occupied  by  the  owner  of  such 
trailer  to  other  property  so  owned  or  occupied.  No  motor 
vehicle  shall  be  operated  on  any  way  to  draw  more  than  one 
trailer  or  other  vehicle.  Approved  July  12,  1945.

of  chapter  one  himdred  and  sixty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  ^"'®'"^®^- 
hundred  and  thirty-nine,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  preliminary  paragraph,  as  appearing  in  sec- 
tion three  of  chapt'er  four  hundred  and  seven  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  the  following  definition :  — 

"Apprentice",  a  person  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  Term 
practicing  embalming  or  funeral  directing  under  the  direct  desTed^*'*^^ ' 
and  immediate  supervision  of  a  duly  registered  embalmer  or 
a  duly  registered  and  licensed  funeral  director,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Section  2.    Said  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  is  hereby  g.  l.  (Ter. 
further  amended  by  striking  out  section  eighty-three,  as  fsa.'e"^,' 
most  recently  amended  by  section  four  of  said  chapter  one  amended.' 
hundred  and  sixty,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section :  —  Section  83.     Applications  for  registration  as  Rules  and 
embalmers  or  as  funeral  directors,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  regulations, 
the  applicant,  shall  be  made  on  blanks  furnished  by  the 
board. 

Each  applicant  for  registration  as  an  embalmer,  who  shall 
furnish  the  board  with  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  of  good  moral  character,  that  he  is 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over,  that  he  possesses  the  edu- 
cational qualities  required  for  graduation  from  a  high  school, 
or  has  attained  the  practical  equivalent  of  a  high  school  edu- 
cation, that  he  has  been  graduated  from  an  embalming 
school  approved  by  the  board  which  gives  a  course  of  in- 
struction of  not  less  than  nine  months,  and  that  he  has 
served  a  term  of  apprenticeship  of  not  less  than  two  years 
with  a  registered  embalmer,  during  which  term  he  has  em- 
balmed not  less  than  twenty-five  dead  human  bodies,  shall, 
upon  payment  of  five  dollars,  be  entitled  to  be  examined, 
and,  if  found  by  the  board  to  be  qualified,  shall  be  registered 
by  it  as  an  embalmer,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  thereof 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board. 

Each  applicant  for  registration  as  a  funeral  director,  who 
shall  furnish  the  board  with  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  of  good  moral  character,  and 
that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over,  that  he  has  been 
graduated  from  a  funeral  directing  school  approved  by  the 
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board  which  gives  a  course  of  instruction  of  not  less  than 
nine  months,  and  that  he  has  served  a  term  of  apprentice- 
ship of  not  less  than  two  years  with  a  registered  funeral 
director,  shall,  upon  payment  of  five  dollars,  be  entitled  to 
be  examined,  and,  if  found  by  the  board  to  be  qualified  to 
prepare  such  death  certificates  and  other  documents  as  are 
required  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  business,  and  to  be 
famihar  with  the  precautions  to  be  taken  by  an  undertaker 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases  and  to  be 
conversant  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
commonwealth  relative  to  the  custody  of  dead  human  bodies, 
the  preparation  of  such  bodies  for  burial,  cremation,  and 
shipment  and  relative  to  their  burial,  cremation  and  ship- 
ment, shall  be  registered  by  the  board  as  qualified  to  be 
licensed  under  section  forty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  as  a  funeral  director;  provided,  that  he  shall  not 
be  so  licensed  until  he  furnishes  satisfactory  proof  to  the 
board  that  he  maintains  within  the  commonwealth  an  under- 
taking estabHshment  so  located,  constructed  and  equipped 
as  to  permit  the  sanitary  handling  of  dead  human  bodies 
and  maintains  in  such  establishment  suitable  equipment  for 
such  handling. 

AppHcants  for  registration  as  embalmers  or  as  funeral 
directors  may,  upon  the  payment  of  three  dollars,  be  re- 
examined at  any  meeting  of  the  board. 

There  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  secretary  of  the  board 
by  every  registered  embalmer  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and 
by  every  registered  funeral  director  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
on  or  before  such  date  as  the  board  may  determine,  as  a 
fee  for  the  renewal  of  his  registration.  Upon  failure  to  make 
payment  of  such  fee  on  or  before  the  date  so  designated  by 
the  board,  such  registration  shall  be  revoked  by  the  board. 
In  case  a  registered  embalmer  or  funeral  director  fails  to  pay 
the  required  fee  to  renew  his  registration  not  later  than  the 
day  so  designated,  the  board,  not  later  than  two  days  there- 
after, shall  so  notify  him.  Upon  application  by  an  embalmer 
or  funeral  director  whose  registration  has  been  so  revoked, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  upon 
the  payment  of  ten  dollars  in  addition  to  the  regular  fee  for 
renewal,  a  registration  so  revoked  may  be  reinstated  by  the 
board. 

The  board  shall  hold  examinations  for  applicants  for 
registration  hereunder  at  such  times  and  places  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  shall  determine. 

A  certified  list  of  all  funeral  directors  registered  by  the 
board  shall  be  sent  by  the  board,  annually  before  May  first, 
to  the  boards  of  health  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  of 
the  concunon wealth. 

Every  registered  embalmer  and  every  registered  and  li- 
censed funeral  director  shall  immediately  report  in  writing 
to  the  board  the  name,  age  and  address  of  each  apprentice 
working  under  his  direction  and  training.  Upon  payment  of 
a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  by  said  apprentice  to  the  secre- 
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tary  of  the  board,  the  name  of  such  apprentice  shall  be 
entered  in  the  register  of  the  board  for  the  registering  of 
apprentices.  When  any  person  so  registered  by  the  board 
leaves  the  employ  of  said  embalmer  or  funeral  director,  the 
employer  shall  notify  the  board,  and  the  name  of  said  ap- 
prentice shall  be  removed  from  the  register.  No  apprentice 
shall  be  considered  as  serving  a  term  of  apprenticeship  unless 
he  is  registered  with  the  board  in  accordance  with  these 
provisions.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any 
period  of  apprenticeship  served  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
October,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  nor  prohibit  the 
employment  of  persons  not  registered,  whose  work  does  not 
include  the  actual  participation  in  preserving,  disinfecting 
and  preparing  in  any  manner  dead  human  bodies  or  the 
directing  or  supervision  of  funerals. 

There  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  secretary  of  the  board 
by  every  registered  apprentice  a  fee  of  one  dollar  to  renew 
his  registration.  Upon  failure  to  make  a  payment  of  such 
fee  on  or  before  his  annual  renewal  date,  such  registration 
shall  be  revoked  by  the  board.  The  board  shall  cause  to  be 
mailed  to  each  registered  apprentice  a  registration  card 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board  and  con- 
taining such  information  thereon  as  the  board  may  deem 
pertinent. 

No  person  shall  be  employed  as  an  apprentice  except  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Registration  fees  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  has 
served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  during  time 
of  war.

CERTAIN    land    BELONGING    TO    THE    COMMONWEALTH     IN

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works,  acting  for 
and  in  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  sell  and  convey  for 
ten  thousand  dollars  to  E.  Anthony  &  Sons,  Incorporated,  a 
Massachusetts  corporation  having  a  principal  office  in  the 
city  of  New  Bedford,  the  fee  in  the  lands  within  the  area 
bounded  and  described  as  follows :  — 

Beginning  at  the  intersecting  point  in  the  line  of  the  ex- 
treme low-water  mark  of  New  Bedford  harbor  and  the 
northerly  Une  of  Ruth  street  produced,  thence,  on  a  true 
bearing  north  48  degrees  10  minutes  east  to  the  west  bound- 
ary of  the  main  ship  channel  of  the  Acushnet  river  and  New 
Bedford  harbor;  then,  beginning  again  at  the  pomt  of  begin- 
ning thence  northerly  in  the  line  of  the  extreme  low-water 
mark  of  New  Bedford  harbor  and  the  Acushnet  river  to  a 
point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  said  extreme  low-water 
mark  and  a  line  which  is  the  easterly  extension  of  an  interior

Section  1.  The  following  described  line  shall  hereafter 
be  the  dividing  line  between  the  towns  of  Brewster  and 
Dennis:  —  Beginning  at  corner  1,  an  unmarked  point  in 
Cape  Cod  bay,  at  the  mouth  of  Quivett  creek;  thence 
southwesterly  along  the  middle  of  Quivett  creek  to  corner 
2,  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  creek  opposite  the  witness 
mark  on  the  southerly  bank;  thence  south  12°  56'  east 
about  10  feet  to  the  witness  mark,  a  rough  granite  monu- 
ment marked  B/D  and  standing  on  the  southerly  side  of  a 
small  brook  flowing  into  Quivett  creek,  at  a  small  dike

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follow!^: 

Chapter  forty  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  g.  l.  (Ter. 
striking  out  section  forty,   as  amended  by  chapter  three  §^40 'et^' 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  amended.' 
thirty-three,   and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section :  —  Section  Jfi.     The  metropolitan  district  commis-  Emergency 
sion  in  cities  or  towns  using  the  metropolitan  water  supply,  ,^'^cft'iel"an!f 
the  city  council  in  other  cities,  the  selectmen  or  water  com-  towns, 
missioners  in  other  towns,  water  commissioners  of  water 
supply  and  fire  and  water  districts,  officers  having  control 
of  county  institutions  having  water  works,  heads  of  state 
departments   having   control   of   state   institutions   having 
water  works,  hereinafter  described  as  officers  having  control 
of  such  an  institution,  and  water  companies  supplying  any 
communities  in  the  commonwealth,  in  cases  of  emergency, 
may,  on  behalf  of  their  respective  bodies  pofitic  or  corporate, 
take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  the 
right  to  draw  water  from  any  stream,  pond  or  reservoir  or 
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from  ground  sources  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian 
or  other  wells  not  already  appropriated  to  uses  of  a  municipal 
or  other  public  water  supply,  or  may  purchase  water  from 
the  metropolitan  district  commission,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  ninety-two,  any  other  water  supply  dis- 
trict, fire  and  water  district  or  any  city,  town  or  water  com- 
pany, or  county  or  state  institution  having  water  works,  for 
a  period  of  not  more  than  six  months  in  any  year  in  quantities 
necessary  to  relieve  the  emergency;  but  no  such  taking  or 
purchase  shall  be  made  until  after  the  department  of  public 
health  has  approved  the  water  as  a  proper  source  of  water 
supply  and  unless  and  until,  in  the  case  of  towns  and  water 
supply  and  fire  and  water  districts,  the  selectmen  or  water 
commissioners  have  first  been  authorized  so  to  take  or  pur- 
chase by  a  vote  of  the  voters  at  a  town  meeting  or  a  district 
meeting,  as  the  case  may  be,  or,  in  the  case  of  water  com- 
panies, said  companies  have  first  been  so  authorized  in 
writing  by  said  department.  The  proper  authority  as  afore- 
said may  also  take  by  eminent  domain  under  said  chapter 
seventy-nine  the  right  to  use  any  land  for  the  time  necessary 
to  use  such  water;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  such  a 
taking  by  a  water  company,  said  department  shall  first 
prescribe  the  limits  within  which  such  rights  shall  be  taken. 
The  vote  of  a  city  council  or  of  the  voters  of  a  town  or  of  a 
water  supply  or  fire  and  water  district  or  the  action  of  coimty 
or  state  officers  as  aforesaid  or  of  the  metropolitan  district 
commission  or  the  written  authorization  of  said  department 
of  public  health  to  a  water  company  to  make  or  authorize 
such  taking  or  purchase  as  aforesaid  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  the  emergency.  The  metropolitan 
district  commission,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
ninety-two,  any  other  water  supply  district  or  fire  and  water 
district  and  any  city,  town  or  water  company  or  the  aforesaid 
officers  having  control  of  any  county  or  state  institution 
having  water  works  may,  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  six 
months  in  any  year,  sell  to  the  metropolitan  district  com- 
mission, to  a,ny  city,  town,  water  supply  or  fire  and  water 
district,  or  water  company,  or  to  any  county  or  state  institu- 
tion having  water  works,  such  quantities  of  water  as  may  be 
available  at  the  time,  and  the  approval  of  said  department  of 
public  health  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  quantities 
are  safely  available  for  sale.  In  such  emergencies  the  said 
parties  interested  may  agree  to  install  for  the  purpose  tempo- 
rary pipes  and  other  works  in  any  city  or  town;  provided, 
that  the  installation  or  repair  of  such  pipes  or  other  works 
in  or  along  any  highway  shall  be  done  with  the  least  possible 
hindrance  to  public  travel,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  di- 
rection and  approval  of  the  officers  or  departments  having 
charge  of  the  maintenance  of  said  highways.

section:  —  Section  31 D.     Any  person  engaged  in  cleaning,  Lien  of  cer- 
pressing,    glazing,    washing,    dyeing   or   performing   similar  per'fo^ming' 
work  on  articles  of  clothing  or  household  goods,  or,  with  or  ^^"storin"" 
without  furnishing  materials  or  supplies,  in  making  altera-  articles  of 
tions  or  repairs  thereon,  or  in  placing  any  of  such  articles  househoid'^ 
in  storage  at  the  request  of  the  owners  thereof,  for  a  price,  ^°°^^- 
shall  have  a  lien  upon  aii}^  such  articles  coming  into  his 
possession  for  such  purposes  for  the  amount  of  any  account 
that  may  be  due  for  such  work  or  storage.    Such  lien  shall 
also  include  the  value  or  agreed  price,  if  any,  of  all  materials 
furnished  by  the  lienor  in  connection  with  such  work,  or 
storage,  whether  added  to  such  article  or  articles  or  other- 
wise.    If  any  such  account  remains  unpaid  for  ninety  days 
after  the  completion  of  the  work,  or  after  the  expiration  of 
the  agreed  term  of  storage,  if  any,  or  in  the  absence  of  such 
agreement,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
storage,  the  lienor  may,  upon  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner 
specifying  the  amount  due  and  informing  him  that  pa>nnent 
of  such  amount  within  thirty  days  will  entitle  him  to  redeem 
the  article  or  articles  covered  by  such  lien,  sell  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  notice,  at  public  or  bona  fide  private  sale  to 
satisfy  the  account.    The  proceeds  of  the  sale,  after  paying 
the  expenses  thereof,  shall  be  applied  in  satisfaction  of  the 
indebtedness  secured  by  such  lien,  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  owner  on  demand.     Such  notice 
may  be  served  by  mail,  directed  to  the  owner's  last  known 
address,  or,  if  the  owner's  address  be  imknown,  it  may  be 
posted  in  two  public  places  in  the  town  where  he  resided  at 
the  time  such  articles  were  delivered  to  the  lienor.    The  word 
"owner"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  the  person  causing  such 
articles  to  come  into  the  possession  of  the  lienor.

An  Act  providing  for  exemption  from  local  taxation  C hap. Q08 
OF  certain  property  of  harvard  university  occupied 

BY  THE  commonwealth  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  property  of  Harvard  University,  located  on  the  so- 
called  Bussey  estate  on  South  street  in  that  part  of  Boston 
known  as  Forest  Hills  and  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
in  that  part  of  Boston  known  as  Roxbury,  to  the  extent  now 
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or  hereafter  occupied  by  the  commonwealth  under  the  direc- 
tion or  control  of  the  department  of  public  health,  shall  be 
exempt  from  local  taxation;  provided,  that  such  exemption 
shall  not  apply  in  any  year  in  which  the  attorney  general  or 
the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  shall  certify 
to  the  assessors  of  the  city  of  Boston  that  in  his  opinion  there 
has  not  been  compliance  with  the  following  condition  in  the 
year  next  preceding :  —  The  compensation  paid  or  to  be 
paid  by  the  commonwealth  to  Harvard  University  for  the 
use  of  such  property  shall  not  exceed  reimbursement  for 
expenses  incurred  in  properly  maintaining  and  protecting 
the  property  and  a  fair  return  upon  the  capital  investment 
of  said  university.  Approved  July  IS,  1945.

CERTAIN    INSURANCE   COMPANIES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first 
sentence  of  section  fifty,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence: 
—  A  stock  company,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  its  stock 
entitled  to  vote,  or  a  mutual  company,  by  a  two  thirds  vote 
of  those  members  present  and  voting,  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  therefor,  may  alter,  add  to  or  change,  to  the  extent 
authorized  by  this  chapter,  the  classes  of  insurance  for  the 
transaction  of  which  it  was  incorporated,  may  change  the 
location  of  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  in  the  com- 
monwealth, or,  in  the  case  of  a  stock  company,  may  provide 
for  the  transaction  of  insurance  on  a  participating  plan,  or 
may  increase  or  reduce  the  par  value  of  the  shares  of  its 
capital  stock,  which  value  shall  be  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or,  in  the  case  of  either  a  stock 
company  or  a  mutual  company,  may  make  any  other  lawful 
amendment  or  alteration  in  its  agreement  of  association  or 
articles  of  organization,  or  in  the  corresponding  provisions 
of  its  act  of  incorporation. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  section:  —  Section  160.  Foreign  companies, 
upon  complying  with  the  conditions  herein  set  forth  appli- 
cable to  such  companies,  may  be  admitted  to  transact  in  the 
commonwealth,  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  any  kinds  of  business  authorized  by  this  chapter, 
subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  relative 
to  insurance  companies,  and  subject  to  all  laws  applicable  to 
the  transaction  of  such  business  by  foreign  companies  and 
their  agents ;  except  that  no  foreign  stock  company  may  issue 
participating  poficies  unless  specifically  authorized  to  do  so 
by  its  charter;    provided,  that  no  provision  of  law  which 
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by  its  terms  applies  specificall.y  to  domestic  life  companies 
shall  thereby  become  applicable  to  foreign  life  companies; 
and  provided,  further,  tliat  the  provisions  of  section  eighty- 
one  relative  to  the  contingent  mutual  liability  of  members 
shall  not  apply  to  any  foreign  mutual  fire  company  which 
had  been  admitted  to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth 
prior  to  January  first,  nhieteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
and  was  then  actually  transacting  business  therein  without 
complying  with  said  provisions.

PRESENT   NATIONAL   EMERGENCY. 

Whereas,    The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  Emergency 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  in  part  is  to  protect  the  rights  p''^*'"'''^- 
of  certain  persons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,   therefore  it  is  hereby  declared   to   be   an 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  seven  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  two  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section :  —  Section  2.  Any  person  referred  to  in 
section  one  who  was  or  shall  be  separated  from  the  service 
of  the  commonwealth,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof, 
while  holding  an  office  or  position  classified  under  chapter 
thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall,  if  he  so  requests  in 
writing  to  the  appointing  authority  within  two  years  after 
the  termination  of  his  said  military  or  naval  service,  and 
if,  within  said  time,  he  also  files  with  the  division  of  civil 
service  the  certificate  of  a  registered  physician  that  he  is  not 
physically  disabled  or  incapacitated  for  performing  the  duties 
of  the  office  or  position,  be  reinstated  in  the  office  or  position 
previously  held  by  him  without  civil  service  examination  and 
without  loss  of  seniority  or  other  rights,  or  in  case  that 
physical  or  other  disability  prevents  his  reinstatement  in 
the  same  position  and  his  request  for  reinstatement  states 
that  he  is  willing  to  accept  reinstatement  in  another  posi- 
tion, he  shall  be  reinstated  in  a  similar  class  or  grade  or  in 
a  lower  class  or  grade  and  shall  be  so  employed  without  civil 
service  examination  and  without  loss  of  seniority  or  other 
rights  if  his  physical  condition,  as  certified  by  a  registered 
physician,  permits  such  employment;  provided,  that  if  he 
so  requests  reinstatement  in  the  office  or  position  formerly 
held  by  him  and  it  has  been  filled  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  by  a  permanent  appointment,  he  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  a  similar  position  in  the  same  or  in  some  other 
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department.  All  appointments,  transfers  and  promotions 
made  on  account  of  such  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  tempo- 
rary only  and  the  person  so  appointed,  transferred  or  pro- 
moted shall  be  known  as  a  military  substitute;  provided, 
that,  notwithstanding  anj^  provision  of  said  chapter  thirty- 
one  to  the  contrary,  he  may  continue  to  serve  in  such  office 
or  position  until  the  incumbent  is  reinstated  therein  or  until 
the  time  within  which  he  has  a  right  to  be  reinstated  has 
expired,  and  if  the  incumbent  has  not  been  reinstated  as 
provided  herein  said  military  substitute  shall,  if  his  appoint- 
ment as  such  military  substitute  was  made  in  accordance 
with  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  governing  examination, 
certification  and  appointment,  continue  in  the  position  and 
his  seniority  rights  shall  date  from  his  appointment  as  such 
military  substitute.

such  permanent  vacancy  and  his  seniority  rights  shall  date 
from  his  appointment  as  such  military  substitute;  provided, 
that  the  appointment  of  such  military  substitute  was  made 
in  accordance  with  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  governing 
examination,  certification  and  appointment;  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  appointment  does  not  prejudice  the  rights 
of  any  person  who  has  notified  the  division  of  civil  service 
that  he  is  serving  or  has  served  in  said  military  or  naval 
service  and  whose  name  is  or  was  on  an  eligible  list  at  the 
time  of  commencing  said  military  or  naval  service;  and 
provided,  further,  that  such  permanent  appointment  of  the 
military  substitute  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
civil  service  law  and  rules  governing  certification  to  an  orig- 
inal position,  except  that  the  basis  of  certification  shall  be 
the  order  of  appointment  as  military  substitute  or,  in  the 
case  of  appointments  on  the  same  date,  the  order  in  which 
names  were  certified  for  appointment. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  eight  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  three  the 
four  following  sections :  —  Section  3 A .  Whenever  a  person 
eligible  to  compete  in  a  promotional  examination  is  in  said 
military  or  naval  service  and  is  unable  to  appear  therefor, 
unless  said  person  notifies  the  director  of  civil  service  that 
he  does  not  desire  to  take  the  examination  the  director  of 
civil  service  shall  limit  appointments  made  as  a  result  thereof 
to  a  period  not  exceeding  the  continuance  of  the  states  of 
war  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country  and 
one  year  after  the  termination  thereof,  unless  the  appoint- 
ing officer  certifies  that  the  public  welfare  or  public  safety 
requires  the  immediate  filling  of  the  position  on  a  permanent 
basis,  in  which  case  the  director  shall  not  limit  such  appoint- 
ments. 

Section  SB.  The  director  of  civil  service  shall  limit  origi- 
nal appointments  to  positions  made  during  the  continuance 
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of  the  existing  states  of  war  between  the  United  States  and 
any  foreign  country  to  a  period  not  exceeding  the  duration 
of  such  existing  states  of  war  and  one  year  after  the  termina- 
tion thereof,  unless  the  appointing  officer  certifies  that  the 
pubHc  welfare  or  public  safety  requires  the  immediate  filling 
of  the  position  on  a  permanent  basis,  in  which  case  the  di- 
rector shall  not  limit  such  appointments. 

Section  SC.  The  director  of  civil  service  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  conduct,  whenever  necessary,  examinations  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  eligible  lists  for  appointments  and 
promotions  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
three  A  and  three  B. 

Section  3D.  Whenever  any  civil  service  employee  is  or 
was  unable  to  compete  in  a  competitive  promotional  exam- 
ination because  of  his  absence  in  said  mihtary  or  naval  serv- 
ice, except  where  appointments  made  as  the  result  thereof 
were  limited  to  a  period  not  exceeding  the  continuance  of 
the  states  of  war  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign 
country  and  one  year  after  the  termination  thereof,  as  set 
forth  in  section  three  A,  he  shall,  upon  his  request  in  writing 
made  within  one  year  after  the  termination  of  his  said  mili- 
tary or  naval  service,  be  given  a  qualifying  promotional  ex- 
amination and  his  name  shall  be  placed  on  an  eligible  list. 
The  eligibility  of  such  person  on  said  list  shall  continue  for 
the  full  regular  period  of  eligibility  provided  for  by  the  civil 
service  law  and  ndes.  If  there  is  an  eligible  list  in  existence, 
the  name  of  such  person  shall  be  placed  thereon  in  the  order 
of  percentage,  and  his  eligibility  shall  continue  for  said  full 
period  of  eligibility.  If  there  is  more  than  one  eligible  list 
in  existence,  such  person  shall  be  placed  on  the  first  list 
established  unless  prior  to  placement  thereon  he  notifies  the 
director  otherwise.

register  for  the  period  of  said  service,  or  for  the  full  regidar 
period  of  eligibility  provided  for  by  the  civil  service  law  and

nels, switching,  floatage,  lighterage,  rates,  rules,  regulations 
and  practices,  dockage,  wharfage,  water  front  labor  condi- 
tions, grain  elevator  and  warehouse  facilities.  The  Authority 
may  initiate  or  participate  in  any  rate  proceedings,  or  any 
hearings  or  investigations  concerning  the  port  of  Boston, 
before  any  other  body  or  official.  The  Authority  shall 
report  annually  in  December  to  the  governor  and  to  the 
general  court.  Said  report  shall  contain  detailed  informa- 
tion of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including  prices  paid 
for  land,  and  any  buildings  or  improvements  thereon,  pur- 
chased or  taken,  contracts  for  construction  of  pier  facilities 
and  for  the  leasing  thereof,  and  such  other  detailed  informa- 
tion concerning  the  operation  of  the  port  of  Boston  as  the 
Authority  may  determine  will  be  helpful  to  the  governor 
and  to  the  general  court. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  the  Port  of 
Boston  is  defined  to  be  all  of  the  tide  water  lying  westerly 
of  the  following  described  line:  Point  Allerton  to  the  north- 
easterly side  of  Green  Island,  thence  to  the  southerly  point 
of  Deer  Island,  thence  to  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Presi- 
dent Roads  anchorage  basin,  thence  along  the  northerly 
side  of  said  anchorage  basin,  thence  along  the  westerly  end 
of  said  anchorage  basin  and  a  line  in  extension  thereof  to 
the  northerly  line  of  the  thirty-five-foot  main  ship  channel, 
thence  along  the  northerly  line  of  the  main  ship  channel  to 
the  Bird  Island  anchorage  basin,  thence  along  the  easterly 
end  and  northerly  side  of  said  Bird  Island  anchorage  basin 
to  an  intersection  of  the  southeasterl}^  side  line  of  Jeffries 
street  extended  southwesterly,  thence  northeasterly  along 
said  line  extended  and  the  southeasterly  side  line  of  Jeffries 
street  to  Maverick  street. 

Section  3.  The  Authority  shall  be  in  administrative 
charge  of  the  Port  of  Boston;  shall  cause  to  be  made  all 
necessary  plans  for  the  development  of  Boston  harbor;  shall 
have  immediate  charge  of  the  lands,  piers  and  other  struc- 
tures and  facilities  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth in  said  Port,  excepting  therefrom  an  area  of  land  of 
the  commonwealth  at  South  Boston  bounded  by  Claflin 
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street,  D  street,  Cypher  street  and  Bullock  street  and  land 
of  the  commonwealth  between  Nashua  street  and  the  Charles 
river,  and  lands  under  the  control  of  the  metropolitan  dis- 
trict commission  and  of  the  construction  of  piers  and  other 
public  works  therein  which  are  necessary,  economically 
sound,  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth ;  shall 
administer  all  terminal  facilities  under  its  control ;  shall  keep 
itself  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  present  and  probable 
future  requirements  of  steamships  and  shipping  and  as  to 
the  best  means  which  can  be  provided  at  said  port  for  the 
accommodations  of  steamships,  railroads,  warehouses  and 
industrial  establishments.  The  Authority  shall  prepare 
plans  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  acquiring  needed  pier 
facilities  and  of  the  construction  of  such  new  facilities  as  it 
shall  determine  to  be  necessary,  and  shall  submit,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  such 
plans  for  consideration  by  the  general  court. 

The  Authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council  and  within  the  limit  of  the  authorization  granted 
therefor  by  the  general  court,  may  acquire  by  purchase  or 
otherwise  or  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy- 
nine,  and  may  hold,  such  real  property  and  such  rights  and 
easements  therein  as  the  Authority  may  from  time  to  time 
consider  necessarj^  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  secur- 
ing the  constructing  or  utilizing  of  piers  and,  in  connection 
therewith,  highways,  railroad  connections,  storage  yards 
and  sites  for  warehouses  and  industrial  establishments,  and 
may  lay  out  and  build  thereon,  and  upon  such  other  lands  as 
under  this  chapter  are  under  its  jurisdiction,  such  piers,  with 
buildings  and  appurtenances,  docks,  highways,  waterways, 
railroad  connections,  storage  yards,  grain  elevators  and  pub-

factories,  power  plants  and  industrial  terminals,  of  adequate 
and  proper  design  and  general  suitability  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  to  be  used,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Author- 
ity, together  with  a  written  notice  signed  by  the  owners  or 
lessees  or  by  others  having  legal  rights  in  the  premises,  stat- 
ing that  they  propose  to  construct  upon  the  property  de- 
scribed the  improvements  shown  by  said  plans  and  claiming 
exemption  from  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  as  authorized 
by  this  chapter  of  any  of  such  property,  including  the  lands 
upon  which  said  improvements  are  to  be  constructed,  then 
said  land  and  said  improvements  shall  not  be  taken  by  the 
Authority  by  eminent  domain  without  the  authorization  of 
the  general  court  granted  within  forty  years  after  the  date 
of  the  filing  of  said  plans  if  substantial  construction  in  gen- 
eral accordance  with  such  plans  is  actually  begun  in  good 
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Faith  witliin  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  approval  by  the 
Authority  of  the  plans,  and  if  said  improvements  are  finished 
substantiallj'  in  accordance  with  said  plans  within  five  years 
after  the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  said  improvements 
unless  the  Authority  shall  extend  the  time  within  which  said 
improvements  shall  be  completed;  and  provided,  further, 
that  after  completion  said  improvements  during  said  period 
of  forty  years  are  kept  in  suitable  repair  and  are  used  for 
the  purposes  to  which  said  approval  applied;  and  provided, 
further,  that  if  general  plans  bearing  the  signed  approval  of 
the  Authority,  or  the  signed  approval,  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  section,  of  the  department  of  public  works, 
given  after  due  notice  and  a  hearing,  and  describing  the 
property  and  location  and  character  of  any  existing  docks, 
piers,  wharves,  warehouses,  factories,  power  plants  and  in- 
dustrial terminals,  and  certifying  that  they  are  of  proper 
design  and  adequate  and  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  to  be  used  and  that  they  are  in  proper  condition 
and  in  thorough  repair,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Authority, 
together  with  a  written  notice  signed  by  the  owners  or  lessees 
or  by  others  having  legal  rights  in  the  premises  and  claiming 
exemption  from  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  as  authorized 
by  this  chapter  of  any  such  propert}'^,  including  the  lands 
upon  which  said  improvements  have  been  constructed,  then 
said  lands  and  said  improvements  shall  not  be  taken  by  the 
Authority  by  eminent  domain  without  the  authorization  of 
the  general  court  granted  within  forty  years  after  the  date 
of  the  approval  by  the  Authority  if  during  that  time  such 
property  is  kept  in  suitable  repair  and  is  used  for  the  purpose 
to  which  said  approval  applied;  and  provided,  further,  that 
none  of  the  exemptions  from  taking  by  eminent  domain  pro- 
vided for  in  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  taking  by  the 
Authority  of  any  property  necessary  for  providing  suitable 
and  convenient  track  connections  between  the  rails  serving 
any  pier  or  piers  that  may  be  built  or  acquired  or  improved 
under  the  terms  of  this  chapter,  or  which  may  have  been 
built  or  acquired  or  improved  under  corresponding  provi- 
sions of  earlier  law,  or  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  chapter 
ninety-one,  and  the  rails  of  any  existing  or  proposed  railroad 
that  now  reaches  or  hereafter  may  reach  Boston.  Title  to 
all  property  acquired  by  the  Authority  shall  be  in  the 
commonwealth. 
Equipment,  Scction  A.    All  picrs  and  other  similar  structures  built  by 

tain  piers,  etc.  the  Authoritj''  or  by  any  predecessor  under  similar  provisions 
of  earlier  laws  shall  be  equipped,  either  by  the  Authority  or 
by  the  lessees  thereof,  with  fireproof  sheds,  railway  tracks, 
cranes,  and  other  machinery  and  accommodations  for  the 
convenient,  economical,  and  speedy  loading  and  discharge 
of  freight;  and  the  Autliority  may  acquire,  hold,  and  oper- 
ate such  lighters  and  other  vessels  as  may  be  convenient 
and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  needed  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  Authority  shall  make  such  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  and  shall  charge  such  reasonable  rates  for  the 
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use  of  such  stmctures  and  equipment  as  it  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  wise. 

Section  5.      The   Authority,    with    the   approval   of    the  Ap-eemeats 
governor  and  rouncil,  may  enter  into  aj^reements  with  the  nni^,il^states. 
United  States  for  the  purchase,  leasing  or  operation  of  any 
piers  or  other  facilities  owned  by  the  United  States  and, 
pursuant  to  any  such  agreement,  to  operate  and  manage, 
or  to  lease,  the  same. 

Section  6.  The  Authority  may  lease  for  a  period  not  f-eases. 
exceeding  twenty  years,  under  such  covenants  and  condi- 
tions as  it  may  prescribe,  storage  facihties,  wharves,  piers, 
foreshores,  bulkheads,  docks,  sheds,  grain  elevators,  ware- 
houses and  industrial  locations  within  its  charge.  The 
Authority  may  lease  sites  for  warehouses  and  industrial 
locations  for  a  longer  period,  but  every  lease  of  such  sites 
for  a  period  exceeding  twenty  years  shall  provide  for  a 
readjustment  of  the  rental  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
twenty  years.  No  lease  for  a  term  exceeding  five  years 
shall  be  valid  until  approved  by  the  governor  and  council. 
The  income  from  all  wharfage  and  storage  rates,  use  of 
cranes,  lighterage,  dockage,  and  other  charges  and  from  the 
leases  of  lands,  storage  structures,  wharves,  piers,  foreshores, 
docks,  sheds,  warehouses,  and  industrial  sites  and  all  moneys 
received  by  the  commonwealth  for  tidewater  displacements 
in  Boston  harbor  under  section  twenty-one  of  chapter 
ninety-one,  and  all  moneys  hereafter  received  whicli  on 
May  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  were 
required  to  be  paid  into  the  Commonwealth's  Flats  Im- 
provement Fund,  shall  be  collected  by  the  Authority  and 
paid  into  the  state  treasurj^  to  the  credit  of  the  Port  of 
Boston  Fund.  Said  fund  may  be  invested  by  the  state 
treasurer  at  his  discretion,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  investment  of  the 
commonwealth's  funds,  and  all  income  from  such  invest- 
ments shall  be  added  to  the  fund.  The  general  court  shall 
annually  appropriate  such  sums  as  it  determines  may  be 
needed  to  meet  the  expenses  of  operating,  maintaining,  re- 
pairing and  preserving  the  property  under  the  control  of 
the  Authority  from  the  Port  of  Boston  Fund,  and  any 
balances  remaining  in  said  fund  after  the  aforementioned 
expenses  have  been  paid  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  and  to  the  annual  payments  on  account  of  principal 
of  any  securities  which  may  be  issued  to  raise  money  to  be 
expended  for  the  development  of  the  port  of  Boston. 

Section  7.  The  Authority  is  authorized  to  grade  and  i^oatioMand 
surface  suitably  any  railroad  locations  or  traffic  ways  which  traffic  ways. 
are  or  may  be  located  on  lands,  flats,  or  rights  therein,  now 
owned  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  commonwealth  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  to  carry  said  ways  or 
railroads  over  or  under  any  railroad  or  railway  location  or 
public  way  in  order  to  eliminate  crossings  at  grade,  and  to 
provide  suitable  and  convenient  track  connections  between 
the  rails  serving  any  pier  or  piers  and  those  of  any  existing 
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or  proposed  railroad  that  now  reaches  or  hereafter  may 
reach  Boston.  All  piers  held  or  controlled  by  the  Authority 
shall  also  be  accessible  and  open  to  all  teaming,  trucking 
and  lighterage  traffic,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Authority  may  from  time  to  time  make. 

Upon  application  to  the  Authority,  any  railroad  company 
that  now  reaches  or  hereafter  may  reach  Boston,  either  by 
its  own  rails  or  under  trackage  or  traffic  contract  or  agree- 
ment with  any  other  railroad  company,  may  be  provided 
by  the  Authority  with  a  track  connection  with  the  tracks 
serving  such  pier  or  piers. 

Section  8.  Every  authority  or  license  granted  since 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  by  the  general  court,  or 
by  the  department  of  public  works  or  its  predecessors,  to 
any  person  to  build  or  extend  a  wharf  or  other  structure 
upon,  or  to  drive  piles  in,  or  to  fill  or  otherwise  occupy,  land 
in  tide  or  navigable  water,  within  the  Port  of  Boston  and 
under  the  control  of  said  Authority,  which  is  revocable  at 
the  discretion  of  the  general  court,  and  every  other  similar 
right  or  privilege  within  said  area  which  is  revocable,  whether 
or  not  compensation  has  been  paid  under  any  provision  of 
law  or  otherwise,  shall  hereafter  cease  and  determine,  or  be 
subject  to  forfeiture,  in  case  of  the  non-use  of  the  same  for 
an  unreasonable  time  without  reasonable  cause,  and  it  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  is  held  unused  in 
restraint  of  trade  when  the  tendency  of  such  non-use  is  to 
prevent  competition  in  its  broad  and  general  sense,  unless 
such  person  has,  prior  to  July  twenty-eight,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twelve,  made  reasonable  and  substantial  use  of 
structures,  or  has  reasonably  and  substantially  occupied 
land  in  tide  or  navigable  waters,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  authority  or  license  was  granted;  and  thereupon  every 
such  authority  or  license  and  every  similar  right  and  privi- 
lege shall  cease  and  determine  on  repayment,  or  tender  of 
repayment,  by  the  commonwealth  of  compensation  therefor 
to  the  amount  which  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  authority  or 
license;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Authority  to  cause  a 
proper  certificate  of  the  revocation  of  such  authority  or 
license  to  be  recorded  forthwith  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for 
the  county  or  district  within  which  such  structure  was  built 
or  work  done.  No  license  or  other  authority  to  build  struc- 
tures upon  or  to  fill  up  or  enclose  any  ground  mentioned  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  or  impair 
the  right  of  any  person  affected  thereby  to  equal  propor- 
tional privileges  of  approaching  low  water  mark  or  one 
hundred  rods  from  high  water  mark,  or  harbor  Imes  estab- 
lished by  law,  or  to  impair  the  right  to  obtain  a  license  or 
authority  so  to  approach  of  persons  having  interests  in  lands 
or  flats  which  may  be  affected  thereby,  or  to  impair  the 
legal  rights  of  any  person.  All  things  done  under  such 
license  or  authority  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Authority.     If  after  the  granting  of  any  such  licenses  or 
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authority,  the  general  court  shall  establish  a  harbor  line 
within  the  outer  line  covered  by  such  license  or  authority, 
the  same  shall  be  hmited  by  and  not  extend  beyond  such 
harbor  line. 

Section  9.     The   Authority   may   proceed   at   law   or   in  Enforcement 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  lease,  contract,  in-  °*^''*^- 
strument  or  other  agreement  acquired  or  entered  into  by  it 
or  the  department  of  public  works  or  its  predecessor,  under 
any  provision  of  this  chapter  or  of  any  similar  provisions 
of  earlier  laws. 

Section  10.     The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  juris-  Court 
diction  in  equity  upon  an  information  filed  by  the  attorney  J^i«'i'°*»°"- 
general,  to  restrain  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
chapter,  or  of  any  pertinent  similar  provision  of  earlier  law 
of  which  such  provision  of  this  chapter  is  a  continuation. 

Section  4.  Of  the  members  of  the  Port  of  Boston  Au-  Term  of 
thority  first  appointed  under  authority  of  this  act,  one  shall  °^''®- 
be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
July  in  the  current  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years  from 
said  date,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  said  date, 
one  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  said  date,  and  one  for 
the  term  of  five  years  from  said  date. 

Section  5.  All  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  on  the  certain 
effective  date  of  this  act  pertaining  to  the  department  of  plrtatnfng" 
public  works  in  respect  to  lands,  rights  in  lands,  flats,  shores,  to  the  ^^ 
waters  and  rights  belonging  to  the  commonwealth  in  tide-  of  pu'bulf" 
waters  and  in  lands  under  water,  within  the  port  of  Boston,  '*'°'''^'' 
as  such  term  is  defined  in  section  two  of  chapter  ninety-one  A 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  any  other  rights  and  powers 
heretofore  vested  by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  in  the 
department  of  public  works  in  respect  to  the  port  of  Boston 
not  heretofore  in  this  act  expressly  vested  in  or  imposed 
upon  the  Port  of  Boston  Authority,  hereinafter  and  in  the 
subsequent  provisions  of  this  act  referred  to  as  the  Authority, 
are  hereby  transferred  to  and  hereafter  shall  be  vested  in 
and  exercised  by  the  Authority.  There  is  also  transferred 
to  and  vested  in  the  Authority  the  right  to  request  the  rais- 
ing of  funds  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  fourteen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one 
and  to  expend  the  same.  The  Authority  shall  also  assume 
and  take  over,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  any  rights, 
powers,  and  duties  of  the  department  of  public  works  under 
any  contracts  heretofore  made  for  the  improvement,  filling, 
sale,  use,  or  other  disposition  of  the  lands,  flats,  or  waters  of 
the  commonwealth  within  the  port  of  Boston,  including  any 
structures  which,  on  said  effective  date,  are  existing  or  being 
built  therein  or  thereon.  The  department  of  public  works 
and  the  Boston  Port  Authority  shall  deliver  to  the  Au- 
thority such  maps,  charts,  plans,  and  documents  now  in 
the  custody  of  said  department  or  Boston  Port  Authority 
relating  to  the  waters  and  lands  in  charge  of  the  Authority 
as  may  be  practicable;  and  said  last  mentioned  Authority 
shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  any  other  maps,  charts, 
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plans,  and  documents  relating  to  said  waters  and  lands,  in 
the  office  of  said  department  of  public  works  or  Boston 
Port  Authority,  or  in  the  office  or  custody  of  an.y  other 
public  board,  commission  or  official. 

Section  6.  Whenever  in  chapter  ninety-one  of  the 
(general  Laws,  conduct  is  conditioned  upon,  or  shall  be 
unlawful  without,  notice  or  submission  to,  or  the  knowledge, 
satisfaction  or  assent  of,  or  filing  with,  or  licensing  by,  the 
department  of  public  works,  such  conduct,  where  related 
to  matters  within  the  area  subject  to  the  control  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Authority,  shall  no  longer  be  so  conditioned 
but  shall  hereafter  be  conditioned,  subject  to  the  same  pro- 
cedure of  enforcement  and  penalties,  if  any,  for  non-com- 
pliance, upon  like  notice  or  submission  to,  the  knowledge, 
satisfaction  or  assent  of,  the  filing  with  or  the  granting  of  a 
license  by,  the  Authoritj',  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  7.  The  Authority  may  temporarily  employ 
such  engineering,  clerical  and  other  assistants  as  it  deems 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  any  work  for 
which  loans  referred  to  in  this  act  are  authorized,  and  chap- 
ter thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  rules  made 
thereunder  shall  not  apply  to  persons  so  temporarily  em- 
ployed. 

Section  8.  So  much  of  sections  three  to  seven,  inclu- 
sive, and  of  section  fifteen  of  chapter  ninety-one  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  as  refers  to  powers  and  duties 
of  the  department  of  public  works  which  by  any  provision 
of  this  act  are  granted  to  and  imposed  upon  the  Authority, 
is  hereby  repealed;  but,  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  con- 
formably to  its  terms  so  much  of  this  act  as  refers  to  such 
powers  and  duties  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of 
said  provisions  and  not  as  a  new  enactment. 

Section  9.  Each  of  the  employees  of  the  department  of 
public  works  assigned  to  work  hereafter  to  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  is  hereby  transferred  to  the 
service  of  the  Authority  without  impairment  of  his  civil 
service  status  or  of  any  retirement  or  other  rights  to  which 
he  may  be  entitled.  Each  of  the  employees  of  the  Boston 
Port  Authority,  as  existing  immediately  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  hold  the  office  or 
position  then  held  by  him,  and  he  shall  be  subjected  to  a 
non-competitive  qualifying  civil  service  examination  for 
such  office  or  position  by  the  division  of  civil  service.  If  he 
passes  said  examination,  he  shall  be  certified  for  said  office 
or  position  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  permanently  ap- 
pointed thereto  without  serving  any  probationary  period, 
and  his  tenure  of  office,  and,  in  any  event,  the  tenure  of 
office  of  any  subsequent  incumbent  of  said  office  or  position, 
shall  be  unlimited,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of 
the  civil  service  laws.  If  such  an  employee  does  not  pass 
such  non-competitive  qualifying  civil  service  examination, 
he  may  continue  to  serve  in  said  office  or  position,  but  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  civil  service  laws. 
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Section  10.  Subject  to  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  g^fg  ^f^gV 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  sites  and  pier  locations  and  tain  bonds. 
the  construction  thereon  of  pier  facilities  under  authority 
of  chapter  ninety-one  A  of  the  General  Laws,  inserted 
therein  by  section  three  of  this  act,  the  state  treasurer  shall, 
upon  request  of  the  Authorit}^  and  with  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  issue  and  sell  at  pubUc  or  private 
sale  bonds  of  the  commonwealth,  registered  or  with  interest 
coupons  attached,  as  he  may  deem  best,  to  an  amount  to 
be  specified  by  the  Authority  from  time  to  time,  but  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  sum  of  fifteen  million  dol- 
lars. All  bonds  issued  by  the  commonwealth  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  designated  on  the  face:  Boston  Harbor  Facilities 
Loan,  1945,  and  shall  be  on  the  serial  payment  plan  for 
such  maximum  term  of  years,  not  exceeding  twenty  years, 
as  the  governor  may  recommend  to  the  general  court  pur- 
suant to  section  3  of  Article  LXII  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  maturities 
thereof  to  be  so  arranged  that  the  amount  paj^able  each 
year,  other  than  the  final  year,  shall  be  as  nearly  equal  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  state  treasurer  is  practicable;  pro- 
vided, that  no  construction,  to  be  paid  for  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bond  issue  hereby  authorized,  shall  be  done 
unless  the  Authority  shall  have  first  executed  a  written 
contract,  approved  by  the  governor,  with  a  responsible 
party  providing  for  the  lease  of  said  property,  the  minimum 
requirements  of  which  shall  be  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  amor- 
tize sixtj'^  per  cent  of  the  actual  cost  to  the  commonwealth 
of  the  facilities  included  in  the  lease,  over  a  period  not  to 
exceed  twenty  years,  which  contract  may  provide  that  at

Section  11.  Sections  two  and  four  of  this  act  shall  take  Kffeciive 
effect  upon  its  passage,  and  the  balance  of  this  act  shall  ''''*^- 
take  efi'ect  upon  the  qualification  of  all  of  the  members  of 
the  Port  of  Boston  Authority  originally  appointed  there- 
under; provided,  that  the  department  of  public  works  shall

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Chap.Q20  An  Act  relative  to  records  of  abatement  of  local 

TAXES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  section  sixty,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  two  hundred  and  nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-one,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section :  —  Section  60.  Every  board  of  assessors 
shall  record  all  abatements  of  taxes.  The  record  of  abate- 
ment of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  tax  shall  be  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  board  and  shall  show  plainly  the  following 
details : 

First,  The  name  or  title  in  which  the  tax  stands  assessed. 

Second,  The  year  in  which  the  tax  was  assessed. 

Third,  The  total  amount  of  the  tax. 

Fourth,  The  date  when  the  abatement  was  made. 

Fifth,  The  sum  abated  on  poll  tax. 

Sixth,  The  sum  abated  on  personal  estate. 

Seventh,  The  sum  abated  on  real  estate. 

Eighth,  The  total  sum  abated. 

Ninth,  In  case  of  an  abatement  to  put  into  effect  a  statu- 
tory exemption,  exact  reference  to  the  statutory  provision 
under  which  the  exemption  is  granted. 

The  assessors  shall  forthwith  upon  making  an  abatement 
furnish  the  tax  collector  with  a  copy  thereof. 

The  records  which  boards  of  assessors  are  required  to 
keep  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  kept,  in  the  order  in 
which  such  abatements  of  taxes  are  granted,  in  a  book  or 
set  of  books  provided  for  the  purpose  and  in  such  form  as 
the  commissioner  may  prescribe.  Such  book  or  books,  or 
copies  thereof,  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  Every 
board  of  assessors  shall  at  the  request  of  any  person  furnish 
one  or  more  copies  of  any  record  required  by  this  section  to 
be  kept,  upon  the  payment  in  advance  of  a  fee  approxi- 
mating the  cost  of  such  copy  or  copies. 

Applications  for  abatement  under  this  chapter  shall,  ex- 
cept in  proceedings  before  the  county  commissioners,  the 
appellate  tax  board  or  a  court  of  the  commonwealth,  be 
open  only  to  the  inspection  of  the  assessors,  the  commis- 
sioner, the  deputies,  clerks  and  assistants  of  either  the 
assessors  or  the  commissioner  and  such  other  officials  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  its  political  subdivisions  as  may  have 
occasion  to  inspect  such  applications  in  the  performance  of 
their  official  duties.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Chapter  fifty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  six,  as  amended,  and 
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inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section  6.  Jurisdiction. 
The  board  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  decide  appeals  under 
the  provisions  of  section  forty-two  E  of  chapter  forty;  of 
sections  two,  fourteen  and  twenty-five  of  chapter  fifty-eight; 
of  clauses  Seventeenth  and  Twenty-second  of  section  five  of 
chapter  fifty-nine;  of  sections  seven,  seven  A,  thirty-nine, 
sixty-four,  sixty-five,  sixty-five  B,  seventy-three  and  eighty- 
one  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine;  of  section  two  of  chapter 
sixty  A;  of  section  fort3^-five  of  chapter  sixty-two;  of  sec- 
tions two,  eighteen  A,  twenty-eight,  fifty-one,  sixty  and 
seventy-one  of  chapter  sixty-three;  of  section  six  of  chapter 
sixty-four;  of  sections  five  and  ten  of  chapter  sixty -four  A; 
of  sections  twenty-five  and  twenty-six  of  chapter  sixty-five; 
of  section  four  of  chapter  sixty-five  A;  and  under  any  other 
provision  of  law  wherein  such  jurisdiction  is  or  may  be  ex- 
pressly conferred.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  no 
appeal  to  the  board  shall  stay  the  collection  of  any  tax  or 
excise.  Whenever  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation,  in  this  chapter  called  the  commissioner,  or  a  board 
of  assessors,  before  whom  or  which  an  application  in  writing 
for  the  abatement  of  a  tax  is  or  shall  be  pending,  fails  to  act 
upon  said  application,  except  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  applicant,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  three  months  from 
the  date  of  filing  of  such  application,  it  shall  then  be  deemed 
to  be  denied  and  the  taxpayer  shall  have  the  right,  at  any 
time  within  three  months  thereafter,  to  take  any  appeal 
from  such  denial  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  by  law,  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  the  commissioner  or  board  of  as- 
sessors had  in  fact  refused  to  grant  the  abatement  applied 
for.  After  the  expiration  of  said  first  mentioned  three 
months  the  commissioner  or  the  board  of  assessors  shall 
have  no  further  authority  to  act  upon  said  application; 
provided,  that  during  the  period  allowed  for  the  taking  of 
an  appeal  the  commissioner  or  the  assessors,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  by  agreement  with  the  applicant  abate  the  tax  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  final  settlement  of  said  application,  and 
shall  also  have  the  authority  granted  to  him  or  them  by  sec- 
tion seven  of  this  chapter  to  abate,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any 
tax  as  to  which  an  appeal  has  been  seasonably  taken. 

Section  2.     Section  seven  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight  A,  ej^'^JX"^" 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  §  i,  etc.,  ' 
the  thirty-ninth  and  fortieth  lines,  the  words  "of  that  por-  *'°«°'^«'^- 
tion",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — »Sedzon  7.     Any  party  Appeals  to 
taking  an  appeal  to  the  board  from  a  decision  or  determina-  ^lo^^ab^fi-" 
tion  of  the  commissioner  or  of  a  board  of  assessors,  herein-  nien't  by 
after  referred  to  as  the  appellee,  shall  file  a  petition  with  the  answerr'entry 
clerk  of  the  appellate  tax  board  and  serve  upon  said  appellee  ^^^'  **"■ 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  nine  a  copy  thereof.    Where 
two  or  more  parcels  of  real  estate  are  included  in  one  deci- 
sion of  a  board  of  assessors,  the  appellate  tax  board  in  its 
discretion  may  require  that  each  parcel  be  the  subject  of  a 
separate  petition.

The  petition  upon  such  appeal  shall  set  forth 
specifically  the  facts  upon  which  the  party  taking  an  appeal, 
hereinafter  called  the  appellant,  relies,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  contentions  of  law  which  the  appellant  desires 
to  raise.  The  appellant  shall  state  upon  the  petition  the 
address  at  which  service  of  .'iny  pleading,  motion,  order, 
notice  or  process  in  connection  with  the  appeal  can  be  made 
upon  him.  Within  such  time  as  the  board  by  its  rules  may 
prescribe,  the  appellee  shall  file  with  the  board  an  answer 
stating  fully  each  finding  of  fact  and  ruling  of  law  made  with 
respect  to  the  tax  or  determination  in  issue  and  denying  or 
admitting  each  and  every  allegation  of  fact  contained  in  the 
petition;  except  that,  in  an  appeal  under  section  sixty-four 
or  sixty-five  of  chapter  fifty-nine,  if  the  appellee  desires  to 
raise  no  issue  other  than  the  question  whether  there  has  been 
an  overvaluation  of  the  property  on  which  the  tax  appealed 
from  was  assessed,  no  answer  need  be  filed.  If  no  answer  is 
filed  in  such  a  case,  the  allegation  of  overvaluation  of  such 
property  shall  be  held  to  be  denied  and  all  other  material 
facts  alleged  in  the  petition  admitted.  If  an  answer  is  filed 
a  copy  shall  be  served  upon  the  appellant,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  nine.  The  party  taking  the  appeal  shall 
at  the  time  of  filing  the  petition  pay  an  entry  fee  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  commissioner  or, 
in  the  case  of  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  a  board  of  asses- 
sors, an  entry  fee  equal  to  ten  cents  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate  or  personal 
propert}^,  or  both,  the  tax  on  which  is  sought  to  be  abated, 
except  that  the  minimum  entry  fee  shall  be  five  dollars. 
The  board  shall  not  consider,  unless  equity  and  good  con- 
science so  require,  any  issue  of  fact  or  contention  of  law  not 
specifically  set  out  in  the  petition  upon  appeal  or  raised  in 
the  answer.  At  any  time  before  the  decision  upon  the  appeal 
by  the  board  or  by  the  supreme  judicial  court  on  appeal  un- 
der section  thirteen,  the  appellee  may  abate  the  tax  appealed 
from  in  whole  or  in  part  or  change  his  or  its  detennination. 
Section  3.  Said  chapter  fifty-eight  A  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  seven  A,  as  amended,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section 
7 A.  The  board  shall  establish  by  rule  an  alternative  pro- 
cedure, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  informal  procedure, 
for  the  determination  of  petitions  for  abatement  of  any  tax 
upon  real  estate  or  tangible  personal  property,  where  such 
procedure  is  elected  by  both  parties,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.

from  was  assessed  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  and 
such  property  is  within  the  class  of  tangible  personal  prop- 
erty described  in  clause  Twentieth  of  section  five  of  chapter 
fifty-nine,  and  shall  file  a  written  waiver  of  the  right  of  appeal  AppeUant's 
to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  except  upon  questions  of  law  appeal. 
raised  by  the  pleadings  or  by  an  agreed  statement  of  facts  or 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  board,  an  election  of  the  informal 
procedure  and  a  written  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  of  the  amount  claimed  in  abatement  together  with  such 
additional  information  as  the  clerk  may  require.  The 
statement  last  referred  to  may  be  made  on  forms  to  be 
suppHed  by  the  board  and,  if  the  appellant  so  requests  and 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  concerned  does  not  ex- 
ceed twenty  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  made  out  for  the 
appellant  by  the  clerk  or  an  emploj^ee  of  the  board  desig- 
nated by  the  board.  The  clerk  shall  then  serve  a  copy  of 
such  statement  upon  the  appellee.  No  further  pleadings 
shall  be  required  under  this  procedure  if  the  appellee  intends 
to  offer  no  other  defense  than  that  the  property  was  not 
overvalued;  otherwise  it  shall  file  with  the  board  within 
thirty  days  of  the  service  of  such  statement  an  answer 
similar  to  that  required  under  the  procedure  provided  by 
section  seven,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  formal  pro- 
cedure. If  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  concerned 
exceeds  twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  appellee,  within  ten 
da3^s  of  the  date  of  the  service  of  such  statement,  may  elect 
to  have  the  appeal  heard  under  the  formal  procedure  by  so 
notifying  the  clerk  in  writing  and  by  paying  to  him  a  trans- 
fer fee  of  five  dollars,  in  which  case  the  said  statement  shall 
be  considered  to  be  a  petition  and  such  service  to  be  service 
of  the  petition  and  the  waiver  of  the  right  of  appeal  by  the 
appellant  shall  be  void.  If  the  appellee  does  not  so  transfer 
the  case,  the  informal  procedure  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  accepted  and  all  right  of  appeal  waived  by  the  appellee, 
except  upon  questions  of  law  raised  by  the  pleadings  or  by 
an  agreed  statement  of  facts  or  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
board.  No  statement  under  the  informal  procedure  shall 
relate  to  an  assessment  on  more  than  one  parcel  of  real 
estate,  except  where  the  board  shall  specifically  permit 
otherwise.  The  chairman  shall  provide  for  the  speedy 
hearing  of  all  appeals  to  be  heard  under  the  informal  pro- 
cedure. The  chairman  shall  make  every  effort  to  reduce 
the  expense  of  hearing  cases  filed  under  the  informal  pro- 
cedure by  directing  whenever  possible  that  petitions  for 
abatement  of  taxes  assessed  upon  real  estate  situated  in  the 
same  general  locality  of  the  same  town  be  heard  together, 
Irrespective  of  the  identity  of  the  appellants. 
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Section  4.  Section  fifty-nine  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three,  is  herebj'-  further  amended  bj*^ 
striking  out  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentence :  —  A  person  upon  whom  a  tax  has 
been  assessed  or  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  such  a 
person  or  the  executor  or  trustee  under  the  will  of  such  a 
person,  if  aggrieved  by  such  tax,  may,  except  as  hereinafter 
otherwise  provided,  on  or  before  October  first  of  the  year 
to  which  the  tax  relates  or,  if  the  tax  is  other  than  a  poll 
tax  and  the  bill  or  notice  was  first  sent  after  September  first 
of  such  year,  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  after  the  date  on 
which  the  bill  or  notice  was  so  sent,  apply  in  writing  to  the 
assessors,  on  a  form  approved  by  the  commissioner,  for  an 
abatement  thereof,  and  if  they  find  him  taxed  at  more  than 
his  just  proportion,  or  upon  an  assessment  of  any  of  his 
property  in  excess  of  its  fair  cash  value,  they  shall  make  a 
reasonable  abatement;  provided,  that  a  person  aggrieved 
by  a  tax  assessed  upon  him  under  section  seventy-five  or 
reassessed  upon  him  under  section  seventy-seven  may 
apply  for  such  abatement  at  any  time  within  six  months 
after  notice  of  such  assessment  or  reassessment  is  sent  to  him.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  moral 
obligation  of  the  commonwealth  in  the  premises,  and  after 
an  appropriation  has  been  made  therefor,  there  shall  be  al- 
lowed and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  to 
The  Conners  Bros.  Company,  a  Maine  corporation,  the  sum 
of  forty-eight  hundred  dollars  in  full  settlement  of  its  claims 
arising  out  of  a  certain  contract  it  had  with  tiie  Suffolk 
County  Courthouse  Commission. 

Section  2.  The  city  of  Boston  is  herebj^  authorized  to 
pay  to  the  commonwealth,  upon  certification  by  tlie  treas- 
urer thereof,  its  proportion  of  the  amount  herein  authorized 
as  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  four  of  chapter  five 
hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
six,  as  amended.

otherwise,  the  district  attorney  and  such  a  justice  within 
whose  district  or  jurisdiction  the  said  act  or  negligence  oc- 
curred. He  shall  also  file  with  the  district  attorney  thus 
notified,  and  with  the  justice  or  in  his  court,  an  attested 
copy  of  the  view  and  his  personal  inquiries  and  a  copy  of 
the  record  of  the  autopsy  made  as  provided  in  section  six. 
He  shall  in  all  cases  certify  to  the  town  clerk  or  registrar  in 
the  place  where  the  deceased  died,  and  to  the  department 
of  industrial  accidents  in  cases  where  death,  in  his  opinion, 
was  caused  by  or  related  to  the  occupation  of  the  deceased, 
his  name  and  residence,  if  known;  otherwise,  a  description 
as  full  as  may  be,  with  the  cause  and  manner  of  death.

tion, the  words  "from  all  appointments  and  enlistments  in 
the  army  or  navy"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
—  or  released  from  his  last  war  time  enlistment  or  appoint- 
ment, —  so  that  the  first  paragraph  will  read  as  follows :  — 
The  recipient  of  state  aid  shall  have  a  residence,  and  shall  ^.^Y™^-^*  °^ 
actually  reside,  in  the  town  from  which  such  aid  is  received,  regulated. 
shall  not  receive  aid  from  any  other  town  in  the  common- 
wealth or  from  any  other  state,  shall  be  in  such  needy  cir- 
cumstances as  to  require  public  assistance,  and,  if  a  soldier, 
sailor  or  nurse,  shall  have  been  honorably  discharged  or 
released  from  his  last  war  time  enlistment  or  appointment, 
shall  be  so  far  disabled,  as  the  result  of  his  service  in  the 
army  or  navy,  as  to  prevent  him  from  following  his  usual 
occupation,  and  shall  belong  to  one  of  the  following  classes: 
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Section  2.  Said  section  six  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
the  ninety-ninth  hne,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition,  the  word  "sixteen"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word:  —  eighteen,—  and  by  striking  out,  in  the  one 
hundred  and  third  and  one  hundred  and  fourth  Hues,  as  so 
appearing,  the  words  ",  provided  the  children  were  in  being 
prior  to  his  discharge  or  prior  to  the  termination  of  said  war 
as  herein  defined",  —  so  that  the  paragraph  contained  in  the 
ninety-eighth  to  the  one  hundred  and  sixth  lines,  inclusive, 
as  so  appearing,  will  read  as  follows :  —

Indian  wars  or  campaigns,  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  the 
China  Relief  Expedition,  Mexican  border  service  or  world 
war  service  as  defined  in  section  six.  The  disability  must 
have  arisen  from  causes  independent  of  his  military  or  naval 
service  aforesaid.

Any 
crippled,  blind  or  helpless  child,  whether  a  minor  or  adult, 
of  a  deceased  person  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  or  in  the  war 
with  Spain  or  the  Philippine  Insurrection  between  April 
twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  July 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  shall  have  been 
honorably  discharged  or  released  from  his  last  war  time  en- 
listment or  appointment,  if  such  child  is  receiving  a  pension 
from  the  United  States  and  is  not  otherwise  eligible  to  re- 
ceive relief  under  this  section,  shall  also  be  eligible  as  afore- 
said. Such  relief  shall  be  furnished  by  the  aldermen  or 
selectmen,  or,  in  Boston,  by  the  soldiers'  relief  commissioner, 
subject,  however,  to  the  direction  of  the  city  council  of  said 
city  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid.  The  beneficiary  shall 
receive  said  relief  at  home,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the 
aldermen,  selectmen  or  soldiers'  relief  commissioner  deem 
proper,  but  he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  receive  the  same  at 
an  infirmary  or  public  institution  unless  his  physical  or 
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mental  condition  requires,  or,  if  a  minor,  unless  his  parents 
or  guardian  so  elect.

dollars,  no  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  by  the  common- 
wealth. The  burial  shall  not  be  made  in  any  cemetery  or 
burial  ground  used  exclusively  for  the  burial  of  persons 
buried  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventeen,  or  in  any  part  of  any  cemetery  or  burial  ground 
so  used.  Relatives  of  the  deceased  who  are  unable  to  bear 
the  expense  of  burial  may  be  allowed  to  conduct  the  funeral. 
The  full  amount  so  expended,  the  name  of  the  deceased 
soldier  or  sailor,  the  regiment,  company,  station,  organiza- 
tion or  vessel  in  which  he  served,  the  date  of  death,  place  of 
interment,  and  in  case  of  a  wife  or  widow  the  name  of  the 
husband  and  date  of  marriage,  and  in  the  case  of  a  depend- 
ent child  the  name  of  the  father,  and  such  other  details  as 
the  commissioner  may  require,  shall  be  certified  on  oath  to 
him,  in  such  manner  as  he  may  approve,  by  the  burial 
agent  and  the  treasurer  of  the  town  expending  the  amount, 
within  three  months  after  the  burial;  and  the  commissioner 
shall  endorse  upon  the  certificate  his  allowance  of  such 
amounts  as  he  finds  have  been  paid,  and  reported  according 
to  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  shall  transmit  the  certificate 
to  the  comptroller.

fore it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  is  g.  l.  (Tcf. 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  thirty-one,  as  most  fsijet^c'., 
recently  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-five  amended.' 
of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  section :  —  Section  31 .    Salaries  payable  by  the  salaries, 
commonwealth  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided,  be  paid  on  ^i^en  payable. 
the  first  day  of  each  month,  and  shall  be  in  full  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  to  the  commonwealth  by  the  persons  to  whom 
they  are  paid.    Advances  on  account  of  salaries  may  be  made  Advances.

TO  THE  ACQUISITION  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
OF  CERTAIN  LANDS  FOR  USE  AS  MILITARY  RESERVATIONS 
AND  GRANTING  AND  CEDING  JURISDICTION  OVER  SUCH 
LANDS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  im- 
posed, the  consent  of  the  commonwealth  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  America  of  the 
following  described  parcels  of  land  for  use  by  the  War  De- 
partment as  militaiy  reservations.

manner  as  though,  this  cession  had  not  been  granted;  pro- 
vided, that  the  jurisdiction  in  and  over  the  lands  described 
in  subdivisions  1  and  2  of  section  one  shall  revert  to  and 
revest  in  the  commonwealth  whenever  such  areas  shall 
cease  to  be  used  f,>r  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  one, 
and  that  the  jurisdiction  in  and  over  the  lands  described  in 
subdivisions  3  to  9,  inclusive,  of  section  one  shall  revert  to 
and  revest  in  the  commonwealth  upon  the  expiration  of 
six  months  after  the  termination  of  the  existing  states  of 
war  between  the  United  States  and  certain  foreign  coun- 
tries, or  whenever  such  areas  shall  cease  to  be  used  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  section  one,  whichever  first  occurs; 
and  provided,  further,  that  any  consent  to  the  acquisition 
of,  or  any  jurisdiction  over,  public  rights  in  navigable  waters 
is  expressly  excluded  from  this  grant  and  chapter  ninety- 
one  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  any  encroachment, 
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filling  or  structure  placed  in  the  tide  waters  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  as  to  each  piece 
or  parcel  of  land  acquired  under  the  authority  of  section 
one  upon  the  depositing  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary 
before  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  of  a  suitable  plan  of  said  parcel,  but  not  otherwise.

C/iap. 640  An  Act  establishing  a  mosquito  control  project  at 

palmer's  pond  in  swampscott. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  department,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state  reclama- 
tion board  and  the  department  of  public  health  to  construct, 
lay  and  maintain  such  drains  as  may  be  necessary  to  lower 
the  water  of  Palmer's  pond,  in  the  town  of  Swampscott,  and 
to  remove  surface  and  ground  waters  tributary  to  said  pond 
and  to  carry  on  such  dredging  and  filling  operations  as  may 
be  necessary  in  and  about  said  pond,  including  the  removal 
of  organic  growths  from  said  pond  and  the  shores  thereof, 
and  to  carry  out  a  program  of  mosquito  control  in  relation 
to  said  pond. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  department 
may  acquire  bj'^  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine 
of  the  General  Laws  or  by  lease,  purchase,  gift,  devise  or 
otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other  ease- 
ments necessary  for  carrying  out  said  purposes  and  may 
acquire  any  appliances,  works,  tools,  machinery  and  other 
equipment  that  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  department  may  con- 
struct and  maintain  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held  under 
this  act  such  drains  and  other  works  as  may  be  necessary 
and  may  dredge  and  fill  such  lands,  construct  dikes,  raise 
or  lower  embankments  and  raise  or  lower  the  water  level  of 
said  pond. 

Section  3.  The  lands,  water  rights  and  other  property 
taken  or  acquired  under  this  act  and  all  works,  buUdings 
and  other  structures  erected  or  constructed  thereunder,  shall 
be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  department. 

Section  4.  Beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  commencing 
on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  to  meet  the 
expenses  incurred  under  this  act,  there  shall  annually  be  ex- 
pended from  the  state  treasury,  subject  to  appropriation, 
sums  equal,  in  the  aggregate,  to  thirty-five  cents  on  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of  property  of  such 
town  as  last  established  by  the  general  court  as  a  basis  of 
apportionment  for  state  and  county  taxes,  and  the  sums  so 
expended  shall  be  assessed  by  the  state  treasurer  on  said 
town  as  an  addition  to  its  quota  of  the  state  tax  next  to  be 
assessed;  provided,  that  such  town  may  in  any  year  antici- 
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pate  in  whole  or  in  part  its  assessment,  and  appropriate, 
raise  and  deposit  the  amount  thereof  with  the  state  treas- 
urer, and  any  sum  so  deposited  shall  be  credited  against  such 
assessment.  There  may  also  be  expended  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  voluntary  contributions  for  such  purposes  de- 
posited in  the  state  treasury. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance by  vote  of  the  town  meeting  members  of  the  town  of 
Swampscott  at  a  town  meeting,  but  not  otherwise.

PENDENTS  OF  CERTAIN  EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT

INJURIES  RECEIVED  OR  HAZARDS  UNDERGONE  IN  THE  PER- 
FORMANCE   OF   DUTY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  eighty-nine  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  ^do,'  32!^'^' 
Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  §  89,' etc., 
and  sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-    ""^ 
three,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"of",  where  said  word  first  occurs  in  the  sixth  line,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  ,  investigator  or  indus- 
trial relations  adjuster  in,  —  so  that  the  first  sentence  will 
read  as  follows :  —  If  a  member  of  the  police  or  fire  force,  or  Annuities  to 
a  forest  warden,  of  a  city  or  town,  or  a  member  of  the  de-  oFpoullmen 
partment  of  public  safety  doing  police  duty,  or  an  investi-  pr  ,^'^^"'*=" 
gator  or  examiner  of  the  registry  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  in  per'form- 
department  of  public  works  doing  police  duty,  or  an  inspec-  ^"'^'^  °^  ^"*^- 
tor,  investigator  or  industrial  relations  adjuster  in  the  de- 
partment of  labor  and  industries,  or  a  prison  officer  or  any 
technical  employee  of  the  department  of  public  works  or 
public  health,  of  the  metropolitan  district  commission,  or 
of  the  division  of  metropolitan  planning,  included  in  class 
twenty-seven  of  rule  four  of  the  civil  service  rules,  is  killed, 
or  dies  from  injuries  received,  or  dies  as  a  natural  and  proxi- 
mate result  of  undergoing  a  hazard  peculiar  to  his  employ- 
ment, while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  and  it  shall  be 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  appropriate  public  author- 
ity as  hereinafter  defined  that  such  death  was  the  natural 
and  proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring,  or  of  under- 
going a  hazard  peculiar  to  his  employment,  while  he  was 
acting  in  the  performance  and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty, 
and  a  majority  of  the  members  of  a  board  consisting  of  two 
physicians  designated  by  the  public  authority  hereinafter 
defined,  and  one  physician  to  be  designated  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  health  shall  certify  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  which  the  compensation  of 
such  deceased  person  was  payable,  that  the  death  was  the 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  the  said  injury  or  hazard, 
there  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  such  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  the  fol- 
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lowing  dependents  of  such  deceased  person  the  following  an- 
nuities: To  the  widow,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried, 
an  annuity  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  a  year,  in- 
creased by  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  child 
of  such  deceased  person  during  such  time  as  such  child  is 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  from  earning;  and,  if  there  is  any 
such  child  and  no  widow  or  the  widow  later  dies,  such  an 
annuity  as  would  have  been  payable  to  the  widow  had  there 
been  one  or  had  she  lived,  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  child, 
or  of  such  children  in  equal  shares,  during  the  time  afore- 
said; and,  if  there  is  any  such  child  and  the  widow  remar- 
ries, in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  to  or  for  the  benefit 
of  each  such  child  during  the  time  aforesaid;  and,  if  there  is 
no  widow  and  no  such  child,  an  annuity  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  father  or  mother 
of  the  deceased,  or  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  unmarried  or 
widowed  sister  of  the  deceased  with  whom  he  was«  living  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  if  such  father,  mother  or  sister  was 
dependent  upon  him  for  support  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
during  such  time  as  such  beneficiary  is  unable  to  support 
himself  or  herself  and  does  not  marry.

TO  THE  ACQUISITION  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
OF  CERTAIN  LANDS  FOR  USE  AS  NAVAL  ESTABLISHMENTS 
AND  GRANTINCt  AND  CEDING  JURISDICTION  OVER  SUCH 
LANDS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloius: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  im- 
posed, the  consent  of  the  commonwealth  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  America  of  the 
following  described  parcels  of  land  for  use  by  the  Navy  De- 
partment in  connection  with  the  war  effort  and  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinafter  stated.

Jurisdiction  over  the  above-described  lands 
is  hereby  granted  and  ceded  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
but  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  commonwealth  shall 
retain  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  United  States  of 
America  in  and  over  said  lands,  in  so  far  that  all  civil  proc- 
esses and  such  criminal  processes  as  may  issue  under  the 
authority  of  the  commonwealth  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons charged  with  crimes  committed  without  said  lands  and 
all  processes  for  collection  of  taxes  levied  under  authority 
of  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  including  the  service  of 
warrants,  may  be  executed  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as 
though  this  cession  had  not  been  granted;  provided,  that 
the  jurisdiction  in  and  over  the  lands  described  in  subdivi- 
sions 1  and  2  of  section  one  shall  revert  to  and  revest  in  the 
commonwealth  whenever  such  areas  shall  cease  to  be  used 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  one,  and  that  the  juris- 
diction in  and  over  the  lands  described  in  subdivisions  3  to 
10,  inclusive,  of  section  one  shall  revert  to  and  revest  in  the 
commonwealth  upon  the  expiration  of  six  months  after  the 
termination  of  the  existing  states  of  war  between  the  United 
States  and  certain  foreign  countries,  or  whenever  such  areas 
shall  cease  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section 
one,  whichever  first  occurs;  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
consent  to  the  acquisition  of,  or  any  jurisdiction  over,  public 
rights  in  navigable  waters  is  expressly  excluded  from  this 
grant  and  that  chapter  ninety-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
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apply  to  any  encroachment,  filling  or  structure  placed  in  the 
tide  waters  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  as  to  each  piece 
or  parcel  of  land  acquired  under  the  authority  of  section  one 
upon  the  depositing  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary  be- 
fore December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six, 
of  a  suitable  plan  of  said  parcel,  but  not  otherwise.

present  lease  of  said  pier,  or  any  renewal  thereof;  and,  pro-

Section  1.     The  General  Laws  are  hereby  amended  by  g.  i..  (Tw-. 
inserting  after   chapter  one   hundred   and   twenty-one,   as  fhllpuMi;]  a, 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition,  the  following  new  added. 
chapter :  — 

Chapter  121A. 

Urban  Redevelopment  Corporations. 

Section  1.     The  following  words,  wherever  used  in  this  Definitions. 
chapter,  shall,  unless  a  different  meaning  clearly  appears 
from  the  context,  have  the  following  meanings :  — 

"Housing  board"  or  "board",  the  state  board  of  housing 
established  under  section  seventeen  of  chapter  eighteen. 

"Project",  any  undertaking  to  demolish,  clear  away  or 
remove  obsolete  or  dilapidated  buildings,  and  to  erect  new 
buildings  upon  the  site  of  such  buildings  or  upon  vacant 
land;  or  to  rehabilitate  existing  buildings  or  to  accomplish 
both  purposes.  If  more  than  one  area  is  included  in  a  project, 
the  areas  so  included  shall  be  so  closely  adjacent  as  to  be 
capable  of  treatment  as  a  unit.  The  location  of  a  project 
may  include  buildings  not  in  themselves  insanitary,  dete- 
riorated or  obsolete,  if  the  inclusion  of  such  buildings  is 
deemed  by  the  housing  board  necessary  for  the  effective 
clearance,  replanning,  reconstruction  or  rehabilitation  of  the 
area  in  which  such  buildings  are  situated.  "Project"  shall 
include  both  the  act  of  undertaking  the  enterprise  and  the 
land  and  buildings  included  therein. 

"Zoning  ordinance  or  by-law",  an  ordinance  or  by-law 
adopted  under  authority  of  sections  twenty-five  to  thirty  B, 
inclusive,  of  cliapter  forty,  and  any  special  statute  estab- 
lishing zoning  regulations  in  one  or  more  cities,  towns  or 
districts. 

"Decadent  area",  an  area  in  which  many  of  the  buildings 
are  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated  or  obsolete  or  to  a 
large  extent  vacant,  or  in  which  much  of  the  real  estate  has 
in  recent  years  been  sold  or  taken  for  non-payment  of  taxes 
or  upon  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  or  in  which  many  build- 
ings have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and  in  which 
under  existing  conditions  it  is  improbable  that  the  buildings 
will  be  replaced  or  repaired,  and  in  which  any  of  the  fore- 
going conditions  are  growing  worse  and  values  are  declin- 
ing, so  that  there  is  a  large  body  of  land  substantially  useless 
in  its  existing  condition. 
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Section  2,  It  is  hereby  declared  that  areas  exist  in  certain 
cities  and  towns  of  this  commonwealth  wherein  dwellings 
predominate  which  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  overcrowding, 
faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack  of  ventilation,  light  or 
sanitation  or  any  combination  of  these  factors,  are  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  that  the  existence  of  these  areas  is 
detrimental  to  the  public  safety,  health  or  morals;  that 
other  areas  exist  which  are  decadent  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  have  become  social  and  economic  liabilities  to  the  com- 
munity; that  other  areas  exist  which  by  reason  of  inappro- 
priate subdivision,  the  removal  of  means  of  transportation 
or  a  change  in  business  or  economic  practices  or  other  like 
causes  have  become  incapable  of  beneficial  use  or  develop- 
ment by  private  enterprise  under  existing  law;  that  from 
time  to  time  one  or  more  large  areas  are  devastated  by  fire, 
flood,  explosion  or  other  calamity,  and  by  reason  of  the  size 
and  shape  of  the  parcels  of  land  and  the  location  of  the 
streets  and  other  public  utilities  within  and  adjacent  to  the 
area,  cannot  be  restored  by  private  enterprise  under  exist- 
ing law  without  perpetuating  conditions  unfavorable  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare;  that  in 
many  of  the  areas  above  described  the  owners  of  the  several 
parcels  of  land  within  the  area  are  affected  by  the  unfavor- 
able conditions  in  a  similar  way,  but  cannot  agree  upon  a 
method  of  putting  their  property  to  its  most  beneficial  use; 
that  a  public  exigency  exists  which  makes  the  reclamation, 
restoration  and  rehabilitation  of  such  areas  a  public  use  and 
benefit  for  which  private  property  may  be  acquired  by 
eminent  domain  or  regulated  by  wholesome  and  reasonable 
orders,  laws  and  directions  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  this 
commonwealth. 

Section  3.  Three  or  more  persons  may  associate  them- 
selves by  written  agreement  of  association,  in  a  form  fur- 
nished or  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation,  with  intent  to  form  a  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  a  project  authorized  and  approved,  or  to  be 
authorized  and  approved,  by  the  housing  board.  No  such 
corporation  shall  undertake  more  than  one  project.  Such 
project  shall  consist  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
areas  wherein  dwellings  predominate  which  by  reason  of 
dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement  or  design, 
lack  of  ventilation,  light  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  any  com- 
bination of  these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  safety,  health 
or  morals,  or  one  or  more  areas  which  are  decadent  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  have  become  a  social  or  economic  liability 
to  the  community;  or  one  or  more  areas  which  by  reason  of 
inappropriate  subdivision,  the  removal  of  means  of  trans- 
portation or  a  change  in  business  and  economic  practices 
or  other  like  cause  have  become  incapable  of  beneficial  use 
or  development  by  private  enterprise  under  existing  law; 
or  one  or  more  areas  in  which  a  large  number  of  the  build- 
ings have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  flood,  explosion  or  other 
calamity;    (6)  the  demolition  or  rehabilitation  of  the  build- 
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ings  thereon;  and  (c)  the  provision  thereon,  or  adjacent 
thereto,  either  by  construction  or  rehabilitation,  of  decent, 
safe  and  sanitary  dwellings  to  be  developed  and  admin- 
istered so  as  to  promote  serviceability,  efficiency,  economy 
and  stability,  together  with  appurtenant  facihties.  Such 
appurtenant  facilities  shall  include  such  use  for  business, 
commercial,  cultural  or  recreational  purposes,  related  to 
the  project  as  may  be  approved  by  the  housing  board  as 
best  serving  the  public  interest.  The  area  or  areas  included 
in  a  project  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  to  make  the  carrying 
out  of  the  project  a  public  use  and  benefit. 

The  laws  relative  to  corporations  organized  under  and  ^"bPct^^o"*" 
subject  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-six,  except  section  provisions  of 
seven  of  said  chapter,  so  far  as  consistent  with  the  provisions  "'^^p'^'"  ^^^ 
of  this  chapter  and  rules  and  regulations  made  under  author- 
ity thereof,  shall  apply  to  corporations  so  formed;  provided, 
that  no  stock  shall  be  issued  without  par  value;    and  cor- 
porations so  formed  are  hereby  declared  to  be  instrumentali- 
ties of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  4-  The  housing  board  may  make,  and  from  time  Rules  and 
to  time  amend,  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  ■•eguiations. 
the  procedure  for  securing  the  approval  of  projects  under 
this  chapter  and  for  the  financing,  construction,  management 
and  maintenance  of  such  projects.  The  housing  board  may, 
for  the  guidance  of  the  proponents  of  a  project,  fix  general 
standards  to  which  the  plans  of  such  a  project  shall  conform. 
Variations  from  such  standards  may  be  allowed  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter.  Such  stand- 
ards may  contain  provisions  more  restrictive  than  those 
imposed  by  applicable  planning,  zoning,  health  and  building 
laws,  ordinances,  by-laws  and  regulations. 

Section  5.  The  persons  who  have  executed  an  agreement  ^^^111^°^ 
of  association  under  section  three  shall,  before  presenting  housing 
the  agreement  of  association  to  the  state  secretary  for  filing,  ''°*'"'^ 
submit  to  the  housing  board  an  application  for  its  approval 
of  the  project  for  the  carrying  out  of  which  the  corporation 
is  sought  to  be  formed  and  its  consent  to  the  formation  of 
such  corporation.  Such  application  shall  specify  the  location 
of  the  proposed  project  and  shall  state  the  reasons  why  the 
project  is  necessary  or  desirable,  the  uses  to  which  the  project 
is  to  be  put,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  project,  and  the  amount 
of  capital  which  it  is  intended  to  raise.  Such  application 
shall  also  contain  in  general  terms  a  description  of  the  build- 
ings, structures  or  facilities  which  it  is  proposed  to  furnish, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  site  plan  and  typical  building 
plan  and  typical  elevations  of  the  proposed  buildings  or 
structures. 

Section  6.     Whenever    the    housing    board    is    asked    to  Approval  by 
approve  the  formation  of  a  corporation  under  section  three,  ^a^focal^''" 
it  shall  transmit  the  application  to  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or  planning 
the  selectmen  of  the  town,  in  which  the  proposed  project  is 
located,  and  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  request  the  planning  board  of  such  city  or  town,  if 
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there  is  any  such  board,  to  make  a  report  on  such  appUcation. 
Such  planning  board  shall,  after  a  public  hearing,  of  which 
reasonable  notice  shall  be  given,  determine  whether  the  pro- 
posed project  conflicts  with  the  master  plan  of  the  citj'^  or 
town  made  by  authority  of  chapter  forty-one,  if  such  a  plan 
has  been  made,  whether  the  site  of  the  proposed  project  is 
within  one  of  the  areas  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  plan- 
ning board,  large  scale  redevelopment  in  behalf  of  the  public 
health,  safety  and  morals  and  the  general  welfare  is  most 
warranted,  and  whether  the  proposed  project  would  be  in 
any  way  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  public  or 
the  city  or  town  or  to  the  public  safety  and  convenience, 
or  inconsistent  with  the  most  suitable  development  of  the 
city  or  town. 

If  the  carrying  out  of  a  project  will  involve  the  destruc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  of  buildings  occupied  in  whole  or  in 
part  as  dwellings,  such  planning  board  shall  determine 
whether  in  its  opinion  there  will  be  dwelling  accommodations 
at  substantially  similar  rentals  to  which  the  occupants  of 
such  dwellings  may  move  without  undue  hardship,  and  unless 
it  finds  that  there  will  be  such  accommodations  it  shall  not 
approve  the  project.  Such  planning  board  shall  submit  to 
the  mayor  or  the  selectmen  a  report  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  approving  or  disapproving  the  project, 
together  with  its  reasons  for  approval  or  disapproval.  The 
mayor  or  the  selectmen  shall  transmit  the  report  of  the 
planning  board  to  the  housing  board  together  with  his  or 
their  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  project.  If  there  is  no 
planning  board  in  such  city  or  town,  the  hearing  herein  pre- 
scribed shall  be  held  and  the  report  made  by  the  mayor  or 
the  selectmen. 

The  housing  board,  if  it  receives  a  certificate  evidencing 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen,  and  of  the  plan- 
ning board,  if  any,  and  if  it  finds  that  the  conditions  exist 
which  warrant  the  carrying  out  of  the  project  and  that  in 
its  opinion  the  cost  of  the  project  has  been  correctly  estimated 
and  the  project  will  be  practicable,  and  that  the  construc- 
tion and  use  of  the  project  will  not  be  in  contravention  of 
any  zoning,  subdivision,  health  or  building  ordinances  or 
by-laws  or  rules  and  regulations  of  the  city  or  town,  or  of 
any  municipal  board,  in  effect  in  the  location  of  the  proposed 
project,  or  of  the  standards  fixed  by  the  board  under  section 
four,  shall  issue  a  certificate  that  it  approves  the  project  and 
consents  to  the  formation  of  a  corporation  to  carry  it  out. 
The  agreement  of  association  shall  not  be  presented  to  the 
state  secretary  for  filing,  nor  shall  he  file  it,  unless  it  is  ac- 
companied by  such  certificate.  If  the  housing  board  dis- 
approves the  project  it  shall  state  its  objections  in  writing  and 
may  suggest  changes  in  the  project,  or  in  the  plans  therefor, 
which,  if  adopted,  would  meet  its  objections.  If  the  persons 
so  associated  determine  to  proceed  in  accordance  with  the 
changes  suggested,  they  shall  amend  their  application  ac- 
cordingly and  submit  the  application  as  amended  to  the 
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housing  board  for  its  approval.  The  housing  board  may 
approve  or  disapprove  such  apphcation  as  amended,  unless 
in  its  opinion  the  proposed  change  is  a  fundamental  one. 
In  such  case  the  housing  board  shall  transmit  the  applica- 
tion as  amended  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  in  which  the  project  is  to  be  located,  and  the 
provisions  of  this  section  in  respect  to  original  applications 
shall  be  applicable  thereto. 

Section  7.  No  more  than  such  proportion  of  the  esti-  Financing 
mated  cost  of  a  project,  not  exceeding  eighty  per  cent  thereof,  °^  vroicd. 
as  the  housing  board  shall  approve,  shall  be  raised  by  borrow- 
ing the  same,  and  the  remainder  of  such  estimated  cost  and 
such  additional  capital  as  the  housing  board  has  required 
or  approved,  unless  provided  by  grants  or  gifts,  shall  be 
raised  by  subscription  to  or  sale  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
corporation.  No  such  corporation  shall  enter  upon  the  con- 
struction of  a  project  until  the  full  amount  to  be  paid  for 
its  capital  stock  as  above  determined  has  been  deposited 
in  its  treasury  in  cash  or  in  property  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  stock  of  such  a  corporation  shall  first  be  offered  to  the 
owners  of  the  real  estate  within  the  location  of  the  project 
and  each  owner  may  subscribe  to  said  stock  in  an  amount 
not  in  excess  of  the  value  less  encumbrances  of  his  real 
estate  within  such  location  and  may  pay  his  subscription 
by  a  deed  of  his  said  real  estate,  to  be  held  in  escrow  by  the 
housing  board  until  the  full  amount  of  the  capital  has  been 
raised.  The  valuation  of  said  real  estate  for  the  purposes  of 
this  section  shall  be  determined  by  agreement,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  housing  board,  and  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree  upon  the  valuation,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
housing  board.  If  the  owner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  amount 
so  offered,  his  deed  shall  be  returned  to  him  and  his  sub- 
scription shall  be  cancelled,  but  his  right  to  subscribe  to  the 
stock  in  cash  if  he  so  elects  and  his  right  to  recover  the  value 
of  his  land  in  the  appropriate  proceedings  if  taken  by  eminent 
domain  by  the  corporation  shall  not  be  impaired  by  his 
action  under  this  section. 

So  much  of  the  stock  as  has  not  been  subscribed  for  by  the 
owners  of  the  real  estate  within  thirty  days  after  it  has  been 
offered  to  them  shall  be  issued  to  the  persons  who  signed  the 
agreement  of  association,  in  proportion  to  but  not  in  excess 
of  their  respective  subscriptions  and  any  remaining  stock 
shall  be  offered  to  the  general  public.  All  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  shall  carry  with  it  the  same  rights 
and  privileges. 

The  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities  of  such  corporations 
shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  insur- 
ance, be  legal  investments  for  the  capital  and  other  funds  of 
insurance  companies,  and  the  bonds  and  notes  of  such  a  cor- 
poration, when  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  upon  its  real 
estate  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of 
banks  and,  in  the  case  of  savings  banks,  of  the  directors  of 
Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  be  legal  investments 
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for  the  deposits  and  the  income  derived  therefroin  of  savings 
banks  and  the  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and 
for  the  trust  funds  of  trust  companies. 

Section  8.  The  construction  of  all  buildings  upon  a  proj- 
ect shall  be  inspected  by  competent  persons  chosen  by  the 
housing  board,  to  the  extent  necessary  to  make  certain  that 
such  construction  is  in  conformity  with  the  application  as 
approved  by  the  housing  board.  Every  such  corporation 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  organized  to  serve  a  public 
purpose,  and  shall  remain  at  all  times  subject  to  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  housing  board.  All  real  estate 
acquired  by  any  such  corporation  and  all  structures  erected 
by  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired  or  erected  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

If  the  housing  board  shall  find  that  a  corporation  has 
violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  the  require- 
ments of  the  board  thereunder  with  respect  to  the  construc- 
tion and  financing  of  a  project,  or  to  the  payments  therefor, 
or  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  have  not  been 
complied  with,  or  that  a  project  is  not  maintained  in  such  a 
way  as  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed, 
or  that  strip  or  waste  caused  by  unreasonable  use  or  abuse 
of  the  buildings,  structures  or  facilities  thereon  exist,  it  shall 
notify  the  holders  of  any  mortgages,  or  mortgage  bonds 
thereon,  or  the  trustee,  if  any,  for  the  bondholders,  and  it 
may  institute  a  proceeding  in  equity  in  its  own  name  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing,  or  requiring,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
injunction  or  otherwise,  any  such  act  or  failure  or  omission 
to  act.  The  remedies  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  substitution  for  any  other  available 
remedies. 

Section  9.  Except  as  provided  in  section  sixteen,  the 
stockholders  of  every  such  corporation  shall  be  deemed, 
when  they  subscribe  to  and  receive  the  stock  thereof,  to  have 
agreed  that  they  shall  at  no  time  receive  or  accept  from  the 
corporation,  in  repayment  of  their  investment  in  its  stock, 
any  sums  in  excess  of  the  par  value  of  the  stock,  together 
with  cumulative  dividends  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum.  No  stockholder  in  any  such  corporation  shall  re- 
ceive any  dividend  in  any  one  year  in  excess  of  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  except  that  when  in  any  prior  year  or 
years  dividends  in  the  amount  authorized  to  be  paid  by  such 
corporation  shall  not  have  been  paid  in  full  on  the  said 
stock,  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay- 
ment of  so  much  of  such  deficiency,  without  interest,  out 
of  any  surplus  earned  in  any  succeeding  year,  as  the  direc- 
tors of  the  corporation  shall  determine.  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  dividends  out  of 
profits  from  the  sale  of  the  capital  assets  of  the  corporation. 

Section  10.  The  real  estate  and  personal  property  of  any 
such  corporation  shall  for  a  period  of  forty  years  after  its 
organization  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  chapter  fifty- 
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nine.  During  such  period  every  such  corporation  shall  in  Paymentato 
lieu  of  such  taxes,  but  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  we^afth™™°"' 
fifteen,  pay  annually  to  the  commonwealth  with  respect  to 
its  corporate  existence  at  any  time  within  the  preceding  cal- 
endar year  an  excise  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  following: 
namely,  an  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent  of  its  gross  in- 
come in  such  year,  from  all  sources,  and  an  amount  equal  to 
ten  dollars  per  thousand  upon  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  such  corporation, 
as  of  January  first  in  the  taxable  year,  to  be  determined  by 
the  assessors  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  project  is 
located  and  subject  to  abatement  and  appeal  as  in  the  case 
of  city  or  town  taxes;  provided  that  such  excise  shall  not  in 
any  year  be  less  than  an  amount  equal  to  that  which  the 
city  or  town  would  receive  for  taxes,  at  the  rate  for  such 
year,  upon  the  average  of  the  assessed  values  of  the  real 
estate  held  by  such  corporation  for  the  three  years  last  pre- 
ceding the  acquisition  thereof.  While  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  in  effect,  such  corporation  shall  pay  no  other 
excise  under  chapter  sixty-three. 

All  provisions  of  chapter  sixty-three  relative  to  the  as-  provisions  of 
sessment,  collection,  payment,  abatement,  verification  and  thfi'e^tppn-^ 
administration  of  taxes,  including  penalties,  applicable  to  cable  to  taxes 
domestic  business  corporations,  as  defined  in  section  thirty  "e'ctfon.  '" 
of  said  chapter,  shall  be  applicable  to  taxes  under  this  sec- 
tion.   Said  tax  shall  be  distributed,  credited  and  paid  to  the  Distribution 
city  or  town  of  the  commonwealth  where  the  project  of  the  °^  ^^^^^' 
corporation  is  located. 

Section  1 1 .  Any  such  corporation  may  lease  land  or  may  Right  to  lease, 
acquire  land  in  fee,  by  gift  or  purchase,  or,  with  the  approval  ^*'''  '*"'* 
of  the  housing  board,  may  take  land  by  eminent  domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  for  projects  approved  under 
section  six  hereof;  provided,  however,  that  the  award  of 
damages  under  section  seven  of  said  chapter  seventy-nine 
shall  be  made  by  the  housing  board,  and,  subject  to  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  housing  board,  any  such  corporation 
may  hold,  improve,  subdivide,  build  upon,  lease,  manage 
and  care  for  such  land  and  any  buildings  thereon. 

Any  such  corporation  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  hous- 
ing board,  institute  proceedings  for  the  taking  of  land  for  its 
project  under  chapter  eighty  A,  and  the  directors  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  the  board  of  officers  authorized 
to  proceed  under  said  chapter;  and  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  apply  to  proceedings  so  insti- 
tuted; but  such  directors  shall  have  no  power  to  assess  bet- 
terments. 

Any  such  corporation  shall  have  power,  with  the  approval 
of  the  housing  board,  to  sell  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
land  acquired  by  it  under  this  section  with  the  buildings  or 
other  structures  thereon  to  another  corporation,  but  such 
land,  buildings  or  other  structures  may  be  sold  only  subject 
to  the  requirement  that  any  change  in  the  benefits  and  re- 
strictions applicable  to  such  other  corporation  and  any  other 
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changes  in  the  project  shall  not  be  valid  unless  approved 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  six. 

Section  12.  Any  such  corporation  shall  have  power  to  re- 
ceive loans  and  grants  from  the  federal  government  or  any 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  or  from  any  other  source, 
public  or  private,  or  to  act  as  agent  of  or  to  co-operate  with 
the  federal  government  or  any  agency  or  instrumentality 
thereof  on  any  project  of  the  kind  or  character  authorized 
by  section  three;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
operate  to  impair  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  housing  board 
with  respect  to  any  such  corporation  or  any  project  oper- 
ated by  it.  Any  such  corporation  shall  also  have  power, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  seven,  to  borrow  money 
and  to  issue  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness and  to  secure  the  same  by  the  mortgage  of  its  property 
or  the  pledge  of  its  revenues,  and  to  do  whatever  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  carry  out  and  effectuate  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

Section  13.  Any  such  corporation  may  apply  to  the 
housing  board  for  leave  to  change  the  type  and  character 
of  the  buildings  on  a  project.  The  housing  board  may  ap- 
prove such  application,  unless  in  its  opinion  the  proposed 
change  is  a  fundamental  one,  in  which  case  the  provisions 
of  section  five,  so  far  as  apt,  shall  apply  to  an  application 
for  such  change.  The  housing  board  shall  in  such  case 
transmit  the  appUcation  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  the  project  is  located,  and 
the  provisions  of  section  six  in  regard  to  the  powers  and 
duties  of  planning  boards,  and  of  the  mayor  or  the  select- 
men with  respect  to  original  applications  for  approval,  shall 
be  applicable  to  their  action  thereon.  The  housing  board, 
if  it  receives  a  certificate  evidencing  the  approval  of  the 
application  by  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen,  and  if  it  finds 
that  the  proposed  change  will  be  in  the  interest  of  the  health, 
safety  or  general  welfare  of  the  city  or  town  and  that  the 
proposed  use  is  authorized  by  section  three,  may  approve 
such  application,  and  the  corporation  may  act  in  accord- 
ance with  such  approval. 

Section  14..  Any  such  corporation  may  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  city  or  town  in  which  its  project  has  been 
authorized,  or  with  the  appropriate  board  or  officer  of  such 
city  or  town,  and  any  such  city  or  town  or  such  board  or 
officer  may  enter  into  a  contract  with  such  a  corporation, 
by  which  such  city,  town,  board  or  officer  obligates  itself 
or  himself  to  do  any  or  all  of  the  following  things:  (a)  lay 
out  and  construct,  alter,  relocate,  change  the  grade  of, 
make  specific  repairs  upon  or  discontinue,  public  ways  and 
construct  sidewalks,  adjacent  to  or  through  a  project,  if 
such  action  is  found  to  be  required  by  the  common  neces- 
sity and  convenience;  (h)  cause  parks,  playgrounds  or 
schools,  or  water,  sewer  or  drainage  facilities,  or  any  other 
public  improvements  which  it  is  otherwise  authorized  to 
undertake,  to  be  laid  out,  constructed  or  furnished  adjacent 
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to  or  in  connection  with  a  project;  (c)  cause  private  ways, 
sidewalks,  footpaths,  ways  for  vehicular  travel,  playgrounds, 
or  water,  sewer  or  drainage  facilities  and  similar  improve- 
ments, to  be  constructed  or  furnished  withm  the  site  of  a 
project  for  the  particular  use  of  a  project  or  of  those  dwelling 
therein. 

If  an}'  city  or  town  or  a  corporation  wholly  owned  or 
controlled  by  such  city  or  town  has  acquired  or  is  about  to 
acquire  real  estate  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  for 
purposes  of  urban  redevelopment  or  similar  purposes,  such 
city  or  town,  or  such  corporation,  may  enter  into  a  contract 
with  a  corporation  organized  under  section  three  for  the 
purchase,  sale,  lease  or  exchange  of  real  estate  held  by 
either  of  the  parties  to  such  contract,  in  order  to  more  effec- 
tively carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

A  contract  under  this  section  between  a  city  or  town  or  a 
corporation  wholly  owned  or  controlled  by  a  city  or  town, 
and  a  corporation  organized  under  section  three,  shall  not 
be  subject  to  any  provision  of  law  relating  to  publication  or 
to  advertising  for  bids.  The  construction  of  a  project  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections 
twenty-six  to  twentj^-seven  D,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-nine 

Section  15.     Should  the  gross  receipts  of  any  such  corpo-  Distribution 
ration  from  the  operation  of  a  project  undertaken  by  it  o^re^ceipt^s 
under  authority  of  this  chapter,  in  any  year  exceed    (a)  of  certain 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses,    (6)   taxes  and  fees,  expendut^cs. 
(c)  interest  on  mortgages  and  other  indebtedness,  {d)  divi- 
dends, (e)  authorized  transfer  to  surplus,  and  (f)  amortiza- 
tion, the  amount  remaining  shall  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment to  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  project  is  located  of 
the  amount,  if  any,  by  which  the  taxes  which  would  have 
been  assessed  upon  the  real  estate  and  tangible  personal 
property  of  the  corporation  in  such  year  if  such  real  estate 
and  tangible  personal  property  had  not  been  exempt  from 
taxation,  exceeded  the  excise  paid  by  such  corporation  and 
distributed  to  such  city  or  town  in  such  year  under  section  ten. 

The  balance,  if  any,  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
housing  board,  be  applied  in  whole  or  in  part  to  reducing 
the  indebtedness  of  such  corporation,  to  renovating  or  to 
improving  the  propert}^,  as  by  installing  additional  facilities 
for  the  use  of  tenants,  to  the  acquisition  and  development 
of  additional  property  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
control  and  regulation  as  the  original  project. 

The  charges  for  operation  and  maintenance  may  include 
insurance  and  reserves  essential  to  the  management  of  the 
property  or  necessary  to  meet  requirements  for  depreciation 
and  amortization  of  bonded  indebtedness,  but  the  amount 
set  aside  therefor  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
housing  board.  Nothing  in  this  eliapter  shall  be  construed 
to  obligate  the  commonwealth,  or  to  pledge  its  credit,  to 
any  payment  whatsoever  to  any  such  corporation  or  to  any 
stockholder,  bondholder  or  creditor  thereof. 
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Section  16.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  if  a  corporation  organized  under  section  three 
has  carried  out  its  obhgations  and  performed  its  duties  as 
imposed  by  this  chapter  for  forty  years  from  the  date  of  its 
organization  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  housing  board,  as 
evidenced  by  a  certificate  transmitted  by  the  board  to  the 
commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation,  it  shall  there- 
after have  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  corporation 
organized  under  or  subject  to  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  obhgations  and  duties 
of  such  a  corporation,  and  such  corporation,  and  its  stock- 
holders shall  thereafter  be  free  from  all  of  the  special  limita- 
tions, restrictions,  obligations  and  duties  imposed  upon 
corporations  organized  under  section  three  and  the  stock- 
holders thereof;  provided,  however,  there  shall  be  no  change 
in  the  standards  imposed  upon  the  project  with  respect  to 
the  height,  number  of  stories  and  size  of  the  buildings  and 
other  structures  thereon,  the  percentage  of  land  which  may 
be  occupied  by  buildings,  the  size  and  location  of  open 
spaces,  the  location  and  use  of  the  buildings,  and  the  rents 
charged  to  the  occupants  thereof,  and  the  project  shall  not 
be  divided  into  separate  parcels,  unless  such  change  or  divi- 
sion is  approved  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  six. 

Section  17.  If  any  such  corporation  becomes  financially 
unable  to  meet  its  obligations  or  to  maintain  its  project  in 
such  a  way  as  to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  the  cor- 
poration was  organized,  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  project  is  located  shall  have  jurisdiction,  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  general  equity  powers,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  housing  board,  or  of  any  three  stockholders  or  cred- 
itors of  the  corporation,  to  appoint  the  housing  board  re- 
ceiver of  the  corporation.  If  so  appointed  the  housing  board 
shall  endeavor  to  work  out  a  plan  of  readjustment,  refinanc- 
ing or  reorganization,  with  due  recognition  of  the  priority 
of  the  rights  of  the  respective  lien  holders,  creditors  and 
other  persons  interested  in  the  property  of  or  in  claims 
against  the  corporation,  which  will  enable  such  corporation 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  the  project  was  designed, 
either  in  accordance  with  the  original  plan,  or  through  a 
change  in  the  type  and  character  of  the  buildings  thereon 
in  accordance  with  section  thirteen.  If  however  in  the 
opinion  of  the  housing  board  it  has  become  impossible  to 
carry  out  such  purpose  authorized  by  this  chapter,  the 
housing  board  shall  issue  an  order  directing  that  the  cor- 
poration be  dissolved,  its  assets  be  sold  and  its  habilities  be 
paid,  in  the  order  of  their  priority,  so  far  as  funds  are  avail- 
able, and  the  purchaser  of  the  real  estate  and  other  assets  of 
the  corporation  upon  such  sale  shall  have  a  clear  and  un- 
encumbered title  thereto,  free  from  any  of  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  imposed  by  this  chapter.  In  either  event, 
the  order  of  the  housing  board,  before  taking  effect,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  court  for  confirmation,  and  the  decree  of 
the  court  confirming  such  order  shall  be  fiinal  and  conclu- 
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sive  upon  all  parties.  If  the  court  does  not  confirm  such 
order,  it  shall  refer  the  matter  back  to  the  housing  board 
with  mstructions  to  proceed  further  in  the  matter  as  the 
court  may  direct.  If  the  court  shall  find  that  the  corpora- 
tion was  not  organized,  or  the  project  was  not  constructed, 
operated  or  maintained,  in  good  faith,  with  the  intent  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  make  such 
decree  as  justice  and  equity  may  require;  but  the  rights  of 
persons  who  have  in  good  faith  invested  in  the  securities 
of  or  extended  credit  to  the  corporation  shall  not  thereby 
be  impaired. 

Section  18.     An  insurance  company  incorporated  under  insurance 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  authorized  to  transact  may^undw- 
business   in   the   commonwealth,    instead   of   investing   its  ^thcertlFn" 
funds  in  the  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities  of  a  cor-  exceptions. 
poration  organized  under  section  three,  may  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner  of  insurance,  itself  undertake 
one  or  more  projects  under  this  chapter,  and  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  specifically  mcluding  the  powers  granted 
by  section  eleven,  shall,  so  far  as  apt,  be  appUcable  to  such 
company  and  such  projects,  excepting  the  following: 

(a)  Only  so  much  of  section  three  as  relates  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  projects  undertaken  shall  be  applicable;  but 
if  an  insurance  company  undertakes  more  than  one  project, 
the  accounts  for  each  project  shall  be  kept  separately,  and 
the  income  of  one  project  shall  not  be  expended  upon  or 
for  the  benefit  of  another  project. 

(6)  The  application  for  the  approval  of  a  project  shall  be 
submitted  by  the  directors  of  the  insurance  company  and   • 
an  apphcation  so  submitted  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  relative  to  applications  by  the 
persons  who  have  executed  an  agreement  of  association. 

(c)  So  much  of  section  six  as  relates  to  the  agreement  of 
association  shall  not  be  applicable  to  such  company. 

{d)  Section  seven  shall  not  be  applicable  to  such  com- 
pany. 

(e)  So  much  of  section  eight  as  provides  that  "Every 
such  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  organized  to 
serve  a  public  purpose"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  "Every 
such  project  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  undertaken  to 
serve  a  public  purpose." 

(/)  Section  nine  shall  not  be  applicable  to  such  company; 
but  such  company  shall  not  receive  or  accept  for  its  general 
purposes  as  net  income  from  a  project  any  sum  in  excess  of 
six  per  cent  of  the  amount  invested  by  it  in  such  project  for 
each  year  in  which  it  owns  or  has  owned  the  project.  Noth- 
ing in  this  section  shall  be  appUcable  to  the  payment  of 
dividends  out  of  profits  from  the  sale  of  the  capital  assets 
of  the  corporation. 

{g)  So  much  of  section  ten  as  applies  to  the  taxation  of  a 
corporation  organized  under  section  three  shall  apply  to  an 
insurance  company  only  with  respect  to  a  particular  project 
or  to  particular  projects,  and  such  company  shall  remain 
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its  other  activities  and  property. 

(h)  So  much  of  section  fifteen  as  relates  to  reducing  the 
indebtedness  of  a  corporation  shall  apply  oi^ly  to  indebted- 
ness incurred  in  connection  with  a  project. 

(i)  So  much  of  section  sixteen  as  provides  that  under 
certain  circumstances  a  corporation  shall  have  all  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  corporation  organized  or  subject 
to  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  that  an  insurance  company  may  under  like  circum- 
stances lawfully  continue  to  hold  the  project  but  shall  in 
other  respects  be  subject  to  all  of  the  obligations  and  duties 
of  an  insurance  company. 

0)  The  provisions  of  section  seventeen  shall  not  be 
applicable. 

Section  19.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such  provision,  or  the 
application  of  any  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circum- 
stance shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional,  such 
invalidity  or  unconstitutionality  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  the  validity  or  constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remain- 
ing provisions  of  said  chapter  or  the  application  of  such  pro- 
vision to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  to  which 
it  is  held  invalid.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative 
intent  that  this  chapter  would  have  been  adopted  had  such 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision  not  been  included 
therein. 

Section  2.  Sections  twenty-six  A  to  twenty-six  H, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  are  hereby  repealed;  but  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  affect  the  powers,  rights,  duties  and  obhgations  of  any 
corporation  organized  under  the  provisions  of  said  sections 
and  in  existence  on  the  date  when  this  act  takes  effect.

The  metropolitan  district  commission  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  continue  and  complete  the  sanding  of  Malibu 
beach,  so  called,  in  the  Dorchester  district  of  the  city  of 
Boston.  For  said  purposes  said  commission  may  expend 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  as  may  here- 
after be  appropriated  therefor.

Chap.Q5Q  An  Act  providing  for  additional  recreational  facili- 
ties  FOR    CHILDREN   AT  REVERE   BEACH. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  metropolitan  district  commission  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  provide  additional  recreational  facilities  for  children 
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at  Revere  beach  in  the  city  of  Revere.  For  said  purposes 
said  commission  may  expend  such  sums,  not  exceeding,  in 
the  aggregate,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  as  may  hereafter 
be  appropriated  therefor.  Appj-oved  July  23,  1945.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  water  sup- 
ply and  water  storage  and  distribution  facilities,  the  Three 
Rivers  Fire  District  of  the  town  of  Palmer  may  borrow  from 
time  to  time,  within  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in 
the  aggregate,  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds 
or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words, 
Three  Rivers  Fire  District  Loan,  Act  of  1945.  Each  author- 
ized issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  thirty  3'ears  from  their  dates. 
Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess  of 
the  statutory  limit,  but  shall,  except  as  provided  herein,  be 
subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws, 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

lowing  sections:  — 

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  1.     The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  Definitions, 
sections  one  to   twenty-eight  inclusive,   unless  a  different 
meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  shall  have  the 
following  meanings:  — 

"Accumulated  additional  deductions",  the  sum  of  the 
amount  of  the  additional  deductions,  if  any,  and  the  amount 
of  regular  interest  thereon  credited  to  any  member's  account 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  system. 

"  Accumulated  regular  deductions  ",  the  sum  of  the  amount 
of  the  regular  deductions  and  the  amount  of  regular  interest 
thereon  credited  to  any  member's  account  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  any  system. 

"Accumulated  total  deductions",  the  sum  of  the  amount 
of  the  accumulated  regular  deductions  and  the  amount  of 
the  accumulated  additional  deductions,  if  any,  credited  to 
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any  member's  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any 
system. 

"Actuarial  equivalent",  any  benefit  of  equal  value  when 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  Combined  Annuity  Table  of 
Mortality  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  per  an- 
num, as  applicable  to  male  lives,  with  a  female  life  considered 
as  a  male  life  at  an  age  five  years  younger  than  her  true  age. 

"Actuary",  a  member  of  the  actuarial  staff  of  the  division 
of  insurance  of  the  department  of  banking  and  insurance 
assigned  by  the  commissioner  of  insurance  to  perform  the 
actuarial  duties  required  by  the  provisions  of  sections  one 
to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  in  connection  with  any  contribu- 
tory retirement  system  established  thereunder  or  under  cor- 
responding provisions  of  earlier  laws. 

"Additional  deductions",  the  amounts  withheld  from  the 
regular  compensation  of  any  member  or  deposited  and  cred- 
ited to  his  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  sys- 
tem as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (1)  (g)  of  section  twenty- 
two,  other  than  regular  deductions. 

"Annuity",  payments  dependent  upon  the  continuance  of 
life  of  any  member  and  derived  from  his  accumulated  regular 
deductions  or  from  his  accumulated  additional  deductions,  if 
any,  or  from  both,  as  the  case  may  be. 

"Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  as  of  any  date  of  all 
future  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  when 
such  present  value  is  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  table 
of  mortality  and  the  interest  rate  set  forth  in  the  definition 
of  actuarial  equivalent  appearing  in  this  section. 

"Annuity  reserve  fund",  the  fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  twenty-two  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  all  annuities  and  other  benefits  pay- 
able from  the  accumulated  total  deductions  transferred  to 
such  fund  from  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  system  as 
retirement  allowances  of  members  become  effective. 

"Annuity  savings  fund",  the  fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  subdivision  (1)  of  section  twenty- two  to  pro- 
vide for  the  accumulation  of  the  regular  deductions  and  addi- 
tional deductions  of  the  members  of  any  system  and  from 
which  their  accumulated  total  deductions  are  paid  or  trans- 
ferred upon  their  withdrawal,  death  or  retirement,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

"Beneficiary",  any  person,  other  than  a  member,  who 
may  be  entitled  to  any  present  or  potential  benefit  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive. 

"Board",  the  appropriate  retirement  board  established 
under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty  having  jurisdiction 
of  any  contributory  retirement  system  established  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  or  under 
corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws. 

"Constitutional  officers",  the  governor,  heutenant  gover- 
nor, members  of  the  governor's  council,  state  secretary,  state 
treasurer,  state  auditor  and  attorney  general. 
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"Creditable  service",  all  membership  service,  prior  service 
and  other  service  for  which  credit  is  allowable  to  any  mem- 
ber under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive. 

"Date  the  system  becomes  operative",  or  other  similar 
phrase,  to  the  extent  that  the  operation  of  the  system  per- 
tains to  any  governmental  unit  which  accepts  the  provisions 
of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  as  provided  for  in 
section  twenty-eight,  or  which  has  accepted  corresponding 
provisions  of  earlier  laws,  shall  mean  the  date  subsequent  to 
the  acceptance  of  such  provisions  as  of  which  the  financial 
operations  of  such  system  commence  and  as  of  which  mem- 
bership therein  may  first  become  effective  for  employees  of 
such  governmental  unit. 

"District",  any  water,  sewer,  light,  fire  or  other  hnprove- 
ment  district  or  public  unit  created  within  one  or  more  po- 
litical subdivisions  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  public  services  or  conveniences. 

"Employee",  as  applied  to  persons  whose  regular  com- 
pensation, except  in  the  case  of  any  register  of  probate,  is 
paid  by  any  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  ex- 
cept the  metropolitan  district  commission,  shall  mean  any 
person  who  is  regularly  employed  in  the  service  of  any  such 
political  subdivision,  including  members  of  the  police  and 
fire  departments,  teachers  and  employees  of  any  free  public 
library  maintained  in  any  city  or  town  to  the  support  of 
which  said  city  or  town  contributes  not  less  than  one  half 
of  the  cost,  and  also  including  officials  and  public  officers  so 
paid  whether  employed,  appointed  or  elected  by  popular 
vote  for  stated  terms  or  otherwise,  except  members  of  the 
judiciary.  "Employee",  as  applied  to  persons  whose  regu- 
lar compensation  is  paid  by  the  commonwealth  or  the  met- 
ropolitan district  commission,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  mean 
any  person,  whether  employed  or  appointed  for  a  stated 
term  or  otherwise,  who  is  engaged  in  duties  which  require 
that  his  time  be  devoted  to  the  service  of  either  such  govern- 
mental unit  in  each  year  during  the  ordinary  working  hours 
of  regular  and  permanent  employees  and  who  is  regularly 
and  permanently  employed  in  such  service,  including  em- 
ployees of  the  general  court  and  state  officials,  but  excluding 
constitutional  officers,  members  of  the  general  court  or  other 
persons  elected  by  popular  vote,  assistant  attorneys  general 
and  members  of  the  judiciary. 

"Employees  of  the  general  court",  secretaries  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives and  their  clerical  assistants;  counsel  to  the  senate 
and  the  house  of  representatives,  their  assistants  and  cleri- 
cal assistants;  clerks  of  the  senate  and  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, their  assistants  and  clerical  assistants;  the  ser- 
geant at  arms  and  his  assistant;  doorkeepers,  general  court 
officers  and  pages;  and  employees  of  the  legislative  docu- 
ment room. 
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"Expense  fund",  the  fund  established  under  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  (5)  of  section  twenty-two  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  all  expenses  of  administration  of  any  system. 

"Governmental  unit",  the  commonwealth  or  any  political 
subdivision  thereof. 

"Head  of  his  department",  or  other  similar  phrase,  when 
used  to  denote  the  authority  having  the  power  to  apply  for 
the  retirement  of  any  member  or  to  institute  any  action 
against  him,  shall  mean  the  governor  in  the  case  of  any  state 
official,  and  otherwise  shall  mean  the  board,  commission, 
committee  of  the  general  court,  school  committee,  commis- 
sioner, superintendent  or  other  person,  as  the  case  may  be, 
having  executive  control  over  the  department,  commission, 
institution,  board  or  office  in  which  such  member  is  em- 
ployed. "Head  of  his  department",  or  other  similar  phrase, 
when  used  to  denote  any  such  person  to  be  retired,  shall 
mean  a  commissioner,  superintendent  or  other  person  hav- 
ing executive  control  over  a  department  or  shall  mean  any 
member  of  a  commission,  board  or  committee  having  such 
control. 

"Hospital  district",  the  district  of  any  hospital  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  sections  seventy-eight  to 
ninety  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven. 

"Maximum  age",  the  age  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  in 
which  any  member  classified  in  Group  A  as  provided  for  in 
paragraph  (2)  (g)  of  section  three  attains  age  seventy,  or  if 
classified  in  Group  B  or  Group  C  attains  age  sixty-five. 

"Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  state  employees' 
retirement  system,  in  the  teachers'  retirement  system  or  in 
any  county,  city  or  town  contributory  retirement  system 
established  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws,  and  if  the  context  so  requires,  any  member  of  any 
contributory  retirement  system  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  special  law. 

"Membership  service",  service  as  an  employee  in  any 
governmental  unit  rendered  since  becoming  a  member  of 
any  system  pertaining  to  such  governmental  unit  for  which 
credit  is  allowable  to  such  member  imder  tlie  i)rovisions  of 
sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive. 

"Pension",  payments  dependent  upon  the  continuance  of 
life  of  any  member  or  beneficiary  and  derived  from  contri- 
butions made  by  the  appropriate  governmental  unit. 

"Pension  fund",  the  fund  established  under  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  (3)  of  section  twenty-two  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  all  pensions  payable  on  account  of  members 
from  contributions  made  to  any  system  by  any  governmen- 
tal unit  to  which  such  system  pertains. 

"PoUtical  subdivision",  the  metropoUtan  district  commis- 
sion or  any  county,  hospital  district,  city,  town,  district  or 
other  public  unit  in  the  commonwealth,  as  the  case  may  be. 

"Prescribed  form",  any  form  prescribed  by  any  board 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  actuary. 
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"Prior  service"  or  "creditable  prior  service",  service  as 
an  employee  in  any  governmental  unit  rendered  priw  to 
the  date  the  system  pertaining  to  such  governmental  unit 
became  operative  and  for  which  credit  is  allowable  to  any 
member  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive. 

"Public  school",  any  day  school  conducted  in  the  com- 
monwealth under  the  superintendence  of  a  duly  elected 
school  committee  and  also  any  day  school  conducted  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  thirty-seven  inclusive  of 
chapter  seventy-four. 

"Regular  compensation",  during  any  period  prior  to  Jan- 
uary first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  shall  mean  the 
full  salary,  wages  or  other  compensation  in  whatever  form, 
lawfull}'  determined  for  the  individual  service  of  the  em- 
ployee by  the  employing  authority,  from  which  regular  de- 
ductions were  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
thirty-two  applicable  from  time  to  time  prior  to  such  date; 
provided,  that  if  the  amount  of  such  salary,  wages  or  other 
compensation  has  been  reduced  or  increased  during  any  such 
period  as  a  general  temporary  adjustment  due  to  the  cost  of 
living  or  to  other  economic  conditions,  and  if  the  board  has 
received  from  the  appropriate  authority  a  written  notice  of 
such  fact  or  if  the  board  is  satisfied  of  such  fact  after  an  in- 
vestigation which  it  shall  make  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-six,  or  which  it  shall  make  thereafter  and 
not  later  than  six  months  after  a  system  becomes  operative 
for  the  emploj^ees  of  any  governmental  unit,  such  amount 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  computations  made  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  involv- 
ing the  use  of  an  annual  or  an  average  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  during  any  such  period,  but  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  affecting  any  regular  deductions  already  made,  re- 
main unaffected  by  such  general  temporary  adjustment. 
"Regular  compensation",  during  any  period  subsequent  to 
December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  shall 
mean  the  salary,  wages,  or  other  compensation  in  whatever 
form,  lawfully  determined  for  the  individual  service  of  the 
employee  by  the  emplojdng  authority,  not  including  bonus 
or  overtime,  but  including  evaluated  maintenance  as  pro- 
vided for  in  paragraph  (1)  (c)  of  section  twenty-two  and  in- 
cluding any  part  of  such  salary,  wages  or  other  compensa- 
tion derived  from  federal  grants;  provided,  that,  if  the 
amount  of  such  salary,  wages  or  other  compensation  is  re- 
duced or  increased  as  a  general  temporary  adjustment  due 
to  the  cost  of  living  or  to  other  economic  conditions  and  if 
such  general  temporary  adjustment  is  designated  as  such  by 
the  appropriate  authority  at  the  time  it  is  made,  such  amount 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  computations  made  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  remain 
unaffected  by  such  general  temporary  adjustment. 

"Regular  deductions",  the  amounts  withheld  from  the 
regular  compensation  of  any  member,  as  provided  for  in 
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paragraphs  (6)  to  (e)  inclusive,  of  subdivision  (1)  of  section 
twenty-two,  or  in  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws, 
including  any  amounts  of  make-up  payments  withheld  from 
his  regular  compensation  or  deposited  and  credited  to  his 
account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  system  on  ac- 
count of  his  late  entry  into  or  reinstatement,  transfer  or  re- 
establishment  of  membership,  and  including  any  payments 
so  withheld  or  deposited  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
credit  for  out-of-state  service  for  teachers  or  for  service  in 
any  other  governmental  unit  or  credit  for  other  service,  but 
in  any  event  excluding  regular  interest  thereon. 

"Regular  interest",  the  interest  credited  to  any  member's 
account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  system  or  to 
his  account  in  the  special  fund  for  military  service  credit,  as 
provided  for  in  subdivision  (6)  of  section  twenty-two. 

"Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  amount  of  the 
annuity  and  the  amount  of  the  pension  provided  for  in  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive. 

"Service",  service  as  an  employee  in  any  governmental 
unit  for  which  regular  compensation  is  paid. 

"Special  fund  for  mihtary  service  credit",  the  fund  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  (4)  of  section 
twenty-two  to  provide  for  the  accumulation  of  the  special 
contributions  made  to  any  system  by  any  governmental 
unit  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  retirement  allowance 
credits  for  any  member  who  is  a  veteran. 

"State  official",  any  person  appointed  by  the  governor  to 
a  position  in  the  service  of  the  commonwealth  or  metropoli- 
tan district  commission  for  which  such  person  receives  regu- 
lar compensation,  except  a  member  of  the  judiciary. 

"System",  the  state  employees'  retirement  system,  the 
teachers'  retirement  system  or  any  county,  city  or  town 
contributory  retirement  system,  as  the  case  may  be,  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws, 
and  subject  thereto,  in  which  any  member  is  included,  and 
if  the  context  so  requires,  any  contributory  retirement  sys- 
tem established  for  the  employees  of  any  governmental  unit 
under  the  provisions  of  any  special  law. 

"Teacher",  any  person  who  is  employed  by  one  or  more 
school  committees  or  boards  of  trustees  or  by  any  combina- 
tion of  such  committees  and  boards  on  a  basis  of  not  less 
than  half-time  service  as  a  teacher,  principal,  supervisor  or 
superintendent  in  any  public  school  as  defined  in  this  sec- 
tion, or  as  a  supervisor  or  teacher  of  adult  civic  education, 
but  excluding  any  person  serving  as  an  exchange  teacher  in 
any  such  public  school  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  teachers' 
retirement  system  at  the  time  of  entry  into  such  service; 
provided,  that  "teacher"  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include, 
nor  shall  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  apply,  to  any 
person  who  is  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  except  to  such  a  teacher  who  on  September  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,  was  employed  by  the

city  of  Boston  and  was  then  a  member  of  the  teachers'  re- 
tirement system. 

"Total  deductions",  the  sum  of  the  amount  of  the  regular 
deductions  and  the  amount  of  the  additional  deductions,  if 
any,  credited  to  any  member's  account  in  the  annuity  sav- 
ings fund  of  any  sj'stem. 

"Veteran",  any  person  who  has  served  in  the  army,  navy, 
coast  guard  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
corps  or  unit  of  the  United  States  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  women  to  serve  with,  or  as  auxiliary  to,  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  war  or  insur- 
rection and  whose  last  discharge  or  release  from  active  duty 
was  under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable,  regardless  of 
any  prior  discharge  or  release  therefrom;  provided,  that  no 
member  of  the  United  States  coast  guard  auxiliary  and  no 
temporaiy  member  of  the  United  States  coast  guard  reserve 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  "veteran"  within  the  meaning  of 
this  definition. 

DESCRIPTION    OF   SYSTEMS. 

Section  2.  The  state  employees'  retirement  system,  the  Systems 
teachers'  retirement  system  and  all  county,  city  and  town  '^««<'"b«^- 
contributory  retirement  systems,  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  as  existing  on  December  thirty-first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  shall,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  continue  in 
operation  with  all  the  rights,  properties,  privileges  and  powers 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  accRied  or  poten- 
tial now  existing  or  hereafter  created  or  granted.  Subject 
to  said  sections,  all  rights  and  interests  of  any  employee, 
beneficiary  or  member  in  any  such  system  or  in  the  assets 
thereof  or  in  or  to  any  annuity,  pension  or  retirement  allow- 
ance in  effect  on  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  are  hereby  continued  in  full  force.  Each 
such  system  shall  comprise  the  members,  beneficiaries,  of- 
ficers, employees  and,  subject  to  said  sections,  properties 
which  now  or  hereafter  from  time  to  time  belong  to  it,  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers  necessars^  to  effectuate  the  pro- 
visions of  said  sections.  Subject  to  said  sections,  an  em- 
ployee of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  metropolitan  district 
commission  shall  be  included  in  the  state  employees'  retire- 
ment system,  except  that  a  register  of  probate  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  system  of  the  county  in  which  he  is  elected,  a 
teacher  as  defined  in  section  one  shall  be  included  in  the 
teachers'  retirement  system,  an  employee  of  a  county  or  of 
a  hospital  district  located  within  a  county  shall  be  included 
in  the  system  of  such  county,  an  employee  of  a  city  or  town 
other  than  a  teacher  as  defined  in  section  one  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  system  of  or  which  pertains  to  the  municipality 
by  which  he  is  employed,  and  an  employee  of  a  district  shall 
be  included  in  a  system  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (4) 
of  section  twenty-eight.  Sections  one  to  twenty-eight  in- 
clusive, to  the  fullest  extent  conformable  to  the  terms  thereof, 
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shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  and  amendment  of 
sections  one  to  thirty-eight  A  inclusive,  sixty-eight  A,  sixty- 
eight  B  and  sixty-eight  C  of  chapter  thirty-two,  as  in  effect 
on  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
and  not  as  a  new  enactment.  All  orders,  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  any  retirement  board  of  any  such  system  in  force 
and  effect  on  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-five,  shall,  except  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  said  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  remain  in  force  until  re- 
voked or  repealed.

MEMBERSHIP. 

Kind  of  Membership. 

Section  3.  (1)  (a)  Membership  in  a  system  shall  consist 
of  two  kinds  as  follows :  — 

(i)  Member  in  Service.  —  Any  member  who  is  regularly 
employed  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  except  a  member 
retired  for  disability  who  upon  partial  recovery  is  restored 
to  active  service  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (2)  (a)  of 
section  eight.  Any  member  in  service  shall  continue  as  such 
during  any  period  of  authorized  leave  of  absence  with  pay 
or  during  any  period  of  authorized  leave  of  absence  without 
pay  if  such  leave  is  due  to  his  mental  or  physical  incapacity 
for  duty.  In  any  event  the  status  of  a  member  in  service 
shall  continue  as  such  until  his  death  or  until  his  prior  sepa- 
ration from  the  service  becomes  effective  by  reason  of  his 
retirement,  resignation,  failure  of  re-election  or  reappoint- 
ment, removal  or  discharge  from  his  office,  or  position,  or  by 
reason  of  an  authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay  other 
than  as  provided  for  in  this  clause.  Any  member  in  service 
shall  have  full  voting  powers  in  the  system  as  provided  for 
in  section  twenty. 

(ii)  Member  Inactive.  —  Any  member  in  service  who  has 
been  retired  and  who  is  receiving  a  retirement  allowance, 
any  member  in  service  whose  employment  has  been  termi- 
nated and  who  may  be  entitled  to  any  present  or  potential 
retirement  allowance  or  to  a  return  of  his  accumulated  total 
deductions  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive,  or  any  member  in  service  who  is  on  an 
authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay  other  than  as  pro- 
vided for  in  clause  (i)  of  this  paragraph.  No  member  inac- 
tive shall  have  any  voting  rights  in  the  system. 

{b)  A  beneficiary  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  member  of 
the  system  nor  shall  he  have  any  voting  rights  therein. 

(c)  No  description  of  a  person  having  any  rights  or  privi- 
leges under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  such  as  member  in  service,  member  inactive,  bene- 
ficiary or  otherwise,  shall  serve  to  deprive  him  of  any  such 
rights  or  privileges.  A  member  shall  retain  his  membership 
in  the  system  so  long  as  he  is  living  and  entitled  to  any 
present  or  potential  benefit  therein, 
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Eligibility  for  Membership.

(iv)  Any  person,  except  as  specifically  otherwise  provided 
for  in  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  who,  while  un- 
der age  fifty-five,  hereafter  becomes  an  employee  of  the  com- 
monwealth, a  teacher  as  defined  in  section  one  or  an  em- 
ployee of  any  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  for 
which  a  system  established  under  the  provisions  of  such  sec- 
tions, or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws,  is  in 
operation  on  the  date  when  he  becomes  an  employee;  pro- 
vided, that  any  such  person  who  becomes  regularly  employed, 
as  determined  by  the  board  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (d) 
of  this  subdivision,  on  a  part-time,  provisional,  temporary,

pointment or  election  to  any  other  position  which  would 
otherwise  entitle  him  to  membership; 

(vi)  Any  person  hereafter  elected  by  popular  vote  to  a 
county  or  municipal  office  or  position,  if  under  age  fifty-five 
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on  the  date  of  his  election,  who  files  with  the  board  on  a 
prescribed  form  a  written  application  for  membership  within 
ninety  days  after  the  date  of  assuming  office;  provided,  that 
a  member  becoming  an  elected  official  shall  retain  his  mem- 
bership and  an  elected  official  who  is  a  member  shall  remain 
a  member  upon  his  re-election  or  upon  his  election  or  ap- 
pointment to  any  other  position  which  would  otherwise  en- 
title him  to  membership;

No 
such  member  shall  be  entitled  to  full  credit  for  service  ren- 
dered prior  to  the  date  of  his  becoming  a  member  unless 
within  five  years  after  such  date  and  before  the  date  any 
retirement  allowance  becomes  effective  for  him  he  shall  have 
paid  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system  in  one  sum, 
or  in  instalments,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
board  may  prescribe,  make-up  payments  of  an  amount  equal 
to  that  which  would  have  been  withheld  as  regular  deduc- 
tions from  his  regular  compensation  had  he  joined  the  sys- 
tem at  his  earliest  opportunity,  together  with  regular  in- 
terest. Upon  the  completion  of  such  make-up  payments 
such  member  shall  be  entitled  to  all  creditable  service  to 
which  he  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  joined  the  system 
when  first  eligible  to  become  a  member.  In  the  event  any 
retirement  allowance  becomes  effective  for  him  before  the 
completion  of  such  make-up  payments,  such  member  shall, 
in  addition  to  credit  for  his  actual  membership  service,  be 
entitled  to  credit  for  that  proportion  of  his  service  rendered 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  becoming  a  member  which  the  total

(4)  Any  member  of  the  teachers'  retirement  system  who  Teachers' 
had  rendered  service  as  a  teacher  in  the  pubhc  day  schools  out-oUute 
of  any  other  state  for  any  previous  period,  may,  either  be-  service. 
fore  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  or  within 
five  years  after  becoming  a  member  or  being  reinstated  as 
such,  and  before  the  date  any  retirement  allowance  becomes 
effective  for  him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  Payments 
system  in  one  sum,  or  in  instalments,  upon  such  terms  and  ^"^"f"'''!- 
conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  an  amount  equal  to 
that  which  would  have  been  withheld  as  regular  deductions 
from  his  regular  compensation  for  such  previous  period  or 
most  recent  portion  thereof  as  he  may  elect,  in  no  event 
aggregating  more  than  ten  years,  had  such  service  been  ren- 
dered in  a  public  school  of  the  commonwealth.  In  addition 
to  the  pa>Tnent  of  such  sum  or  instalments  thereof,  such 
member  shall  also  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  an 
amount  of  interest  such  that  at  the  completion  of  such  pay- 
ments the  value  of  his  accumulated  payments,  together  with 
regular  interest  tliereon,  actuall}^  made  on  account  of  such 
previous  out-of-state  service  shall  equal  the  value  of  his  ac- 
cumulated regular  deductions  which  would  have  resulted  if 
regular  deductions  had  been  made  when  regular  compensa- 
tion for  such  service  was  actually  received.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  such  payments  such  member  shall  receive  the  same 
credit  for  such  period  of  his  previous  out-of-state  service  or 
portion  thereof  elected  as  would  have  been  allowed  if  such 
service  had  been  rendered  bj^  him  in  a  public  school  of  the 
commonwealth.

(5)  Any  member  of  any  system  who  had  rendered  service  credit  for 
as  an  employee  of  any  governmental  unit  other  than  that  servtcffn^ 
by  which  he  is  presently  employed,  for  any  previous  period  governmental 
during  which  the  first  governmental  unit  had  no  contribu-  n^sys^em* 
tory  retirement  system  or  during  which  he  had  inchoate  existed. 
rights  to  a  non-contributory  pension   under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws  or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law,  may,  either  before 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  or  within  five 
years  after  becoming  a  member  or  being  reinstated  as  such, 
and  before  the  date  any  retirement  allowance  becomes  effec- 
tive for  him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system  Payments 
in  one  sum,  or  in  instalments,  upon  such  terms  and  condi-  '°*°  ^""''• 
tions  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  an  amount  equal  to  that 
which  would  have  been  withheld  as  regular  deductions  from 
his  regular  compensation  for  such  previous  period  or  most 
recent  portion  thereof  as  he  may  elect,  in  no  event  aggregat- 
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ing  more  than  ten  years,  had  such  service  been  rendered  in 
the  governmental  unit  by  which  he  is  presently  employed 
and  in  a  position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to 
twenty-eight  inclusive,  or  to  corresponding  provisions  of  ear- 
lier laws.  In  addition  to  the  payment  of  such  sum  or  instal- 
ments thereof,  such  member  shall  also  pay  into  the  annuitj'^ 
savings  fund  an  amount  of  interest  such  that  at  the  comple- 
tion of  such  payments  the  value  of  his  accumulated  pay- 
ments, together  with  regular  interest  thereon,  actually  made

(6)  (a)  Leaves  and  periods  of  absence  of  any  member 
duly  authorized  with  full  regular  compensation  shall  not  be 
deemed  an  interruption  of  membership  or  service  and  shall 
be  counted  as  full  creditable  service.  Leaves  and  periods  of 
absence  of  any  member  duly  authorized  without  regular 
compensation  or  with  partial  regular  compensation,  while 
not  to  be  deemed  a  termination  of  membership  or  service, 
shall  not  be  counted  as  creditable  service  except  as  specifi- 
cally otherwise  provided  for  in  section  four.

(e)  Anything  in  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  to  Certain  aUow- 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no  member  who  is  reinstated  r^insta\°ed 

to  or  who  re-enters  active  service  as  provided  for  in  para-  ^^'^^ftj, 
graph  (6),  (c)  or  (d)  of  this  subdivision,  or  who  transfers  or  certain 
re-establishes  his  membership  as  provided  for  in  subdivi-  •'°'^^*i°'^'* 
sion  (8)  of  this  section,  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  a  super- 
annuation retirement  allowance,  an  ordinary  disability  re- 
tirement allowance  or  a  termination  retirement  allowance 
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unless  and  until  he  shall  have  been  in  active  service  for  at 
least  two  consecutive  years,  in(^luding  any  period  or  periods 
of  leave  of  absence  credited  as  membership  service,  subse- 
quent to  the  date  of  commencement  of  his  new  employment, 
or  unless,  in  the  case  of  any  member  who  is  reinstated  to  or

not  more  than  five  years  after  the  date  of  his  last  separation 
therefrom  nor  less  than  five  years  prior  to  the  date  he  will 
attain  the  maximum  age  for  his  group,  shall  become  a  mem- 
ber upon  his  re-employment  in  a  position  which  is  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive.

(7)  (a)  Any  person  employed  by  two  or  more  govern- 
mental units  which  have  established  contributory  retirement 
systems  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws, 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  such  sections,  become  a 
member  in  service  of  each  such  system  to  which  he  is  eligible 
by  reason  of  his  employment  in  such  governmental  units  and 
shall  receive  pensions,  retirement  allowances  or  other  bene- 
fits from  each  such  system  according  to  the  applicable  pro- 
visions of  such  sections.  If  any  such  person  is  or  becomes  a 
member  of  two  or  more  such  systems  on  or  after  January 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  the  treasurer  of  each 
such  governmental  unit  shall  withhold  five  per  cent  of  the 
regular  compensation  due  such  member  on  each  pay  day 
from  such  governmental  unit  for  deposit  to  the  credit  of  such 
member  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  appropriate 
system. 
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(6)  In  no  event  shall  the  total  benefits  received  by  such  fi°Jnnuted" 
member  from  all  such  systems  be  greater  than  he  would 
have  received  had  his  total  regular  compensation  been  re- 
ceived from  a  single  governmental  unit.  The  amount  of  anj' 
pension,  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  to  be  paid  on 
account  of  any  person  who  is  a  member  of  two  or  more  such 
systems  shall  be  computed  and  paid  in  such  proportions  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  actuary,  and  if  any  pension  or  retire- 
ment allowance  becomes  effective  on  account  of  any  such 
person's  membership  in  one  system,  a  pension  or  retirement 
allowance  shall  also  become  effective  for  the  same  reason 
and  at  the  same  time  on  account  of  his  membership  in  any 
other  system.  Any  such  person  so  jointly  employed  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  under

or  more  governmental  units,  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  while  continuing 
in  such  joint  employment,  be  allowed  creditable  service  in 
each  system  for  all  such  employment  in  the  governmental 
unit  to  which  each  system  pertains.  In  no  event  shall  any

a  contributory  retirement  system  established  and  operative 
under  any  special  law,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  subdivision  to  the  extent  such  provisions  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  of  the  special  law.  In  all  such  cases  the 
amount  of  creditable  service  allowed  to  any  such  person  and 
the  amount  of  any  pension,  retirement  allowance  or  other 
benefit  to  be  paid  on  his  account  shall  be  computed  by  the 
actuary.

Transfer  or  Re-establishment  of  Membership. 

(8)  (a)  Any  member  of  any  contributory  retirement  sys- 
tem established  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to 
twenty-eight  inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of 
earlier  laws  or  of  any  special  law,  who,  while  still  a  member 
and  before  the  date  any  retirement  allowance  becomes  effec- 
tive for  him,  becomes  employed  in  a  position  in  any  other 
governmental  unit  in  which  such  a  system  is  operative,  shall 
thereupon  have  his  membership  transferred  to  the  second 
system,  or  if  a  teacher  as  defined  in  section  one  shall  retain 
his  membership  in  the  teachers'  retirement  system,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  creditable  service  resulting  from  his  previous 
employment;  provided,  that  such  position  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  pertaining  to  the  second  system  or  to 
the  teachers'  retirement  system,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
that  he  is  under  the  maximum  age  for  his  group  on  the  date 
of  such  new  employment.  Such  transfer  of  membership,  if 
required,  shall  be  effectuated  by  transferring  within  ninety 
days  after  the  date  of  commencement  of  his  new  employ- 
ment the  amount  of  the  accumulated  total  deductions  cred- 
ited to  his  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system 
from  which  he  is  being  separated  to  the  annuity  savings  fund 
of  the  second  system.

earlier  laws  or  of  any  special  law,  who  subsequently  becomes 
employed  in  a  position  in  any  other  governmental  unit  in 
which  such  a  system  is  operative,  may,  either  before  Janu- 
ary first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  or  within  five  years 
after  the  date  of  commencement  of  his  new  employment, 
and  before  the  date  any  retirement  allowance  becomes  effec- 
tive for  him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  sys- 
tem pertaining  to  his  new  employment  in  one  sum,  or  in 
instalments,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  board 
may  prescribe,  make-up  payments  of  an  amount  equal  to 
the  accumulated  regular  deductions  withdrawn  by  him  from 
the  system  from  which  he  last  became  separated,  together 
with  regular  interest;  provided,  that  such  position  is  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  system  per- 
taining to  his  new  employment  and  that  the  date  of  com- 
mencement of  his  new  employment  is  not  less  than  two 
years  prior  to  the  date  he  will  attain  the  maximum  age  for 
his  group.  Upon  commencing  such  employment  and  upon 
making  such  payment  in  one  sum  or  upon  making  provision 
for  payment  thereof  in  instalments,  as  the  case  may  be, 
such  former  member  shall  become  a  member  of  the  system 
pertaining  to  his  new  employment.

(c)  Whenever  any  retired  member  receives  a  pension  from  Reimburse- 
a  system  pertaining  to  one  governmental  unit  in  a  case  where  ™^g^^' 
a  portion  of  such  pension  is  attributable  to  his  service  in  a 
second  governmental  unit  to  which  another  system  pertains, 
the  first  governmental  unit  shall  be  reimbursed  in  full,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  by  the 
second  governmental  unit  for  such  portion  of  the  pension  as 
shall  be  computed  by  the  actuary.    The  treasurer  of  the  first  Notification 
governmental  unit  shall  annually,  on  or  before  January  fif-  ofj^^^^'^ 
teenth,  upon  the  certification  of  the  board  of  the  system  mental  unit. 
from  which  such  disbursements  have  been  made,  notify  the 
treasurer  of  the  second  governmental  unit  of  the  amount  of 
reimbursement  due  therefrom  for  the  previous  fiscal  year 
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and  such  latter  treasurer  shall  forthwith  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  insure  prompt  payment  of  such  amount. 
All  such  payments  due  under  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph from  the  second  governmental  unit  shall  be  charged 
to  the  pension  fund  of  the  system  pertaining  thereto  and  as 
received  they  shall  be  credited  to  or  appropriated  for  the 
pension  fund  of  the  system  pertaining  to  the  first  govern- 
mental unit.  In  default  of  anj'^  such  payment,  the  first  gov- 
ernmental unit  may  maintain  an  action  of  contract  to  re- 
cover the  same. 

(d)  The  pertinent  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  ap- 
ply to  the  extent  not  inconsistent  therewith  to  any  person 
otherwise  subject  thereto  who  has  transferred  his  employ- 
ment from  one  governmental  unit  to  another  prior  to  January 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  as  well  as  to  any  such 
person  who  so  transfers  his  employment  on  or  after  such 
date.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (6)  (e)  of  this  section 
shall  be  applicable  to  any  member  whose  membership  is 
transferred  or  re-established  as  provided  for  in  this  subdi- 
vision. 

CREDITABLE   SERVICE. 

Qualifications  for  Credit  for  Service. 

Section  4-  (1)  («)  Any  member  in  service  shall,  subject 
to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive,  be  credited  with  all  service  rendered  by  him 
as  an  employee  in  any  governmental  unit  after  becoming  a 
member  of  the  system  pertaining  thereto;  provided,  that  in 
no  event  shall  he  be  credited  with  more  than  one  year  of 
creditable  service  for  all  such  membership  service  rendered 
during  any  one  calendar  year. 

(6)  Periods  of  service  in  any  governmental  unit  prior  to 
the  date  a  system  becomes  operative  therein  rendered  by 
any  employee  who  becomes  a  member  when  such  system 
first  becomes  operative  in  such  governmental  unit,  or  who 
becomes  a  member  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  paragraph 
(6)  (/)  of  section  three,  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  and 
limitations  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  be 
counted  as  creditable  prior  service;  provided,  that  in  no 
event  shall  any  such  person  be  credited  with  more  than  one 
year  of  creditable  service  for  all  such  prior  service  rendered 
during  any  one  calendar  year. 

(c)  Creditable  service  in  the  case  of  any  member  shall  in- 
clude any  period  of  his  continuous  absence  with  full  regular 
compensation,  or  in  the  event  of  his  absence  with  partial 
regular  compensation  such  period  or  portion  thereof,  if  any, 
as  the  board  shall  determine.  Creditable  service  in  the  case 
of  any  member  may  be  allowed  by  the  board  for  any  period 
of  his  continuous  absence  without  regular  compensation 
which  is  not  in  excess  of  one  month.  Any  portion  of  any 
leave  or  period  of  continuous  absence  of  any  member  with- 
out regular  compensation  which  is  in  excess  of  one  month 
shall  not  be  counted  as  creditable  service  except  as  specifi- 
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cally  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  section,  but  no  duly 
authorized  leave  or  period  of  absence  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  termination  of  membership  or  service. 

(d)  Any  person  who  became  or  becomes  an  employee  by  creditabia 
reason  of  the  taking  over  by  the  commonwealth,  or  by  the  peTTons  taken 
metropolitan  district  commission  or  by  any  district,  of  any  °o®[j^^n*^® 
institution,    or   of   any    public    or    quasi-public  enterprise,  wealth,  etc 
controlled  and  operated   by  a  political  subdivision  of  the 
commonwealth  or  by  a  corporation,  except  such  a  person  em- 
ployed by  the  metropolitan  district  water  supply  commis- 
sion who  has  not  elected  or  does  not  elect  to  become  a 
member  of  the  state  employees'  retirement  system,  shall  be 
credited  with  such  service  as  would  have  been  creditable 

service  had  it  been  rendered  by  him  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  or  under  correspond- 
ing provisions  of  earlier  laws. 

(e)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  employee  who  was  Not  applicable 
eligible  to  and  did  not  join  a  contributory  retirement  system  emplo'yj^s 
established  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-  without 
eight  inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  fnt^fumf. 
laws  or  of  any  special  law,  or  to  any  such  employee  who 

was  formerly  a  member  of  any  such  system,  to  the  extent 
applicable  to  his  service  prior  to  his  last  becoming  a  mem- 
ber, unless  and  until  he  shall  pay  into  the  annuity  savings 
fund  of  the  system  the  make-up  payments,  if  anj-,  required 
by  subdivision  (3),  (6)  or  (8),  as  the  case  may  be,  of  section 
three. 

(/)  Creditable  service  for  periods  of  out-of-state  service  in  certain  out- 
the  case  of  any  member  who  has  acquired  the  right  to  credit  fntrl^gtate*^ 
for  such  service  as  a  member  of  the  teachers'  retirement  service  credit- 
system,  or  creditable  service  for  periods  of  intra-state  serv-  to  Janifa"^ 
ice  in  other  governmental  units  where  no  system  existed  in  ^-  ^^*^- 
the  case  of  any  employee  who  is  a  member  of  any  system, 
shall  be  allowed  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (4)  or  (5)  re- 
spectively, of  section  three,  or  as  provided  for  under  corre- 
sponding provisions  of  earlier  laws  to  the  extent  that  such 
credit  had  been  established  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-six. 

(g)  Any  person  who  is  a  member  of  one  or  more  systems  creditable 
and  who  has  received  or  shall  receive  regular  compensation  empioy^^by 
paid  jointly  by  two  or  more  governmental  units,  shall,  sub-  two  or  more 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  subdivision   (7)  of  section  three,  unite!"'"^''  * 
while  continuing  in  such  joint  employment,  be  allowed  such 
creditable  service  as  the  board  or  boards  may  determine 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  actuary;    provided,  that  in 
no  event  shall  any  such  person  be  credited  with  more  than 
one  year  of  creditable  service  for  all  such  service  rendered 
during  any  one  calendar  year. 

(h)  The  period  or  periods  during  which  any  member  who  creditable 
is  a  veteran  as  defined  in  section  one  was  on  leave  of  absence  te'twan^whiie 
from  the  governmental  unit  to  which  the  system  of  which  serving  with

he  la  a  member  pertains,  for  the  purpose  oi  serving  m  the

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States,  or  in  any  corps  or  unit  of  the  United  States  estab- 
lished to  enable  women  to  serve  with,  or  as  auxiliary  to,  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  war  or  insur- 
rection, shall  be  allowed  as  creditable  service.

Filing  and  Verification  of  Statements  of  Service. 

(2)  (a)  Each  person  becoming  a  member  of  any  system 
shall,  within  one  year  thereafter  and  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  board  may  adopt,  file  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  all  service  for  which  he  claims  credit  rendered  by 
him  as  an  employee  of  any  governmental  unit  prior  to  the 
date  as  of  which  such  system  became  operative  therein,  in- 
cluding in  such  statement  such  facts  as  the  board  may  re- 
quire. Each  such  person  shall  also  so  file  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  any  other  service  rendered  by  him  as  an  employee 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  becoming  a  member  for  which  he 
may  claim  credit  as  provided  for  in  subdivisions  (3)  to  (8) 
inclusive,  of  section  three,  or  in  paragraph  (c)  of  this  sub- 
division. 

(6)  The  board  shall  fix  and  determine  how  much  service 
in  any  calendar  year  is  equivalent  to  a  year  of  service.  In 
all  cases  involving  part-time,  provisional,  temporary,  tem- 
porary provisional,  seasonal  or  intermittent  employment  or 
service  of  any  employee  in  any  governmental  unit,  includ- 
ing such  employment  or  service  of  any  state  official  or  of 
any  person  elected  by  popular  vote  to  a  county  or  municipal 
office  or  position,  the  board,  under  appropriate  rules  and 
regulations  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
actuary,  shall  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  creditable 
prior  service,  if  any,  and  the  amount  of  credit  for  member- 
ship service  of  any  such  emploj^ee  who  becomes  a  member; 
provided,  that  in  the  case  of  any  such  employee  whose  work 
is  found  by  the  board  to  be  seasonal  in  its  nature,  the  board 
shall  credit  as  the  equivalent  of  one  year  of  service,  actual 
full-time  service  of  not  less  than  seven  months  during  any 
one  calendar  year. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  any  employee  of  any  governmental  unit 
who  is  a  member  of  the  system  pertaining  thereto  or  who

and  fifty-one,  the  board  may  allow  credit,  upon  whatever  ^^^^d*!^ 
proportionate  basis  it  shall  determine  under  appropriate  rules  certain  cases. 
and  regulations  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  actuary,  for  any  previous  period  of  part-time,  provi- 
sional, temporary,  temporary  provisional,  seasonal  or  inter- 
mittent employment  or  service  rendered  by  him  before  Jan- 
uary first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  after  such

(3)  (a)  The  board,  upon  its  verification  of  any  statement  Board  to 
of  service  of  any  member  entitled  to  credit  for  prior  service,  's^vlce"'*'^ 
shall  issue  to  him  a  prior  service  certificate  certifying  the  certificate. 
length  of  service  rendered  by  him  prior  to  the  date  the  sys- 
tem became  operative  with  which  he  is  credited  by  the  board. 
Such  prior  service  certificate  shall,  for  retirement  purposes, 
be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  such  service  as  long  as  his  mem- 
bership continues;   provided,  that  any  member  may  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  or  modification  of  such  certifi- 
cate request  the  board  in  writing  to  modify  or  correct  his 
prior  service  certificate. 
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(6)  The  prior  service  certificate  of  any  member  shall  be- 
come void  upon  the  cessation  of  his  membership  or  shall 
become  void  upon  the  termination  of  his  service  otherwise 
than  by  retirement  unless  he  remains  a  member  inactive  and 
unless  as  such  he  is  eligible  to  receive  a  retirement  allow- 
ance under  the  provisions  of  section  ten.  If  his  membership 
is  restored  or  reinstated  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (6)

Ally  member  in  service  shall  be  retired  for  super- 
annuation upon  attaining  the  maximum  age  for  his  group 
or  shall  be  so  retired  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  the 
system  becomes  operative  if  such  maximum  age  was  at- 
tained prior  thereto  or  is  attained  within  ninety  days  there- 
after; provided,  that  any  member  in  service  who  has  at- 
tained the  maximum  age  for  his  group  prior  to  the  date  the 
system  becomes  operative,  or  who  attains  such  maximum 
age  within  two  years  after  such  date,  upon  his  written  re- 
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quest  and  with  the  approval  of  the  board,  may  be  continued 
in  service  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years  from  such

ance  unless  he  has  had  at  least  fifteen  years  of  creditable 

service  before  attaining  the  maximum  age  for  his  group. 
Any  such  member  with  less  than  fifteen  years  of  creditable 
service  who  ceases  to  hold  office  shall  be  paid  the  amount  of 
his  accumulated  total  deductions  as  provided  for  in  sub- 
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division  (1)  of  section  eleven  in  lieu  of  receiving  a  retire- 
ment allowance  even  though  he  has  attained  retirement 
age.  Any  member  holding  office  by  popular  election  at  the 
time  of  attaining  the  maximum  age  for  his  group,  whether 
or  not  he  is  then  entitled  to  a  superannuation  retirement 
allowance,  may  continue  to  serve  in  such  office  after  attain- 
ing such  maximum  age  but  only  until  the  election  and 
qualification  of  his  successor  at  the  next  regular  election;

(ii)  An  additional  amount,  if  he  has  creditable  service  for 
a  period  before  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,

(iii)  An  additional  amount,  if  he  has  creditable  prior  sei'v- 
ice  for  a  period  subsequent  to  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  equal  to  two  fifths  of  the  regular  de- 
ductions which  would  have  been  made  during  such  period 
of  creditable  prior  service  had  he  been  a  member  of  a  munic- 
ipal contributory  retirement  system  established  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  had  such  deductions  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  appHcable  provisions  of  this 
chapter  as  in  effect  from  time  to  time  during  such  period; 
provided,  that  the  total  of  the  amounts  referred  to  under

able service  until  the  date  of  his  retirement  is  lower  than 
the  average  annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensation  during 
the  last  five-year  period  of  his  creditable  service  as  such 
hneman,  shall  receive,  upon  retirement  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  or  of  section  six,  a  retirement  allowance  the 
normal  yearly  amount  of  which  shall  be  equal  to  that  to 
which  he  would  have  been  entitled  under  the  provisions  of

ACCIDENTAL    DISABILITV   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  7.  (1)  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  either 
Group  A  or  Group  B,  or  any  member  in  service  classified 
in  Group  C  to  whom  the  provisions  of  subdivision  (2)  of 
section  twenty-six  are  not  applicable,  who  becomes  totally 
and  permanently  incapacitated  for  further  dut}^  before  at- 
taining the  maximimi  age  for  his  group  by  reason  of  a  per- 
sonal injury  sustained  or  a  hazard  undergone  as  a  result  of, 
and  while  in  the  performance  of,  his  duties  at  some  definite 
place  and  at  some  definite  time  on  or  after  the  date  of  his 
becoming  a  member  or  prior  to  such  date  while  any  provi- 
sion of  this  chapter  relating  to  non-contributory  pensions 
was  applicable  to  him,  without  serious  and  wilful  misconduct 
on  his  part,  upon  his  written  application  on  a  prescribed 
form  filed  with  the  board  or  upon  such  an  application  by 
the  head  of  his  department  after  a  hearing,  if  requested, 
as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (1)  of  section  sixteen  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  section  and  in 
this  section,  shall  be  retired  for  accidental  disability  as  of 
a  date  which  shall  be  specified  in  such  application  and  which 
shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen  days  nor  more  than  four  months 
after  the  filing  of  such  application  but  in  no  event  later  than 
the  maximum  age  for  his  group.  Except  as  provided  for  in 
subdivision  (3)  of  this  section,  no  such  retirement  shall  be 
allowed  unless  such  injury  was  sustained  or  such  hazard  was 
undergone  within  two  3^ears  prior  to  the  filing  of  such  appli- 
cation or,  if  occurring  earlier,  unless  written  notice  thereof 
was  filed  with  the  board  by  such  member  or  in  his  behalf 
within  ninety  days  after  its  occurrence.  No  such  retire- 
ment shall  be  allowed  unless  the  board,  after  such  proof  as 
it  may  require,  including  in  any  event  an  examination  by 
the  medical  panel  provided  for  in  subdivision  (3)  of  section 
six  and  including  a  certification  of  such  incapacity  by  a 
majority  of  the  physicians  on  such  medical  panel,  shall  find 
that  such  member  is  mentally  or  phj^sically  incapacitated 
for  further  duty  to  the  extent  and  under  the  circumstances 
set  forth  in  this  section,  that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to  be 
permanent,  and  that  he  sliould  be  so  retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
9,  member  shall  receive  an  accidental  disability  retirement 
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allowance  to  become  effective  on  the  date  the  injury  was 
sustained  or  the  hazard  on  account  of  which  he  is  being  re- 
tired was  undergone,  or  on  the  date  six  months  prior  to  the 
filing  of  the  written  application  for  such  retirement  with 
the  board,  or  on  the  date  for  which  he  last  received  regular 
compensation  for  his  employment  in  the  public  service, 
whichever  date  last  occurs.  Payments  under  such  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  as  provided  for  in  sections  twelve  and 
thirteen  and  the  continuance  of  payments  shall  be  governed 
also  by  the  provisions  of  section  eight. 

(a)  The  normal  yearly  amount  of  such  allowance  for  any 
member  classified  in  either  Group  A  or  Group  B,  or  for  any 
member  classified  in  Group  C  to  whom  the  provisions  of 
subdivision  (2)  of  section  twenty-six  are  not  applicable, 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (6)  and  (c)  of 
this  subdivision,  be  equal  to  the  sum  of  — 

(i)  A  yearly  amount  of  annuity  equal  to  the  yearly 
amount  of  the  regular  life  annuity  specified  in  clause  (i)  of 
option  (a)  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  twelve; 

(ii)  A  yearly  amount  of  pension  equal  to  one  half  of  the 
annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensation  on  the  date  such 
injury  was  sustained  or  such  hazard  was  undergone,  or 
equal  to  one  half  of  the  average  armual  rate  of  his  regular 
compensation  for  the  twelve-month  peiiod  for  which  he  last 
received  regular  compensation  immediately  preceding  the 
date  his  retirement  allowance  becomes  effective,  which- 
ever is  greater;  and 

(iii)  A  yearly  amount  of  additional  pension  determined  at 
the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  yearly  for  each 
surviving  unmarried  child  of  such  member  who  is  under  age 
eighteen  or  who  was  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning  on  the  date  such  injury  was 
sustained  or  such  hazard  was  undergone.  Such  additional 
pension  on  account  of  any  such  child  shall  be  paid  only  so 
long  as  the  remainder  of  such  allowance  is  being  paid  and 
only  so  long  as  such  child  survives,  remains  unmarried  and 
is  under  age  eighteen  or  if  over  said  age  remains  physically 
or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  determining  the  normal  yearly  amount 
of  any  pension  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  or  of  section  nine  on  account  of  the  retirement  or 
death  of  any  member  classified  in  Group  B  as  a  call  fireman 
or  reserve  policeman,  who  was  performing  the  duties  of  a 
call  fireman  or  reserve  policeman  at  the  time  the  injury  was 
sustained  or  the  hazard  was  undergone  which  resulted  in 
the  granting  of  such  pension,  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  of  such  member  shall  be  considered  to  be  the 
same  as  that  of  permanent  firemen  or  policemen  of  lowest 
rank  and  grade,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  city  or  town  in 
which  he  was  employed ;  provided,  that  if  there  are  no  such 
permanent  firemen  or  policemen,  then  the  annual  rate  of  his 
regular  compensation  shall  be  considered  for  such  purposes 
to  be  eighteen  hundred  dollars.

(3)  (a)  Lapse  of  time  or  failure  to  file  notice  of  an  injury 
sustained  or  a  hazard  undergone  as  provided  for  in  subdivi- 
sion (1)  of  this  section  or  in  subdivision  (1)  of  section  nine, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  proceedings  under 
either  of  said  sections  if  such  member  received  payments  on 
account  of  such  injury  or  hazard  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two,  or  in  case  he  was  classi- 
fied in  Group  B  or  Group  C  and  not  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two,  if  a  record  of  such 
injury  sustained  or  hazard  undergone  is  on  file  in  the  official 
records  of  his  department.

(1)  (a)  The  board  may  require  any  member  Re-examina- 
retired  for  disability  under  the  provisions  of  section  six  or  rlquireTa'fter 
seven  who  has  not  attained  age  sixty  to  submit  to  a  mental  ^'1^!^',^;"^^ ""^  ^""^ 
or  physical  examination  once  in  each  year  during  the  five-

able  to  engage  in  gainful  occupation  and  that  the  annual

Restoration  of  Members  to  Active  Service. 

(2)  (a)  The  board  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  head  of 
any  department  in  which  a  vacancy  exists,  order  any  such 
retired  member  referred  to  in  paragraph  (1)  (6)  of  this  sec- 
tion to  return  and  be  restored  to  active  service  in  the  same 
employment  in  which  such  member  was  employed  at  the 
tune  of  his  retirement,  or  in  similar  employment  in  the  same 
governmental  unit.  If  such  member  refuses  to  return  to 
service  or  to  file  such  information  as  the  board  may  require, 
it  may  revoke  or  suspend  his  pension.  If  any  such  member 
is  restored  to  active  service  at  an  annual  rate  of  regular  com- 
pensation less  than  the  annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensa- 
tion referred  to  in  paragraph  (1)  (6)  of  this  section,  but 
greater  than  the  difference  between  the  annual  rate  of  his 
regular  compensation  referred  to  therein  and  the  normal 
yearly  amount  of  his  retirement  allowance,  then  the  yearly 
amount  of  his  pension  shall  be  reduced  and  modified  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  that  set  forth  in  said  paragraph.  No 
such  member  restored  to  active  service  at  an  annual  rate  of 
regular  compensation  less  than  the  annual  rate  of  his  regu- 
lar compensation  referred  to  in  said  paragraph  shall  become 
a  member  in  service  except  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (&) 
of  this  subdivision,  nor  shall  he  make  any  payments  into 
the  annuity  savings  fund.  Upon  subsequent  separation  from 
service  without  having  become  a  member  in  service  he  shall 
receive  a  retirement  allowance  equal  to  that  which  he  was 
receiving  prior  to  his  restoration  to  active  service.  No  such 
member  restored  to  active  service  shall  remain  in  service 
after  attaining  the  maximum  age  for  his  group. 

(6)  If  any  such  retired  member  is  restored  to  active  serv- 
ice at  an  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  not  less  than 
the  annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensation  referred  to  in 
paragraph  (1)  (6)  of  this  section,  or  should  he,  after  being 
restored  at  a  lesser  rate,  attain  or  exceed  the  annual  rate  of 
his  regular  compensation  referred  to  therein,  his  retirement 
allowance  shall  cease,  and  he  shall  again  become  a  member 
in  service  and  regular  deductions  shall  again  be  made  from 
his  regular  compensation.  Any  creditable  service  in  effect 
for  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  for  disability  shall 
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thereupon  be  restored  to  full  force  and  effect,  and  upon  his 
subsequent  retirement  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  normal  yearly 
amount  of  retirement  allowance  computed  as  though  such 
disability  retirement  and  reinstatement  had  not  taken  place, 
except  that  no  creditable  service  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
period  during  which  his  disability  retirement  allowance  was 
in  effect.  In  computing  such  normal  yearly  amount  of  re- 
tirement allowance  upon  his  subsequent  retirement,  the 
yearly  amount  of  pension  included  therein  shall  be  increased 
to  the  extent  that  the  yearly  amount  of  regular  life  annuity

(2)  Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  proof  of  the  death  of 
any  member  as  set  forth  in  subdivision  (1)  of  this  section, 
the  amount  of  any  accumulated  total  deductions  credited  to 
his  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  or  the  amount  of 
any  cash  refund  or  pro  rata  payment  of  allowance  due  under 
the  provisions  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  eleven,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  in  one  sum  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  such  subdivision  to  his  surviving  beneficiary 
or  beneficiaries  entitled  thereto.

mulated total  deductions  or  any  annuity  derived  therefrom. 
Whenever  the  amount  of  any  such  lump  sum  settlement  is 
payable  directly  to  a  beneficiary,  the  period  over  which  it  is 
allocable  for  purposes  of  this  section  shall  be  determined  by 
the  actuary  in  a  manner  which  is  consistent  with  that  set 
forth  in  paragraph  (1)  (c)  of  this  section.  If  any  such  pen- 
sion exceeds  the  compensation  payable  on  account  of  such 
member  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifty-two  when  both  are  reduced  to  the  same  periodical  basis, 
the  excess  only  shall  be  paid  as  a  pension  so  long  as  such  com- 
pensation continues.  If  any  such  pension  is  less  than  or 
equal  to  such  compensation,  no  pension  shall  be  paid  so  long 
as  such  compensation  continues  to  be  equal  to  or  greater 
than  such  pension. 

(6)  In  all  cases  where  a  member  or  a  beneficiary  receives 
delayed  compensation  payments  or  an  amount  of  any  lump 
sum  settlement  payable  directly  to  him  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  subsequent  to  his  re- 
ceipt of  payments  under  any  pension  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  no  further 
pension  payments  shall  be  made  unless  and  until  such  time 
as  the  total  amounts  which  by  then  would  have  been  pay- 
able as  compensation  and  pension  together  as  set  forth  in 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  subdivision,  if  there  had  been  no  delay 
in  making  such  compensation  payments,  shall  exceed  the 
total  amounts  of  compensation  and  pension  actually  paid  by 
then  after  due  allowance  in  either  case  for  the  allocation  of 
any  such  lump  sum  settlement. 

(c)  If  a  member  or  a  beneficiary  entitled  to  a  pension 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclu- 
sive, and  also  having  a  right  to  compensation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  on  account  of 
the  injury  or  death  of  such  member,  as  the  case  may  be, 
neglects  or  fails  to  prosecute  fully  such  right  or  to  co-operate 
with  the  board  in  its  prosecution  thereof,  as  provided  for  by 
the  provisions  of  section  seventy-three  of  such  chapter,  the 
board  may,  during  the  period  of  such  neglect  or  failure,  sus- 
pend such  member's  or  beneficiary's  right  to  further  pay- 
ments under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive.  Under  the  circumstances  set  forth  in  the  said  sec- 
tion seventy-three,  the  duty  of  the  board  to  prosecute  shall 
be  mandatory. 
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DERELICTION   OF   DUTY   BY   MEMBERS, 

Misappropriation  of  Funds. 

Section  15.  (1)  Any  member  who  has  been  charged  with  Board  to 
the  misappropriation  of  funds  or  property  of  any  govern-  heaHng* 
mental  unit  in  which  or  by  which  he  is  employed  or  was 
employed  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  or  termination  of 
service,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  of  any  system  of  which  he  is 
a  member,  and  who  files  a  written  request  therefor  shall  be 
granted  a  hearing  by  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
cedure set  forth  in  subdivision  (1)  of  section  sixteen.  If  the  Forfeiture. 
board  after  the  hearing  finds  the  charges  to  be  true,  such 
member  shall  forfeit  all  rights  under  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive  to  a  retirement  allowance  or  to  a  return  of 
his  accumulated  total  deductions  for  himself  and  for  his 
beneficiary,  or  to  both,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  so  found 
to  be  misappropriated  and  to  the  extent  of  the  costs  of  the 
investigation,  if  any,  as  found  by  the  board.  He  shall  there- 
upon cease  to  be  a  member,  except  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  board  may  determine. 

Initiation  of  Proceedings. 

(2)  Proceedings  under  this  section  may  be  initiated  by  Procedure. 
the  board,  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  by  the  commis- 
sion or  board  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  political  sub- 
division thereof  wherein  the  member  is  employed  or  was 

last  employed  if  not  then  in  service,  or  in  a  county  by  the 
count j^  commissioners,  in  a  city  by  the  mayor  or  in  a  town 
by  the  board  of  selectmen.  The  procedure  set  forth  in  sub- 
division (1)  of  section  sixteen  relative  to  delivery  of  copies, 
statement  of  service  thereof,  notice,  hearing  if  requested, 
and  the  filing  of  a  certificate  of  findings  and  decision,  so  far 
as  applicable,  shall  apply  to  any  proceedings  under  this 
section. 

Forfeiture  of  Rights  upon  Conviction. 

(3)  In  no  event  shall  any  member  after  final  conviction  Restitution  of 
of  an  offense  involving  the  funds  or  property  of  a  govern-  S'fSnX'' 
mental  unit  or  system  referred  to  in  subdivision  (1)  of  this 

section,  be  entitled  to  receive  a  retirement  allowance  or  a 
return  of  his  accumulated  total  deductions  under  the  provi- 
sions of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  nor  shall  any 
beneficiary  be  entitled  to  receive  any  benefits  under  such 
provisions  on  account  of  such  member,  unless  and  until  full 
restitution  for  any  such  misappropriation  has  been  made.

Section  16.     (1)  (a)  Any  head  of  a  department  who  is  of  f^/;Pe?frement 
the  opinion  that  any  member  employed  therein  should  be  filed  by  head

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retired  for  superannuation,  ordinary  disability  or  accidental 
disability,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  five, 
six,  or  seven,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  file  with  the  board  on 
a  prescribed  form  a  written  application  for  such  retirement. 
Such  application  shall  include  a  fair  summary  of  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  premised.  The  applicant  shall 
forthwith  deHver  to  such  member  by  registered  mail,  with  a 
return  receipt  requested,  a  true  copy  of  such  application, 
together  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  options  available  to 
such  member  on  his  retirement  and  a  statement  of  his  right, 
if  any,  to  request  a  hearing  with  regard  to  such  retirement 
and  of  the  right,  if  any,  of  review  available  to  him,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  in  case  he  is  aggrieved  by  any 
action  taken  or  decision  of  the  board  rendered  or  by  failure 
of  the  board  to  act  upon  his  request  or  to  render  a  decision 
within  the  time  specified  in  this  subdivision.  Upon  such  de- 
livery to  such  member  the  head  of  the  department,  or  one 
acting  in  his  behalf,  shall  file  with  the  board  under  the  pen- 
alties of  perjury  a  written  notice  of  such  deHvery,  including 
the  date  thereof. 

(6)  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  either  Group  A 
or  Group  B  who  has  attained  age  fifty-five  and  completed 
fifteen  or  more  years  of  creditable  service,  or  any  member  in 
service  so  classified  who  has  not  attained  age  fifty-five  but 
who  has  completed  twenty  or  more  years  of  creditable  serv- 
ice, for  whom  an  application  for  his  retirement  is  filed  by  the 
head  of  his  department  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (a)  of 
this  subdivision,  may,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  receipt  of 
his  copy  of  such  application,  file  with  the  board  a  written 
request  for  a  private  or  public  hearing  upon  such  applica- 
tion. If  no  such  request  is  so  filed,  the  facts  set  forth  in  such 
application  shall  be  deemed  to  be  admitted  by  such  member; 
otherwise  such  hearing  shall  be  held  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  request.

section,  or  any  member  who  is  aggrieved  by  any  action  taken 
or  decision  of  a  board  rendered  with  reference  to  his  derelic- 
tion of  duty  as  set  forth  in  section  fifteen,  may,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  certification  of  the  decision  of  the  board,  bring 
a  petition  in  the  district  court  within  the  territorial  juris- 
diction in  which  he  resides  praying  that  such  action  and  de- 
cision be  reviewed  by  the  court.

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  Penalty 
statement  or  shall  falsify  or  permit  to  be  falsified  any  record 
or  records  of  the  system,  with  intent  to  defraud  such  sys-

penalties  to  which  he  may  be  subject  by  law,  be  punished 
as  provided  for  in  section  twenty-four.

That  portion  of  the 
estate  of  any  deceased  member  consisting  of  any  sum  or 
sums  received  from  any  system  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  shall  not  be  included  in 
computing  any  legacy  or  succession  tax  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  sixty-five.  No  assignment  of  any  rights  in 
or  to  any  funds,  annuities,  pensions  or  retirement  allowances 
under  any  system  shall  be  valid  except  such  assignment  as 
may  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  making  restitution  in  the 
case  of  dereliction  of  duty  by  any  member  as  set  forth  in 
section  fifteen.

preceding  July  first  for  which  reimbursement  has  not  been 
made  and  furnishes  such  other  information  as  the  latter 
board  may  require,  such  city  or  town  shall  be  reimbursed 
therefor  by  the  commonwealth;  provided,  that  no  such 
reimbursement  shall  be  granted  unless  such  retirement  has 
been  approved  by  the  latter  board;  and  provided,  that  the 
amount  of  such  reimbursement  shall  in  no  event  be  in  excess 
of  the  amount,  as  determined  by  the  latter  board,  to  which 
such  teacher  would  have  been  entitled  as  a  pension  had  he 
been  a  member  of  the  teachers'  retirement  system.  In  its 
annual  report  the  teachers'  retirement  board  shall  include  a 
statement  of  the  amount  expended  prior  to  the  immediately 
preceding  July  first  by  each  city  and  town  in  the  payment 
of  pensions  under  this  paragraph,  for  which  such  cities  and 
towns  have  not  received  and  should  receive  reunbursement. 
On  the  basis  of  such  statement,  the  general  court  may  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  reimbursement  of  such  cities  and 
towns  up  to  such  preceding  July  first.

General  Powers  and  Duties  of  Boards.

If 
any  such  error  results  in  the  receipt  from  such  system  by 
any  member  or  beneficiary  of  more  or  less  than  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to  receive  had  the  records  been  correct, 
payments  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  adjusted  in  such 
manner  that  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  the  benefit  to  which 
he  was  correctly  entitled  shall  be  paid. 

(d)  Any  such  board  may  employ  registered  physicians  as 
provided  for  in  subdivision  (3)  of  section  six  and  may  per- 
form such  duties  and  incur  such  expense  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  all  of  which  expense 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  expense  fund  of  such  system. 

(e)  The  board  of  each  such  system  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  date  of  birth  of  each  member  of  the  system  and  also 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  date  of  birth  of  each  other  em-

Such  report  shall 
also  contain  such  statistical  information  with  reference  to 
the  membership  of  the  system  and  such  other  matters  per- 
taining to  the  operation  thereof  as  the  board  deems  to  be  of 
general  interest.

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SUPERVISION    BY    COMMISSIONER   OF   INSURANCE. 

Duties  of  Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

Section  21.  (1)  (a)  The  commissioner  of  insurance  shall 
prescribe  and  supervise  methods  of  accounting  for  each  sys- 
tem maintained  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to 
twenty-eight  inclusive.  The  commissioner  or  his  agent  shall 
at  least  annually  during  the  first  three  years  of  its  existence 
and  triennially  thereafter,  and  at  other  times  whenever  the 
commissioner  deems  it  necessary,  thoroughly  inspect  and 
examine  the  affairs  of  each  such  system  to  ascertain  its  finan- 
cial condition,  its  ability  to  fulfill  its  obligations,  whether 
all  parties  in  interest  have  complied  with  the  laws  applicable 
thereto,  and  whether  the  transactions  of  the  board  have 
been  in  accordance  with  the  rights  and  equities  of  those  in 
interest. 

(6)  Each  such  system  in  its  financial  accounts  shall  be 
credited  with  its  investments  having  a  fixed  term  and  rate, 
if  amply  secured  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner  of 
insurance  and  not  in  default  as  to  principal  or  interest,  as 
follows:  if  purchased  at  par,  with  the  par  value;  if  pur- 
chased above  or  below  par,  with  an  amortized  value  so  de- 
termined as  to  yield  approximately  the  effective  rate  of 
interest  at  which  the  purchase  was  made  and  to  bring  the 
value  to  par  at  the  date  of  maturity  or  at  the  date  the 
security  is  first  callable  at  par  if  prior  thereto;  provided, 
that  the  purchase  price  of  any  such  security  shall  not  be 
taken  at  a  higher  value  than  its  actual  market  value  when 
purchased;  and  provided,  that  the  value  of  any  security  on 
the  date  of  any  valuation  thereof  shall  not  be  taken  at  a 
higher  value  than  its  callable  value,  if  any,  on  such  date. 
The  commissioner  of  insurance  shall  have  full  power  and 
discretion  in  determining  the  methods  of  calculating  values 
according  to  the  foregoing  rule,  and  the  values  found  by 
him  in  accordance  with  such  methods  shall  be  final  and 
binding;  provided,  that  any  investments  in  United  States 
savings  bonds  purchased  on  a  discount  basis  may  be  cred- 
ited at  their  redemption  value  or  at  their  amortized  value, 
as  the  board  shall  determine.  The  commissioner  shall  also 
have  full  power  and  discretion  in  determining  the  method 
of  calculating  the  values  of  any  other  investments  of  any 
such  system. 

(c)  The  commissioner  of  insurance  or  his  agent  shall,  for 
aLd^rTcOTds  by  the  purposc  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
«o^nni^oner  fiavc  access  to  all  the  securities,  books  and  papers  of  any 
such  system  and  may  summon  and  administer  oath  to  and 
examine  any  person  relative  to  the  financial  affairs,  trans- 
actions and  condition  of  the  system.  The  commissioner 
shall  preserve  in  a  permanent  form  a  full  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  examination  of  a  system  and  the  results 
thereof.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  examination,  verifi- 
cation and  valuation,  the  commissioner  shall  make  a  report 
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in  writing  of  his  findings  to  the  board,  and  shall  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  governor  and  state  treasurer,  the  county  com- 
missioners, the  mayor  or  the  board  of  selectmen,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Assessment  of  Expenses  of  Supervision. 

(2)  Any  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  Commonwealth 
section  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  any  system  niy^any^s'il^er- 
shall  be  paid  primarily  by  the  commonwealth.  Each  county  visory  expenses. 
which  maintains  a  system  shall  reimburse  the  common-  and  towns^to''^ 
wealth  for  such  proportion  of  such  expenses  attributable  to  J'^f^^^^rtf^ 
such  counties  as  shall  be  determined  just  and  proper  by  the 
commissioner   of   insurance   and   assessed   thereon    by   the 

state  treasurer.  The  state  treasurer  shall  issue  his  warrant 
requiring  the  assessors  of  the  cities  and  towns  concerned  to 
assess  a  tax  to  the  amount  of  such  expenses  attributable 
to  such  cities  and  towns  as  determined  by  the  commissioner, 
and  such  amount  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  state 
treasurer  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  as  state  taxes. 

Duties  of  Actuary. 

(3)  The  actuary  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Actuary  sub- 
commissioner  of  insurance,  be  the  technical  adviser  of  the  visLn'oT^'"^' 
board  of  each  such  system  in  matters  relating  to  the  appli-  of'-Jj^uranM*^ 
cable  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive, 

and  in  matters  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  system,  and 
shall  perform  such  actuarial  duties  as  are  required  in  con- 
nection therewith,  including  those  hereinafter  specifically 
set  forth  in  this  subdivision, 

(a)  The  actuary  shall  check  the  calculation  and  amount  ^rants^'*'  "^ 
of  each  annuity,  pension  or  retirement  allowance  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  in- 
clusive,  and   all  such   calculations   and   amounts  shall   be 
subject  to  his  approval. 

(&)  The  actuary  shall  make  an  annual  valuation  of  the  valuation  of 
assets  and  liabilities  of  each  such  system  as  of  December  HaMitfe"^ 
thirty-first  of  the  previous  year,  including  an  actuarial  valu- 
ation of  the  annuity  reserve  liability  for  the  annuity  reserve 
fund  of  each  system.  He  shall  annually  furnish  to  the  board 
of  each  system  such  information  as  shall  be  needed  for  the 
determination  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation 
required  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  (7)  of  section 
twenty-two  to  finance  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  system 
for  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriation  is  being  made. 

(c)  The  actuary  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  year  nineteen  Mortality 
hundred  and  fifty  and  thereafter  at  the  end  of  each  sue-  *'^^''^^- 
ceeding  five-year  period,  make  an  investigation  of  the  mor- 
tality experience  of  the  retired  members  of  all  such  systems 
for  the  five-year  period  then  ending.  He  shall  also  examine 
the  financial  experience  of  the  annuity  reserve  funds  of  all 
such  systems  for  such  five-year  period.  In  making  such  an 
investigation  and  examination  he  may  group  the  experience 
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of  the  several  systems  in  such  manner  as  he  deems  neces- 
sary. Upon  the  completion  of  such  investigation  and  exam- 
ination, the  actuary  shall  report  the  results  thereof  to  the 
commissioner  of  insurance,  who  shall  thereupon  make  such 
recommendations,  if  any,  to  the  general  court  as  he  deems 
necessary  with  reference  to  the  continued  use  or  modifica- 
tion by  the  several  systems  of  the  mortality  table  and  in- 
terest rate  set  forth  in  the  definition  of  actuarial  equivalent 
appearing  in  section  one. 

(d)  The  actuary  from  time  to  time  shall  make  such  other 
investigations  of  the  mortality,  service  and  compensation  ex- 
perience of  the  members  of  the  several  systems  as  the  com- 
missioner of  insurance  deems  necessary.

Promulgation  and  Approval  of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(4)  The  commissioner  of  insurance  shall  promulgate  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  and  he,  or  the  actuary  with  his  approval,  may  ap- 
prove any  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  prescribed  forms  or 
determinations  of  any  board  in  order  to  effectuate  such 
purposes. 

METHODS    OF    FINANCING. 

Section  22.  All  the  assets  of  each  system  as  they  exist 
at  the  commencement  of  business  on  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-six,  and  all  the  assets  of  each  system  re- 
ceived, acquired  or  held  on  or  after  such  date  shall,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive, 
be  credited  according  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
received,  acquired  or  held  to  one  of  the  five  following  funds 
in  the  system;  namely,  the  annuity  savings  fund,  the  an- 
nuity reserve  fund,  the  pension  fund,  the  special  fund  for 
military  service  credit  and  the  expense  fund.

Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(1)  (a)  The  annuity  savings  fund  of  each  system  shall  be 
the  fund  provided  for  the  accumulation  of  the  regular  de- 
ductions and  additional  deductions  of  the  members  of  the 
system  and  into  which  such  deductions  shall  be  paid  as  they 
are  made  and  to  which  regular  interest  shall  be  transferred 
to  be  credited  to  the  accounts  of  such  members  as  provided 
for  in  subdivision  (6)  of  this  section. 

(6)  The  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  in  charge  of 
payrolls  in  any  governmental  unit  to  which  a  system  per- 
tains, and  the  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  in  charge 
of  payrolls  in  any  free  public  library  the  employees  of  which 
are  eligible  for  membership  in  a  system,  shall,  upon  written 
notice  from  the  board,  withhold  on  each  pay  day  five  per 
cent  of  the  regular  compensation  of  each  employee  who  is  a 
member  in  service  of  the  system,  which  is  received  on  such 
day  by  such  member  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  him 
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on  or  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six, 
and  not  later  than  the  date  of  his  attaining  the  maximum 
age  for  his  group;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  any  teacher 
such  withholding  shall  be  made  upon  written  notice  from 
the  school  committee,  board  of  trustees  or  other  employing 
authority,  to  the  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  of  the 
political  subdivision  by  which  such  teacher  is  employed. 

(c)  Any  such  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  in  charge  withholding 
of  payrolls  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  regular  non-cfsh 
compensation  and  regular  deductions  of  any  member  in  serv-  Xwln'cT'^^ 
ice  who  is  receiving  a  non-cash  maintenance  allowance  in  the 

form  of  full  or  partial  boarding  and  housing,  add  to  the 
amount  of  the  cash  payment  for  the  regular  services  of  such 
member  an  amount  at  a  rate  which  shall  be  determined  by 
the  director  of  personnel  and  standardization  if  such  mem- 
ber is  a  member  of  the  state  employees'  retirement  system 
or  of  the  teachers'  retirement  system,  by  the  county  per- 
sonnel board  if  such  member  is  a  member  of  any  county 
system,  and  by  the  retirement  board  if  such  member  is  a 
member  of  any  city  or  town  system.  The  sum  of  such  amount 
and  the  amount  of  such  cash  payment  shall  be  the  regular 
compensation  upon  which  regular  deductions  shall  be  made 
on  and  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six. 
The  regular  compensation  of  any  such  member  for  any  pe- 
riod, for  purposes  of  computing  retirement  allowances,  shall 
include  not  only  the  amount  of  the  cash  payment  for  his 
regular  services  but  also  the  amount  of  any  non-cash  main- 
tenance allowance  at  the  rate  in  effect  for  him  for  such  period 
under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  or  under  correspond- 
ing provisions  of  earlier  laws. 

(d)  Any  member  in  service  of  any  system,  whose  regular  Certain  addi- 
deductions  during  any  period  of  his  employment  were  made  mentiby^' 
at  a  lower  rate,  or  on  the  basis  of  a  lower  maximum  limit,  members. 
than  that  in  effect  during  such  period  for  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  such  system,  may,  before  the  date  any  retire- 
ment allowance  becomes  effective  for  him,  pay  into  the  an- 
nuity savings  fund  of  the  system  in  one  sum,  or  in  instal- 
ments over  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  upon  such 

terms  and  conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  difference  between  the  aggregate  of  the  regular 
deductions  which  would  have  been  credited  to  his  account 
in  such  annuity  savings  fund  had  they  been  made  at  the 
rate,  and  subject  to  the  maximum  limit,  in  effect  for  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  such  system  during  such  period 
and  the  aggregate  of  the  regular  deductions  actually  credited 
to  his  account  therein.  In  addition  to  the  payment  of  such 
sum  or  instalments  thereof,  such  member  shall  also  pay  into 
the  annuity  savings  fund  an  amount  of  interest  such  that  at 
the  date  of  completion  of  such  payments  the  total  value  of 
his  regular  deductions  actually  made,  including  such  pay- 
ments, together  with  regular  interest  on  all  such  deductions 
and  payments  to  such  date,  shall  be  equal  to  the  value  of 
what  his  regular  deductions  would  have  been,  together  with 
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regular  interest  thereon  to  such  date,  had  they  been  made 
at  the  rate,  and  subject  to  the  maximum  Umit,  in  effect  for 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  such  system  throughout  the 
whole  period  of  his  employment. 

(e)  In  addition  to  the  regular  deductions  referred  to  in 
paragraphs  (6)  and  (c)  of  this  subdivision,  any  such  treas- 
urer or  other  disbursing  officer  in  charge  of  payrolls  shall, 
upon  written  notice  to  him  by  the  board,  deduct  from  the 
regular  compensation  of  any  member  in  service  such  sums 
as  the  board  shall  designate  and  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  it  shall  prescribe,  as  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (d)  of  this 
subdivision,  or  the  provisions  of  subdivision  (3),  (4),  (5), 
(6)  or  (8)  of  section  three  or  of  paragraph  (2)  (c)  of  section 
four,  or  other  corresponding  applicable  provisions  of  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive.  The  board  may  per- 
mit a  reduction,  suspension  or  termination  of  any  such  de- 
ductions being  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
if  such  member  shall  so  request  in  writing  and  if  it  finds 
that  he  is  unable  to  continue  them  without  undue  hard- 
ship, but  no  withdrawal  of  the  same  shall  be  made  except 
in  the  manner  provided  for  the  withdrawal  of  other  accu- 
mulated regular  deductions. 

(/)  The  deductions  provided  for  under  this  subdivision 
shall  be  made  notwithstanding  that  the  minimum  compen- 
sation provided  by  law  for  any  member  may  be  reduced 
thereby.  Each  member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and 
agree  to  the  deductions  provided  for  in  this  subdivision  and 
shall  receipt  for  his  full  salary  or  compensation.  The  pay- 
ment of  his  full  salary  or  compensation  less  such  deductions 
shall  be  considered  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and  acquit- 
tance of  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  for  the  services 
rendered  by  him  during  the  period  covered  by  such  pay- 
ment, except  as  to  any  benefits  in  the  nature  of  an  annuity, 
pension,  retirement  allowance  or  return  of  accumulated  total 
deductions  as  provided  for  in  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  in- 
clusive. 

(g)  Any  member  in  service  of  any  system,  may,  before 
the  date  any  retirement  allowance  becomes  effective  for 
him,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system  in  one 
sum,  or  in  instalments  over  a  period  of  years,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  an  additional  annuity,  such  amount  as  he 
shall  designate,  subject  to  the  limitation  hereinafter  speci- 
fied in  this  paragraph  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  board  may  prescribe.  Any  such  member  may 
authorize  the  board  in  writing  to  instruct  the  treasurer  or 
other  disbursing  officer  in  charge  of  payrolls  to  withhold  for 
such  purpose  on  each  pay  day  from  the  regular  compensa- 
tion of  such  member  such  amount  as  he  shall  designate, 
subject  to  such  limitation  and  subject  to  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  All  amounts  so  paid 
or  so  withheld  shall  be  considered  as  additional  deductions 
as  defined  in  section  one.    The  total  additional  deductions 
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for  any  such  member  as  of  any  date  shall  be  so  limited  that 
such  total,  together  with  regular  interest  on  such  additional 
deductions  to  such  date,  shall  not  exceed  the  portion  of  his 
accumulated  regular  deductions  on  such  date  which  is  de- 
rived from  that  part  of  his  annual  regular  compensation  not 
in  excess  of  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  in  any  year.  Such 
accumulated  additional  deductions  shall  be  used  upon  his 
retirement  to  provide  an  additional  annuity  for  him  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section 
twelve,  or  shall  be  paid  as  provided  for  in  section  eleven 
upon  his  prior  death  or  withdrawal  from  the  system.  The  Reduction, 
board  may  permit  a  reduction,  suspension  or  termination  of  teminaUon  of 
such  additional  deductions  if  such  member  shall  so  request  additional 
in  writing,  but  no  withdrawal  of  the  same  shall  be  made 
except  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  withdrawal  of  accu- 
mulated regular  deductions. 

(h)  The  various  amounts  withheld  under  the  provisions  Transfer  of 
of  this  subdivision  for  deposit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  ffifiuity"s"avtng8 
of  any  system  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  f<i"ci.  " 
(^)>  U)  aiid  (k)  of  this  subdivision,  be  transferred  forthwith 
to  such  system  by  the  treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer 
in  charge  of  payrolls,  accompanied  on  a  prescribed  form  by 
a  statement  or  voucher  for  such  deductions.    Such  amounts 
shall  be  credited  by  the  board  to  the  accounts  of  the  respec- 
tive members  for  whom  such  deductions  have  been  made, 
and  shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part  of  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  such  system. 

(i)  In  the  case  of  teachers  who  are  members  of  the  teach-  Transniittai 
ers'  retirement  system,  the  various  amounts  withheld  for  deductio'^ns.

(2)  (a)  The  annuity  reserve  fund  of  each  system  shall 
be  the  fund  to  which  the  accumulated  total  deductions  of  a 
member  shall  be  transferred  from  his  account  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  the  system  when  a  retirement  allowance 
becomes  effective  for  him,  and  to  which  also  shall  be  trans- 
ferred at  such  time  from  the  special  fund  for  military  serv- 
ice credit  any  amounts  then  standing  to  the  credit  of  his 
account  therein.  The  total  amounts  so  transferred  on  ac- 
count of  any  member  shall  thereby  establish  the  initial 
annuity  reserve  for  the  annuity  provided  for  him  under  the 
provisions  of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  twelve.  Interest  at 
the  annual  rate  set  forth  in  the  definition  of  actuarial  equiva- 
lent appearing  in  section  one  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
annuity  reserve  fund  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (G)  of 
this  section.

Any  investment 
which  is  required  to  be  valued  at  its  market  value  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (1)  (6)  of  section  twenty-one,  shall 
be  included  in  the  assets  of  the  system  on  the  date  of  any 
valuation  thereof  at  its  market  value  on  such  date  as  de- 
termined in  accordance  with  said  provisions.

(vi)  The  amount,  if  any,  by  which  the  charge  determined 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  (i)  of  this  paragraph  appli- 
cable for  such  fiscal  year,  exceeds  the  largest  of  the  corre- 
sponding charges  included  in  such  appropriations  for  the 
system  for  the  first  three  full  fiscal  years  of  its  operation 
after  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five ; 
provided,  that  the  amount  of  the  credit  to  be  allowed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall  not  be  greater  than  twenty 
per  cent  of  sucli  charge  for  such  fiscal  year,  nor  greater  than 
the  amount  by  which  any  balance  in  the  pension  fund  re- 
maining at  the  close  of  business  on  the  September  thirtieth 
immediately  preceding  such  fiscal  year  after  the  transfers, 
credits  and  charges  referred  to  in  clause  (iii)  of  this  para- 
graph applicable  for  such  fiscal  year  have  been  made,  exceeds 
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the  sum  of  the  amount  of  any  credits  allowed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  clause  (v)  of  this  paragraph  apphcable  for  such 
fiscal  year  and  five  per  cent  of  the  ledger  assets  of  the  sys- 
tem as  of  such  date  after  the  valuation  referred  to  in  said 
clause  (iii)  has  been  made,  nor  greater  than  the  amount  by 
which  such  balance  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  amount  of  any 
credits  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  clause  (v)  of  this 
paragraph  applicable  for  such  fiscal  year  and  the  total  yearly 
amount  of  the  pensions  payable  from  the  system  with  re- 
spect to  all  retired  members  and  beneficiaries  who  are  receiv- 
ing pensions  therefrom  at  the  close  of  business  on  such  date.

Special  Fund  for  Military  Service  Credit. 

(4)  (a)  The  special  fimd  for  military  service  credit  shall 
be  the  fund  provided  in  each  system  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  nine  and  nine  A  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  eight 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  as  amended 
by  chapter  four  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-three  and  as  may  be  further  amended, 
to  which  shall  be  credited  the  amount  appropriated  for  any 
fiscal  year,  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (7)  of  this  section, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  amounts  which  would 
have  been  paid  into  such  system  as  regular  deductions  by 
members  thereof  on  military  leave  of  absence  from  the  gov- 
ernmental unit  by  which  they  were  employed  had  such  mem- 
bers remained  in  the  active  service  of  such  governmental 
unit.  Regular  interest  shall  be  transferred  to  the  special 
fund  for  mifitary  service  credit  as  provided  for  in  subdivision 
(6)  of  this  section. 

(6)  In  the  event  of  the  retirement  of  any  member  who  is 
a  veteran  for  whom  a  liability  has  been  established  in  the 
special  fund  for  military  service  credit,  an  amount  equal  to 
the  value  of  the  regular  deductions  credited  to  his  account 
under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  sections  nine  and  nine  A 
for  the  period  of  his  mihtary  leave  of  absence,  together  with 
regular  interest  thereon  to  the  date  his  retirement  allowance 
becomes  effective,  shall  be  transferred  from  his  account  in 
such  fund  to  the  annuity  reserve  fund  of  such  system  and 
shall  be  added  to  and  merged  with  the  amount  of  his  accu- 
mulated regular  deductions  being  transferred  as  of  such  date 
from  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  such  system  to  the  annuity 
reserve  fund  thereof.  The  total  of  such  amounts  transferred 
on  his  account  shall  be  used  in  determining  the  amount  of 
the  regular  annuity  provided  for  him  under  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  twelve,  and  the  aggregate  of  his 
regular  deductions,  including  the  amount  thereof  transferred 
from  the  special  fimd  for  military  service  credit,  shall  be 
used  in  determining  the  normal  yearly  amount  of  his  retire- 
ment allowance  to  the  extent  such  allowance  is  dependent 
upon  the  amount  of  his  regular  deductions. 

(c)  In  the  event  of  the  withdrawal  from  the  system  of 
any  member  who  is  a  veteran  for  whom  a  liability  has  been 
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established  in  the  special  fund  for  military  service  credit, 
or  in  the  event  of  his  death  before  any  retirement  allowance 
becomes  effective  for  him,  any  amount  being  held  to  the 
credit  of  his  account  in  the  special  fund  for  military  service 
credit  shall  be  released  and  used  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
the  next  appropriation  for  such  fund,  or  if  more  than  suffi- 
cient for  such  purpose,  then  to  the  extent  not  needed  there- 
for shall  be  transferred  as  of  December  thirtj^-first  of  such 
year  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  system. 

(d)  If  any  veteran  for  whom  a  liability  had  previously  Action  to  be 
been  established  in  the  special  fund  for  military  service  tw'^o^syrtpms 
credit  of  one  system  for  any  period  of  his  military  leave  of  involved. 
absence  while  a  member  of  such  system,  is  retired  while  a 
member  of  a  second  system,  an  amount  equal  to  the  value 
of  the  regular  deductions  with  which  he  was  credited  under 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  sections  nine  and  nine  A  for 
such  period  of  his  military  leave  of  absence,  together  with 
regular  interest  thereon  to  the  date  his  retirement  allowance 
becomes  effective,  shall  be  paid  from  the  pension  fund  of 
the  first  system  at  the  date  of  his  retirement  and  transferred 
to  the  special  fund  for  military  service  credit  of  the  second 
system  to  be  credited  to  his  account  therein,  and  thereafter 
such  account  shall  be  handled  in  the  manner  set  forth  in 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  subdivision;  provided,  that  such  trans- 
fer shall  be  made  and  credit  for  such  period  of  his  military 
leave  of  absence  allowed  only  if  he  has  transferred  his  mem- 
bership from  the  first  system  to  the  second  system  as  pro- 
vided for  in  paragraph  (8)  (a)  of  section  three,  or  only  if 
and  only  to  the  extent  he  has  re-established  credit  for  his 
former  membership  by  paying  into  the  annuity  savings  fund 
of  the  second  system  the  make-up  payments  provided  for  in 
paragraph  (8)  (b)  of  such  section. 

Expense  Fund. 

(5)  The  expense  fund  of  each  system  shall  be  the  fund  Expense  fund. 
to  which  shall  be  credited  the  amount  appropriated  for  any 

fiscal  year,  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  (7)  of  this  section, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses 
of  administration  of  the  system  for  such  year,  and  from 
which  all  such  expenses  shall  be  paid.

Upon  the  payment  or  transfer  Transfer  of 
of  funds  from  any  member's  account  during  any  year,  the  [o^me^mblr^r^' 
amount  of  any  regular  interest  to  be  credited  for  such  year  !i<-count. 
to  his  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system 
upon  his  withdrawal,  death  or  retirement,  and  the  amount

(i)  Amounts  equal  to  the  amounts  of  regular  interest  to 
be  credited  for  such  year  to  the  accounts  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  and  in  the  special  fund  for  militarj'-  service 
credit  of  all  members  for  whom  accounts  exist  therein  as  of 
the  end  of  such  year,  shall  be  transferred  to  such  funds  and 
credited  to  the  accounts  of  such  members; 

(ii)  An  amount  of  interest  computed  at  the  annual  rate 
set  forth  in  the  definition  of  actuarial  equivalent  appearing 
in  section  one  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  aver- 
age of  the  balances  outstanding  in  the  annuity  reserve  fund 
on  the  first  day  of  each  month  during  such  year  and  shall 
be  transferred  to  such  fund;  and 

(iii)  Any  balance  remaining  in  the  investment  income  ac- 
count after  the  transfers  heretofore  provided  for  in  this  para- 
graph have  been  made,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  pension 
fund,  and  any  amount  by  which  such  balance  is  insufficient 
to  carry  out  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
be  charged  to  the  pension  fund  and  credited  to  the  invest- 
ment income  account  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  the 
deficit. 

(6)  The  phrase  "regular  interest"  as  used  in  sections  one 
to  twenty-eight  inclusive  shall  mean  the  interest  credited 
to  any  member's  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any 
system  during  the  period  of  his  membership  therein  or  to 
his  account  in  the  special  fund  for  military  service  credit 
during  such  period.  As  applied  to  such  interest  for  any 
period  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  "regular  interest"  shall  mean  interest  at  the  rate  in 
effect  and  allowed  in  such  system  from  time  to  time  during 
such  period.  As  applied  to  such  interest  on  balances  out- 
standing in  any  such  accounts  as  of  the  commencement  of 
business  on  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six, 
or  as  applied  to  such  interest  credited  on  regular  deductions 
made  on  or  after  such  date  in  the  nature  of  make-up  pay- 
ments, or  otherwise,  on  account  of  service  rendered  by  any 
member  prior  to  such  date,  "regular  interest"  shall  mean 
interest  credited  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  per  annum. 
As  applied  to  such  interest  credited  on  all  other  regular  de- 
ductions and  on  all  additional  deductions  made  on  or  after 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  on  all 
amounts  thereafter  transferred  from  any  member's  account 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  or  from  his  account  in  the  spe- 
cial fund  for  mihtary  service  credit  in  any  contributory  re- 
tirement sj^stem  established  under  the  provisions  of  a  special 
law  to  his  account  in  the  corresponding  fund  of  a  system 
maintained  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty- 
eight  inclusive,  "regular  interest"  for  the  calendar  years 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  and  nineteen  hundred  and 
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forty-seven  shall  mean  interest  credited  at  the  rate  of  three 
per  cent  per  annum,  and  for  any  subsequent  calendar  year 
shall  mean  interest  credited  at  the  average  earned  rate 
which  shall  be  determined  by  the  actuary  from  the  invest- 
ment earnings  of  all  systems  maintained  under  the  provi- 
sions of  said  sections  and  which  shall  be  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  data  contained  in  the  annual  statements  of  such 
latter  systems  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  in- 
surance for  the  second  calendar  year  preceding  that  for 
which  such  rate  is  to  be  applied.  Such  average  earned  rate 
shall  be  taken  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  one  per  cent  and  shall 
be  obtained  from  the  ratio  which  the  total  income  derived 
from  the  interest  and  dividends  earned  on  the  invested  funds 
of  all  such  systems  during  the  calendar  year  covered  by  such 
annual  statements  bears  to  the  mean  of  the  total  ledger 
assets  of  all  such  systems  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  such 
year. 

(c)  Regular  interest  credited  on  or  after  January  first,  To  be  rom- 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  shall  be  compounded  annu-  ummaiiy. 
ally  on  December  thirty-first  of  each  year,  and  subject  to 

the  provisions  of  paragraph  (d)  of  this  subdivision  shall  be 
allowed  upon  the  balance  outstanding  in  each  member's 
account  as  of  the  immediately  preceding  December  thirty- 
first.  No  interest  shall  be  allowed  on  regular  deductions  or  interest  not 
on  additional  deductions  for  the  year  in  which  they  are  eeluhl'l^ases. 
made;  except,  that  in  the  case  of  any  make-up  payment  of 
regular  deductions  paid  in  full  in  one  sum  for  deposit  in  any 
member's  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  any  sys- 
tem, or  in  the  case  of  any  amount  transferred  from  his 
account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  or  in  the  special  fund 
for  military  service  credit  of  one  system  for  deposit  in  his 
account  in  the  corresponding  fund  of  another  sj^stem,  regu- 
lar interest  shall  be  allowed  upon  such  sum  or  amount  from 
the  date  of  deposit  if  such  date  is  the  first  day  of  a  month, 
otherwise  regular  interest  shall  be  allowed  from  the  first 
day  of  the  month  immediately  following  such  date  of  de- 
posit. Upon  the  payment  or  transfer  during  any  year  of 
funds  from  any  member's  account  in  the  annuity  savings 
fund  of  any  system,  or  upon  the  transfer  during  any  year 
of  funds  from  his  account  in  the  special  fund  for  military 
service  credit,  regular  interest  shall,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (d)  of  this  subdivision,  be  allowed  upon 
the  balance  outstanding  in  his  account  as  of  the  immediately 
preceding  December  thirty-first,  and  also  upon  any  deposit 
made  for  him  during  any  year  under  the  provisions  set  forth 
in  the  exception  appearing  in  the  preceding  sentence  of  this 
paragraph,  for  the  number  of  completed  months  which  have 
elapsed  between  such  December  thirty-first  or  the  date  of 
such  deposit,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment or  transfer  of  the  funds  from  his  account. 

(d)  Anything  in  this  subdivision  to  the  contrary  not  with-  Regular  in- 
standing,  regular  interest  in  the  case  of  any  member  inactive  lifcertaHrca^sei" 
whose  service  was  terminated  prior  to  January  first,  nine- 
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teen  hundred  and  forty-six,  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  bal- 
ance outstanding  in  his  account  on  such  date  only  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  to  the  extent  permitted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  applicable  to  him  and  in  effect  on  the  date 
of  his  termination  of  service.  In  the  case  of  any  member 
whose  service  is  terminated  on  or  after  January  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six,  regular  interest  shall  continue 
to  accrue  on  any  balance  in  his  account,  but  no  regular  in- 
terest shall  be  included  in  the  amount  of  any  accumulated 
total  deductions  which  are  to  be  paid  to  the  member  under 
the  provisions  of  subdivision  (1)  of  section  eleven  for  any 
period  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  end  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  his  termination 
of  service.  Upon  the  payment  to  the  member  of  the  amount 
of  his  accumulated  total  deductions,  any  regular  interest 
already  credited  to  his  account  which  is  not  to  be  included 
in  such  amount  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph, 
shall  thereupon  be  transferred  from  his  account  in  the 
annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system  to  the  pension  fund 
thereof. 

Appropriations. 

(7)  In  order  to  effectuate  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to 
twenty-eight  inclusive,  and  to  provide  for  each  system  the 
amounts  required  for  the  pension  fund,  the  special  fund  for 
military  service  credit  and  the  expense  fund  described  in 
subdivisions  (3),  (4)  and  (5),  respectively,  of  this  section, 
the  following  provisions  are  hereby  made: 

(a)  State  Employees'  Retirement  System.  —  The  state  board 
of  retirement  shall,  on  or  before  October  fifth  in  each  year, 
furnish  the  actuary  with  such  information  as  he  may  re- 
quire to  enable  him  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
the  pension  fund  of  the  state  employees'  retirement  system 
by  the  commonwealth  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on 
the  next  following  July  first.  The  actuary  shall,  on  or 
before  the  October  fifteenth  immediately  preceding  such 
fiscal  year,  determine  such  amount  and  specify  in  a  written 
notice  to  said  board  the  amount  so  required  to  be  paid. 
Upon  tlie  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  board  shall  certify 
forthwith  to  the  state  treasurer  the  amounts  necessary  to 
be  appropriated  and  paid  for  such  fiscal  year  by  the  com- 
monwealth for  the  three  aforesaid  funds  of  the  state  em- 
ployees' retirement  system,  and  items  of  appropriation  pro- 
viding for  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  appropria- 
tions for  such  fiscal  year  for  the  department  of  the  state 
treasurer  to  be  allocated  to  the  division  of  the  state  board  of 
retirement  for  the  several  funds  of  such  system. 

(6)  Teachers'  Retirement  System.  —  The  teachers'  retire- 
ment board  shall,  on  or  before  October  fifth  in  each  year, 
furnish  the  actuary  with  such  information  as  he  may  re- 
quire to  enable  him  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
the  pension  fund  of  the  teachers'  retirement  system  by  the 
commonwealth  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  the  next 
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following  July  first.  The  actuary  shall,  on  or  before  the 
October  fifteenth  immediately  preceding  such  fiscal  year, 
determine  such  amount  and  specify  in  a  written  notice  to 
said  board  the  amount  so  requirecl  to  be  paid.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  such  notice,  the  board  shall  certify  forthwith  to 
the  commissioner  of  education  the  amounts  necessary  to  be 
appropriated  and  paid  for  such  fiscal  year  by  the  common- 
wealth for  the  three  aforesaid  funds  of  the  teachers'  retire- 
ment system,  and  items  of  appropriation  providing  for  such 
amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  appropriations  for  such 
fiscal  year  for  the  department  of  education  to  be  allocated 
to  the  division  of  the  teachers'  retirement  board  for  the 
several  funds  of  such  system. 

(c)  Systems  for  Counties,  Cities  and  Toivns.  —  (i)  The  re-  Payments  to 
tirement  board  of  each  county,  city  or  town  contributory  and"town  *^ 
retirement  system  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  sec-  systems. 
tions  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  shall,  on  or  before 
October  fifteenth  in  each  year,  furnish  the  actuary  with 
such  information  as  he  may  require  to  enable  him  to  de- 
termine the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  pension  fund  thereof 
for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  the  next  following  Janu- 
ary first.  The  actuary  shall,  on  or  before  the  December 
fifteenth  immediately  preceding  such  fiscal  j^ear,  determine 
such  amount  and  specify  in  a  written  notice  to  said  board 
the  amount  so  required  to  be  paid.  The  amounts  to  be  paid 
for  the  three  aforesaid  funds  of  an}^  such  system  for  any 
such  fiscal  year,  shall  be  allocated  to  each  governmental 
unit  the  employees  of  which  are  members  of  any  such  sys- 
tem, in  the  proportion  that  the  aggregate  of  the  annual 
rates  of  regular  compensation  of  all  members  in  service  of 
such  system  who  are  employees  of  any  such  governmental 
unit  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  September  thirtieth  im- 
mediately preceding  such  fiscal  year,  bears  to  the  total  of 
such  aggregates  for  all  members  in  service  of  such  system 
on  such  date. 

(ii)  The  board  of  each  such  county  contributory  retire- 
ment system  shall,  on  or  before  the  January  first  next  follow- 
ing the  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  actuary,  certify  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  any  such  county  the  amounts  neces- 
sary to  be  paid  for  such  fiscal  year  for  the  three  aforesaid  funds 
of  any  such  system  by  each  governmental  unit  the  employees 
of  which  are  members  thereof.  Items  of  appropriation  pro- 
viding for  any  such  amounts  allocated  to  such  county  shall 
be  included  in  the  appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year  for 
such  county  for  the  several  funds  of  such  system.  Any  such 
amounts  allocated  to  any  hospital  district  the  employees  of 
which  are  members  of  such  system,  shall  be  assessed  by  such 
county  commissioners  in  January  of  such  fiscal  year  with 
the  assessments  for  maintenance  of  such  hospital  district 
made  in  accordance  with  section  eighty-five  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eleven,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  therein  provided  and  paid  to  the  treasurer-custodian 
of  such  system  to  be  credited  to  the  several  funds  thereof. 
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Such  county  commissioners  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  such 
certification  from  such  county  retirement  board,  certify  forth- 
with to  the  board  of  selectmen  of  each  town  and  to  the  treas- 
urer or  other  disbursing  officer  of  each  district  the  employees 
of  which  in  either  case  are  members  of  such  system,  the 
amounts  which  have  been  allocated  to  such  town  or  district 
and  the  amounts  so  certified  shall  be  appropriated  and  paid 
thereby  to  the  treasurer-custodian  of  such  system  to  be 
credited  to  the  several  funds  thereof. 

(iii)  The  board  of  each  such  city  or  town  contributory  re- 
tirement system  shall,  on  or  before  the  January  first  next 
following  the  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  actuary,  cer- 
tify to  the  mayor  in  a  city  or  to  the  board  of  selectmen  in  a 
town,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to  the  treasurer  or  other  dis- 
bursing officer  of  each  district  the  employees  of  which  are 
members  of  any  such  system,  the  amounts  necessary  to  be 
paid  for  such  fiscal  year  for  the  three  aforesaid  funds  of  such 
system  which  have  been  allocated  to  such  city,  town  or  dis- 
trict, and  the  amounts  so  certified  shall  be  appropriated  and 
paid  therebj'  to  the  treasurer-custodian  of  such  system  to  be 
credited  to  the  several  funds  thereof.  Such  amounts  as  the 
actuary  deems  necessary  to  cover  the  requirements  of  any 
such  system  for  the  period  prior  to  the  date  when  the  first 
regular  annual  appropriation  is  due  from  any  governmental 
imit  the  employees  of  which  become  eligible  for  membership 
in  such  system;  shall  be  paid  into  the  several  funds  thereof 
by  special  appropriations  of  such  governmental  unit. 

(iv)  If  any  governmental  unit  fails  to  include  any  amounts 
so  certified  in  its  appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year,  the  as- 
sessors or  other  taxing  authorities  shall  nevertheless  include 
such  amounts  in  the  next  tax  levy.  All  amounts  so  certified 
shall  be  a  legal  obligation  of  any  such  governmental  unit 
and  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  contract  by  the  retire- 
ment board  of  any  such  contributory  retirement  system. 

(d)  Such  amounts  as  are  necessary  to  cover  the  require- 
ments or  meet  any  deficiencies  of  any  fund  of  any  system 
prior  to  the  date  when  an  appropriation  or  assessment  is 
available,  shall  be  paid  from  any  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  of  the  governmental  unit  obligated  by  law  to  sup- 
port such  system  and  charged  against  the  next  regular  appro- 
priation or  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be.

MANAGEMENT   OF   FUNDS. 

State  Employees'  Retirement  System  and  Teachers'  Retirement 

System. 

Section  23.  (1)  (a)  There  shall  be  an  unpaid  investment 
connnittee  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  in- 
vestment and  reinvestment  of  the  fluids  of  the  state  em- 
ployees' retirement  system  and  of  the  teachers'  retirement 
system.  Such  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  as 
follows :  the  state  treasurer  who  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio 
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and  who  shall  serve  as  chairman,  the  commissioner  of  banks 
who  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio,  and  a  third  member  who 
shall  be  qualified  by  training  and  experience  in  the  invest- 
ment of  funds  as  the  result  of  having  been  principally  em- 
ployed in  such  occupation  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years 
and  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  other  two  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  If  a  third  member  is  not  chosen  by  the  other  two 
members  before  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  in  the  first  instance,  and  thereafter  within  thirty  days 
after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  third  member,  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  third  member  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  Each  member  of  such  committee  shall  continue  to 
hold  office  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  and  until  the 
qualification  of  his  successor.  The  state  treasurer  shall  fur- 
nish such  clerical  assistants  as  may  be  required  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  investment  committee. 

(b)  The  state  treasurer  shall  be  the  treasurer-custodian  of  state  treasurer 
the  state  employees'  retirement  system  and  of  the  teachers'  of  funda'^and* "^"^^ 
retirement  system  and  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  gtatL^enf  T^ 
and  securities  of  each  such  system.  Subject  in  each  instance  ees-  retirement 
to  the  approval  of  the  investment  committee  established  un-  teachTrs^"ret?/e- 
der  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  of  this  subdivision,  the  '"ent  system. 
state  treasurer  shall  invest  and  reinvest  such  funds,  to  the 

extent  not  required  for  ciu-rent  disbursements,  in  bonds  which 
are  legal  for  the  investment  of  funds  of  savings  banks  under 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth;  provided,  that  the  percent- 
age of  the  total  amount  of  all  the  funds  of  each  such  system 
which  may  be  invested  in  any  one  class  of  such  bonds  shall 
not  exceed  the  percentage  of  the  total  amount  of  all  the  de- 
posits of  any  savings  bank  which  may  be  so  invested.  The 
funds  of  each  such  system  shall  be  invested  separately.  Pay- 
ments from  the  funds  of  each  such  sj'-stem  shall  be  made  by 
the  state  treasurer  only  upon  vouchers  signed  by  two  per- 
sons designated  by  the  respective  boards  of  such  systems  by 
a  vote  a  duly  attested  copy  of  which,  bearing  upon  its  face 
specimen  signatures  of  such  persons,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
state  treasurer  as  his  authority  for  making  payments  upon 
vouchers  so  signed. 

(c)  The  state  treasurer  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  Swom  state- 
first,  file  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance  and  financfai  ° 
with  the  secretary  of  the  appropriate  board,  on  a  form  pre-  °""'^'*'""- 
scribed  by  the  commissioner,  a  sworn  statement  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  each  such  system  as  of  December  thirty- 
first  of  the  previous  j^ear.     The  board  of  each  such  system 

shall,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and  requirements,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance  a  sworn  state- 
ment of  the  financial  condition  of  such  system  as  of  Decem- 
ber thirty-first  of  the  previous  year  and  of  all  the  financial 
transactions  thereof  during  the  previous  year.  The  commis- 
sioner may  for  cause  shown  extend  the  time  for  filing  any 
such  statement.

Systems  for  Counties,  Cities  and  Towns. 

(2)  (a)  The  county,  city  or  town  treasurer  shall  be  the 
treasurer-custodian  of  the  system  established  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  or 
under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws,  in  any 
county,  city  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  funds  of  any  such  system.  Payments  from 
such  funds  shall  be  made  by  him  only  upon  vouchers  signed 
by  two  persons  designated  by  the  board  of  any  such  system 
by  a  vote  a  duly  attested  copy  of  which,  bearing  upon  its 
face  specimen  signatures  of  such  persons,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  treasurer-custodian  as  his  authority  for  making  pay- 
ments upon  vouchers  so  signed.  No  voucher  shall  be  drawn 
unless  it  shall  have  been  previously  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  board. 

(6)  The  board  of  each  such  system  shall  invest  and  re- 
invest the  funds  of  such  system,  to  the  extent  not  required 
for  current  disbursements,  as  follows: 

(i)  In  securities,  other  than  mortgages  or  collateral  loans, 
which  are  legal  for  the  investment  of  funds  of  savings  banks 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth;  provided,  that  the 
percentage  of  the  total  amount  of  all  the  funds  of  any  such 
system  which  may  be  invested  in  any  one  class  of  such 
securities  shall  not  exceed  the  percentage  of  the  total  amount 
of  all  the  deposits  of  any  savings  bank  which  may  be  so 
invested ; 

(ii)  In  deposits  in  the  savings  funds  of  savings  banks 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth;   and 

(iii)  In  serial,  paid-up  or  matured  shares  of  co-operative 
banks  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth;  pro- 
vided, that  not  more  than  twenty  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  of  all  the  funds  of  any  such  system  shall  be  invested 
in  such  shares. 

(c)  The  board  of  each  such  system  shall  designate  one  or 
more  banks  or  trust  companies,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  in  which  the 
treasurer-custodian  shall  keep  on  deposit  such  sums  as  may 
be  required  for  current  disbursements;  provided,  that  any 
such  sum  on  deposit  in  any  one  bank  or  trust  company  shall 
not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  paid-up  capital 
and  surplus  thereof.  The  board  shall  also  designate  one  or 
more  such  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  the  securities 
of  the  system  shaU  be  kept  under  the  name  of  the  retire- 
ment system  in  one  or  more  safe  deposit  boxes.  Such  securi- 
ties shall  be  kept  under  the  joint  custodj^  of  the  treasurer- 
custodian  and  a  member  of  the  board  other  than  the  treas- 
urer-custodian, who  shall  be  designated  by  the  board. 

(d)  Any  board  or  member  thereof  or  any  person  who 
assists  such  board  or  member  in  the  purchase,  sale,  invest- 
ment or  reinvestment  of  the  funds  of  any  such  system, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  insur- 
ance after  notice  in  writing  by  him  to  desist  therefrom,  shall 
be  punished  as  provided  for  in  section  twenty-four. 
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(e)  The  board  of  each  such  system  shall  annually,  on  or  Reports. 
before  March  first,  file  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of 
insurance,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  him,  a  sworn  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  such  system  as  of  December 
thirty-first  of  the  previous  year  and  of  all  the  financial 
transactions  thereof  during  the  previous  year.  The  com- 
missioner may  for  cause  shown  extend  the  time  for  filing 
any  such  statement. 


VIOLATIONS   OF   CONTRIBUTORY   RETIREMENT   LAWS. 

Enforcement  oj  Provisions. 

Section  2^.  (1)  If  the  commissioner  of  insurance  is  of  ^u^r^s^dlction"'^'^ 
the  opinion  that  any  governmental  unit  or  any  officer  or 
employee  thereof,  or  the  state  board  of  retirement,  the 
teachers'  retirement  board  or  any  other  retirement  board 
subjett  to  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  or  any  member  or  employee  of  any  such  board, 
has  violated  or  neglected  to  comply  with  any  provision  of 
such  sections,  or  the  rules  and  regulations  established  there- 
under, he  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor,  county 
commissioners,  the  mayor  or  the  board  of  selectmen,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  to  the  retirement  board,  and  thereafter, 
if  such  violation  or  neglect  continues,  shall  forthwith  pre- 
sent the  facts  to  the  attorney  general  who  shall  take  appro- 
priate action.  The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  upon  petition  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance  or 
any  interested  party  to  compel  the  observance  and  to  re- 
strain the  violation  of  any  provision  of  sections  one  to 
twenty-eight  inclusive  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
established  thereunder. 

Penalties  for  Violations. 

(2)  Any  person  who  wilfully  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  Penalty, 
with  any  provision  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive, 
or  any  rule  or  regulation  established  thereunder,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 


GUARANTEES   AND   EFFECTS   OF   AMENDMENTS   OR    REPEAL. 

Gitarantee  of  Minimum  Allowances. 

Section  25.  (1)  (a)  Any  member  in  service  who  was  a  Minimum 
member  on  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  gHa^n^teed. 
forty-five,  and  who,  having  creditable  service  for  a  period 
prior  thereto,  is  subsequently  retired  after  the  attainment 
of  an  age  and  the  completion  of  a  minimum  period  of  cred- 
itable service  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as 
in  effect  and  applicable  on  such  date  to  the  contributory 
retirement  system  of  which  he  was  then  a  member,  would 
have  entitled  him  to  a  yearly  amount  of  retirement  allow- 
ance not  less  than  the  minimum  amount  specified  therefor 
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in  such  provisions,  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  the 
normal  yearly  amount  of  which  shall  be  at  least  equal  to 
such  minimum  amount,  anything  to  the  contrary  in  sections 
one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  notwithstanding. 
Same  .subject.  (/,)  Any  employeo  of  any  governmental  unit  in  which  a 
contributory  retirement  system  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  a  special  law  previously  existed,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  such  system  on  the  date  when  a  new  system,  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight 
inclusive,  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws, 
became  operative  therein,  and  who,  having  then  or  there- 
after become  a  member  of  such  new  system  with  creditable 
service  attributable  to  his  membership  in  the  previously 
existing  system,  is  retired  while  a  member  in  service  and 
after  the  attainment  of  an  age  and  the  completion  of  a 
minimum  period  of  creditable  service  which,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  such  special  law  as  in  effect  on  the  date  such  new 
system  became  operative,  would  have  entitled  him  to  a 
yearly  amount  of  retirement  allowance  not  less  than  the 
minimum  amount  specified  therefor  in  the  provisions  of 
such  special  law,  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  the 
normal  yearly  amount  of  which  shall  be  at  least  equal  to 
such  minimum  amount,  anything  to  the  contrary  in  sections 
one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  notwithstanding.

Guarantee  of  Allowances  at  least  Equal  to  Non-contributory 

Pensions. 

(2)  Any  member  in  service  who,  on  the  date  of  his  be- 
coming a  member,  was  employed  in  a  position  to  which  he 
was  appointed  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  and  under  which  he  had  inchoate  rights  to  any 
non-contributory  pension  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  or  of 
any  other  general  or  special  law,  and  who  is  retired  while 
still  employed  in  the  same  position  or  in  a  similar  position 
in  the  same  governmental  unit  and  after  the  attainment  of 
an  age  and  the  completion  of  a  minimum  period  of  service 
which,  under  such  provisions,  would  have  entitled  him  to  a 
non-contributory  pension,  shall  receive  a  retirement  allow- 
ance the  normal  yearly  amount  of  which  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  amount  of  such  non-contributory  pension, 
whether  or  not  he  may  have  signed  a  waiver  of  his  rights 
under  such  provisions  upon  becoming  a  member,  anj^hing 
to  the  contrary  in  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive 
notwithstanding. 


Veterans' 
rights  at 
retirement. 


Rights  of  Veterans  at  Retirement. 

(3)  (a)  Any  member  in  service  classified  as  a  veteran  re- 
ferred to  ill  sections  fifty-six  to  sixty  A  inclusive,  who  entered 
the  employ  of  any  governmental  unit  prior  to  July  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-nine,  shall  have  full  and  complete 
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rights  either  under  the  system  of  which  he  is  a  member 
or  under  the  provisions  of  sections  fifty-six  to  sixty  A  in- 
clusive, whether  or  not  he  may  have  signed  a  waiver  of  his 
rights  under  such  sections  upon  becoming  a  member  of  such 
system,  anything  to  the  contrary  in  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  or  in  similar  provisions  of  earlier  laws  notwithstand- 
ing. Such  rights  shall  be  in  the  alternative  and  shall  be 
exercised  only  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  If  a  member  is 
retired  under  the  provisions  of  sections  fifty-six  to  sixty  A 
inclusive,  he  shall,  upon  his  written  application  on  a  pre- 
scribed form  filed  with  the  board  in  which  he  waives  all  his 
rights  under  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  be  paid 
the  amount  of  the  accumulated  total  deductions  credited 
to  his  account  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  system  on 
the  date  of  his  retirement.  Nothing  contained  in  this  sub- 
division shall  permit  the  withdrawal  of  any  such  veteran 
from  membership  in  such  system  except  upon  termination 
of  his  service.  This  paragraph  shall  apply  only  to  such 
veterans  who  are  employees  of  the  commonwealth  or  met- 
ropolitan district  commission,  or  who  are  employees  in  a 
governmental  unit  which  has  accepted  sections  fifty-six  to 
sixty  A  inclusive  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-six. 

(6)  The  normal  yearly  amount  of  any  retirement  allow-  Normal  yearly 
ance  of  any  member  who  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in  section  t^ce^rtain"'''^*'* 
one  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hun-  provisions. 
dred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  as  amended  by  chapters  one  hundred  and  seventy-two, 
four  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  five  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  as 
may  be  further  amended. 

Guarantee  of  Allowances  by  Governmental  Unit. 

(4)  The  payment  of  all  annuities,  pensions,  retirement  Guarantee  of 
allowances  and  refunds  of  accumulated  total  deductions  and  comn?onweaiTh 
of  any  other  benefits  granted  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive,  are  hereby  made  obli- 
gations of  the  commonwealth  in  the  case  of  any  such  pay- 
ments from  funds  of  the  state  employees'  retirement  system 

or  the  teachers'  retirement  system  and  obligations  of  the 
governmental  unit  in  which  the  system  is  established  in  the 
case  of  payments  from  funds  of  any  system  established  in 
any  county,  city  or  town. 

EJfects  of  Amendments  or  Re-peal. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  sections  one  to  twenty-eight  inclu-  Effects  of 
sive  may  be  altered  or  amended  from  time  to  time  or  may  '^wt^v^x^^^ 
be  repealed;   provided,  that  no  such  alteration,  amendment 

or  repeal  shall  be  deemed  to  reduce  the  amount  of  any  an- 
nuity, pension  or  retirement  allowance  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  such  sections  or  under  corresponding  provisions 
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of  earlier  laws  prior  to  the  date  any  such  alteration,  amend- 
ment or  repeal  becomes  effective,  or  to  affect  adversely  the 
rights  of  any  person  who  is  a  member  on  such  date,  with 
reference  to  total  deductions  previously  made  or  benefits  ac- 
crued on  account  of  any  service  rendered  by  him  prior  thereto. 


Definitions, 


RETIREMENT   OF  OFFICERS  AND   INSPECTORS   IN   THE   DEPART- 
MENT  OF   PUBLIC    SAFETY. 

"Officer"  and  "Rating  Board"  Defined. 

Section  26.  (1)  In  this  section,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 
meanings : 

"Officer",  an  officer  of  the  division  of  state  poHce  in  the 
department  of  public  safety  appointed  thereto  under  sec- 
tion six  of  chapter  twenty-two  on  or  after  September  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  appointed  thereto  un- 
der section  nine  A  of  the  said  chapter. 

"Rating  board",  a  board  having  the  powers  and  duties 
provided  for  in  this  section,  and  consisting  of  the  state 
surgeon,  the  commissioner  of  public  health  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety,  or  a  subordinate  designated  by 
any  of  them  from  time  to  time  by  a  writing  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  state  board  of  retirement.

Retirement  for  Physical  or  Mental  Incapacity  Caused  by  Ill- 
ness or  Injury  Incurred  in  Performance  of  Duty. 

(2)  (a)  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  Group  C  who 
is  an  officer  of  the  division  of  state  police  in  the  department 
of  public  safety  shall  be  retired  by  the  state  board  of  retire- 
ment in  case  the  rating  board,  after  an  examination  of  such 
officer  by  a  registered  physician  appointed  by  it,  shall  report 
in  writing  to  the  state  board  of  retirement  that  such  officer 
is  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  for  the  performance 
of  duty  by  reason  of  (i),  illness  incurred  through  no  fault  of 
his  own  in  the  actual  performance  of  duty,  or  (ii),  an  injury 
resulting  from  an  accident  occurring  during  the  performance 
and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty  and  without  contributory 
negligence  on  his  part,  and  that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to 
be  permanent. 

(6)  Upon  retirement  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivi- 
sion a  member  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  to  be- 
come effective  on  the  date  of  his  retirement.  Payments  un- 
der such  allowance  shall  be  made  as  provided  for  in  sections 
twelve  and  thirteen  and  the  normal  yearly  amount  thereof 
shall  be  equal  to  the  sum  of  — 

(i)  A  yearly  amount  of  annuity  equal  to  the  yearly  amount 
of  the  regular  life  annuity  specified  in  clause  (i)  of  option  (a) 
of  subdivision  (2)  of  section  twelve;  and 

(ii)  A  yearly  amount  of  pension  equal  to  one  half  of  the 
annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensation  on  the  date  such  ill- 
ness or  injury  was  incurred,  or  equal  to  one  half  of  the  average 
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annual  rate  of  his  regular  compensation  for  the  twelve-month 
period  for  which  he  last  received  regular  compensation  imme- 
diately preceding  the  date  his  retirement  allowance  becomes 
effective,  whichever  is  greater. 


Retirement  upon  Attaining  Age  Fifty-five   or  Expiration   of 
Twenty  Years  of  Service  for  Physical  or  Mental  Incapacity. 

(3)  (a)  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  Group  C  who  Applicable  to 
is  an  officer  or  inspector  whose  last  appointment  was  under  ^rWce^^Mi- 
section  six  of  chapter  twenty-two,  who  was  so  last  appointed  fiedin Group c 
on  or  after  September  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
and  who  has  performed  service  in  the  division  of  state  police 
or  in  the  division  of  inspections  in  the  department  of  public 
safety  for  not  less  than  twenty  years,  shall  be  retired  by  the 
state  board  of  retirement  upon  his  attaining  age  fifty-five  or 
upon  the  expiration  of  such  twenty  years,  whichever  last  oc- 
curs, unless  the  rating  board  certifies  to  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety  upon  examination  of  the  officer  or  inspector 
when  he  attains  age  fifty-five  and  annually  thereafter,  that 
the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  the  officer  or  inspector 
is  such  that  he  should  be  continued  in  his  employment,  but 
in  no  event  shall  any  such  officer  or  inspector  remain  in  serv- 
ice beyond  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  he  attains  age 
sixty-five.  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  Group  C  who 
is  an  officer  appointed  under  section  nine  A  of  chapter  twenty- 
two  and  who  has  performed  service  in  the  division  of  state 
police  in  the  department  of  public  safety  for  not  less  than 
twenty  years,  shall  be  retired  by  the  state  board  of  retire- 
ment upon  his  attaining  age  fifty  or  upon  the  expiration  of 
such  twenty  years,  whichever  last  occurs. 

(6)  Any  member  in  service  classified  in  Group  C  who  is  an  Retirement 
officer  or  inspector,  who  has  performed  service  in  either  of  the  board*.*''^ 
said  divisions  for  not  less  than  twenty  years  and  who  has  not 
attained  age  fifty-five,  or  age  fifty  in  the  case  of  an  officer 
appointed  under  the  said  section  nine  A,  shall  be  retired  by 
the  state  board  of  retirement  in  case  the  rating  board,  after 
an  examination  of  such  officer  or  inspector  by  a  registered 
physician  appointed  by  it,  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  state 
board  of  retirement  that  he  is  physically  or  mentally  inca- 
pacitated for  the  performance  of  duty  and  that  such  incapac- 
ity is  likely  to  be  permanent. 

(c)  Upon  retirement  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdi-  Amount  ot 
vision  a  member  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  to  be-  *"o'^8^"<'«^ 
come  effective  on  the  date  of  his  retirement.  Pajmients  un- 
der such  allowance  shall  be  made  as  provided  for  in  sections 
twelve  and  thirteen  and  the  normal  yearly  amount  thereof 
shall  be  equal  to  one  half  of  the  average  annual  rate  of  his 
regular  compensation  during  the  five-year  period  of  his  cred- 
itable service  immediately  preceding  the  date  his  retirement 
allowance  becomes  effective.

Inconsistent  Provisions. 

(4)  Sections  five,  six,  eight  and  sixteen,  subdivisions  (1)  to 
(3)  inclusive  of  section  ten,  and  all  other  provisions  of  sec- 
tions one  to  twenty-eight  inclusive  which  are  inconsistent

convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  commonwealth,  or  an.y  political  sub- 
division thereof,  may  enter  into  any  contract  with  the 
United  States,  or  with  any  agency  thereof,  for  the  purchase,

this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  accoimt  of  any  former  member  of  the 
state  retirement  system  employed  in  the  division  of  employ- 
ment security  whose  employment  in  the  service  of  the  com- 
monwealth was  terminated  on  December  thirty-first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-one,  by  reason  of  Executive  Order 
No.  8990  issued  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  on 
December  twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one, 
and  who  for  the  purpose  of  service  during  the  existing  states 
of  war  between  the  United  States  and  certain  foreign  coun-

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  state  department  of  public  works,  in 
this  act  called  the  department,  for  the  purpose  of  improv- 
ing the  port  facilities  of  the  city  of  Fall  River,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  under,  and  subject  to  the  restric- 
tions contained  in,  sections  eleven  and  thirty-one  of  chapter 
ninety-one  of  the  General  Laws,  to  construct  a  pier  and  stor- 
age terminal  facilities  in  said  city,  and  in  connection  there- 
with the  department  may  do  such  dredging  and  place  such 
filling,  and  may  construct  such  drains,  sewers,  railroad  and 
highway  connections  and  approaches  and  such  other  appur- 
tenances and  improvements,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable. 

Section  2.  For  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  act  the 
department  may  purchase,  or  may  take  by  eminent  domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  such  prop- 
erty and  interests  in  property  as  may  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able; provided,  that  it  shall  not  take  in  fee  any  land  of  any 
railroad  or  railway  corporation,  and  that  it  shall  not  enter 
upon  or  construct  any  works  within  the  location  of  any  rail- 
road or  railway  corporation  except  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in 
case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  de- 
partment of  public  utilities. 

Section  3.  The  department  shall  annually  in  December 
report  to  the  governor  and  to  the  general  court  its  action 
under  authority  of  this  act.  Said  report  shall  contain  de- 
tailed information  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including 
prices  paid  for  land  purchased  or  taken,  and  of  all  contracts 
lor  construction  of  pier  facilities  and  for  the  leasing  thereof, 
and  such  other  detailed  information  in  regard  to  said  facili- 
ties as  the  department  may  deem  helpful.

may  deem  best,  to  an  amount  to  be  specified  by  the  depart- 
ment from  time  to  time  but  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate, 
the  sum  of  one  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars;  pro- 
vided, that,  until  one  or  more  leases  conforming  to  the  re- 
quirements of  section  four  are  entered  into,  no  bonds  shall 
be  so  issued.  All  bonds  issued  by  the  commonwealth  afore- 
said shall  be  designated  on  their  face  "Fall  River  Harbor 
Terminal  Facilities  Loan,  1945"  and  shall  be  on  the  serial 
payment  plan  for  such  term  of  years,  not  exceeding  ten 
years,  as  the  governor  may  recommend  to  the  general  court

five  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-three,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section:  —  Section  3.    Every  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  Regulations 
of  any  special  law  relative  thereto,  and  every  town,  for  the  ^.J'^ns!*'^  ^"'^ 
prevention  of  fire  and  the  preservation  of  life,  health  and 
morals,  by  ordinances  or  bj^-laws  consistent  with  law  and 
applicable  throughout  the  whole  or  any  defined  part  of  its 
territory,  may  regulate  the  inspection,  materials,  construc- 
tion, alteration,  repair,  height,  area,  location  and  use,  and 
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may  require  permits  or  licenses  therefor,  of  buildings  and 
other  structures  within  its  limits,  except  such  as  are  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  United  States,  or  owned  and  occupied 
by  the  commonwealth  or  by  any  county,  and  except  bridges, 
quays  and  wharves,  and  may  prescribe  penalties  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars  for  every  violation  of  such  ordinances 
or  by-laws. 

Two  or  more  adjoining  cities  or  towns  may  by  vote,  in  a 
city  by  the  city  council  and  in  a  town  by  a  town  meeting, 
form  a  district  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  section  and  for  the  purpose  of  appoint- 
ing an  inspector  of  buildings  in  said  district  for  the  enforce- 
ment therein  of  the  intent  of  such  purposes  and  of  such  other 
provisions  of  this  chapter  as  it  may  thereunder  be  his  duty 
to  enforce.  Said  inspector  of  buildings  shall  be  appointed, 
and  may  at  pleasure  be  removed,  by  a  joint  committee  com- 
posed of  the  mayor  or  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen, 
of  each  such  city  or  town.  The  committee  shall  determine 
the  relative  amount  of  service  to  be  performed  by  such  in- 
spector of  buildings  in  each  such  city  or  town,  fix  his  salary, 
together  with  incidental  expenses  of  the  office,  apportion  the 
amount  of  such  salary  and  expenses  to  be  paid  by  each  such 
city  or  town  and  certify  the  same  to  the  treasurer  thereof. 
Any  constituent  city  or  town  by  vote  may  withdraw  from 
the  district  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year  if  such  withdrawal 
is  voted  in  the  manner  aforesaid  not  less  than  sixty  days 
prior  to  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year  and  notice  of  such  vote  filed 
with  each  other  city  and  town  in  the  district.

The  pension  of  any  teacher  retired  be- 
cause of  incapacity  shall  terminate  if,  and  when,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  school  committee  such  person's  incapacity  shall 
have  ceased  and  he  or  she  shall  have  been  tendered  a  re- 
appointment in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
In  determining  the  aggregate  length  of  service  of  any  person 
retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  period  of  leave 
of  absence  under  salary  shall  be  considered  as  equivalent  to 
an  equal  amount  of  teaching  service.  The  treasurer  of  the 
city  of  Boston  shall  pay  pensions  under  this  act  in  accord- 
ance with  monthly  payrolls  prepared  and  certified  to  by 
the  school  committee.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  establish  a  schedule  of  pensions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  pensions  of  persons  al- 
ready retired  under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  eighty-nine  shall  be  re-established  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  date  from  the  first  day  of 
the  calendar  month  next  following  the  passage  of  this  act;

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  On  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  the  care,  control  and  maintenance  of  every  public  high- 
way bridge  with  a  clear  span  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet 
located  on  a  through  route,  including  any  former  bridge  in 
direct  continuation  of  a  state  highway,  but  excluding  any 
bridge  under  the  control  of  the  metropolitan  district  com- 
mission and  any  bridge  referred  to  in  section  two,  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  public  works  and  there- 
after such  bridge  shall  be  a  state  highway  and  the  cost  of 
the  care,  control  and  maintenance  thereof  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  highway  fund;  provided,  that  prior  to  January  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  the  public  authority  in 
charge  of  such  bridge  shall  have  filed  with  said  department 
approval  of  the  transfer  aforesaid.  Until  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  all  employees  employed  in 
the  operation  of  the  draw  of  any  bridge  so  made  a  state 
highway  shall  continue  to  be  so  employed  and  the  cost  of 
the  operation  of  such  draw  shall  be  paid  by  the  public 
authority  having  charge  of  the  bridge  and  said  authority 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  commonwealth  for  the  actual 
cost  of  the  operation  thereof  from  the  highway  fund.  Said 
department  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six,  a  complete  list  of  the  bridges 
made  state  highways,  as  provided  in  this  section.  For  the 
purposes  hereof,  a  through  route  is  defined  to  be  any  route 
shown  on  a  map  entitled  "Route  Map  of  Massachusetts, 
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1941",  published  by  the  Massachusetts  department  of  public 
works,  including  the  insert  maps  on  the  reverse  side  thereof, 
in  whatever  form  such  route  is  indicated.  A  copy  of  this 
map  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Brookline  street-Essex  street-Cottage 
Farm  bridge,  and  the  Longfellow  bridge,  formerly  known  as 
the  West  Boston  bridge,  and  the  Prison  Point  bridge,  all 
between  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge,  and  their  ap- 
proaches, shall  be  maintained  by  the  metropolitan  district 
commission,  which  shall  support,  manage  and  repair  the 
bridges  and  approaches,  except  that  the  part  of  the  wearing 
surface  of  the  Longfellow  bridge  occupied  by  the  street  rail- 
way company  guaranteed  a  location  thereon,  shall,  within  its 
location,  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  street  railway  company. 
The  commission  may  authorize  poles,  wires  and  other  struc- 
tures to  be  placed  on  the  bridges  in  such  places  as  it  may 
deem  proper.  The  cost  of  such  support,  management  and 
repairs  shall  be  appropriated  for  each  fiscal  year  by  the  gen- 
eral court  from  the  highway  fund. 

Section  3.  Any  employee  of  the  city  of  Boston  or  of  the 
city  of  Cambridge  who,  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  is 
employed  in  the  maintenance  of  any  of  the  bridges  referred 
to  in  section  two,  shall  forthwith  be  transferred  by  the  city 
by  which  he  is  employed  to  another  position  in  the  service 
of  such  city  in  the  same  grade  as  that  held  by  him  on  said 
effective  date.  Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  employee  by 
the  city  of  Cambridge,  all  funds  held  in  the  city  of  Boston 
retirement  fund  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  eighty- 
nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four  for 
the  credit  of  such  employee,  or  on  account  of  his  retirement 
under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  eighty-nine,  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  city  of  Cambridge  by  the  Boston  retire- 
ment board. 

Section  4.  The  commission  appointed  under  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  commonly  known  as 
the  Boston  and  Cambridge  Bridges  Commission,  is  hereby 
abolished.

A.  Angevine,  the  executor  of  said  will,  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  said  sum  the  art  commission  is  hereby  author-

Chap.692  An  Act  providing  for  the  extension  of  rapid  transit 

FACILITIES  IN  THE  EAST  BOSTON  DISTRICT  OF  THE  CITY 
OF   BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  act  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  following 
meanings : 

"City"  shall  mean  the  city  of  Boston. 

"Company"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Department"  shall  mean  the  transit  department  of  the 
city  of  Boston  or  such  board  or  officers  as  may  succeed  to 
its  rights  and  duties. 

"Premises"  shall  mean  the  property  authorized  to  be 
acquired  or  constructed  by  the  department  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  two  of  this  act,  except  equipment. 

"Equipment"  shall  mean  the  property  which  the  depart- 
ment is  authorized  to  provide  and  furnish  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  three  of  this  act. 

Whenever  any  act  is  required  or  authorized  to  be  done  or 
performed  by  the  department  under  this  act,  such  action 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  whenever  any  action  is  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken 
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by  the  city  under  this  act,  such  action  shall  be  performed  by 
the  department  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  this 
act. 

Section  2.  The  department  shall  extend  the  East  Bos- 
ton tunnel  rapid  transit  route  from  its  present  terminus  near 
Maverick  square  to  a  point  at  or  near  Day  square.  The 
route  of  said  extension  shall  be  in  part  via  subway  under 
public  and  private  land  or  rights-of-way,  in  part  at  ground 
surface  or  elevated,  or  both,  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
department.  The  department  shall  construct  at  or  near 
Porter  street  and  at  or  near  Day  square  suitable  stations 
and  bus  ways  for  the  convenient  interchange  of  passengers 
to  and  from  the  airport  and  adjacent  areas  and  the  areas 
adjacent  to  and  beyond  Day  square.  The  department  shall 
also  construct  such  tracks,  shops  and  structures  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  storage,  repair  and  inspection  of  a  suitable 
number  of  cars  as  determined  by  the  company. 

If  the  extension  is  run  over  the  location  or  a  portion 
thereof  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  the  city  shall 
acquire  a  right-of-way  therefor  from  said  railroad  either  by 
purchase  or  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  said  railroad  shall  be  entitled  to 
recover  compensation.  Said  compensation  may  be  in  whole 
or  in  part  in  land,  bridges,  structures,  materials  or  labor,  in- 
cluding such  alterations  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  said 
railroad  with  facilities  equivalent  to  those  existing  upon  the 
effective  date  of  this  act,  provided  the  parties  so  agree. 

Section  3.  The  department  shall  provide,  equip  and 
furnish  the  extension  authorized  by  section  two,  including 
terminals,  stations,  shops,  shelters,  enclosed  areas,  yards  and 
structures  appurtenant  thereto,  with  all  necessary  ballast, 
tracks,  rails,  fastenings,  frogs,  switches,  switch  stands,  ties, 
tie  plates,  wires,  poles,  signals,  conduits,  lighting  and  power 
distribution  systems,  fences,  barriers,  station  and  shop  equip- 
ment and  incidental  apparatus,  and  in  general  shall  com- 
pletely equip  and  furnish  the  same  with  all  property,  appli- 
ances, apparatus,  machinery,  furniture  and  fixtures  proper 
and  adapted  thereto  and  necessary  for  the  convenient  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  a  railway  and  for  the  safety  and 
accommodation  of  passengers  using  the  same. 

Section  4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  department 
shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Boston  transit 
commission  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the 
acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  and  by  chapter 
seven  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven  and  amendments  thereof,  either  generally  or  in 
connection  with  the  construction  or  operation  of  any  tun- 
nel or  subway  authorized  by  said  chapters,  and  like  powers 
as  conferred  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  with  respect  to  the 
works  authorized  thereunder,  and  by  all  other  acts  confer- 
ring authority  upon  the  Boston  transit  commission  or  the 
department.

The  premises  and  equipment  may  be  constructed  upon, 
under  or  over  public  or  private  ways  or  lands  including  lands 
devoted  to  the  public  use  and  property  belonging  to  a  rail- 
road company. 

For  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  work  authorized  by 
this  act  the  department  may  enter  upon  and  use  the  land 
of  others.  Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  such  entry 
or  use  of  his  land  by  the  department  may  recover  his  dam- 
ages under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  No  construction  work  shall  be  done  under 
this  act  unless  and  until  a  plan  therefor,  together  with  esti- 
mates of  cost  indicating  that  the  project  can  be  completed 
at  a  cost  not  exceeding  five  million  dollars,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  commission  of  the  department  of  public  utilities  and 
unless  and  until  a  contract  between  the  city  and  the  com- 
pany shall  have  been  executed  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use 
by  the  company  of  the  premises  and  equipment  for  a  term 
beginning  Vv^ith  the  use  thereof  and  ending  upon  the  termi- 
nation of  the  lease  or  contract  for  use  as  at  present  extended 
of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel.  Any  plan  so  approved  may  be 
altered  at  any  time  by  a  new  plan  approved  in  like  manner 
except  that  after  the  execution  of  said  contract  for  use  no 
such  alteration  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  thereto  of 
the  company  in  writing.  The  contract  shall  be  in  the  same 
general  form  as  that  authorized  by  chapter  four  hundred 
and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  except  in  so  far  as  any  other  provision  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  department  and  the  company  as  specially  appli- 
cable to  the  demised  premises.  The  net  cost  of  the  premises 
and  equipment  shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  provided 
in  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty.  The  rental  shall 
be  payable  annually  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January  in 
each  year.  Such  contract  for  use  shall  provide  that  the 
company  shall  pay  to  the  citj^  for  each  full  year  ending  with 
the  last  day  of  December,  and  ratably  for  any  portion  of 
the  year,  an  annual  rental  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide an  amount  equal  to  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  net 
cost  of  the  premises  and  equipment  in  addition  to  the  annual 
amount  of  interest  on  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  said  net  cost, 
but  not  less  than  four  and  one  half  per  cent  of  said  net  cost 
in  any  event;  provided,  that  said  annual  rental  shall  be 
payable  by  the  company  in  any  year  only  if  and  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  reserve  fund  provided  for  by  section  five  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  exceeds  on  the  last  day  of 
December  the  amount  originally  established;  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  excess  shall  be  determined  and  the  obli- 
gation to  pay  the  rental  shall  accrue  only  after  deducting 
from  said  reserve  fund  the  full  amount  of  the  rental  payable 
under  any  contracts  executed  under  the  authority  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-five  as  amended,  and  the  full  amount  of  the 
rental  payable  under  any  contracts  executed  under  the  au- 
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thority  of  Part  II  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  as  amended 
and  after  fully  reimbursing  the  commonwealth  as  provided 
in  sections  eleven  and  thirteen  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  fifty-nine.  If  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  provisos  the 
company  is  not  required  to  make  the  full  rental  payments 
as  above  provided,  the  commonwealth  shall  during  the  term 
of  said  contract  and  until  the  subway  bonds  issued  by  the 
city  of  Boston  under  this  act  shall  have  been  paid,  or  a  sink- 
ing fund  accumulated  sufficient  to  pay  the  same  at  maturity, 
pay  to  the  city  of  Boston  on  or  before  March  first  in  each 
year  the  amount  so  unpaid. 

On  application  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  department  of 
public  utilities  shall  determine  the  amount  so  to  be  paid  by 
the  commonwealth.  In  order  to  provide  for  any  such  pay- 
ment, the  state  treasurer  may  borrow  as  provided  in  section 
eleven  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  In  case 
the  commonwealth  shall  be  called  upon  to  make  any  pay- 
ments hereunder,  the  amount  thereof,  with  interest  or  other 
charges  incurred  in  borrowing  money  for  the  purpose,  shall 
be  assessed  upon  the  cities  and  towns  which  paid  assess- 
ments under  the  last  preceding  assessment  under  section 
fourteen  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amounts  paid,  and  shall  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected in  the  manner  provided  in  said  section  fourteen. 

Section  6.  Upon  acceptance  of  this  act  by  vote  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city,  approved  by  the  mayor,  the  de- 
partment may  immediatelj^  make  such  preliminary  investi- 
gations, surveys  and  plans  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and 
to  that  end  ma}^  enter  upon  any  lands  and  place  and  main- 
tain marks  therein  and  may  make  excavations  and  borings 
and  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  such  investigations  and 
surveys.  The  department  may  expend  such  sums  not  in 
excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  as  it  deems  necessary  therefor. 
The  expenses  incurred  in  making  such  preliminary  investi- 
gations, surveys  and  plans  shall  be  paid  from  the  loans  au- 
thorized by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  but  if  and  when  the  con- 
struction is  begun  hereunder,  the  amount  so  expended  shall 
be  transferred  and  charged  to  the  cost  of  the  premises. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  the  Boston  Building  Code 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  being  chapter  four  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  with  the 
amendments  by  ordinances  of  the  city  council  incorporated 
therein,  and  of  sections  one  hundred  and  ten  and  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  not  apply  to  the  work  authorized  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  The  department  may  make  contracts  for 
work  authorized  by  virtue  of  this  act  and  all  contracts  in- 
volving two  thousand  dollars  or  more  in  amount  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  contractor  and  a  majority  of  the 
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department  and  shall  be  let  only  after  advertisement,  and 
then  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  No  such  written 
contract  shall  be  altered  except  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
signed  by  the  contractor  and  a  majority  of  the  department, 
and  also  by  the  sureties  on  any  bond  given  by  the  contractor 
for  the  completion  of  the  original  contract.  No  such  con- 
tract and  no  alteration  of  any  such  contract  shall  be  valid 
or  binding  on  the  city  unless  executed  in  the  manner  afore- 
said. 

Section  9.  Said  contract  for  use  referred  to  in  section 
five  shall  not  in  any  respect  impair  any  right  which  the 
commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  may  at 
any  time  have  to  take  the  railway  properties  and  rights  of 
the  company  or  any  right  which  the  commonwealth  or  any 
political  subdivision  thereof  may  have  under  section  sixteen 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  or  under  section  seventeen 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one.  In  the  event  of  such 
taking  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  company  shall 
not  be  enhanced  by  reason  of  such  contract  nor  shall  it  be 
diminished  because  of  the  fact  that  without  it  properties 
might  be  cut  off. 

Section  10.  To  meet  the  cost  of  the  premises  and  equip- 
ment, the  city  may  issue  bonds,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
five  million  dollars,  which  shall  be  designated  on  their  face 
Subway  Bonds  Acts  of  1945,  in  the  same  manner  as  bonds 
issued  under  section  eleven  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  and 
the  provisions  of  said  section  shall  apply  to  the  premises 
and  equipment  and  all  action  taken  under  authority  of  this 
section. 

Section  11.  All  rentals  and  other  payments  received 
by  the  city  under  this  act  shall  be  used  so  far  as  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  obligations  incurred  here- 
under and  the  balance  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  thereof  or  the  accumulation  of  a  sinking  fund 
therefor.  All  indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be 
outside  the  statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  only  upon  its 
acceptance  both  by  vote  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  by  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  by  vote  of  its  board  of  directors, 
and  upon  the  filing  of  certificates  of  such  acceptances  with 
the  state  secretary.

no  widow  and  no  such  child,  an  annuity  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  father  or  mother 
of  the  deceased,  or  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  unmarried  or 
widowed  sister  of  the  deceased  with  whom  he  was  li\ing  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  if  such  father,  mother  or  sister  was 
dependent  upon  him  for  support  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
during  such  time  as  such  beneficiary  is  unable  to  support 
himself  or  herself  and  does  not  marry.  The  members  of  said 
board  to  be  designated  by  the  public  authority  and  the  com- 
missioner of  pubUc  health,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  so  desig- 
nated within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  an  application 
for  an  annuity  hereunder,  and  said  members  shall  make  their 
report  within  sixty  days  after  their  appointment.

Whereas,  One  of  the  principal  purposes  of  this  act  is  to 
make  available  earlier  than  ninety  days  after  it  becomes  a 
law  the  procedure  provided  therein  for  remedying  conditions 
existing  in  connection  with  dangerous  buildings,  and  said 
purpose  cannot  otherwise  be  achieved,  therefore  this  act  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  health,  safety  and 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  lines,  in  the  eighth  line,  and  in  the  tenth 
line,  the  words  "chief  engineer"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word: —  head,  —  and  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "department"  in  the  sixth  line  the 
following:  —  ,  as  such  term  is  defined  in  section  one  of  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
—  Section  8.  If  an  owner,  agent  or  person  interested  in  such 
unsafe  structure  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  such  notice  within  the  time  limited,  and  such 
structure  is  not  made  safe  or  taken  down  as  therein  ordered, 
a  careful  survey  of  the  premises  shall  be  made  by  a  board 
consisting  in  a  city  of  the  city  engineer,  the  head  of  the  fire 
department,  as  such  term  is  defined  in  section  one  of  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  one  disinterested  per- 
son to  be  appointed  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  and  in  a 
town  of  a  surveyor,  the  head  of  the  fire  department  and  one 
disinterested  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  inspector  of 
buildings.  If  there  is  no  city  engineer  in  such  city  or  no 
head  of  the  fire  department  in  such  city  or  town,  the  mayor 
or  selectmen  shall  designate  one  or  more  officers  or  other 
suitable  persons  in  place  of  the  oflficers  so  named  as  mem- 
bers of  said  board.

"Provisional  appointment",  an  appointment  authorized 
on  a  requisition  when  there  is  no  suitable  eligible  list. 

"Temporary  appohitment",  an  appointment  made  for  a 
specified  time,  after  certification  from  an  eligible  list. 

"Civil  service",  classified  civil  service  provided  for  by 
this  chapter  and  the  rules  made  thereunder. 

"Class",  a  group  of  positions  suflnciently  shnilar  hi  respect 
to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  thereof  that  the  same  or 
similar  requirements  are  demanded  of  incumbents. 

"Commission",  the  civil  service  commission. 

"Commissioner",  a  commissioner  of  the  civil  service  com- 
mission. 

"Competitive  exammation",  an  examination  where  the 
applicants  are  in  competition. 
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Probationary 
period. 


"Competitive  promotional  examination",  a  competitive 
examination  for  promotion  to  be  conducted  as  provided  in 
sections  fifteen  and  twenty. 

"Director",  tiie  director  of  civil  service. 

"Discharge",  the  permanent  involuntary  separation  from 
the  service  of  an  officer  or  employee  because  of  incompe- 
tency, misconduct,  act,  neglect  or  refusal  to  act. 

"Division",  the  division  of  civil  service  of  the  department 
of  civil  service  and  registration. 

"Eligible  list",  a  list  established  by  the  director  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  chapter  and  the  rules  made  thereunder, 
from  which  certifications  are  made  to  appointing  authori- 
ties upon  requisition. 

"Grade",  a  subdivision  of  a  class,  including  all  positions 
with  substantially  identical  authority,  duties  and  responsi- 
bility, as  distinct  from  all  other  grades  in  that  class. 

"Labor  service",  shall  include  positions  placed  in  such 
service  under  the  rules  of  the  commission. 

"Layoff",  temporary  discontinuance  of  employment  for 
lack  of  work  or  lack  of  money. 

"Non-competitive  examination",  an  examination  given 
to  an  individual  selected  for  original  appointment  by  an 
appointing  authority  when  it  has  been  impossible  to  estab- 
lish an  eligible  list. 

"Official  service",  shall  include  positions  placed  in  such 
servicQ  under  the  rules  of  the  commission. 

"Promotion",  a  change  from  the  duties  of  one  grade  to 
the  duties  of  a  higher  grade  in  the  same  or  a  different  class 
as  determined  by  the  director. 

"Qualifymg  examination",  an  exammation  given  to  test 
tlie  qualifications  of  an  incumbent  whose  position  is  placed 
imder  civil  service  by  law  or  rule,  or  an  examination  given  to 
an  individual  to  qualify  for  promotion,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion fifteen.

"Reinstatement",  the  restoration  to  employment  of  a 
former  officer  or  employee  separated  from  the  service.

"Roster",  a  list  of  civil  service  employees  in  a  depart- 
ment, arranged  according  to  seniority.

This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  where 
a  promotion  is  required  to  be  made  as  provided  in  section 
twenty. 
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J3.  Except  as  authorized  by  paragraph  A,  and  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  section  twontj'^,  all  promotions  in  the 
official  service  shall  be  made  after  a  competitive  promotional 
examination  open  in  succession  to  those  who  have  been 
employed  for  at  least  one  year  in  the  next  lower  grades,  as 
determined  by  the  director,  in  the  same  department  or  divi- 
sion of  a  department,  until  a  sufficient  number  of  applicants 
to  hold  a  competitive  examination  is  obtained.  In  case  an 
eligible  list  of  at  least  two  available  persons  is  not  estab- 
lished from  such  promotional  examination,  then  a  competi- 
tive promotional  examination  may  be  held  open  to  any  class 
within  the  service  of  the  same  or  an}^  other  department,  or 
division  of  a  department,  as  the  director  may  determine. 
In  case  an  eligible  list  of  at  least  two  available  persons  is 
not  established  from  either  of  such  promotional  examina- 
tions, the  positions  shall  be  filled  after  open  competitive 
examination;  provided,  that  if  there  be  one  person  on  either 
eligible  list,  the  director  shall  certify  sucli  person.  In  any 
department,  or  division  of  a  department  having  not  more 
than  two  employees,  an  appointing  authority  ma}^  promote 
in  the  official  service  the  sole  employee  or  either  one  of  the 
two,  as  the  case  may  be;  provided,  that  such  employee 
passes  a  qualifying  examination  prescribed  by  the  director; 
and  provided,  further,  that  such  emploj^ee  has  been  em- 
ployed for  at  least  three  years  in  the  service  of  such  depart- 
ment or  division  of  a  department. 

C.  In  each  instance  when  the  appointing  authority  ap- 
points or  promotes,  as  the  case  may  be,  any  person  (tther 
than  the  person  whose  name  appears  highest  on  a  list  certi- 
fied to  him  or  it  by  the  director  for  a  position,  the  appoint- 
ing authority  shall  forthwith  delivei'  to  the  director  a  written 
statement  of  his  or  its  reason  for  not  appointing  or  pro- 
moting the  person  or  persons  v/hose  name  or  names  appear 
on  such  list  with  higher  rating  than  the  name  of  the  person 
so  appointed  or  promoted,  and  no  appointment  or  promo- 
tion of  any  person  other  than  the  person  whose  name  ap- 
pears liighest  on  such  list  shall  become  effective  until  such 
statement  has  been  received  b}^  the  director.  Every  such 
statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  division,  but  shall 
not  be  a  public  record;  provided,  that  it  may  be  inspected 
by  any  person  referred  to  in  such  statement  or  by  his  at- 
torney, duly  authorized  thereto  in  writing.

Section  15D.    For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  seniority  Basis  for 
of  officers  and  employees  in  the  official  or  labor  service  shall  *<'"'°"*^ 
mean  their  ranking  based  on  length  of  service,  computed  as 
provided  in  this  section. 

1.  The  length  of  service  of  a  permanent  officer  or  employee 
shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of  his  original  permanent 
appointment,  including  the  probationary  period  served  for 
such  appointment,  other  than  an  appointment  on  an  inter- 
mittent or  a  part-time  basis,  to  the  official  or  labor  service 
in  the  department  in  which  he  serves,  regardless  of  class  or 
grade,  unless  the  continuity  of  his  service  has  been  inter- 
rupted by  an  absence  from  the  pay  roll  of  six  months  or 
longer,  in  which  case  the  length  of  his  service  shall  be  com-

Section  6.  Said  chapter  thirty-one  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section :  —  Section  20.  Appoint- 
ments and  promotions  in  such  police  and  fire  forces  of  cities 
and  towns  as  are  within  the  official  service  and  in  the  detec- 
tive force  of  the  state  department  of  public  safety  and  in 
the  police  force  of  the  metropolitan  district  commission  shall 
be  made  only  by  competitive  examination,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  chapter,  or  in  the  rules  of  the  commis- 
sion relative  to  temporary  or  emergency  appointments.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation   of  this  act  would,   in  Emergency 
part,  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  provide  for  sewage  dis-  preamble. 
posal  needs  in  the  north  and  south  metropolitan  sewerage 
districts  with  the  utmost  expedition,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immedi- 
ate preservation  of  the  public  health,  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  only,  the  met- 
ropolitan district  water  supply  commission,  comprising  the 
three  members  provided  for  by  chapter  three  hundred  and 
seventy-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six, 
as  amended,  shall  also  include  the  director  and  chief  engineer 
of  the  sewerage  division  of  the  metropolitan  district  com- 
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mission  and  the  director  and  chief  sanitary  engineer  of  the 
division  of  sanitary  engineering  of  the  department  of  pubUc 
health,  both  ex  officio.  Subject  to  the  conditions  herein- 
after provided,  the  metropohtan  district  water  supply  com- 
mission, enlarged  as  hereinbefore  provided,  said  commission 
as  so  constituted  being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  metro- 
politan district  water  sui}ply  commission,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  on  l;ehalf  of  the  commonwealth  to  carry 
out,  prior  to  July  first  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  the 
following  projects:  -  Project  1.  The  construction  of  a  sew- 
age treatment  plant  and  appurtenant  works  at  Nut  island 
in  the  city  of  Quincy,  including  provision  for  the  dis- 
posal of  sludji  from  the  sewage  of  the  south  metropolitan 
sewerage  rlistri  ;t.  Project  2.  The  construction  of  and  ex- 
tension of  the  north  metropolitan  relief  sewer  from  East 
Bosto  *  to  Deer  island,  including  a  pumping  station  and 
appurtenant  works  at  East  Boston;  and  investigations, 
borings,  designs,  plans  and  specifications  only  of  a  sewage 
treatment  plant  and  appurtenant  works,  at  Deer  island,  of 
the  north  metropolitan  sewerage  district.  Project  3.  The 
construction  of  conduits,  pumping  stations  and  other  works 
along  Alewife  brook  in  the  cities  of  Cambridge,  Medford 
and  Somerville  and  the  towns  of  Arlington  and  Belmont. 
Project  4-  The  construction  of  conduits,  pumping  stations 
and  other  works  for  the  purpose  of  providing  relief  from 
storm  overflow  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Charles  river 
into  the  Charles  river  basin.  Project  5.  The  construction 
of  conduits,  pumping  stations  and  other  works  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  relief  from  storm  overflow  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  Charles  river  into  the  Charles  river  basin. 

For  the  purjoose  of  carrying  out  said  projects,  including 
any  expenditures  on  account  of  the  purchase  or  taking  of 
land  or  damage  to  land  occasioned  by  the  construction 
herein  provided  for,  the  metropolitan  district  water  supply 
commission  may  expend  sums,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate, fifteen  million  dollars;  provided,  that  no  expenditure 
or  commitment  from  the  proceeds  of  any  bond  issue  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  in  excess  of  four  million,  four  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  made  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six; 
and  provided,  further,  that,  except  as  hereinbefore  author- 
ized, no  expenditure  or  commitment  from  the  proceeds  of 
such  bond  issue  shall  be  made  subsequent  to  said  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  without  further 
authorization  of  the  general  court  therefor;  and  provided, 
further,  that  no  borrowing  of  mone3'^s,  except  for  work  under 
section  seven,  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any  such  project, 
except  upon  certification  by  the  emergency  public  works 
commission  that  such  moneys  are  necessary  in  addition  to 
any  moneys  made  available  from  federal  funds  or  federal 
assistance,  or  both. 

All  engineering  services  and  such  administrative  expenses 
incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the 
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direct  cost  of  the  proje  t  i  for  wliich  they  were  incurred  as 
set  fortli  in  section  one  ol  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  com  n;  on  wealth  may,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  as  a  federal  project  the  works  or  any  part 
thereof  herein  authorized  accept  and  use  any  federal  funds 
or  any  federal  assistance,  or  both,  provided  therefor  under 
any  federal  law,  authority  to  make  application  therefor 
being  hereby  granted  to  the  emergency  public  works  com- 
mission established  under  section  one  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  and  the  provisions  of  said  section  one  which 
lelate  to  action  by  said  emergency  public  works  commission 
shall  apply  in  the  case  of  action  under  this  act.  None  of  the 
aforesaid  projects  shall  be  undertaken  unless  it  is  approved 
by  the  governor.  In  case  federal  funds  or  federal  assistance 
are  made  available  to  the  commonwealth  for  carrying  out 
any  of  the  aforesaid  projects,  the  projects  receiving  such 
federal  financial  assistance,  when  so  approved,  shall  be  car- 
ried out  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  ap- 
propriate federal  law  providing  for  construction  of  projects 
of  that  class,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  pursuant 
thereto,  and  to  such  terms,  conditions,  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  such  federal  laws  and  rules  and  regu- 
lations, as  said  emergency  public  works  commission  may 
establish,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  to  ensure  the 
proper  execution  of  said  projects. 

Upon  completion  of  each  of  said  projects  the  metropolitan 
district  water  supply  commission  shall  turn  over  the  same, 
together  with  all  appurtenances  and  property  incidental 
thereto,  to  the  metropolitan  district  commission,  which 
shall  thereafter  miantain  such  project  as  a  part  of  the 
metropolitan  sewer  system  under  chapter  ninety-two  of  the 
General  Laws,  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  it  by  said  chapter. 

Section  3.  In  case  federal  funds  or  federal  assistance 
are  not  made  available  for  one  or  more  of  the  said  projects, 
no  payment  shall  be  made  or  obligation  incurred  in  carrying 
out  any  such  project  until  after  approval  thereof  by  the 
governor;  nor,  in  case  such  federal  funds  or  federal  assist- 
ance, or  both,  are  so  made  available,  until  after  approval 
thereof,  in  addition,  by  the  proper  federal  authorities,  and 
until  plans,  specifications  and  contracts  therefor,  and  alter- 
ations tliereto  subsequently  proposed,  have  been  approved 
by  said  emergency  public  works  commission,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  such  rules  or  regulations  as  said  last  men- 
tioned commission  may  make. 

Section  4.  All  moneys  paid  to  the  commonwealth  by 
the  federal  government  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
projects  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  received  by  the 
state  treasurer.  Payment  from  the  state  treasury  for  ex- 
penditures incurred  under  this,  act  shall  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  procedure  prescribed  under  section  eighteen 
of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  and  all  other 
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provisions  of  said  chapter  twenty-nine  shall  apply  in  the 
case  of  any  project  undertaken  under  this  act  or  any  ex- 
penditure necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  hereof, 
except  in  so  far  as  such  provisions  of  law  may  be  in  conflict 
with  applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  5.  In  carrying  out  the  powers  and  duties  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  this  act,  the  metropolitan  district  water 
supply  commission  may  construct  and  maintain  buildings, 
roads,  conduits,  pipes,  drains  and  wires  under  or  over  any 
watercourse,  bridge,  railroad,  railway,  boulevard  or  other 
public  way  in  such  a  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct 
or  impede  travel  thereon,  conforming  to  any  reasonable  regu- 
lations made  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities  and  the 
selectmen  of  towns,  respectively,  wherein  such  works  are 
performed,  and  restoring,  so  far  as  practicable,  any  such 
road,  street  or  way  to  as  good  order  and  condition  as  the 
same  was  in  when  such  work  was  commenced.  The  metro- 
pohtan  district  water  supply  commission  may  enter  upon 
and  use  the  land  of  others,  heeding  so  far  as  practicable  all 
reasonable  requests  made  by  such  owners;  and  in  general 
may  do  any  other  act  or  thing  necessary  or  proper  for  car- 
rying out  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  it  by  this 
act.  The  metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission 
shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any  conduit,  pipe  or 
other  works  within  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation 
except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  department  of  public  utilities. 

Section  6.  For  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  met- 
ropolitan district  water  supply  commission,  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  may,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time, 
take  by  eminent  domain  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  lands,  water  rights,  easements  and  other  property 
or  interests  in  property,  public  or  private,  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

It  may  also  take  and  use,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  any 
land  or  rights  in  land  of  the  commonwealth  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  it  and  the  state 
department  or  other  authority  which  at  the  time  is  vested 
by  the  commonwealth  with  the  care  and  control  of  such 
lands  or  rights,  and  if  the  metropolitan  district  water  supply 
commission  and  such  department  or  other  authority  cannot 
agree  upon  said  terms  and  conditions,  then  such  terms  and 
conditions  shall  be  fixed  by  the  governor  and  council. 

Any  taking  under  this  act,  except  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  may  be  in  fee  or  otherwise,  perpetual 
in  duration  or  for  a  limited  period  of  time,  according  as  the 
metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission  shall  deter- 
mine and  set  forth  in  the  order  of  taking. 

All  takings  under  this  act  of  property  or  rights  in  property 
and  all  proceedings  in  relation  to  or  growing  out  of  such  tak- 
ings shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  seventy-nine 
of  the  General  Laws,  except  in  the  following  particulars :  — 
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(a)  The  metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission 
need  make  no  award  of  damages  sustained  by  persons  or 
corporations  in  their  property  by  any  such  taking. 

(6)  The  notice  required  by  section  eight  of  said  chapter 
seventy-nine  may  be  given  at  any  time  within  one  year 
after  the  recording  of  the  order  of  taking  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion three  of  said  chapter. 

(c)  Petitions  for  the  assessment  of  damages  under  section 
fourteen  of  said  chapter  seventy-nine  may  be  filed  within 
two  years  after  the  recording  of  the  order  of  taking  provided 
for  in  said  section  three.  So  much  of  the  first  paragraph  of 
section  sixteen  of  said  chapter  seventy-nine,  as  amended,  as 
appears  after  the  word  "vested"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said 
section,  as  appearing  in  chapter  ninety-five  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  shall  have  no  application 
to  takings  under  this  act. 

(d)  For  all  property  taken  under  this  act,  the  right  to 
damages  shall  vest  upon  the  recording  of  the  taking  in  the 
registry  of  deeds. 

(e)  The  metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission 
may  sell  at  public  or  private  sale  or  exchange  or  lease  any 
property,  real  or  personal,  whether  taken  by  eminent  do- 
main or  otherwise  acquired,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission  is  no  longer 
needed  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Any  sums  of  money  so 
received  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the  construction  costs  or 
to  reduce  the  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  works. 

Section  7.  Pending  receipt  of  federal  funds  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  projects,  the  metropolitan  district  water  sup- 
ply commission  shall  make  borings  and  surveys  and  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  each  of  the  foregoing  projects 
only  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  and  shall  have  such 
powers  as  may  be  proper  and  reasonably  necessary  to  carry 
out  said  operations  or  plans,  specifications,  surveys  and  bor- 
ings. For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  said  work,  the  met- 
ropolitan district  water  supply  commission  may  expend,  from 
the  amount  authorized  by  section  one,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
four  per  cent  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  aforementioned 
projects,  except  that  there  shall  be  deducted  from  said  allow- 
able expenditures  of  four  per  cent  an  amount  equal  to  the 
total  sums  expended  by  and  liabilities  incurred  by  the  met- 
ropolitan district  commission  under  authority  granted  by 
section  nine  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine.  The  metropolitan  dis- 
trict commission  shall  upon  request,  transfer  to  the  metro- 
politan district  water  supply  commission  all  plans,  specifica- 
tions, surveys  and  borings  heretofore  carried  on  by  it  in 
connection  with  projects  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Section  8.  To  meet  the  cost  of  construction  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  metropolitan  district  water  supply  commission 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  subject  to  the 
limitations  contained  in  section  one,  the  state  treasurer  shall 
from  time  to  time  on  the  request  of  the  metropolitan  district 
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water  supply  commission,  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  com- 
monwealth, a  sum  or  sums,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate, 
fifteen  million  dollars,  and  may  issue  in  one  or  more  series 
bonds,  notes  or  other  forms  of  written  acknowledgment  of 
debt,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  obligations.  Each  series  shall 
carry  such  rates  of  interest  as  the  state  treasurer  may  fix, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  and  shall  be  payable  seri- 
ally in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  state  treas- 
urer may  determine,  with  tlie  approval  of  the  governor; 
provided,  that  the  principal  payments  of  each  series  shall 
be  made  annually  in  amounts  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be. 
The  obligation  last  payable  of  any  series  issued  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  said  projects  shall  become  due  not  later 
than  such  number  of  years  from  the  date  of  the  obligations 
of  such  series,  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  as  the  governor 
may  recommend  to  the  general  court  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 3  of  Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  commonwealth.  All  obligations  issued  under  this 
act  shall  be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer  and  approved  by 
the  governor.  All  obligations  issued  under  this  act  shall  be 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  in  such  funds  as 
are,  on  the  respective  dates  of  payment  of  such  principal 
and  interest,  legal  tender  for  the  payments  of  debts  due  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Section  0.  All  interest  payments  and  i)ayments  on  ac- 
count of  principal  on  such  obligations,  in  so  far  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  obligations  are  used  to  meet  the  cost  of  projects 
two,  three  and  five  herevmder  and  the  cost  of  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  sewerage  works  constructed  under  said 
projects  two,  three  and  five  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  shall 
be  paid  as,  a  part  of  the  interest,  sinking  fund  or  serial  bond 
requirements  and  costs  specified  in  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto 
and  affecting  the  same,  and  shall  be  apportioned,  assessed 
and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  the  north 
metropolitan  sewerage  system;  and  all  interest  payments 
and  payments  on  account  of  principal  on  such  obligations, 
in  so  far  as  the  proceeds  of  such  obligations  are  used  to  meet 
the  cost  of  projects  one  and  four  hereunder  and  the  cost 
of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  sewerage  works  con- 
structed under  said  projects  one  and  four  shall  be  deemed 
to  be,  and  shall  be  paid,  as  a  part  of  the  interest,  sinking 
fund  or  serial  bond  requirements  and  costs  specified  in 
chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  acts  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and 
in  addition  thereto  and  affecting  the  same  and  shall  be  ap- 
portioned, assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided 
by  chapter  ninety- two  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  the 
south  metropolitan  sewerage  system. 

Section  10.  In  order  to  provide  funds  to  carry  out  any 
project,  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  by  the  commonwealth 
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of  contributions  therefor  due  from  the  federal  government 
under  agreements,  the  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  on  the  credit 
of  the  commonwealth,  such  amounts  as  may  be  certified  by 
the  emergency  public  works  commission  to  be  necessary  to 
provide  such  temporary  funds,  but  not  exceeding  at  the  time 
of  any  such  certification  the  balance  of  such  federal  fimds 
then  remaining  unpaid,  and  the  state  treasurer  may  issue 
and  renew  notes  of  the  commonwealth  therefor,  bearing  in- 
terest payable  at  such  times  and  at  such  rates  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  him,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor.  Such  notes 
shall  be  issued  for  such  term,  not  exceeding  one  year,  as  may 
be  recommended  by  the  governor  to  the  general  court  in 
accordance  with  section  3  of  Article  LXII  of  the  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  of  the  conmionwealth.  All  notes 
issued  hereunder  shall  be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer,  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller. 

Section  11.  No  act  shall  be  done  under  authority  of 
this  act,  except  in  the  making  of  surveys,  plans  and  borings 
and  other  preliminary  investigations  for  submission  to  the 
governor  for  approval,  until  the  plans  of  the  system  of  sew- 
erage and  sewage  disposal  herein  authorized  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  department  of  public  health.  Upon  appli- 
cation to  said  department  for  its  approval  of  any  sewage 
disposal  works,  it  shall  give  a  hearing,  after  due  notice  to  the 
public.  At  such  hearing,  plans  showing  in  detail  all  the  work 
to  be  done  in  constructing  such  sewage  disposal  works  shall 
be  submitted  for  approval  by  said  department. 

Section  12.  The  metropolitan  district  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adopt,  and  thereafter 
may  alter,  amend  and  repeal,  rules  and  regulations  concern- 
ing the  discharge  of  sewage,  drainage,  substances  or  wastes 
into  any  sewer  under  its  control,  or  any  sewer  tributary 
thereto,  within  the  north  metropolitan  sewerage  district  or 
the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  district.  Failure  on  the 
part  of  any  nmnicipality  within  either  of  said  districts  to 
comply  witli  any  sucli  rule  or  regulation,  or  with  any  order 
made  under  authority  thereof,  lawfully  aftecting  such  mu- 
nicipality, sliall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  levying  and  col- 
lecting by  said  metropolitan  district  connnission  from  such 
municipality  of  such  additional  assessment  or  assessments 
as  said  metropolitan  district  commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  compensate  it  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  drainage, 
substances  or  wastes  from  such  municipality;  provided, 
that  no  such  additional  assessment  shall  be  levied  on  any 
such  municipality  in  any  one  year  which  shall  exceed  the 
lesser  of  an  amount  equal  to  one  twentieth  of  one  per  cent 
of  the  taxable  value  of  such  municipality,  or  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Section  13.  The  metropolitan  district  commission  shall, 
upon  the  completion  by  the  city  of  Boston  of  the  sewage 
treatment  plant  of  the  Boston  main  drainage  system,  dis- 
pose of  the  sludge  from  said  treatment  plant. 
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Section  14.  Chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  except  sections  six- 
teen to  nineteen,  inclusive,  is  hereby  repealed;  but  such 
repeal  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  obligation,  commit- 
ment or  liability  lawfully  assumed  or  incurred  thereunder, 
including  any  bonds  issued  under  authority  of  any  provi- 
sion of  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty,  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  act,  nor  shall  such  repeal  affect  the 
validity  of  any  work  performed  purportedly  under  authority 
of  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty  subsequently  to 
June  thirtieth  in  the  current  year  and  prior  to  said  effective 
date. 

If  on  said  effective  date  there  are  any  liabilities  incurred 
under  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty  to  meet  which 
no  funds  are  available  except  by  borrowing  thereunder,  the 
necessary  funds  may  be  borrowed  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
extent  provided  by  said  chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty.

Chapter  eight  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  ten  A,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
section  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  inserting  in  place

TAIN CORRECTIVE  CHANGES  IN  THE  LAWS  RELATING  TO 
FIRE    PREVENTION. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Chapter  twenty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
the  following  section:  —  Section  14-     There  shall  be  in  the 
department,  but,  except  as  provided  as  to  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  section  ten  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
not  under  the  control  of  the  commissioner,  a  board  to  be 
known  as  the  board  of  fire  prevention  regulations,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  fire  marshal,  ex  officio,  who  may  desig- 
nate from  time  to  time  a  person  serving  in  the  department 
to  act  temporarily  as  a  member  of  such  board,  with  the  same 
powers  and  duties  as  other  members  of  the  board,  and  six 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  terms  of  six  years  each.    One 
shall  be  the  head  of  a  fire  department,  as  such  term  is  defined 
in  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  or  a 
person  having  similar  powers  and  duties,  one  shall  be  a 
representative  of  a  national  organization  of  fire  underwrit- 
ers, one  shall  be  a  representative  of  a  national  organization 
of  professional  chemical  engineers,  one  shall  be  a  representa- 
tive of  a  national  organization  of  electrical  engineers,  one 
shall  be  a  representative  of  a  national  organization  of  me- 
chanical  engineers,   and   one  shall  be  a  representative  of 
owners  of  buildings  subject  to  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  or  a  representative  of  real  estate  management 
organizations  having  control  of  buildings  subject  to  said 
chapter.    The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  one  member  of 
said  board  as  chairman. 

No  member  shall  act  as  a  member  of  the  board,  or  vote 
as  such,  in  connection  with  any  matter  as  to  which  his  pri- 
vate right,  distinct  from  the  public  interest,  is  immediately 
poncerned. 
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A  majority  of  said  board,  constituted  as  above  provided, 
may  transact  business,  but  a  lesser  number  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time. 

Each  member  of  said  board  shall  be  paid  twenty  dollars 
for  each  day  while  in  the  actual  performance  of  his  duties 
as  such,  but  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  any  fiscal 
year,  and  shall  also  receive  from  the  commonwealth  all  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  by  him  in  connection  with  his 
official  duties. 

Such  clerical,  technical  and  other  assistants  as  may  be 
required  by  the  board  shall  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  com- 
missioner.

chemical  or  physical  agency,  ignite,  or  inflame  or  generate 
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inflammable  or  explosive  vapors  or  gases  to  a  dangerous 
extent,  and  may  prescribe  the  location,  materials  and  con- 
struction of  buildings  to  be  used  for  any  of  the  said  purposes. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  require  persons  keeping,  stor- 
ing, using,  selling,  manufacturing,  handling  or  transporting 
dynamite  or  other  high  explosives  to  make  reports  to  the 
department  in  such  particulars  and  in  such  detail  that  the 
quantity  and  location  thereof  will  always  be  a  matter  of 
authentic  record  in  the  department.  Cities  and  towns  may 
also  make  and  enforce  ordinances  and  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  said  rules  and  regulations,  relative  to  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  this  section.

The  provisions  of  section  fifty-five  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  the  eligi- 
bility of  an  applicant  for  registration  as  a  qualified  veterina- 
rian, as  in  force  immediatel}'^  prior  to  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-two,  shall  continue  to  govern  as  to  any 
person   who   shall   have   matriculated   prior  to   September 
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twenty-fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  in  any 
legally  chartered  school  of  veterinary  medicine  having  power 
to  confer  degrees  in  veterinary  medicine.

Chap. 7 12  An  Act  to  apportion  and  assess  for  the  fiscal  year 

COMMENCING  JULY  FIRST,  NINETEEN  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY- 
FIVE  AND  ENDING  JUNE  THIRTIETH,  NINETEEN  HUNDRED 
AND    FORTY-SIX    A    STATE    TAX    OF    FIVE   MILLION    DOLLARS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  state  tax  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five 
and  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  five  million  dollars.  The 
cities  and  towns  in  the  commonwealth  shall  be  assessed  and 
charged  with,  and  shall  pay,  said  tax  in  the  proportions 
established  for  them,  respectively,  by  chapter  five  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
five.  The  comptroller  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  prepare  a 
schedule  showing  the  sum  with  which  each  city  and  town 
is  charged  in  accordance  with  this  act  and  transmit  the  same 
to  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation,  who  shall 
verify  the  sums  appearing  in  such  schedule  and  as  soon  as 
may  be  thereafter  shall  certify  it  as  so  verified  to  the  state 
treasurer.  A  copy  of  the  schedule  as  so  verified  shall  be 
kept  in  the  office  of  said  commissioner  and  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection. 

Section  2.  Upon  receipt  by  the  state  treasurer  from  said 
commissioner  of  said  schedule  as  verified  and  certified  by 
him,  said  treasurer  shall  forthwith  send  his  warrants  to  the 
selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city  and  town  taxed  as  afore- 
said, requiring  them  respectively  to  assess  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  two  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-six,  the  sum  so  charged. 

Section  3.  The  state  treasurer  in  his  warrant  shall  re- 
quire the  selectmen  or  assessors  to  pay,  or  issue  severally 
their  warrant  or  warrants  requiring  the  treasurers  of  their 
several  cities  and  towns  to  pay,  to  the  state  treasurer,  on 
or  before  June  twentieth  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-six,  the  sums  with  which  their  respective  cities  and 
towns  are  charged  as  provided  in  section  one;  and  the 
selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively,  shall  return  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  names  of  the  treasurers  of  their  several  cities 
and  towns,  with  the  sum  which  each  may  be  required  to 
collect,  to  the  state  treasurer  at  some  time  before  June  first 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six. 

Section  4.  If  the  amount  due  from  any  city  or  town,  as 
provided  in  this  act,  is  not  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  within 
the  time  specified,  the  state  treasurer  shall  notify  the  treas- 
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urer  of  such  delinquent  city  or  town,  who  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  in  addition  to  the  tax,  such 
further  sum  as  would  be  equal  to  one  per  cent  per  month 
during  the  delinquency  from  and  after  June  twentieth  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six;  and  if  the  same  re- 
mains unpaid  after  July  first  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-six,  an  information  may  be  filed  by  the  state  treas- 
urer in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  or  before  any  justice 
thereof,  against  such  delinquent  city  or  town;  and  upon 
notice  to  such  city  or  town,  and  a  summary  hearing  thereon, 
a  warrant  of  distress  may  issue  against  such  city  or  town  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  said  taxes  under  such  penalties  as 
the  court  or  the  justice  thereof  before  whom  the  hearing  is 
had,  shall  order.  The  state  treasurer  may  deduct  at  any 
time  from  any  moneys  which  may  be  due  from  the  common- 
wealth to  any  city  or  town  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  tax 
in  this  act  apportioned  or  any  other  tax  or  charge  which 
may  be  due  to  the  commonwealth  from  such  city  or  town, 
with  the  interest  accrued  thereon.

CENY    OF   poultry   AND    CERTAIN   DOMESTIC   ANIMALS. 

Whereas,  In  view  of  the  current  mass  depredations  of  do-  Emergency 
mestic  animals,  fowl  and  birds  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  p^'e^'^bie. 
commonwealth  it  is  necessary  that  the  increased  penalties 
for  such  actions,  as  provided  by  this  act,  take  effect  immedi- 
ately; therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
health,  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  provision  of  section  thirty  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  whoever  while  this  act  is  in  force 
steals  any  animal,  beast  or  bird  which  is  ordinarily  kept  in 
confinement  and  is  not  the  subject  of  larceny  at  common  law, 
and  specifically  any  person  who  steals  neat  cattle,  sheep, 
goats  or  poultry,  of  another  shall,  if  the  value  thereof  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction  for  not  less  than 
six  months  and  if  the  value  thereof  exceeds  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of 
correction  for  not  less  than  one  year.  The  stealing  of  each 
animal,  beast  or  bird  shall  be  a  separate  offense  under  this 
section. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  until  the  termina- 
tion of  the  present  states  of  war  between  the  United  States 
and  certain  foreign  countries  and  for  six  months  thereafter.

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Chap. 7 14c  An  Act  establishing  an  unpaid  special  commission  to 

PROVIDE    FOR    THE    PREPARATION    OF   A    SUITABLE    HISTORY 
OF  MASSACHUSETTS'  PART  IN  WORLD  WAR  II. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  adjutant  general,  the  state  secretary, 
and  the  state  librarian  as  chairman,  are  hereby  appointed  a 
special  commission  to  have  general  supervision  of  the  com- 
piling, editing  and  writing  of  a  fitting  chronicle  of  Massa- 
chusetts' part  in  World  War  II. 

Section  2.  Said  commission  may  appoint  an  official  his- 
torian and  staff,  and  engage  such  clerical  assistants  as  may 
be  required  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  commission  is  hereby  directed  to  com- 
pile an  appropriate  record  of  Massachusetts  men  who  died 
during  World  War  II  while  in  the  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  United  States  of  America  or  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  any 
foreign  power  associated  with  the  United  States  of  America 
in  World  War  II.  Said  record  shall  be  known  as  the  Gold 
Star  Record  of  Massachusetts  in  World  War  II.  It  shall 
be  in  sufficient  detail  to  establish  the  identity  of  each  such 
deceased  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  and  to  enable  a  reasonable 
estimate  to  be  made  of  the  service  rendered  by  him  to  the 
commonwealth,  and  shall  set  forth,  among  other  things,  his 
service  record,  residence,  birthplace  and  age,  and  nearest 
relative. 

Section  4.  Said  commission  is  hereby  further  directed 
to  compile  and  publish  the  history  of  Massachusetts'  part 
in  the  war  effort  based  on  data  from  the  following  sources: 

(a)  All  special  legislation  pertaining  to  war  activities. 

(h)  Executive  orders  issued  by  the  governor. 

(c)  All  the  newspapers  of  the  commonwealth,  indexed  to 
locate  readily  war  news  of  local  importance. 

(d)  Files  and  records  of  state  departments  relating  to  the 
war. 

(e)  Mihtary  operations  within  the  commonwealth,  such 
as  the  training  of  troops  at  Fort  Devens,  Camp  Edwards 
and  Westover  Field;  the  operations  of  the  United  States 
Navy  and  Coast  Guard  and  the  Merchant  Marine  within 
the  commonwealth  and  adjacent  waters;  the  training  of 
young  men  for  various  branches  of  the  service  in  the  schools 
and  colleges  of  the  commonwealth;  and  the  operation  of 
the  Boston  Port  of  Embarkation. 

(/)  War  production.  The  records  of  shipbuilding,  manu- 
facture of  arms  and  munitions  and  other  equipment  for  war. 

(g)  Food  production  and  rationing. 

(h)  Civilian  war  activities  such  as  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Safety,  Civilian  Air  Reserve,  vocational  education  for 
war  workers,  war  bond  sales.  Red  Cross  and  War  Fund 
contributions,  hospital  services  and  nursing  aides,  paper 
salvage,  and  the  U,  S.  O. 
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Said  history  shall  also  include  such  other  historical  data 
as  may  properly  recognize  the  services  of  Massachusetts 
citizens  pertaining  to  the  war  effort. 

Section  5.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditures 
authorized  by  this  act,  said  commission  may  expend  such 
sums,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  therefor.

If  an  ap- 
plicant for  registration  claims  to  be  a  naturalized  citizen  or 
to  derive  citizenship  through  the  naturalization  or  citizen- 
ship of  another,  the  registrars,  or  absent  registration  officers, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  require  him  to  produce  for  inspec- 
tion the  papers  of  naturalization,  certificate  of  citizenship 
made  under  federal  authority  or  any  other  papers  on  which 
he  relies  and  shall,  if  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  a  citizen, 
make  upon  such  papers  a  memorandum  of  their  inspection. 
If  such  papers  have  once  been  examined  and  record  thereof 
made  in  the  general  register,  the  registrars,  or  absent  regis- 
tration officers,  as  the  case  may  be,  need  not  again  require 
their  production. 

Section  8.  Said  chapter  fifty-one  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  forty-six,  as  appearing  in 
the  Tercentenary  Edition,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section :  —  Section  46.  If  upon  examination  the 
registrars,  or  absent  registration  officers,  as  the  case  may  be, 
are  satisfied  that  an  applicant  for  registration  has  all  the 
qualifications  of  a  voter  except  that  of  age,  and  that  he  will 
on  or  before  the  day  of  next  election  or  town  meeting  attain 
full  age,  they  shall  place  his  name  on  the  register.

The  state  department  of  public  works  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  dredge  Belle  Isle  creek  located  between 
Boston  harbor  and  Chelsea  creek ;  and  for  such  purpose  may 
expend  such  necessary  funds  as  are  available  under  item 
3132-13  of  section  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  four  of 
the  acts  of  the  current  year.  Approved  July  25,  1945.

THE    workmen's    COMPENSATION    LAW.  ^  ' 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows.' 

Chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  General  Laws  is  g.  t,.  (Tcr. 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  thirty-four,  thirty-  Fs'g^^gfx  3.5 
four  A  and  thirty-five,  as  amended,  and  inserting  in  place  amended,  ami ' 
thereof  the  four  following  sections :  —  Section  3/, .    While  the  added.'^'^^' 
incapacity  for  work  resulting  from  the  injury  is  total,  the  Total  inca- 
insurer  shall  pay  the  injured  employee  a  weekly  compensa-  p'^"*^- 
tion  equal  to  two  thirds  of  his  average  weekly  wages,  but  not 
more  than  twenty-two  dollars  nor  less  than  fifteen  dollars  a 
week  unless  the  weekly  wages  of  the  injured  employee  are 
less  than  fifteen  dollars,  in  which  case  said  weekly  compen- 
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sation  shall  be  equal  to  his  average  weekly  wages;  provided, 
that  the  amount  does  not  exceed  seventy-five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  SJ^A .  While  the  incapacity  for  work  resulting  from 
the  injury  is  both  permanent  and  total,  the  insurer  shall  pay 
to  the  injured  employee,  following  pajonent  of  the  maximum 
amount  of  compensation  provided  in  sections  thirty-four  and 
thirty-five,  or  either  of  them,  a  weekly  compensation  equal 
to  one  half  of  the  average  weekly  wages,  but  not  more  than 
twenty-two  dollars  nor  less  than  fifteen  dollars,  during  the 
continuance  of  such  permanent  and  total  incapacity.  Ap- 
plication for  payments  under  this  section  may  be  made  by 
an  injured  employee  before  he  has  received  the  maximum 
compensation  to  which  he  is  or  may  be  entitled  under  the 
aforesaid  sections. 

In  any  proceeding  brought  by  the  insurer  to  discontinue 
compensation  under  this  section,  a  member  or  the  reviewing 
board  may,  after  hearing,  order  the  insurer  to  continue  pay- 
ments to  the  injured  employee  hereunder.  The  reasonable 
costs  of  such  proceeding,  including  therein  reasonable  coun- 
sel fees  and  witness  fees  of  physicians  appearing  at  such  pro- 
ceeding, shall  be  determined  by  the  board  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  insurer. 

Section  35.  While  the  incapacity  for  work  resulting  from 
the  injury  is  partial,  the  insurer  shall  pay  the  injured  em- 
ployee a  weekly  compensation  equal  to  the  entire  difference 
between  his  average  weekly  wage  before  the  injury  and  the 
average  weekly  wage  he  is  able  to  earn  thereafter,  but  not 
more  than  twenty-two  dollars  a  week;  and  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  shall  not  be  more  than  seventy-five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Section  35 A.  Where  the  employee  has  dependents,  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  shall  be  added  to  the 
weekl}^  compensation  under  sections  thirty-four,  thirty-four  A 
and  thirty-five,  for  each  person  wholly  dependent,  as  defined 
in  section  thirty-two,  but  in  no  case  exceeding  his  weekly 
wage  at  the  time  of  injury.  Approved  July  25,  1945.

BOSTON  authority  OF  A  CHANNEL  FROM  QUINCY  BAY  TO 
THE  WOLLASTON  AND  SQUANTUM  YACHT  CLUBS,  OF  A 
BASIN  IN  FRONT  OF  SAID  CLUBS  AND  OF  A  CHANNEL  IN  THE 
WEYMOUTH    FORE    RIVER. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  Port  of  Boston  Authority  is  hereby  authorized  to 
dredge  a  channel  for  a  distance  of  approximately  six  tenths 
of  a  mile,  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  six  feet  at  mean  low 
water,  extending  from  Quincy  bay  southwesterly  to  the 
area  in  front  of  the  Wollaston  Yacht  Club  and  the  Squan- 
tum  Yacht  Club,  located  on  the  Quincy  shore  reservation, 
and  to  dredge  a  basin  in  said  area  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than 
eight  feet  at  mean  low  water.    The  said  Authority  is  hereby 
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further  authorized  to  dredge  a  channel  in  the  Weymouth 
Fore  river  in  the  towns  of  Weymouth  and  Braintree,  to  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  six  feet  at  mean  low  water  and  to  a 
width  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet,  extending  from  a  point 
approximately  five  hundred  yards  easterly  of  the  Quincy 
Avenue  bridge  to  a  point  approximately  three  hundred 
yards  westerly  thereof,  and  to  accept  such  contributions 
towards  the  cost  of  the  work  authorized  by  this  act  as  may 
be  agreed  upon.

Said  sums  may  be  expended  by  a  city  or 
town  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  in  addition  to  federal  funds, 
if  any,  allocated  to  such  city  or  town  and  available  for  such 
expenditure.

723  An  Act  authorizing  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance OF  MUNICIPAL  departments  AND  OF  DISTRICTS  FOR 
FURNISHING  INFORMATION,  ADVICE  AND  ASSISTANCE  TO 
VETERANS   OF  WORLD   WAR   II   OR   OTHER   VETERANS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  every  city  and  town  which  accepts  this 
act,  in  a  city  by  vote  of  the  city  council,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  its  charter,  and  in  a  town  by  vote  of  the  town  at  a 
town  meeting,  there  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
case  of  a  district  formed  under  authority  of  section  two,  be 
established  and  maintained  a  department  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  such  information,  advice  and  assistance  to  vet- 
erans of  World  War  II  or  other  veterans  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enable  them  to  procure  the  benefits  to  which  they  are  or 
may  be  entitled  relative  to  employment,  vocational  or  other 
educational  opportunities,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  pen- 
sions and  other  veterans'  benefits.  Each  department  so 
established  and  maintained  shall  be  known  as  the  depart- 
ment of  veterans'  services,  and  the  officer  in  charge  thereof 
shall  be  known  as  the  director  of  veterans'  services.  Such 
director  shall  be  a  war  veteran  and  shall  be  appointed  in  a 
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city  by  the  mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  city  council, 
and  in  a  town  by  the  selectmen.  The  person  in  a  city  author- 
ized by  the  citj^  charter  or  by  ordinance  or  vote  of  the  city 
council,  and  in  a  town  authorized  by  vote  of  the  selectmen, 
to  disburse  state  or  military  aid,  shall  upon  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  become  the  director  of  veterans'  services  for  such 
city  or  town  and  shall  serve  as  such  director  until  other  pro- 
vision is  made  as  provided  by  this  section;  provided,  that 
if  such  a  person  on  said  effective  date  is  not  a  war  veteran 
and  has  unlimited  tenure  of  office  or  is  serving  for  a  definite 
term  he  may  be  retained  in  office  as  such  director  until  he 
is  removed  for  cause,  or  until  the  expiration  of  such  term, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  2.  Two  or  more  municipalities  which  have  ac- 
cepted this  act,  only  one  of  which  may  be  a  city  or  a  town  in 
excess  of  twelve  thousand  population,  may  by  vote  of  the 
city  council,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  in  a 
city,  and  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting  or  the  town  meeting 
members,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  a  town,  form  a  district  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Any  constituent  city  or  town  by  vote  may  withdraw  from 
the  district  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year  if  such  withdrawal 
is  voted  in  the  manner  aforesaid  not  less  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  end  of  such  fiscal  year  and  notice  of  such  vote 
is  filed  with  the  other  cities  and  towns  comprising  the 
district. 

Section  3.  In  every  such  district  there  shall  be  a  board 
composed  of  the  mayor  of  such  city,  if  any,  as  may  be  in- 
cluded in  the  district,  and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  se- 
lectmen of  each  of  the  towns  in  the  district,  which  board 
shall  appoint,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and  may  remove  a 
director  of  veterans'  services  of  said  district,  and  may  ap- 
point, fix  the  compensation  of,  and  may  remove,  a  deputy 
or  assistant  to  such  director,  if  in  the  opinion  of  said  board 
such  a  deputy  or  assistant  is  necessary.  Such  director  shall 
be  a  war  veteran  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  dis- 
trict board,  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  in  each  of  the 
municipalities  comprising  the  district.  The  officer  in  anj^ 
city  or  town  included  in  such  district  who  is  authorized  to 
disburse  state  or  military  aid  in  such  city  or  town  may  be 
designated  by  said  district  board  to  be  the  director  in  such 
district.  The  treasurer  of  one  of  the  municipalities  compris- 
ing such  district,  designated  by  the  district  board  thereof, 
shall  be  treasurer  of  the  district  and  shall  give  to  the  district 
a  bond,  with  a  surety  company  authorized  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  the  commonwealth  as  surety,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  as  treasurer  of  the  district  in  such 
sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  said  district  board  may 
require.  The  district  treasurer  shall  disburse  the  money  so 
received  upon  warrants  approved  by  the  district  board. 

Section  4.  Every  such  district  board  shall  determine  the 
expenses  of  the  district  and  apportion  the  same  among  the 
several  municipalities  included  therein  on  the  basis  of  the 
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taxable  valuation  of  said  municipalities  as  last  established  by 
the  general  court  as  a  basis  of  apportionment  for  state  and 
county  taxes,  and  shall  promptly  thereafter  notify  the  treas- 
urers of  said  municipalities  of  such  apportionment.  Every 
city  or  town  treasurer  so  notified  shall,  annually  in  Decem- 
ber, certify  the  amount  of  such  apportionment  to  the  board 
of  assessors  of  his  municipality,  who  shall  include  such 
amount  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  following  year. 

Upon  order  of  the  district  board  the  city  or  town  treasurer 
of  each  of  the  constituent  members  of  the  district  shall  from 
time  to  time  pay  to  the  district  treasurer  a  sum  or  sums  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  amount  certified  by  the 
board  as  its  respective  share  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
district. 

Section  5.  In  each  department  of  veterans'  services,  and 
in  each  district  established  under  section  two,  there  shall  be 
an  unpaid  advisory  board  to  be  appointed,  in  cities  by  the 
mayor,  in  towns  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  in  districts 
by  the  district  board.  Such  advisory  board  shall  render  such 
assistance  to  the  director  of  veterans'  services  of  tlie  munici- 
pality or  district,  relative  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as 
said  director  may  request.  The  state  commissioner  of  vet- 
erans' services  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  formulate 
and  publish  rules  and  regulations  establishing  in  a  general 
manner  the  types  of  persons  with  respect  to  their  occupa- 
tions, professions  and  special  skills,  who  may  be  appointed 
to  such  unpaid  advisory  boards.  Every  such  advisory  board 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  town  or  district,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  6.  Said  departments  and  districts  shall  acquire 
and  have  on  hand  copies  of  current  booklets  and  other  printed 
matter  pertaining  to  the  statutory  rights  of  war  veterans 
provided  under  state  and  federal  laws.  They  may  call  at 
any  time  upon  any  department,  board,  division  or  commis- 
sion of  the  commonwealth  for  such  assistance  as  may  be 
necessary  in  carrying  out  their  functions.  They  shall  also 
work  in  close  co-ordination  with  existing  federal  agencies 
established  for  the  aid  of  war  veterans,  and'  they  shall  enlist 
the  support  of  hospitals  within  their  respective  communities 
or  districts  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Departments  and  districts  established  and 
maintained  hereunder  shall  be  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  state  commissioner  of  veterans'  services,  and  their  offices 
shall  be  physically  located  independently  of,  and  separate 
and  apart  from,  any  other  public  or  private  agency,  board, 
bureau,  social  agency  or  society,  other  than  a  municipal  de- 
partment established  and  maintained  for  the  disbursement 
of  state  or  military  aid. 

Section  8.  The  city  council  in  every  city  shall  vote  in 
the  current  year  on  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  in  every 
town  a  vote  shall  be  taken  thereon  not  later  than  the  annual 
town  meeting  in  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six.

they  may  be  entitled,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preser- 
vation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  office  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  veterans'  services  an  advisory  council,  to  be  known 
as  the  veterans'  services  advisory  council,  which  shall  ren- 
der such  assistance  to  said  commissioner  in  furnishing  such 
information,  advice  and  assistance  to  veterans  of  World 
War  II  or  other  veterans  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  procure  the  benefits  to  which  they  are  or  may  be 
entitled  relative  to  employment,  vocational  or  other  educa- 
tional opportunities,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  pensions 
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and  other  veterans'  benefits  under  the  provisions  of  law 
relating  to  veterans  of  World  War  II  or  other  veterans, 
except  the  pro\isions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of 
the  General  Laws,  chapter  eleven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-two  and  chapter  two  hundred  and  eleven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  as  amended.

of  mental  health,  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  the 
chairman  of  the  industrial  accident  board,  the  director  of 
the  division  of  employment  security,  the  commissioner  of 
public  health,  a  person  appointed  by  the  chief  justice  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  a  person  appointed  by  the  adjutant 
general,  and  the  department  commanders  of  the  American 
Legion,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  the  Disabled  Ameri- 
can Veterans  and  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.

DENTS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  WHO  SHALL  HAVE  SERVED  IN 
THE  ARMED  FORCES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  DURING  THE 
EXISTING    WAR. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  Emergency 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  provide  prompt  recogni-  '^"^*^'*'" 
tion  of  IVIassachusetts  residents  upon  their  honorable  dis- 
charge or  release  from  duty  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  during  the  existing  war,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preser- 
vation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  application,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth,  without  appropriation  and  without  a  war- 
rant from  the  governor  and  council,  to  each  person  who 
shall  have  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
on  or  after  September  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty 
and  prior  to  the  termination  of  the  present  war,  as  declared 
by  presidential  proclamation  or  concurrent  resolution  of  the 
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congress,  and  shall  have  received  a  discharge  or  release, 
other  than  a  dishonorable  one,  from  such  service,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars;  provided,  that  every  person  on  ac- 
count of  whose  service  the  application  is  filed  shall  have 
been  a  resident  of  the  commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  six  months  immediately  prior  to  the  time  of  his 
entry  into  service  and  his  enlistment,  induction  or  commis- 
sion in  said  armed  forces  was  credited  to  the  quota  of  Mas- 
sachusetts under  the  federal  selective  service  act. 

Section  2.  The  words  "armed  forces",  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  mean  the  following:  —  United  States  Army,  Army 
of  the  United  States,  United  States  Navy,  United  States 
Naval  Reserve,  United  States  Marine  Corps,  United  States 
Marine  Corps  Reserve,  United  States  Coast  Guard,  Wom- 
en's Army  Corps,  Women's  Auxiliary  —  Navy,  Women's 
Auxiliary  —  United  States  Marine  Corps,  Women's  Auxil- 
iary —  United  States  Coast  Guard,  Army  Nurse  Corps  and 
Navy  Nurse  Corps. 

Section  3.  In  the  case  of  the  decease  of  any  person  who 
would  if  alive  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act,  the  sum 
named  therein  shall  be  paid  to  his  dependents,  if  any,  and 
otherwise  to  his  heirs-at-law ;  provided,  that  if  there  is 
more  than  one  dependent  or  heir-at-law,  payments  shall  in 
either  case  be  made  in  such  proportions  as  the  state  treasurer 
shall  determine,  and  in  determining  the  order  of  precedence 
so  far  as  practicable  the  following  order  shall  be  observed: 
wife  and  children,  mother  or  father,  brother  or  sister,  other 
dependents;  provided,  however,  that  no  right  or  payment 
under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  claims  of  creditors,  ca- 
pable of  assignment,  regarded  as  assets,  legal  or  equitable, 
of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  or  made  the  basis  for  adminis- 
tration thereof. 

Section  4.  Applications  hereunder  shall  be  filed  with  the 
state  treasurer,  upon  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him.  The 
state  treasurer  may  accept  the  written  statement  of  an  as- 
sessor of  a  city  or  town  that  a  person  claiming  pay  or  on 
whose  account  pay  is  claimed  by  a  dependent  or  heir-at-law, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  was  a  resident  thereof  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  any  year,  as  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  fact  of  such  residence,  and  he  may  accept  such  other 
evidence  of  residence  as  he  may  consider  adequate.  The 
assessors  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  state  treasurer,  forthwith  furnish  such  information 
relative  to  such  residence  as  their  records  may  disclose. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  any  benefit 
accruing  under  this  act  who  (1)  shall  have,  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  existing  war,  sought  to  avoid  service 
because  of  conscientious  objection  thereto,  or  because  of 
ahenage,  or  (2)  who  shall  have  been  at  any  time  guilty  of 
any  fraud  or  wilful  violation  or  evasion  of  the  federal  selec- 
tive service  act  or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  war 
department  in  force  thereunder. 
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Section  6.  The  adjutant  general  shall  certify  to  the  state 
treasurer  the  dates  of  service  and  any  other  military  infor- 
mation necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Whoever  knowingly  makes  a  false  statement, 
oral  or  written,  relating  to  a  material  fact  in  supporting  a 
claim  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  three  years,  or  both.  Offences  under 
this  section  may  be  prosecuted  by  the  attorney  general,  or 
under  his  direction,  in  any  court  within  the  commonwealth, 
and  all  fines  collected  hereunder  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  8.  The  state  treasurer  shall  act  upon  all  appli- 
cations made  hereunder,  and  may  expend  for  clerical  assist- 
ance and  for  such  other  expenses  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not  exceeding 
the  sums  appropriated  by  the  general  court  for  the  purpose. 

Section  9.  There  is  hereby  imposed  an  additional  excise 
tax  of  one  half  of  one  mill  for  each  cigarette  sold  in  the 
commonwealth  during  the  period  beginning  August  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  the  same  to  be  levied  and 
collected  as  provided  in  chapter  sixty-four  C,  inserted  by 
chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  acts  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  shall  apply  to 
said  additional  excise  to  the  same  extent  as  to  the  normal 
excise  levied  thereunder.  Every  manufacturer,  wholesaler, 
vending  machine  operator  and  unclassified  acquirer  who,  on 
said  August  first,  has  on  hand  for  sale  any  cigarettes  shall, 
within  twenty  days  thereafter,  file  a  complete  inventory 
thereof  and  pay  to  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation  a  tax  with  respect  thereto  computed  at  the  rate  of 
one  half  of  one  mUl  per  cigarette  on  all  cigarettes  upon  which 
an  excise  of  only  one  and  one  half  mills  has  been  previously 
paid.  All  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  sixty-four  C  relative 
to  the  collection,  verification  and  administration  of  the  tax 
thereunder  imposed  shall,  in  so  far  as  pertinent,  be  appli- 
cable to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  section.  The  revenue  re- 
ceived by  the  imposition  of  the  excise  provided  by  this  sec- 
tion, plus  one  third  of  the  permanent  three-cent  excise  on 
cigarettes  imposed  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-seven 
of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act. 

Section  10.  There  is  hereby  imposed  upon  all  domestic 
manufacturing  corporations,  foreign  manufacturing  corpo- 
rations, domestic  business  corporations  and  foreign  corpora- 
tions, as  defined  in  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  levied  under  the  provi- 
sions of  sections  thirty  to  fifty-one,  inclusive,  of  said  chapter 
sixty-three  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  and  in  addition  to  the  taxes  imposed  upon  such 
corporations  under  section  nine  of  chapter  seven  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
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one,  under  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  under  chapter  five 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-five,  a  further  additional  excise  tax  equal  to  two  and 
one  half  per  cent  of  the  net  income  of  each  such  corporation 
determined  to  be  taxable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  chapter  sixty-three;  provided,  that  the  tax  imposed 
by  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  corporations  taxable  under 
section  thirty-eight  B  of  said  chapter  sixty-three.  All  pro- 
visions of  law  relative  to  the  assessment,  payment,  collec- 
tion and  abatement  of  the  taxes  imposed  under  said  chapter 
sixty-three  upon  corporations  taxable  hereunder  shall  apply 
to  the  additional  taxes  herein  imposed;  provided,  that  the 
credit  for  dividends  paid  to  inhabitants  of  this  common- 
wealth by  foreign  corporations  provided  by  section  forty- 
three  of  said  chapter  sixtj^-tliree  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
the  additional  taxes  imposed  by  this  section.  This  section 
shall  apply  only  to  taxes  levied  in  or  on  account  of  the  cal- 
endar year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six.  The  surtaxes  im- 
posed upon  corporations  of  the  classes  named  in  this  section 
by  section  nine  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  by  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  forty-three  and  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  shall  apply  to 
the  taxes  imposed  bj^  this  section. 

Section  11.  There  is  hereby  imposed  an  additional  ex- 
cise on  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  of  alcohol  on  and 
after  August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  as  follows: 

For  each  wine  gallon,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  of  all  alco- 
holic beverages  containing  more  than  twenty-four  per  cent 
but  not  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at 
sixt}^  degrees  Fahrenheit,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  wine 
gallon. 

For  each  proof  gallon,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  of  all 
other  alcoholic  beverages  containing  more  than  fifty  per 
cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit  or 
alcohol,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  proof  gallon. 

Said  additional  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  tempo- 
rary excise  imposed  under  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-six  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  as  provided  in  section  twenty-one  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended,  and  the  pertinent  provisions  of  said  section  shall 
apply  to  said  additional  excise  to  the  same  extent  as  to  the 
normal  excise  levied  thereunder. 

Every  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  who  at  the  conmience- 
ment  of  business  on  August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  has  on  hand  for  sale  at  the  premises  covered  by  a  license 
issued  to  such  person  under  any  provision  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  or  at  any  other  premises,  any 
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alcoholic  beverages  or  alcohol  of  the  classes  affected  by  this 
section  with  respect  to  which  an  excise  has  not  been  paid  or 
is  not  payable  under  this  section  shall  make  and  file  with  the 
commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  a  complete  in- 
ventory thereof  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  pay 
to  said  commissioner  at  the  time  of  filing  such  inventory  an 
excise  with  respect  thereto  computed  at  the  rates  imposed 
by  this  section.  All  provisions  of  section  twenty-one  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirtj'^-eight  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended,  relative  to  the  collection,  verification  and  ad- 
ministration of  taxes  applicable  to  licensees  under  said  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  shall  in  so  far  as  pertinent 
be  applicable  to  the  excise  herein  imposed. 

The  words  "alcoholic  beverages",  as  used  in  this  section, 
shall  mean  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  section  one  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  word  "alcohol",  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  mean 
alcohol  subject  to  any  provision  of  said  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight,  but  shall  not  include  alcohol  sold  for 
scientific,  chemical,  mechanical,  manufacturing,  industrial, 
culinar}^',  pharmaceutical  or  medical  purposes  in  containers 
greater  in  capacity  than  one  wine  gallon. 

Section  12.  The  state  treasurer  may  borrow  at  any 
time  during  a  fiscal  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  receipts  for 
that  year  from  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  expendi- 
tures authorized  by  this  act,  and  may  issue  notes  therefor. 
Money  so  borrowed  and  notes  so  issued  may  be  at  such 
rates  of  interest  as  shall  be  found  necessary.  He  shall  re- 
pay any  sums  borrowed  under  this  section  as  soon  after  said 
receipts  are  paid  as  is  expedient,  but  in  any  event  before  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  same  were  borrowed.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XL VI II  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  "The  Initiative.  //. 
Initiative  Petitions.  Section  3'\  an  initiative  petition  was 
filed  in  this  office  September  7,  1944,  signed  by  ten  qualified 
voters  together  with  the  certification  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral that  the  measure  was  in  proper  form  for  submission  to 
the  people,  and  the  remainder  of  more  than  the  required 
number  of  qualified  voters  (24,597)  was  filed  December  5, 
1944,  representing  that  there  was  need  for  legislation,  either 
by  the  general  court  or  by  the  people,  to  repeal  the  old  age 
assistance  law  and  substitute  therefor  an  old  age  pension 
law  to  be  administered  by  the  commonwealth  in  conformity 
with  the  law,  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder 
of  the  federal  social  security  act  so  as  to  be  eligible  for  financ- 
ing in  part  by  federal  funds,  accompanied  by  a  Bill  entitled, 
"An  Act  repealing  the  old  age  assistance  law  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  an  old  age  pension  law  to  be  administered  by 
the  commonwealth  in  conformity  with  the  law,  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder  of  the  federal  social 
security  act  so  as  to  be  eligible  for  financing  in  part  by  federal 
funds." 

Under  date  of  January  3,  1945,  said  petition  was  trans- 
mitted by  this  office  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  was  thereby  deemed  to  be  introduced  and  pending 
in  the  General  Court. 

At  the  first  annual  session  of  the  General  Court  of  1945, 
after  due  consideration  of  the  petition  and  its  accompanying 
bill  (House  document  No.  473),  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives passed  the  bill  on  June  5,  1945.  The  Senate  did  not 
vote  on  the  bill  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  June;  there- 
fore, the  measure  failed  to  pass.  The  committee  on  pen- 
sions and  old  age  assistance  of  the  General  Court  filed  a 
majority  report  which  was  printed  as  House  document 
No.  1979  for  the  year  1945. 

Said  petition  was  completed  by  the  acceptance  in  this 
office  July  31,  1945,  of  a  sufficient  number  (7,080)  of  addi- 
tional signatures  of  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  said  law  will  be  submitted  for  approval  or  disapproval 
by  the  people  at  the  state  election  November  5,  1946.

The  general  court,  during  its  first  annual  session  held  in 
1945,  passed  736  Acts  and  90  Resolves,  which  received 
executive  approval. 

The  governor  returned  13  Acts  with  his  objections  thereto 
in  writing.    Upon  13  Acts  his  objections  were  sustained. 

Thirteen  (13)  Acts  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  author- 
izing the  establishment  within  the  town  of  Weymouth  of  a 
hospital  for  the  inhabitants  of  such  town";  "An  Act  further 
regulating  certain  appointments  and  salary  increases  in  the 
city  of  Boston  and  county  of  Suffolk";  "An  Act  relative 
to  the  registration  of  voters  prior  to  primaries,  preliminary 
elections  and  elections";  "An  Act  relative  to  certain  pre- 
requisites to  state-wide  recounts  of  votes  cast  at  State 
elections";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  inspection  of  documents 
used  by  witnesses  to  refresh  their  recollection  and  the  admis- 
sibility in  evidence  thereof";  "An  Act  providing  for  pre- 
liminary elections  in  the  town  of  Dracut " ;  "An  Act  relative 
to  the  treatment  of  assets  deposited  by  insurance  companies 
as  collateral  for  certain  bonds  given  for  the  security  of  their 
policyholders,  in  the  computation  of  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  such  companies";  "An  Act  restricting  expense  assess- 
ments by  fraternal  benefit  societies";  "An  Act  relative  to 
certain  deductions  in  the  fixing  of  the  amounts  of  annual 
municipal  assessments";  "An  Act  establishing  the  board 
of  registration  of  chiropractors  and  defining  its  powers  and 
duties";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  admission  of  certain  per- 
sons to  the  state  retirement  system";  "An  Act  granting 
certain  rights  to  Clara  W.  Jackson  under  the  state  retire- 
ment system"  and  "An  Act  relative  to  the  taxation  of 
marine,  or  fire  and  marine,  insurance  companies"  were 
passed  and  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  approval;  were 
returned  by  him  with  his  objections  thereto,  to  the  branch 
in  which  they  respectively  originated;  were  reconsidered, 
and  the  vote  being  taken  on  their  passage,  the  objections  of 
the  governor  thereto  notwithstanding,  they  were  rejected, 
and  said  acts  thereby  became  void. 

Five  (5)  Acts  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  relative  to 
certain  exceptions  and  exemptions  under  the  workmen's 
compensation  law"  (Chapter  369);  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
a  third  deputy  state  treasurer"  (Chapter  489);    "An  Act 
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relatinfj;  to  licensing  of  certain  public  entertainment  on 
Sunday"  (('hapter  575);  "An  Act  authorizing  and  directing 
the  department  of  public  works  to  construct  certain  addi- 
tions to  the  Freezer  building  and  its  facilities  located  on  the 
state  fish  pier  in  Gloucester  harbor"  (Chapter  653)  and 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  absent  registration  for  voting  by 
those  who  by  reason  of  physical  disability  are  unable  to 
make  application  in  person  at  sessions  called  for  the  purpose 
of  registering  voters"  (Chapter  715)  were  declared  to  be 
emergency  laws  by  the  governor  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  forty-eighth  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion "The  Referendum.  II.  Emergency  Measures".  Said 
Chapter  369  thereby  took  effect  at  12.15  p.m.  on  June  1, 
1945;  said  Chapter  489  at  12.50  p.m.  on  July  12,  1945;  said 
Chapter  575  at  9.45  a.m.  on  July  31,  1945;  said  Chapter 
653  at  10.23  a.m.  on  July  24,  1945  and  said  Chapter  715  at 
4.10  P.M.  on  August  2,  1945. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  on  Wednesday,  July  25, 
1945,  at  three  o'clock  p.m.,  the  session  having  occupied  204 
days.

Question  No.  1  — ■  Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  for  a  Fair,  Concise 
Summary,  instead  of  a  Description,  of  Each  Proposed  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  Each  Law  submitted  to  the  People,  under  the  Initiative 
and  the  Referendum,  and  Certain  Changes  relative  to  the  Filing  of  Initia- 
tive Petitions  which  is  further  described  as  follows:  — 

This  amendment  amends  Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  by  striking  out  section  three  under  the  heading  '^The  Initia- 
tive. II.  Initiative  Petitions^'  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section 
which  provides,  — 

That  an  initiative  petition  for  a  constitidional  amendment  or  a  law  shall 
_first  be  signed  by  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  and  shcdl  be 
submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  not  later  than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the 
August  before  the  assembling  of  the  (leneral  Court  into  which  it  is  to  be 
introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  if  the 
Attorney  General  shall  certify  that  the  measure  and  its  title  are  in  proper 
form  and  that  it  is  not,  affirmatively  or  negatively,  substantially  the  same 
as  any  measure  which  has  been  qualified  for  submission  or  submitted  to 
the  people  at  either  of  the  two  preceding  biennial  state  elections,  and  that 
it  contains  only  subjects  not  excluded  from  the  popular  initiative  and  which 
are  related  or  which  are  mutually  dependent. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  subsequent  signers. 
He  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary  of  the  pro- 
posed measure,  as  determined  by  the  Attorney  General  as  it  will  appear 
upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten 
signers.  All  such  petitions,  with  the  first  ten  signatures  attached,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  not  earlier  than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  Septem- 
ber before  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature  into  which  they  are  to  be  intro- 
duced, and  the  remainder  of  the  required  signatures  shall  be  filed  not  later 
than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  following  December. 

Section  3  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  heading  "The 
Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.'^  is  also  amended  by  striking 
out  the  second  sentence  of  such  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  pro- 
visions that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  signers  of  a 
referendum  petition  on  a  law  requesting  that  the  operation  of  such  law  be 
suspended  subseque?it  to  the  first  ten  signers  and  shall  print  at  the  top  of 
each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary  of  the  proposed  law  as  determined  by 
the  Attorney  General  as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the 
names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten  signers. 

Section  4  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the  heading  "The 
Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions." ,  is  also  amended  by  striking 
out  the  third  sentence  of  such  section  and  insertiyig  in  place  thereof  provi- 
sions that  the  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  signers  subse- 
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quent  to  the  first  ten  signers  of  a  referendum  petition  asking  for  the  repeal 
of  an  emergency  law  or  of  a  law  ivhich  takes  effect  because  the  referendum 
petition  does  not  contain  a  request  for  suspension,  and  shall  print  at  the 
top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary  of  the  proposed  law  as  such 
summary  will  appear  on  the  ballot  together  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  first  ten  signers. 

Article  XLVIII  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  subheading  "III. 
Form  of  Ballot"  and  subheading  "IV.  Information  for  Voters"  under 
the  heading  "General  Provisions"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  new  sub- 
headings  III  and  IV,  ivhich  provide,  respectively:

A  fair,  concise  summary  of  each  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  each  law  submitted  to  the  people,  as  determined  by  the  Attorney 
General  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot.

IV.     Information  for  Voters. 

The  Secretary  shall  print  and  send  to  each  registered  voter  the  full  text 
of  every  measure  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  together  ivith  a  copy  of  the 
legislative  committee's  majority  and  minority  reports,  with  the  names  of 
the  majority  and  minority  members  and  a  fair,  concise  summary  of  the 
measure  as  such  summary  will  appear  on  the  ballot  and,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  provided  by  law,  other  arguments  for  and  against  the  measure,  — 
which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  and 
in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8,  1941,  received  201 
votes  in  the  affirmative  and  2  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session 
of  the  two  branches  held  May  12,  1943,  received  214  votes  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  5  in  the  negative,  —  be  approved?

Question  No.  2  —  Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  provide  that  the  General  Court 
may  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  pardons  of  offences 
which  are  felonies  may  be  granted  which  is  further  described  as  follows:  — 

This  article  of  amendment  to  the  Co?istitution  of  Massachusetts  annuls 
Article  VIII  of  Section  1  of  Chapter  II  of  Part  the  Second  of  the  Consti- 
tution, which  vested  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Council,  witJi 
the  full  and  unrestricted  power  of  pardoning  offences  of  which  a  person  is 
convicted,  except  such  as  persons  may  be  convicted  of  before  the  Senate  by 
an  impeachment  of  the  House,  and  adopts  a  new  Article  VIII  in  place 
thereof. 

This  new  Article  VIII  vests  the  pardoning  power  in  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  but  provides  further  that  if  the  offence 
to  be  pardoned  is  a  felony  the  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  a  pardon  may  be  granted. 

The  new  Article  VIII  contains  the  same  provision  as  the  old  with  rela- 
tion to  the  ineffectiveness  of  pardons  granted  before  a  conviction,  —  which 
proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the  General  Court  and  in  a 
joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held  July  8,  1941,  received  199  votes 
in  the  affirmative  and  1  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the 
two  branches  held  May  12,  1943,  received  198  votes  in  the  affirmative 
and  0  in  the  negative,  —  be  approved?

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  annuls  Article 
XLV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  which  related  to  absentee 
voting  and  adopts  in  its  place  a  new  Article  XLV  which  authorizes  the 
Legislature  to  provide  for  voting,  in  the  choice  of  any  officer  to  be  elected 
or  upon  any  question  submitted  at  an  election,  by  qualified  voters  of  the 
Commonwealth  who  at  the  time  of  such  an  election  are  ahserit  from  the  city 
or  town  of  which  they  are  inhabitants  or  are  unable  by  reason  of  physical
